The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Kansas 
Legislature,  January  24th,  1872  : 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring therein  : 

That  a  committeo  consisting  of  five  members  of  the 
House  of  Uepreeentativep,  and  three  members  of  the  Senate 
be  appointed  to  investigate  all  charges  of  bribery  and  cor- 
ruption connected  with  the  Senatorial  elections  of  1867  and 

1871,  with  power  to  send  for  perf-ons  and  papers,  and  report 
to  the  Legislature  as  soon  as  practicable  ;  and  that  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  investigation  each  member  of  the  Committee 
which  shall  be  appointed  under  this  resolution  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations. 

On  February  24lh.  1872,  the  Committee  appointed  under 
the  foregoing  resolutions  made  the  following 

REPORT. 

Mr.  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the 
House  OF  Representatives  :  I'he  Committee  appointed  un- 
der the  foregoing  resolution  met  on  the  26th  day  of  January, 

1872,  and  organized  and  issued  subpoenas  for  witnesses  and 
adjourned  until  'I'uesday,  the  .30th  day  of  January-,  and  on 
that  day  met  and  proceeded  to  take  the  testimony  of  wit- 
nesses, and  continued  frc/m  day  today,  and  ceased  the  taking 
of  testimony  on  the  2?>d  day  of  February,  1872.  We  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  us  persons  within  the  State  of  whom 
it  was  alleged  that  they  knew  something  of  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  the  inqnir}-,  and  the  testimony  of  those  who  appeared 
was  taken.  Under  the  authority  of  a  concurrent  resolution, 
a  committeo  emploj'cd  James  Chew  as  their  clerk,  who 
reduced  to  writing  all  the  testimony  taken,  which  testimony 
is  herewith  submitted,  and  made  a  part  of  our  report. 

From  the  testimony  taken,  your  Committee  tind, 
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That,  at  the  Senatorial  election  of  1867,  a  large  sum  of 
money  was  used  and  attempted  to  be  used  in  bribing  and  in 
attempting  to  bribe  and  influence  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  secnre  the  election  of  S.  C.  Pomeroy,  E.  Gr.  Koss  and 
Thomas  Carney,  by  S.  C.  Pomeroy,  Thomas  Carney,  Perry 
Fuller  and  others  in  their  employ. 

See  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  in  1867,  in  House 
Journal  of  1867,  from  page  957  to  page  971  inclusive.  Also 
see  testimony  herewith  submitted  of  "Sreo.  A.  Kej^nolds,  I.  S. 
Kalloch,  E.  b.  Mobley,  S.  D.  Macdonald,  Thomas  A.  Osborn, 
Joshua  Wheeler,  William  Spriggs,  D.  E.  Anthony,  Edward 
EusseU,  et  al. 

It  also  appears  in  reference  to  that  election  that  S.  C. 
Pomeroy  and  Sidney  Clarke,  in  March,  1886,  jointly  paid  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  promised  to  pay  the  further  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  for  Avhich  they  executed  their  joint  notes  to 
M.  W.  Reynolds,  who  has  been  recently  appointed  receiver 
of  the  land  oflice  at  Neodesha  in  consideration  that  he  would 
use  the  columns  of  his  paper,  the  Journal,  at  Lawrence,  to 
secure  the  election  of  S.  C.  Pomeroy  to  the  13  nited  States 
Senate  in  1867,  and  Sidney  Clarke  to  Congress  in  the  fall  of 
1866.  It  also  appears  that  S.  C.  Pomeroy  paid  in  addition 
the  further  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  the  said 
M.  W.  Eeynolds.  It  further  appears  that  M.  W.  Eeynolds 
sued  upon  these  notes  in  the  Douglas  county  district  court, 
and  the  defendants  Pomeroy  and  Clarke  pleaded  therein  an 
illegal  consideration  for  the  notes,  and  that  the  findings  of 
the  court  upon  trial  upon  the  merits  were  for  the  defendants 
and  the  judgment  against  the  plaintifi"  Eeynolds.  That  Eey- 
nolds had  the  case  prepared  for  the  Supreme  Court,  and  then 
directed  his  counsel  not  to  proceed  further  in  the  cause,  and 
that  shortly  thereafter  he  was  appointed  to  the  public  ofiice 
he  now  holds.  From  the  depositions  of  Pomeroy  and  Clarke 
taken  and  used  in  that  case  it  w^ould  seem  that  the  payment 
of  the  one  thousand  dollars  and  the  promise  of  two  thousand 
dollars  to  M.  W.  Eeynolds,  were  to  advance  Eepublicanism 
in  Kansas  and  secure  a  Eepublican  victory  at  the  election  of 
the  fall  of  1866. 

When  such  testimony  as  this  is  viewed  in  the  light  of 
the  then  \vell  known  fact,  and  the  subsequently  demonstrated 
truth  that  the  State  M'as  then  Eepublican  by  a  majority  of 
11,000,  without  the  aid  of  the  Lawrence  Journal,  its  falsity 
is  apparent.  That  the  one  thousand  dollars  was  paid,  and 
the  tAvo  thousand  dollars  promised  to  be  paid,  was  so  paid 
and  promised  to  be  paid  to  subsidize  the  Journal  in  the  inter- 
est of  S.  C.  Pomeroy  and  Sidney  Clarke,  ])ersonally,  is  a  fair 
conclusion  from  the  testimony.  (See  the  testimony  of  George 
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A.  Reyiioldn,  W.  W.  Nevison,  and  tho  depositionfi  of  S.  C. 
Pomcro}',  Sidney  Clarke  and  George  A.  ReynoldH,  and  the 
findings  of  the  court.)  As  a  thorough  invcKtigalion  of  tho 
Senatorial  election  of  1867,  by  reason  of  the  lapse  of  time 
since  that  date,  absolutely  required  for  its  preparation  and 
eoni])letio!i,  laucli  more  time  than  the  ordinary  length  of  a 
legislative  session,  the  Committee  were  forced  to  be  content 
in  that  regard  with  what  they  could  glean  from  the  witnesses 
brought  before  them  for  the  proof  of  other  facts.  Yet,  from 
all  the  testimony  before  tho  Committee  on  that  question,  wo 
have  no  hesitation  in  recording  our  well  established  conclu- 
sions, that  money  was  used  in  a  large  amount  and  in  a  cor- 
rupt and  criminal  way  by  candidates  for  United  States  Sen- 
ator, and  by  their  friends  with  their  knowledge.  In  relation 
to  the  election  of  1871,  tho  Committee  find  that,  tho  testi- 
mony shows  that  Sidney  Clarke  was  a  candidate  for  election 
to  the  office  of  United  States  Senator  in  1871,  and  that  his 
friends  engaged  for  him,  which  act  he  afterwards  ratified, 
some  eighty  rooms  at  the  Tcffc  House;  that,  in  addition 
thereto  he  rented  and  fitted  up  on  tho  opposite  side  of  tho 
street  from  the  Tcift  House,  and  on  the  corner  of  Kansas 
avenne  and  Sixth  avenue,  a  suite  of  five  rooms,  which  was 
during  that  canvass  designated  as  "the  soup  house,"  and 
"  the  bread  riot,"  where  refreshments  were  kept.  That  he 
deposited  with  tho  Kansas  Valley  National  Bank,  when  he 
came  here,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  which  were  drawn 
out  by  Mr.  Adams  upon  authority  from  Clarke. 

*  That  Sidney  Clarke  overdrew  his  account  about  sixteen 
hundred  dollars.  (See  tesiiraony  of  Clarke,  Adams  and 
Abell,  et  al.)  That  he  offered  to  members  of  the  Legislature 
appointments  to  office  and  payment  of  expenses  of  the  elec- 
tion of  members  of  tho  Legislature,  for  their  votes  for  him- 
self for  United  States  Senator.  (See  the  testimony  of  King, 
Phinney,  Bond  and  Wheeler.)  That  he  told  R.  S.Stevens  to 
make  whatever  arruugement  he  ])leased  Avith  Caldwell  in 
regard  to  his  (Clarke's)  expenses.  (See  testimony  of  Clarke.) 
That  Stevens  paid  out  for  Sidney  Clarke,  during  that  can- 
vass, about  twenty  six  hundred  dollars.  (See  tObtimony  of 
George  A.  Keynolds.) 

That  his  friend  D.  M.  Adams,  with  the  knowledge  of 
Clarke,  undertook  topuix'hase  Senator  Wood's  vote  with  the 
promise  of  an  office,  which  promise  was  secured  by  a  certi- 
ficate of  deposit  of  the  Jvansas  Valley  National  Btink  for  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  actually  issued.  (See  tho 
testimony  of  King,  Abell  :tiul  Adauis)  That  Mr.  Wheaton, 
of  Fort  Scott,  a  friend  of  Mr.  Clarke's,  who  was  here  eudeav- 
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oring  to  secure  Clark's  election,  offered  to  buy  the  vote  of 
W.  C.  Webb  for  Mr.  Clarke,  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  at  Fort  Scott  in  December,  1870.  (See  testimony  of 
Webb.)  These  thini^i^s  all  conspire  to  place  the  fact  bej^ond 
question  that  Mr.  Clark  intended  to  use,  used  and  was  en- 
deavoring to  use,  and  with  his  knowledge  permitted  his 
friends  to  use  and  endeavor  to  use  money  and  other  valuable 
considerations  in  an  illegal,  corrupt  and  criminal  way,  to 
secure  votes  for  himself  for  the  "United  States  Senate.  (See 
testimony  of  Clarke,  Adams,  Phinney,  King,  P.  T.  Abell,  W. 
C.  Webb  and  W.  Shannon.)  It  also  appears  that  R.  S.  Ste- 
vens, Avho  is  a  resident  of  Attica,  Xew  York,  and  General 
Manager  of  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Eailroad, 
and  whose  business  headquarters  were  then,  as  now, 
in  Sedalia,  Missouri,  was  here  in  the  interest  of  Mr. 
Clarke,  and  expended  an  amount  of  money  for  his  use  in  the 
canvass.  Also  that  P.  T.  Abell  was  here  and  spent  a  sum  of 
money  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Clarke,  and  was  at  that  time  in 
the  employment  of  James  F.  Joy  in  his  railroad  bu!-itiess  in 
this  State.  (See  testimony  of  George  A.  Reynolds  and  P.  T. 
Abell.)  Also  that  John  McDonald,  a  resident  of  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  (who  had  a  peculiar  interest  in  Mr.  Clarke's  elec- 
tion, was  here  in  Clarke's  interest.  It  also  appears  that  Ad- 
ams paid  out  of  Clarke's  money  the  entire  expense  of  "the 
soup  house."  That  a  part  of  the  money  paid  by  Ste- 
vens went  to  pay  the  expenses  of  '  the  soup  house." 
And  that  Colonel  P.  T.  Abell  paid  two  or  three  hundred 
hundred  dollars  as  a  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  "  soup 
house."  May  it  not  be  that  the  disgraceful  "  soup  house  "'is 
made  the  ledger  scape-goat  of  greater  sins  of  these  men? 
(See  testimony  of  Adams,  Abell  and  Reynolds.)  It  can 
hardly  be  supposed,  even  by  the  most  veivlant,  that  Mr. 
Adams  would  issue  the  paper  of  the  Kansas  Valley  JSi^ational 
Bank  for  three  thousand  dollars,  and  Mr.  Wheaton  offer  to 
pay  two  thonsund  dollars  for  a  vote  for  Mr.  Clarke,  without 
the  authority  of  Mr.  Clarke. 

In  the  case  of  the  certificate  for  the  three  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  testimony  of  Mr.  King  shows  that  the  transaction, 
which  was  a  direct  attem])t  to  obtain  a  vote  for  Mr.  Clarke 
by  briber}'  ,^lhe  bribe  being  a  mail  agencj',  or  its  cash  equiva- 
lent— three  thousand  dollars)  was  with  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  Mr.  Clarke,  if  not  by  his  positive  direction.  The 
facts  that  Mr.  Wheaton  came  here  and  labored  for  Mr.  Clarke, 
and  was  at  the  time  he  made  the  offer  to  Mr.  Webb,  and  had 
been  before  the  strong  friend  of  Mr.  Clarke,  leaves  but  little 
doubt  even  with  the  most  skeptical,  that  was  an  effort  directed 
and  assented  to   by  Clarke,  to  bribe  Webb  with  two  thou- 
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Band  dollars.  The  offer  made  to  Phinneyby  Clarke  himself 
and  S.  C.  King,  as  shown  by  Wheeler's  testimony,  are  of  the 
same  character,  except  tluit  in  the  latter  it  does  not  appear 
that  any  money  vvas  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  ap- 
pointment. (See  testimony  of  Clarke,  Wheeler,  King,  Phin- 
ney  and  Abcll.) 

In  relation  to  the  matters  affecting  Alexander  Caldwell, 
the  testimony  shows  that  Len.  T.  Smith  was  his  particular 
friend,  and  was  a  Democrat  and  here  working  earnestly  in 
the  interest  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  recognized  by  him  as  his 
confidential  adviser  and  agent.  That  J.  L.  McDowell  was 
here  working  for  and  on  confidential  terms  with  Alexander 
Caldwell,  in  consideration  of  the  promise  of  Caldwell  to 
remove  Mrs.  Johnson,  a  widow,  whose  husband  was  killed 
early  in  the  war,  atMorristown,  Missouri,  from  the  postofico 
at  Leavenworth.    (See  testimony'  of  McDowell,  Thomas,  et  al.) 

That  a  Jarge  lohb}^  of  Leavenworth  men  were  here  in 
the  interest  of  Caldwell.  That  Thomas  Carney  was  here 
upon  confidential  relations  with  Caldwell.  That  some  kind 
of  a  written  agreement  existed  between  Culdwell  and  Cai'ney 
in  relation  to  the  senatorial  election.  (See  testimony  of  Mc- 
Dowell, et  al.) 

That  Carney  stated,  but  about  two  weeks  ago,  that  he 
was  coming  before  the  Committee  to  testifj',  and  sent  such 
message  to  the  Committee;  that  he  was  notified  by  telegraph 
as  well  as  by  summons  to  appear;  that  he  was  going  to  tell 
all  he  knew,  and  that  he  knew  that  Caldwell  and  those  in  his 
interest  had  purchased  the  votes  of  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  vote  for  Caldwell,  (see  the  testimony  of  Osborn,) 
that  a  check  for  seven  thousand  dollars,  drawn  b}-  Len.  T. 
Smith  in  favor  of  Thomas  Carney,  went  into  the  hands' of  T. 
J.  Anderson,-  which  was  by  Mr.  Anderson  presented  and 
cashed  at  the  Kansas  Valley  National  Bank,  on  the  23d  day 
of  January,  1871,  (see  testimony  of  D.  M.  Adams). 

That  another  check  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
drawn  by  .1.  W.  Morris,  was  cashed  under  very  suspicious 
circumstances  by  the  Topeka  Bank,  on  the  night  of  the  23d 
day  of  January,  1S71.  (See  the  testimony  of  Morris,  Mul- 
vane  and  Jacob  Smith). 

That  another  check  for  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
was  drawn  by  Uobert  Crozier,  and  cashed  at  the  Topeka 
Bank,  on  the  24th  or  25th  day  of  January,  1871,  and  the 
cash  delivered  to  Len.  T.  Smith.  (See  testimony  of  Mul- 
vane  and  Crozier.)  That  Len.  T.  Smith  boi'rowed  an  amount 
of  money  from  Thomas  A.  Osborn  to  pay  his  hotel  bill. 
(See  testimony  of  Osborn.)     That  a  draft  upon  the  treasurer 
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of  the  KanBas  Pacific  Eailway  Company  for  ten  tlwusand  dol- 
lars was  presented  by  T.  J.  Anderson,  and  cashed  at  the 
Kansas  Yalley  National  Bank,  on  the  23d  day  of  January, 
1871.  It  will  be  borne  in  mirid  that  the  first  vote  for  United 
States  Senator  in  1871,  was  upon  the  24th  day  of  January, 
1871,  and  the  joint  convention  and  final  vote  on  the  next 
day,  being  on  the  25th  day  of  January.  There  is  now  a 
note  for  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  the  Kansas 
Valley  National  Bank,  made  by  Anderson,  and  endorsed  by 
Caldwell,  for  transactions  in  this  canvass,  which  note  is  for 
the  benefit  of  T.  J.  Anderson.  That  Mr.  Caldwell  claims 
that  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway  Company  by  its  agents,  at 
or  about  the  time  of  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871,  prom- 
ised to  give  to  him  thirt}'  thousand  dollars  as  its  share  of 
the  election  expenses  of  that  election,  or  as  its  honus  for  his 
influence  as  United  Slates  Senator.  That  Caldwell  demanded 
of  and  importuned  Mr.  Perry,  the  President  of  the  Kansas 
Pacific  Eailway  Company  to  poy  to  Mr.  Caldwell  the  said 
sum  of  830,000  at  Leavenworth,  after  his  election,  and  that 
by  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Perry,  Mr.  Caldwell  and  his 
faithful  friend  Len.  T.  Smith  came  to  Topeka  from  Leaven- 
worth to  see  about  and  settle  up  this  thirty  thousand  dollar 
transaction,  and  that  the  agents  of  the  company  here  did 
not  admit  the  promise  as  alleged  by  Caldwell,  but  did  not 
stand  as  square  on  the  subject  as  the  President  of  the  com- 
pan}^  wished.  (See  testimony  of  J.  P.  Usher.)  That  Len. 
T.  Smith  wanted  to  arrange  with  Jacob  Smith,  President  of 
the  Topeka  Bank,  to  cash  checks  given  in  the  canvass.  (See 
testimony  of  Jacob  Smith.)  That  Len,  T.  Smith  wished  to 
be  informed  of  any  members  of  the  Legislature  who  could 
be  bought.  (See  testimony  of  (rreeno.)  That  Len.  T. 
Smith  said  they  were  dead  broke  on  the  morning  of  the  23d 
or  24th,  but  as  soon  as  Major  Anderson  came  they  would 
have  plenty  of  greenback-?  again,  and  that  he  would  be  back 
in  a  few  moments.  That  Anderson  did  come  back  and  appa- 
rently had  something,  and  went  into  Caldwell's  private  room 
with  Caldwell.  (See  testimony  of  Raymond.)  That  W.  H. 
Carson  got  one  thousand  dollars  of  this  corruption  fund. 
(See  testimony  of  Shannon  and  Spriggs.)  That  money  was 
paid  and  offered  to  l)e  paid  to  various  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature by  Caldwell's  agents  and  friends.  (See  testimony  of 
Spriggs,  Hammond,  Greeno,  Melville,  Neal,  Osborn,  Thomas, 
Floyd,  Chase,  G.  W.  Wood,  Manning,  Burke,  H.  D.  Baker, 
and  others.)  That  George  Smith  paid  out  to  members  of 
the  Legislature,  for  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  with  an  understand- 
ing that  it  should  be  refunded  to  him  by  Caldwell,  over 
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twenty  thousand  dollars.  (See  testimony  of  Spriggs.)  That 
Caldwell  promised  appointments  to  offieo  and  other  favorable 
official  acts  for  votes.  (See  testimony  of  Bond  and  others.) 
That  Caldwell  said  after  his  election,  at  different  times,  that 
his  election  cost  him  more  than  any  one  was  aware  of,  and 
clearly  indicated  by  his  conversation,  and  in  fact  said,  that  ho 
paid  for  his  scat  in  the  United  States  Senate  from  this  State, 
twice  as  much  as  the  salary  of  the  office  for  the  full  term  of 
six  years  would  amount  to,  or  about  sixty  thousand  (hilars, 
and  that  he  paid  Carney's  election  expenses,  amounting  to 
more  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  lohole  sum,  or  over  six  thousand 
dollars.  (See  Burke's  testimon}',  also  Adams  and  Davis.) 
That  Caldwell  offered  twice  or  oftener  to  pay  all  of  Sidney 
Clarke's  election  expenses,  and  that  ho  did  agree  with  R.  S. 
Stevens,  to  pay  them  upon  consideration  of  Clarke's  with- 
drawal and  Clarke's  friends  support  of  Caldwell  in  the  joint 
convention.  From  all  the  lestimony  your  Committee  find 
that  Alexander  Caldwell  used  bribery  and  other  corrupt  and 
criminal  means,  by  himself  and  his  friends,  with  his  full 
knowledge  and  consent,  to  secure  his  election  in  1871,  to  the 
United  States  Senate,  from  the  State  of  Kansas. 

Your  Committee  have  also  to  report  that  the  most  im- 
portant witnesses,  Thomas  Carne3^  Len.  T.  Smith,  W.  H. 
Carson,  T.  J.  Anderson  are  now  fugitives  from  the  State,  for 
the  purpose  of  depriving  this  Committee  of  their  testimony, 
and  that  their  absence  is  iu  contempt  of  proper  processes 
issued  and  served  upon  them,  and  as  your  Committee  is  con^ 
vinced,  from  all  the  circumstances  surrounding  their  sudden 
and  c'andestine  hegira,  for  a  cash  consideration  paid  to  at 
least  two  of  them  (see  Burke's  and  Osborne's  testimony.)  W. 
A.  Rfartin  and  Joel  Thomas,  important  witnesses  as  we  be- 
lieve, have  failed  to  appear,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  learn 
of  their  whereabouts  since  the}'  were  served — Thomas  being 
served  by  copy,  Martin  twice  with  personal  service,  once  a 
subpcena  ancl  once  with  the  rule  of  the  Senate.  Thomas 
Moonlight  and  John  Fletcher  have  failed  to  appear  in  obedi- 
ence to  process.  Every  reasonable  effort  has  been  used  to 
get  these  witnesses.  Diligent  inquiry  does  not  discover  that 
R.  S.  Stevens  has  been  in  the  State  during  the  pendency  of 
this  inquiry.  Ever  since  this  inquiry  began,  there  has  been 
an  organized  effort  of  persons  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Caldwell, 
and  perhaps  others,  to  keep  out  of  the  i-each  of  the  Com- 
mittee wittness  whose  attendance  was  greatly  desired. 
Every  obstruction  that  could  bo  has  been  thrown  in  our  way 
by  these  persons. 

The  secrecy  with  which  the  crimes  which  the  testimony 
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we  submit  discover,  the  interest  of  all  concerned  to  conceal 
them  and  the  dist^race  which  attaches  to  all  the  parties  im- 
plicated, even  remotely,  make  the  labor  of  proving  them 
very  difficult.  Men  who  have  been  guilty  of  giving  or  tak- 
ing a  bribe,  or  in  anywise  connected  therewith,  as  a  general 
rule  do  not  hesitate  to  hide  their  own  and  confederate's 
infamy  behind  the  less  odious  crime  of  perjury. 

The  time  left  us  after  our  assignment  to  this  duty  before 
the  close  of  the  session  was  entirely  too  short  to  permit  us 
to  go  entirely  through  the  work  \vc  have  had  in  hand, 
especially  when  it  is  remembered  that  we  had  our  ordinary 
legislative  duties  to  perform,  as  well  as  this  extraordinary 
duty.  The  magnitude  of  our  labors  and  of  the  subject 
referred  to  us  can  be  fully  appreciated  b}'  those,  only,  who 
have  met  the  inquiry  fiice  to  face.  When  the  testimony 
which  we  herewith  submit  is  read  in  the  light  of  the  facts 
that  Len.  T.Smith  left  the  State  about  the  time  this  investi- 
gation was  ordered  and  remains  away  ;  that  Carney,  Ander- 
son and  Carson  are  fugitives  who  have  sought  refuge  beyond 
the  territoral  limits  of  the  State;  that  Fletcher,  Thomas  and 
Martin  are  skulking,  secreted  or  absent  from  the  State,  there 
can  be  but  one  conclusion,  and  that  is  that  some  person  or 
persons  are  guilty  of  the  offenses  into  which  we  are  enquir- 
ing; and  that  they  know  it.  (See  testimony  of  Osborne, 
Burke,  Adams,  Spriggs  and  other.=.) 

From  the  testimony  all  will  see  that  the  full  and  com- 
plete exposition  of  these  high  crimes  is  the  incessant  labor  of 
months  instead  of  the  few  days  we  have  had.  As  our  report 
must  of  necessit}^  be  made  before  this  session  closes,  and  as 
adjournment  is  near  at  hand,  we  are  compelled  to  close  our 
labors  with  the  testimony  of  the  sixty-four  witnesses  which 
we  have  examined,  and  the  documents  attached  to  their 
testimony,  all  of  which  we  respectfully  submit.

Upon  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Committee  sit 
with  closed  doors: 

DR.  H.  S.  GREENO, 

Sworn  and  examined  bv  Chairman,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 
A.  In  Topcka. 

Q.  Where  did  you  reside  last  winter  during  the  Senato- 
rial election  ? 

A.  In  Topeka,  Kansas. 

Q.  What  business  was  3'ou  then  engaged  in? 

A.  In  the  drug  and  medicine  business. 

Q.  IIow  long  after  that  election  did  you  continue  in  that 
business? 

A.  I  continued  in  that  business  by  myself  until  about 
the  27th  of  April.  1871.  Then  I  sold  one-halt  interest  in  the 
business  to  W.  11.  PocKhain,  and  sold  the  balance  of  my 
interest  in  October,  to  Peckbam  &  White. 

Q.  For  what  consideration  did  you  sell  the  one-half 
interest  to  Peckbam? 
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A.  For  about  twenty-two  hundred  dollars.  I  have  not 
the  papers  with  mo  from  which  I  could  tell  the  exact  amount. 

Q.  Was  that  amount  paid  by  Peckham  to  you  at  that 
time? 

A.  No  sir,  it  was  not. 

Q.  Did  ho  execute  to  you  any  security  for  that  sum  ? 

A.  lie  gave  rae  his  notes  after  the  invoice  was  taken  at 
thirty  and  sixty  days  time. 

Q.  Were  the  notes  paid  when  due? 

A.  No,  not  in  full ;  part  of  them  was  paid. 

Q.  How  much? 

A.  Some  lime  in  June  he  fixed  up  $1500,  and  gave  me 
his  note  for  $500. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  him  about 
his  financial  affairs  between  the  time  of  sale  and  the  payment 
of  $1500? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  he  at  any  tiiLC  tell  you  where,  or  from  whom  he 
expected  to  get  money  to  pay  the  obligations? 

*      A.  Well,  yes. 

Q.  Of  whom  did  he  say  he  expected  to  receive  money  ? 

A.  From  Mr.  Caldwell  or  the  Caldwell  party. 

Q.  When  was  this  conversation  with  reference  to  the 
Senatorial  election,  before  or  after  the  election  ? 

A.  This  couversaiion  was  after  the  election. 

Q.  About  how  long? 

A.  This  was  about  the  time  we  commenced  taking  the 
invoice  of  the  stock. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  date  or  about  the  date  you  began 
taking  invoice? 

A.  About  the  17ih  of  April,  1871. 

Q.  Did  ho  tell  you  when  this  promise  to  let  him  have 
money  was  made. 

A.  He  said  it  was  made  during  the  Senatorial  contest. 

Q.  Did  he  state  what  the  consideration  of  that  promise 
was? 

A.  He  stated  that  he  had  expended  a  considerable 
amount  of  monej' to  secure  his  election  in  his  own  district, 
and  it  had  cost  him  a  good  deal  to  come  up  and  represent 
his  district ;  and  that  he  had  potsitivo  assurance  from  Mr. 
Caldwell's  friends  that  they  would  make  it  all  back  to  him, 
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and  pay  him  well  for  his  influence  in  trying  to  secure  the 
election  of  Mr.  Caldwell.  He  stated  that  he  was  sorry  that 
he  had  not  worked  for  Sidney  Clarke ;  that  Mr.  Clarke  had 
promised  to  buy  his  farm,  and  if  ho  had  worked  for  Mr. 
Clarke  he  could  have  sold  his  farm  for  all  it  had  cost  him. 
He  told  me  ho  was  afraid  Caldwell  was  going  to  play  off  on 
him.  After  we  had  completed  the  inventory,  he  went  over 
to  Leavenworth  to  see  Caldwell  and  Len.  T.  Smith.  When 
he  left  he  said  he  was  going  to  make  them  come  to  time  in 
some  shape.  He  said  he  was  satisfied  they  had  been  fooling 
him,  and  playing  off  on  him.  He  came  back  and  then  went 
over  again.  Once  he  came  in  the  store  about  the  1st  of  May, 
and  said  he  noticed  in  the  papers  that  Mr  Caldwell  had 
returned  from  Washington  and  he  was  going  over  to  see  him 
again.  He  said  if  they  did  not  pay  him  all  they  agreed  to 
pay  him,  that  he  knew  just  how  much  it  cost  him  to  secure 
his  election,  and  he  was  going  to  try  to  get  that  back  any- 
how. At  the  time  I  first  had  conversation  with  him  about 
this,  he  was  to  buy  my  entire  stock.  This  conversation  was 
a  short  time  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature ;  he 
was  to  pay  me  two  thousand  dollars  down  and  give  me  his 
notes  secured  for  the  balance,  whatever  it  might  be,  at  six, 
twelve  and  eighteen  mouths  time.  After  the  invoice  was 
completed,  he  said  he  had  been  disappointed  in  getting  his 
monej',  and  desired  me  to  retain  a  half  interest  in  ihe 
business. 

Q.  What  money  did  he  say  he  had  been  disappointed  in 
getting? 

A.  From  his  conversation  I  inferred  it  was  the  money 
he  said  he  was  to  receive  from  Mr.  Caldwell  or  the  Caldwell 
party  for  his  support  of  Mr.  Caldwell.  At  the  time  of  these 
conversations  and  sale  to  Mr.  Pockham,  Mr.  Melville  was  a 
partner  of  mine,  and  the  business  was  carried  on  in  the  name 
of  H.  S.  Greeno  &  Co.,  and  Mr.  Melville  was  present  at  the 
greater  part  of  these  conversations,  and  knowing  to  them. 

Q.  You  may  state,  if  at  any  time  in  these  conversations 
Mr.  Peck  ham  stutcd  how  much  money  ho  was  to  get  from 
Caldwell  or  the  Caldwell  party. 

A.  He  told  me  he  was  to  get,  or  expected  to  get,  two 
thousand  dollars  at  least,  that  his  services  were  worth  that 
at  least.  He  said  ho  had  worked  hard  ;  he  had  done  a  good 
deal  of  dirt}'  work  for  them. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Peckham  in  those  conversations  saj'  or  con- 
vey to  you  the  idea  that  ho  had  been  promised  money  for  his 
support  of  Ml-.  Caldwell  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  last 
winter? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  By  whom  ? 

A.  T.  J.  Anderson  and  Len.  T.  Smith. 

Q.  After  Mr.  Peckham  had  been  to  Leavenworth  to  see 
Caldwell  or  Smith,  what  did  he  say  about  having  seen  either 
of  these  gentlemen  when  he  returned  ? 

A.  He  stated  that  be  had  seen  Smith,  and  once  that  he 
had  seen  Caldwell.  He  said  Smith  told  him  he  would  make 
it  all  right  with  him  yet. 

Q.  About  how  many  times  have  you  heard  him  speak 
about  getting  money  from  these  gentlemen  ? 

A.  It  was  almost  a  daily  occurrence  for  several  weeks. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  get  that  money,  or  any  part  of  it? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  talk  with  Peckham  during  the  contest  about 
what  he  was  to  get  ? 

A.  I  don't  recollect  that  I  did.  During  the  contest  he 
made  use  of  this  expression:  "I  am  a  Democrat  and  there 
is  no  chance  of  electing  a  Democrat ;  that  it  cost  mo  a  good 
deal  to  secure  my  election  and  leave  my  place  and  come  up 
here,  and  I  believe  I  will,  as  long  as  money  is  being  used,  go 
in  and  make  the  most  I  can  out  of  it."  This  conversation 
substantially  was  had  several  times. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  Mr.  Peckham  had  ever  de- 
nounced Mr.  Caldwell,  or  the  Caldwell  party,  because  they 
had  not  lived  up  to  their  contract  with  him? 

A.  Yes,  he  uid  on  several  occasions.  He  called  them 
villains  and  rascals,  and  generally  dishonest,  and  used  Mr. 
Caldwell's  name  in  such  dei-iunciations. 

Q.  What  was  Len.  T.  Smith  doing  here  last  winter? 

[The  witness  at  this  point  m  the  examination  was  called 
out  to  see  the  Sergcant-at-Arms  of  the  House  who  had  fallen 
and  injured  himself.] 

NOBLE  L.  PEENTISS, 

Sworn  by  Chairman,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  Whete  were  you  during  the  contest  for  the  election 
of  United  Slates  Senator  last  Winter? 

A.  I  was  in  this  city. 

Q.   What  were  you  doing  ? 

A.  I  was  Local  Editor  of  the  Record,  and  Senate  Repor- 
ter for  Record  and  Commonwealth. 
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Q.  Do  yon  know  or  have  yon  heard  of  any  one  being 
purchased  to  voLo  for  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  anj'thing  positivel}',  and  have  heard 
the  common  rumors  through  the  State,  except  on  one  occa- 
sion. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  about  the  time  J.  B.  Davis's  article 
in  reference  to  that  elceti(  n  was  published  of  having  conver- 
sation or  hearing  conversation  about  what  members  sold 
their  votes  in  that  election  ? 

A.  I  remember  convei'sation  of  that  kind. 

Q.  When  and  where  was  it,  and  what  was  said  ? 

A.  The  i)articular  conversation  I  am  urjable  to  fix  the 
date  ;  I  ))resume  in  October  or  November,  1871,  after  the  pub- 
lication of  Davis's  article  ;  the  place  was  the  counting-room 
of  the  State  Record  \x\  this  city;  the  persons  present  were: 
F.  P.  Baker,  Major  Thomas  J.  Anderson,  Wxn.  G.  Souther, 
and  myself,  were  iu  and  about  the  room.  The  conversation 
turned  on  the  Davis's  article,  and  1  particularly  suggested 
that  tlie  article  read  very  well,  and  I  said  if  that  article  was 
published  so  as  to  mention  the  names  where  persons  were 
referred  to,  but  not  named,  it  would  look  better.  I  then 
went  behind  the  desk  of  the  counting-room  and  commenced 
to  write  an  article  on  this  plan,  and  when  I  got  down  to 
where  the  article  spoke  of  the  representatives  of  a  certain 
county  getting  twelve  thousand  dollars,  I  inserted  "Doni- 
phan" in  brackets;  I  wrote  on  till  I  got  down  to  whei-e  a 
certain  cla.ss  of  persons  sold,  and  then  there  came  a  discus- 
sion, and  Anderson  said  ho  believed  he  could  give  the  names 
of  some  of  the  men,  and  he  looked  over  a  memorandum 
book  which  he  took  out  of  his  pocket,  but  I  don't  recollect 
that  he  gave  mo  an}'  names.  He  did  not  specify  any 
amounts.  Then  we  had  a  talk  about  what  names  should  bo 
put  in,  and  we  said  that  wo  would  insert  there  a  majority  of 
those  ■'vho  voted  for  Caldwell. 

Q.  Since  this  investigation  has  been  begun,  has  F.  P. 
Baker  written  3'ou  ?     If  so,  what  ? 

A.  He  has.  The  substance  of  the  letter  is  as  follows,  as 
near  as  I  can  give  it:  "There  is  going  to  be  an  investiga- 
tion and  we  will  all  be  summoned  ;  I  shall  know  nothing 
about  it,  neither  will  Tom  Anderson,  and  I  don't  want  any 
one  else  should.  Would  you  tako  the  responsibility  of  that 
article,  and  go  and  visit  your  wife?"  My  wife  was  then  in 
Missouri  and  Baker  knew  it ;  I  suppose  the  letter  referred  to 
an  article  in  which  it  was  said  that  a  gentleman  in  the  city 
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had  a  memorandum-book  with  the  names  of  those  who  sold 
out  in  the  Senatorial  election  last  winter. 

JOSEPH  L.  SPEER, 

Sworn  and  examined  by  Chairman,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  Were  you  here  last  winter  during  the  contest  and 
election  of  United  States  Senator? 

A.  I  was,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  money  or  other  improper 
means  being  used  to  influence  votes  at  that  election  ? 

A.  I  have  no  direct  knowledge  of  my  own. 

Q.  State  what  knowledge  yon  have. 

A.  On  the  evening  after  the  first  ballot  was  had,  a  Mr. 
Walter  H.  Whitehead,  of  Jefferson  county,  came  to  me  in 
the  hall  of  the  Tefft  House  and  said  he  wanted  to  see  mo,  and 
he  told  mo  I  could  make  a  big  ])iIo  of  money  out  of  the  Sen- 
atorial election  if  I  would  vote  for  Caldwell.  I  replied  to 
him  that  that  was  all  right;  that  I  had  not  time  to  talk 
with  him  then  ;  afterwards  I  had  a  conversation  with  T.  Gr. 
Newman,  and  in  one  of  these  conversations  I  said  that  I 
thought  I  could  have  had  $2,500  for  my  vote  audi nfluence 
for  Caldwell,  Whitehead  lives  the  second  house  east  of  my 
house,  near  Newman's  ;  T.  CI  Newman  lives  at  Newman  Sta- 
tii>n  ;  I  went  to  Caldwell's  room  ;  Caldwell  and  Len.  Smith 
were  there,  and  1  then  told  Caldwell  that  the  probabilities 
were  that  I  would  not  su])port  him  ;  that  I  learned  that  the 
Kansas  Pacific  Jiailway  was  in  favor  of  him,  and  I  did  not 
like  them  ;  I  afterwards  voted  for  Caldwell.  I  think  1  went 
to  Caldwell's  room  before  dinner,  and  immediately  after  the 
first  ballot  I  went  there  without  any  invitation,  and  saw 
Caldwell  and  Len.  Smith,  I  think. 

Q.  Did  you  express  to  Caldwell  at  that  time  your  con- 
viction that  Clarke  was  beaten,  or  would  be  beaten,  and  that 
you  would  have  to  look  about  for  some  one  else  to  vote  for? 

A.  No,  I  don't  think  1  did. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  go  there  merely  to  tell  Mr.  Caldwell  that 
you  could  not  vote  for  him? 

A.  You  and  most  of  the  Committee,  I  suppose,  know 
that  I  am  a  brother  of  John  Speer.  and  John  was  then  in 
rather  a  ditticult  place,  and  I  wanted  a  man  who  1  thought 
would  be  friendly  to  him,  and  I  talked  with  Mr.  Caldwell 
about  that,  and  with  Mr.  Len.  T.  Smith  about  that;  I  think 
I  told  him  that  Clarke's  chances  were  not  gone ;  and  I  told 
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him  I  thought  Oarnoy  could  be  elected  ;  he  told  me  Carney- 
was  not  a  candidate;  I  told  him  that  made  no  difference  if 
we  i^ave  Carney  forty  votes,  he  would  bo  a  candidate.  I  told 
Caldwell  that  I  wanted  a  man  in  the  United  States  Senate 
who  would  bo  friendly  to  John  Speer,  and  Caldwell  said  his 
sympathies  were  with  John;  that  he  thought  John  had  been 
harshly  treated  about  that  matter;  and  I  know  that  Smith 
said  ho  had  always  been  friendly  to  John. 

Q.  Was  there  any  promise  on  the  part  of  Caldwell  to  be 
friendly  to  John  Speer  in  case  ho  was  elected? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  understand  it  so. 

Q.  Was  there  an  understanding  between  you  and  Cald- 
well before  his  election  to  the  effect  that  if  you  supported 
and  voted  for  him,  that  he  should  use  his  official  influence  to- 
aid  John  Speer  out  of  his  difficulty? 

A.  I  think  there  was  not  such  an  understanding — buif 
you  gentlemen,  can  readily  understand  that  I  would  not 
want  a  man  there  who  was  unfriendly  to  my  brother. 

Q.  How  came  you  to  go  to  Caldwell's  the  second  time? 

A.  I  went  there  to  talk  to  Caldwell. 

Q.  About  what? 

A.  About  the  Senatorial  election. 

Q.  Did  he  send  for  you  ? 

A.  No,  I  went  voluntarily. 

Q    Who  was  present? 

A.  Caldwell  was  there;  I  think,  Len.  T.  Smith,  and  a 
man  who  wore  spectacles.  I  told  Caldwell  I  thought  ho 
would  bo  elected.  I  think  I  did  not  commit  myself  for  him 
till  the  next  morning.  At  the  time  of  this  interview,  I 
thought  Caldwell  was  using  money  buying  votes,  and  I 
think  so  yet.  Nothing  was  said  in  that  interview  about  the 
use  of  money.  The  next  morning  of  the  Joint  Convention, 
Caldwell  was  sent  for,  and  came  to  a  caucus  of  Clarke's 
friends  at  Clarke's  room.  Mr.  Clarke  introduced  all  the  men 
who  were  there  to  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  stated  what  counties 
tncy  were  from.  Caldwell  said  that  was  neatly  done,  and  he 
hoped  to  be  able  to  do  that  well  himself  sometime,  and  said 
he  was  glad  to  meet  us.  I  think  Mr.  Bond  asked  some 
pledges  with  reference  to  public  lands.  Caldwell  said  his- 
sympathies  were  with  settlers  on  the  public  lands.

Full  Oom 
mittee. 

NATHAN  CREE 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  "Where  do  you  reside,  and  what  is  your  business? 

A.  I  live  in  the  city  of  Lawrence,  and  I  am  Editor  of 
the  Democratic  Standard. 

Q.  State  from  whom  you  derived  your  information  which 
led  you  to  publish  the  article  which  was  published  in  your 
paper  on  the  18lh  of  January,  in  which  3'ou  gave  the  names 
of  certain  Senators  and  iiopresentativoa  of  this  State,  and 
stated  in  that  connection  that  they  were  charged  with  hav- 
ing sold  their  votes  to  Caldwell. 

A.  From  Sidney  Clarke,  George  A.  Ee3-nolds  and  "Wilson 
Shannon,  junior. 

Q.  How  long  before  the  publication  of  that  article  did 
3'ou  get  the  information  which  led  you  to  make  the  publica- 
tion ? 

A.  Well,  the  information  I  got  from  Mr.  Clarke  was  on 
the  16th  of  January,  two  days  before  the  publication  of  that 
article. 

Q.  How  was  that  information  communicated  by  Mr. 
Clarke? 

A.  "Well,  I  met  Mr.  Clarke  in  the  Lawrence  postoffiee. 
Mr.  Clarke  and    I    are    acquaintances,  and  I  have  been  on 
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Bpcaklni^  terras  for   Romo  years.     I  jokingly  said   to   Iiini: 
"Mr.  Clarke,  wliy  is  it   Porneroy  has   sent  Jim   Legato  to 
"Washington     Territory?"     Mr.    Clarke,    jokingly     rephod : 
"Because  1  BU])po3C  ])hotograi)hs  are   not  bo  ])lcMLy  there  as 
here."     General  conversation  sj)rang  up  between  Mr.  Clarke 
and  myself.     We  spoke  about  the  Senatorial  invcslig;aion, 
and  Komo  remarks  were  made  between  us  about  some  articlea 
"which   I   had    written  concerning    an    investigation    of    the 
Senatorial  election   of  last  winter.     I  said  I   thought  ihero 
ought  to  be  an  investigation  of  Mr.  Caldwell's  election,  and 
made  some  remarks  of  a  general  nature  to  the  ciTeet  that  it 
•was  the  general   belief  that  it  had  been  carrie<i  by  fraud — 
that  others  said  so,  and  that  it  ought  to  bo  looked  into;  and 
I  told  him  that  I  had  the  names  of  parties  which  had  been 
given  to  me  as  having  been  charged  with  having  voted  cor- 
ruptly.    I  said  I  thought  I  would  publish  these  to  stir  up  the 
Legislature  to  do  something.     Mr.  Clarke  said  if  I  had  tho 
list  ol  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  he  could  tell  me  who 
voted  corruptly  last  winter,  and  asked  mo  if  I  had  a  list  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature.     I  told  him  I  had  not,  l)ut 
could   get  one.     We  had  some  general   remarks   about  Mr. 
Caldwell.     lie  said   Mr.  Caldwell  was  a  very  unfit  and    un- 
worthy represontative  of  the  State.     He  said   Mr.  Caldwell 
had  gone  back  on  all  the  engagements  he  had  ever  mado,  ho 
believed,  last  winter;  and  ho  wont  on  to  state  to  me  that  ho 
liad   been   in  Washington  not  lon^;  since,  and  that  he  there 
met  Mr.  Kalloch.     lie  said   he  was  in   Mr.  Kalioch's  room, 
and  Mr.  Kalloch  stated  to  him  in  a  confidential  manner  how 
Mr.  Caldwell  had  treated  him.     lie  said  Mi\  Kalloch  informed 
him  that  he  went  over  to  Leavenworth  a  short  time  prior  to 
the  election  of  1871,  and   that  he  borrowed   some  mone}'  o 
Mr.  Caldwell,  $3,0i)0  I  think,  and  he  said   that  when   tho 
transaction  was  finished,  Mr.  Caldwell  said  to  him:     ''Now, 
Mr.  Kalloch,  I  am  going  to  be  a  candidate  for  tho   United 
States  Senate,  and  I   want  3'ou  to  see  me  thi-ough   of  this 
thing,  and  if  you  do,  it.  is  my  calculation   to  never  demand 
this  money  of  you."     Mr.  Kalloch  went  on  to  state  to  Mr. 
Clarke,  (so    Mr.  Clarke  informed  me.)  that  since  then    Mr, 
Caldw'dl  had    been  pressing    him  for  the  payment  of  that 
money. 

Q  Was  there  any  other  conversation  between  you  and 
Mr.  Clarke  relative  to  tho  last  Senatorial  election? 

A.  Well,  there  was  some  other  conversation  of  a  general 
nature.  He  said  Mr.  Caldwell's  own  talk  was  that  he  wanted  of 
make  back  what  money  he  had  spent  in  securing  his  elec- 
tion.    He  said  he  often  talked  just  in  that  way:  tliat  is,  that 
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he  wanted  to  make  back  what  his  election  had  cost  him.     I 
believe  that  was  all  of  the  conversation  we  then  had  that  is 
f,'crmane   to   this   inquiry.     "We  recurred  again    to   the  list 
whicli  he  had   spoken  of  giving  me.     I  forget  whether  he  or 
I  alluded  to  it.     It  came  up  between  us;  he  asked  me  when  I 
would  be  in  my  office;  I  told  him  I  guessed  I  would  be  in 
all  that  afternoon;  this  was  about  three  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon; he  said:     "  This  is  about  my  dinner  hour,  or  I  would 
go  down   with  you  now.     I  will  go  up  and  get  dinner,  and 
come  down   after  dinner."     But  a  little  before  dark,  I   hap- 
pened to  bo  in  the  postoffice  again.     He  was  there,  and  ho 
said  to  me  :     "  I  will  go  down  to  your  office  in   a  moment," 
and  wont  on  in  the  postoffice.     As  he  was  going  past  me,  I 
said  to  him:     "I  am  £;oing  up  in  Governor  Shannon's  office; 
cannot  you  go  up  there?"     He  said   he  would;  I  went  up 
into  Governor  Shannon's  office,  and  in  a  little  while  he  came 
in  ;  we  sat  down,  Wilson  Shannon,  junior,  being  present.     I 
had  in  the  office  there  this  volume,  which  I  hold  in  my  hand. 
("Laws  of  Kansas,  1871",)  containing  a  list  of  the  members 
of   the  Legislature    of  that  year.    "Well,   the    subject    was 
brought  up  about  the  list,   and   Wilson   Shannon    took  the 
book  and  ran  over  it.     Mr.  Clarke  said  in   the  meantime,  he 
could  give  us  a  list  of  the  members,  who  were  sold  last  win- 
ter.    Wilson  Shannon  took  tho  book  and  said  to  him:  "Take 
that  now  and  mark  tho  names  of  the  persons.     Ho  took  the 
book  and  had  his  pencil  in  his  hand.     Ho  ran  over  the  list 
and   mentioned    the  names,  commencing   with    the    Senate. 
The  first  name  ho   mentioned,  was  G.  W.  Hogeboom.     Said 
he:  "  He  sold  out."     He  went  on  to  say,  that  Mr.  Speer  slept 
with  him,  (that  is,  Mr.  Joseph    Speer,)  or   "roomed"    with 
him.     He  ran  down  tho  list.     Tho  next  name  he  mentioned, 
was  that  of  Sol.  Miller;  ho  stated  something  that  had   boon 
eaid  about  Sol.  Miller,  which  he  believed  to  be  true.     Then 
J.  Wood  was  the  next  name  on  the  Senatorial   list,  and  ho 
said  that  Mr.  Wood  offered  his  vote  for  §3,000,  and  told  Mr. 
Dan  Adams  of  Topeka.     Dan.  wanted  Wood  to  vote  for  him, 
(that  is,  Clarke.)     He  said  Wood  wanted  $3,000  for  his  vote. 
Then  passing  on  down  tho  list,  he  came  to  members  of  tho 
House,  andmcntioiied  the  name  of  A.  Barber,  of  Linn  county, 
and  stated  that  Mr.  A.  P.  Clarke,  of  Black  Jack,  was  acquain- 
ted with  the  facts  in  the  case.    This  is  A.  P.  Clarke,  of  Black 
Jack,  Douglas  county.     He  mentioned    the   name    of  T.  L. 
Bond,  of  Montgomery,  and  said  Mr.  T.  Bond  told  him  thai  he 
was  offered  $3,000  for  his  vote  in  Caldwell's  room.     He  did 
not  say  who  offered  it,  but  that  Bond   told  him    that.     He 
stated  that  the  .young  man   seemed  very  much  tempted  and 
looked  as  though  ho  would  like  tho  monej^,  but  did  not  like 
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to  f^vc  up  his  intcc^rily.  Next,  W.  C.  Butts  of  Jcfrersou 
county,  and  he  alhided  to  Joe  Speer  as  knowing  the  facts 
in  the  case.  C.  B.  Butler,  of  Leroy,  Coflcy  county,  he  said  ho 
believed  had  been  bought  out.  lie  related  some  conversa- 
tion or  correspondence  that  somewhat  compromised  Mr. 
Butler,  which  1  cannot  detail  now,  but  I  have  it  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Clarke  also  said  that  he  thought  Rufiis  E.  Cable  had 
eold  out  too,  but  did  not  claim  to  know  anything  definite 
iibout  it.  And  the  name  of  Felix  T.  Gandy,  of  Jewel  county, 
Avas  mentioned.  He  said  that  ^[r.  Downs,  of  Atchison,  told 
him  that  Gandy  wanted  §1,000  for  his  vote  for  Mr.  Clarke. 
He  marked  the  name  of  J.  B.  Kennedy,  of  Doniphan  county, 
John  G.  Lindsay,  of  Anderson  county,  ho  said,  had  been  ho 
believed  sold  out.  He  mentioned  E.  C.  Manning,  of  Cowley 
county,  and  narrated  some  facts  with  reference  to  a  corres- 
pondence that  had  taken  place,  in  -which  Mr.  Manning  had 
been  charged  with  that  by  Dan  Adams  and  himself,  I  think 
he  said  too.  A.  Moore,  of  Marion  county;  J.  H.  Moore,  of 
Doniphan  countj^ ;  J.  B.  McLaughlin,  of  Clay  county;  Jas. 
Phinney,  of  Morris  county,  and  S.  G.  Whittaker,  of  Doniphan 
county. 

These  were  all  that  he  marked,  and  it  was  growing  dark 
in  the  office  then,  and  he  went  out.  The  next  day  he  came 
down  to  mv  office — the  Democratic  Standard  office — and  I 
showed  him  an  article  which  I  had  written  in  which  I  men- 
tioned some  of  these  names,  and  I  told  Mr.  Clarke  that  I 
wanted  him  to  give  mo  the  names  of  witnesses  that  could 
substantiate  the  assertion  that  they  sold  out,  I  had  copied 
the  names  off"  as  the}'  are  marked  down  here  in  this  book: 
that  is,  such  names  as  I  had  coi^iedinto  the  article.  And  Mr, 
•Clarke  sat  down  by  my  table,  and  we  took  first  the  name  of 
Hogeboom.  (Here  witness  took  a  paper  which  he  said  was 
an  Mr.  Clarke's  handwriting  and  said  :)  I  took  the  list  and 
copied  what  was  written,  and  running  down  the  names  asked 
him  at  each  name  to  write  down  the  name  of  the  witness 
who  would  substantiate  the  statements,  ojjposite  or  against. 

Hogeboom — Ho  wrote  Abell,  of  Atchison,  and  Joe  Spoar» 
of  Jefi^crson. 

Sol  Miller — Abell  and  Davis. 

J.   Wood — Dan.  M.  Adams  and  Col.  Abell. 

A.  Barber — A.  N.  Clarke. 

Bycrs — E.  C,  Beates,  of  Junction  City. 

Baits — J.  L.  Spear. 

Mr.  Clarke  further  wrote  that  C.  B.  Butler  wrote  a  letter 
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to  a  man  of  tho  name  of  Saunders,  Avon  township,  Coffeo 
couTity,  plo(i<i;ing  liinv^clf  that  if  elected  lie  would  vote  for 
Clai'ko.  Brown,  cf  Burlitij^ton  Pdiriot,  and  many  others  in 
Coffey  county,  have  seen  the  letter.     He  voted  for  (JaldwcU 

At  that  point  Mr.  Clarke  laid  down  bis  pencil  and  his 
handwriting  was  not  very  plain.  I  picked  up  my  pencil  and  I 
toolc  the  names  of  the  following  witnesses  as  he  then  g;.vo 
them  to  me.  1  wrote  the  following  as  his  statement :  Gandy 
offered  to  pcU  for  81,000  to  P.  W.  Downs,  of  Atchison  ;  and 
he  referred  to  A  hell  and  Dan  Adams  as  authority  for  hia 
wtfltement  about  Mr.  Gandy,  of  Jewell  county  ;  and  to  the 
Thomases,  of  Topoka,  as  authority  for  the  statement  with 
reference  to  A.  A.  Moore,  and  to  J.  Wesley  Simcocks,  of 
Council  Grove,  as  authority  for  his  statement  with  reference 
to  Mr.  J.  W.  Phinney,  of  Morris  county,  and  also  to  J.  L. 
Sharp. 

Some  general  co;:iversation  was  had  about  the  Doniphan 
delegation,  and  some  remarks  were  made  about  the  story  of 
the  Doniphan  delegation  selling,  and  I  spoke  of  Sol  Miller, 
as  his  name  was  on  the  list,  and  he  said  he  was  not  certain 
whether  Sol  sold  out  here  or  before  he  came  over  to  the  Leg- 
islature. Ho  said  that  Mr.  Abell  had  told  him  that  it  was 
his  oyjinion  that  Sol  had  sold  out  before  he  came  over.  I 
asked  him  about  Mr.  Wood,  of  Doniphan  county;  what  lie 
knoTsr ;  asked  him  if  thex-e  could  be  any  mistake  about  Mr. 
Wood.  No,  he  said,  there  could  be  no  mistake  about  Mr. 
Wood;  he  offered  "square"  to  sell  to  Dan  Adams;  and  ho 
enid,  "Dan  Adamri  -vrili  stand  up  to  that;  he  told  it  to  mo 
himself."  I  asked  him  what  Mr.  Abell  knew  about  the  Doni- 
phan men.  lie  said  that  Abell  talked  with  all  those  men  to 
get  them  to  vote  for  him,  and  he  said  thej''  gave  Mr.  Abell 
to  understand  that  they  wanted  money,  and  said  that  Mr. 
Abell  had  Sol  Miller  "on  the  strings'' for  a  long  time;  and 
finally  Sol  voted  for  Caldwell. 

Well,  I  guess  that  is  a.11  the  conversation  we  had  then  ;  but 
I  told  Mr.  Clarke  I  would  let  him  see  my  article  before  I  pub- 
lished it,  and  he  a.«ked  me  what  time  I  would  have  it  ready. 
After  he  went  out  I  conpiderably  modified  what  I  had  writ- 
ten before,  and  he  came  in  again  about  six  o'clock  to  see  tho 
proof  of  the  article.  I  shoned  him  the  proof  of  tho  article 
as  it  appeared  in  the  paper.  He  re*d  it  ov»r,  and  I  asked 
him  now  if  that  was  all  right;  he  said  it  was. 

In  all  theB«  three  conversationa  that  we  had,  Mr.  Clarke 
Btat-ad  that  h©  was  ia  favor  of  thi«  inv«dtigatio»  ;  that  ho 
woulci  lik«  to  hav«  it  go  on.  And  h%  understood  what  use  I 
was  going  to  make  of  tho  statements  he  gave  me. 
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I  guess  that  is  all  with  reference  to  those  names. 

There  are  some  other  statements  that  Mr.  Clarke  made. 
Tlio  first  conversation  that  wo  had  in  Governor  Shannon's 
oflicc,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  IGth  of  January,  niter  Mr. 
Clarke  had  <;ono  throut^h  this  list  and  marUed  the  names  and 
stated  certain  thin<ij3  with  rerercnce  to  each  one,  Mi\  Clarke 
fiays  :  "  Now,  in  order  that  you  may  understand  my  con- 
nection with  this  matter,  I  want  to  tell  yon  what  took  place 
between  myself  and  Mr.  Caldwell  last  winter."  On  the  even- 
ing before  the  final  ballot  for  senator,  Mr.  Clarke  said  that 
wliile  at  the  supper  table  he  received  a  note  from  Mr.  Cald- 
well asking  him  to  go  to  his  room.  I  think  that  Mr.  Clarke 
said  that  ho  sent  back  a  reply  that  he  could  not  go.  I  think 
ho  said  that,  but  am  not  certain.  Afterwards  Mr.  Clarke 
said  ho  was  in  bis  room  and  who  should  come  in  but  Mr. 
Caldwell,  and  he  said  Mr.  Caldwell  sat  down  before  him  and 
put  his  hands  on  Mr  Clarke's  knees,  and  said  Mr.  Cahlwell 
stated,  just  begged,  as  ho  stated  to  him,  "  You  know  what  I 
have  done  here,  and  you  see  that  you  cannot  be  elected.  I 
don't  know  how  this  thing  is  going  to  go."  He  then  (said 
Mr.  Clarke)  offered  me  (making  a  slight  pause) — money; — 
my  expenses — everything,  if  I  would  get  oui  of  the  way,  or 
"  withdraw  from  the  field."  He  said  that  Mr.  Caldwell  said 
that  success  would  redeem  the  disgrace  of  the  thing.  Mr. 
Clarke  said  that  he  replied  that  he  ClMiUI  not  enter  into  any 
such  arrangement,  nor  have  an^'thing  to  do  with  it ;  that  his 
duty  to  himself  and  his  friends  forbade  it.  And  Mr.  Cald- 
well went  away.  They  had  another  interview  the  samo 
night  tov,':u'.ls  morning  after  "  caucussing."  Mr.  Clarke  went 
on  to  detail  what  took  place  at  the  caucus,  but  I  don't  under- 
take to  give  it.  Ho  said  he  and  Mr.  Caldwell  had  another  in- 
terview about  two  o'clock  or  towards  the  morning  ;  (whether 
in  ;RIr.  Caldwell's  room  or  his  own  I  am  not  positive)  ;  and 
that  Mr.  Caldwell  urged  the  same  thing  upon  him  again, 
but  that  he  made  the  same  reply  as  before,  and  Mr.  Cald- 
well went  away.  And  my  recollection  is  that  Eobcrt  S. 
Stevens  was  present  at  that  conversation,  (I  mean  the  Su- 
perinlendent  of  the  ii.  R.  &  T.  R.  R.)  Mr.  Caldwell  went 
away,  and  Mr.  Clarke  said  that  after  Mr.  Caldwell  went  away 
Mr.  Bteveui  told  him,  (Clarke),  "  You  cannot  be  elected,  aiid^ 
Bays  he,  "  j'ou  may  as  well  have  your  expenses  and  eavo 
youraelf."  Clarke  said  ho  replied  to  Mr.  Stevens  that  ho 
could  not  enter  into  such  an  arrangement.  "  Well,"  said 
Mr.  Stevens,  "  I  will  do  it."  Mr.  Clarke  said  ho  told  him  ho 
might  go  and  do  what  ho  pleased;  and  Stevens  went  away, 
and  what  ho  did  Mr.  Clarke  said  he  did  not  know  exactly, 
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but  stated  that  he  lately  had  had  a  conversation  with  Mr. 
Stevens,  and  that  Mr.  Stevens  told  him  that  in.  the  election 
last  winter  ho  went  back  to  Sedalia,  Missouri,  and  drew  on 
Caldwell  for  monc}^,  and  Mr.  Caldwell  made  some  excuses 
and  put  him  off;  and  (said  Mr.  Clarke)  Mr.  Stevens  said 
to  me  that  ho  had  no  doubt  at  all  but  that  Mr.  Caldwell  in- 
tended to  entirely  repudiate  what  he  had  agreed  upon.  Wil- 
son Shannon  was  present  and  heard  this  conversation.  Ho 
detailed  the  same  thing  again  last  Saturday  in  the  presence 
of  myself,  J.  H.  Shimmons,  Governor  Shannon,  and  Wilson 
Shannon,  junior. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  other  information  from  any  one 
in  regard  to  these  matters  ? 

A.  Geo.  A.  Ee^'^nolds,  of  Lawrence,  said  that  on  the 
night  before  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  J.  M.  Luce  came 
to  him  and  said  to  him,  that  he  had  been  about  such  places 
as  this  (the  Legislature,)  a  good  deal,  and  knew  about  what 
he  was  worth,  and  said  he,  "Caldwell's  people  have  offered 
me  §2500,  and  I  am  going  to  vote  for  him  if  you  cannot  do 
any  better."  Mr.  Eoynolds,  also  stated  to  me  a  conversation 
that  ho  had  had  with  Moses  Noal.  and  he  said  that  Mr. 
McCartne3^,  of  Wilson  county,  on  the  evening  before  Mr. 
Caldwell's  election,  stated  that  Caldwell's  people  or  friends 
had  offered  him  $1500  for  his  vote,  and  gave  him  to  under- 
stand that  he  would  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell  if  his  side  would 
not  pay  him  more.  He  did  not  vote  for  Caldwell.  And  Mr. 
Eoynolds  also  related  to  me  a  conversation  that  he  had  had 
with  Mr.  Dan.  Adams  of  Topoka.  Ho  said  that  Dan.  Adams 
told  him  that  ho  had  paid  a  chock  for  $1,000  to  Charlie 
Columbia,  of  Council  Grove,  and  said  that  Columbia  told 
Adams  that  it  was  for  Phinney's  vote.  I  believe  that  is  all. 
I  don't  recollect  anything  else  that  is  pertinent,  except  that 
I  want  to  add  that  when  Mr.  Clarke  marked  the  list  of  those 
whom  ho  charged  with  having  sold  out,  he  marked  the  name 
of  I.  M.  Williams  of  Jackson  county;  said  he:  "Tom  Ander- 
son bought  him." 

Dr.  H.  S.  GREENO 

Having  been  recalled,  resumed  his  testimony,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Examined  by  the  Cliairman. 

Q.  What  was  Len.  T.  Smith  doing  here  last  winter? 

A.  He  was  here  working  in  the  interests  of  Mr,  Cald 
well  to  socur  ®  his  election. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  what  Ihoir  businesg  rcKitions  wero  at 
that  time,  and  had  been  lor  sometime  previous? 

A.  I  don't  know  anythin^^  but  from  hearsay. 

Q,  Did  you  hoar  either  of  thorn  say  ? 

A.  I  hoard  nothing  said  with  regard  to  what  their  busi- 
ness relations  were,  or  had  been.  L  hoard  Mr.  Smith  talk 
with  regard  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Pockham  sell  his  farm  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of,  sir. 

Q.  Did  Peckham  aay  that  tho  promise  of  Clarko  to  buy 
his  farm  was  upon  tho  condition  that  ho  should  vote  for 
Clarko  as  United  States  Senator. 

A.  Ho  said  if  ho  had  worked  for  Mr.  Clarko  ho  could 
have  sold  his  farm  to  Mr.  Clarko  for  all  it  had  cost  him,  im- 
provements and  a!l.  If  he  had  gone  in  and  used  his  influ- 
ence, ho  could  have  sold  his  farm  to  Mr.  Clarke  for  all  it  had 
cost  him. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  that  Clarko  had  promised  to  buy  his 
farm  ?  ^ 

A.  I  am  not  certain  that  ho  said  Mr.  Clarko  promised  to 
buy  his  farm.  The  language  was  that  Mr.  Clarko  would 
have  bought  his  farm  and  paid  him  for  what  it  had  cost  him 
and  all  its  improvements.  I  don't  know  whether  he  said 
Mr.  Clarko  had  told  him  so  personally. 

By  Mr.  Whitney. 

Q.  You  stated  last  night  that  you  know  Dr.  McCartney 
of  Wilson. 

A.  Yes  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  When  did  ho  first  commence  going  to  your  store  ? 

A.  It  was  tho  q\y\j  part  of  tho  session  of  tho  Legisla- 
ture, prior  to  tho  election. 

Q.  What  did  ho  como  there  for  ? 

A.  Well,  ho  camo  there  to  become  acquainted  with  me, 
and  as  a  physician.  I  don't  know  what  particularly.  He 
used  to  como  to  get  a  drink  of  something  stimulating. 

Q.  Did  ho  over  meet  any  of  Caldwell's  political  friends 
there  by  appointment  or  otherwise? 

A.  I  cannot  call  to  mind  any  particular  person  that  ha 
met  there. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  remember  his  going  there  immediately  after 
tho  first  ballot  for  Senator? 
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A.  Yes,  Bir;  ho  came  there  several  times.  There  was 
not  a  day  that  he  was  not  there  several  times  during  the  ses- 
sion. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  gcttini^  any  money  there  in 
your  score  irom  Caldwell  or  any  one  in  his  behalf? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  he  received  any  mone}'  in  my 
store  from  Caldwell  or  his  friends  or  anj'body  in   his  behalf. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  receiving  any  money  anywhere? 

A.  I  don't  know  positively  of  his  receiving  money  of 
any  person. 

Q.^Do  you  know  of  his  having  the  promise  of  money 
from  the  Caldwell  party  for  voting  for  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge,  I  do  not. 

Q,  Did  you  ever  hear  any  one  say  that  he  did  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who? 

A.  I  heard  Len.  T.  Smith  say  that  ho  had  *' fixed" 
McCartney  ior  him. 

Q.  When  was  this  relatively  to  the  election? 

A.  It  was  just  on  the  eve  of  the  first  day  of  the  elec- 
tion.    I  think  about  the  time  that  the  first  ballot  was  taken. 

Q.  Where? 

A.  It  was  in  the  back  part  of  my  store,  in  the  ofiicc. 

Q.  Who  did  he  say  this  to  ? 

A.  To  me  personally. 

Q.  Any  one  else  present? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  there  was  at  that  time. 

Q.  Did  he  communicate  to  you  how  he  fixed  him  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Please  state  how. 

A.  Well,  perhaps  that  ought  to  have  a  little  explana- 
tion. Mr.  Smith  told  mo  that  Dr.  McCartney  was  in  debt  to 
a  firm  at  Loavenwonh  ;  was  behind  there;  didn't  state  tho 
name  of  tho  firm  ;  but  he  said  they  bad  fixed  it  with 
McCartney  by  liquidating  or  fixing  up  the  claims  of  this 
party  lit  Leavenworth. 

Q.     Was  the  amount  communicated? 

A.  He  said  it  was  $1,500,  or  about  that. 

Q.     Do  you  want  to  make  an  explanation  now  ? 

A.  Tho  only  explanation  is  just  this,  that  Mr.  Smith 
oamo  to  me,  and  said  to  me  in  conversation  that  they  wero 
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bound  to  succeed,  or  muko  tho  election  of  Caldwell  sure  ; 
that  they  had  money  to  do  it,  and  they  wore  determined  to 
do  it.  (This  was  before  an}'  vote.)  lie  had  never  lailed  in 
anything  he  undertook,  and  if  I  knew  of  any  person  that 
could  he  bought,  that  was  in  tlie  market  or  had  votes  that 
could  bo  controlled  with  money,  ho  wanted  that  I  should 
make  them  known  to  iiim. 

Q.  "Who  else  did  Smith  speak  of  in  your  hearing  relative 
to  tho  same  or  sijnilar  transactions  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  any  person  particularly  but  Dr. 
McCartney.  There  were  others  talked  of  that  ho  would  liko 
to  get,  but  none  that  ho  had  (ixedor  got. 

Q.  What  did  he  ever  say  about  Peckham? 

A.  I  never  had  any  conversation  with  ilr.  Smith  about 
Peckham. 

Q.  Did  Smith  ever  deposit  any  money  in  your  storo  to 
pay  any  members  of  tho  Legislature  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  ho  ever  tell  you  that  he  did? 

A.  No,  sir. 

■* 

Q.  "Was  Smith  in  there  every  day  during  tho  few  days 
anterior  to  tho  election  ? 

A.  Nob  every  day ;  but  two  or  threo  times. 

Q.  Had  he  any  appointments  to  meet  any  ono  there  ? 

A.  Well,  he  came  there  to  meet  me  personally  once,  but 
I  dont't  know  any  ono  else. 

Q.  Had  he  any  appointments  with  you  in  reference  to 
the  election  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  am  aware  of. 

Q.  Did  any  ono  ever  tell  5'ou  that  they  had  money 
given  them  by  Caldwell  during  that  election? 

A.  There  was  a  man  there  frequently  of  tho  name  of 
Steele  who  had  received  ,$1,000;  not  a  member  of  tho  Legis- 
lature,    lie  came  from  awav  out  west  somewhere. 

Q.  What  did  ho  say  ho  got  a  thousand  dollars  for? 

A.  To  pay  to  some  person  who  was  a  member  of  tho 
Legislature  tt)  vote  for  Caldwell.  I  knev/  tho  person  bu* 
•ould  not  recall  his  name. 

Q.  Whom  did  he  get  it  from  T 

A.  H«  aaid  it  was  the  Caldwell  faction. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Major  Irwin,  member  for  Neosho 
•ounty. 
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A.  I  do. 

Q,  Did  bo  come  to  your  store  with  McCartney  ? 

A.  He  did  often. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  arrangement  having  been  made 
whereby  Irwin's  vote  was  contracted  for  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  see  McCartney  frequently  after  the  election? 
A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  he  over  say  anything  to  you  about  this  arrange- 
ment with  Smith  in  any  way? 
A.  Not  after  the  election. 
Q.  "What  did  he  say  before  on  the  subject? 

A.  I  inferred  from  general  conversation  that  he  was 
going  to  make  Mr.  Caldwell  come  down  handsomely  for 
his  vote,  but  I  don't  remember  his  words  particularly.  That 
was  the  substance. 

Q.  That  was  before  the  election  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  ho  ever  complain  after  the  election  that  they 
had  gone  back  on  him  ? 

A,  JSTo,  sir;  I  don't  think  he  ever  did.  He  seemed 
very  well  satisfied. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  know  Gandy,  of  Jewell  county  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember. 

By  G.    W.  Clarke. 

Q.  You  stated  that  Mr.  Steele  received  61,000  to  pay 
to  some  member.  Will  you  take  this  book  which  contains 
a  list  of  the  members  for  that  year,  and  say  if  3'ou  recog- 
nize the  name  ? 

A.  He  said  it  was  for  some  member,  but  I  don't  remem- 
ber the  person  at  all.  He  rsaid  he  had  got  $1,000,  and  was 
going  to  put  it  in  his  trowser's  pocket,  and  was  going 
home,  and  they  might  go  to  thunder.  He  said  ho  had  got 
it  from  Caldwell's  party. 

•     Dr.  H.  C.  linn 
Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examinedby  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Do  you  know  D.  E.  Anthony  ? 
A.  I  do. 
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Q.  Did  3'ou  ever  Lave  any  conversation  with  him  iu 
regard  to  the  use  of  money  in  the  Senatorial  election  last 
winter  ?  ^ 

A.  Well,  I  heard  Anthony  make  a  good  many  remarks. 
Tt  was  in  the  morning  after  the  election,  with  a  number  of 
gentlemen  in  one  of  Crawford's  rooms;  some  fifteen  or 
twenty;  Anthony  came  and  made  the  remark,  as  well  as  I 
remember,  that  ho  know  of  $3,000  that  had  been  given 
two  men  to  control  three  votes.  While  those  parties  were 
trying  to  control  one  vote,  they  bought  up  the  other  two 
for  $500  apiece,  and  I  remarked  to  him  "stop  !  "  and  I  asked 
him  if  ho  would  swear  to  it,  and  ho  said  he  would  swear 
to  it,  as  I  understood  him.  Crawford  and  Jenkins  were 
present.  This  is  pretty  much  all  that  I  remember,  though 
I  have  heard  Anthony  say  a  great  deal. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  in  the  Sen- 
atorial election  by  Caldwell  or  any  other  persons  ? 

A.  I  didn't  see  any  used.  A  man  who  was  in  Thad. 
Walker's  office  said  that  he  knew  where  I  could  get  §5,000 
for  my  vote;  Walker  knows  the  man,  and  he  said  that  ho 
was  a  man  who  had  been  defeated  for  the  Legislature,  and 
had  como  down  to  work  in  Mr.  Walker's  interest. 


B.  W.  JENKINS 

Was  sworn  and  testified  as  follows : 
Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  3-ou  hear  Mr.  D.  H.  Anthony  make  any  remarks 
about  the  Senatorial  election  of  last  winter  immediately  after 
that  election  or  next  morning? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  did.  Not  the  next  morning,  but  immedi- 
ately after  the  election. 

Q.  Where  were  you  when  those  remarks  were  made  ? 

A.  In  Mr.  Sam  Crawford's  room  while  the  vote  was 
being  taken  here,  and  immediately  after  the  election  there 
was  a  number  of  gentlemen  gathered  in  there,  and  were  talk- 
ing about  the  election,  and  what  brought  about  the  result 
and  some  gentlmen  remarked  that  it  was  no  use  for  a  man 
to  make  a  dash  for  the  United  States  Senate  hero  unless  ho 
had  sufficient  mono}'  to  control  votes  enough  to  secure  hts 
election  or  words  to  that  effect,  and  Dr.  Linn  was  there,  who 
was  our  representative,  and  was  very  indignant.  lie 
remarked  that  he  was  in  favor  of  a  thorough  iuvesligatioa 
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of  tbo  matter,  and  bclivcd  that  it  had  been  bj'  fraud  or  dono 
bribery,  or  something  that  way.  And  Anthony  remarked 
that  he  know  of  two  men  that  had  got  $3,000  for  their  vote, 
and  Dr.  Linn  got  up  and  eays  to  Anthony,  "  Will  3'ou  swear 
to  that?"  and  Anthon}'  8aid,  "I  will."  Well  they  went  on  to 
considerable  talk  among  them  about  this  matter,  and  urging 
that  they  needed  to  investigate,  or  something  of  that  char- 
acter; I  don't  know  how  the  conversation  terminated,  but 
that  was  about  the  last  that  was  said. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  person  giving  or 
offering  to  give  money  in  exchange  for  votes  in  that  election? 

A.  I  have  not. 


SIDNEY  CLARKE, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 
A.  In  Lawrence,  Kansas, 

Q.  AVere  you  hero  during  the  contest  for  the  election  of 
United  Stales  Senator  last  winter? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  in  that  contest,  any 
money  or  other  valuable  considerations  were  offered  oi*  used 
b}'  Mr,  Caldwell  or  his  friends  to  secure  votes  for  Mr.  Cald- 
well ? 

A.  I  know  it  only  as  it  was  communicated  to  me  by 
other  persons. 

Well,  sir,  by  whom  were  such  facts  communicated  to 
you? 

A.  On  the  day  following  the  election,  just  about  as  I  was 
leaving  the  TefTt  Ilouse  at  Topeka  to  proceed  to  my  homo  at 
Lawi-ence,  I  was  met,  I  think  in  the  hall,  between  the  room 
that  I  occupied  and  tho  office,  by  four  gentlemen  whose 
names,  as  near  as  I  can  recollect  are:  CI.  W.  Wood,  member 
of  tho  House  of  Roprosontativcs  f'om  CheroJvoe  ;  Wm.  Peck- 
bam,  member  of  the  House  of  lieprcsentatives  from  Douglas 
county;  I  think  a  Mr.  Ruckei-,  from  the  Cherokee  JNTeulral 
Lands,  and  by  Dr.  O'Connor,  (I  think)  IVom  Baxter  Sprin<xs. 
One  of  iliose  gentlemen,  I  don't  remember  which,  handed  to 
mc  a  wiitten  instrument  setting  forth  in  substance,  as  I  now 
remember  it,  that  Mr.  Wood,  (G.  W.  Wood)  had  been  offered 
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a  sum  of  money  to  volo  for  "Mr.  Caldwell.  I  tliink  I  had 
packed  up  m}''  trunk  to  leave  the  city;  was  in  a  ^^reat  liuny  ; 
remarked  to  the  gentlemen  that  I  was  about  leavitiif  town; 
that  it  was  a  matter  that  I  knew  nothing  about,  and  handed 
back  the  paper. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  receive  such  or  similar  information  from  any 
other  jiersoiis. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  From  what  other  persons? 

A.  From,  (I  think,)  Mr.  T.  L.  Bond,  member  of  the 
House  of  Hopresentativcs  from  Montgomery  county. 

Q.  Any  other? 

A.  I  don't  remember  any  other  at  this  time.  Mr.  Bond, 
being  a  member  of  the  Legislature  from  Montgomery  county, 
was  a  stranger  to  me  at  the  time  of  this  election.  T  received, 
a  letter  fi-om  him  soon  after  the  election,  saying,  in  substance, 
that  he  had  been  elected  by  the  people  of  Montgomery  to 
vote  for  mvsolf  as  United  Slates  Senatoi-;  that  ho  was  in 
favor  of  my  election.  On  my  arrival  at  Topeka,  Mr.  Bond 
was  in  frequent  conversation  with  myself  in  reference  to  the 
Senatorial  contest.  He  reported  to  mo  at  different  times 
that  he  was  offered  a  monc}' consideration  bj' persons  "up 
Ktaii-e,"  giving  mo  to  undei-stand  Caldwell's  rooj^s.  A  short 
time  before  the  election  took  place  ho  came  into  m}*  room 
one  day  and  reported  to  me  that  he  had  been  ofTcred  the 
sum  of  $3000,  if  I  recollect  correctly,  to  vote  for  Mr.  Cald- 
well, and  that  the  money,  or  a  portion  of  the  money,  had 
been  shown  him.  I  said  to  Mr.  Bond,  that  he  was  a  young 
man,  that  he  had  just  commenced  in  Kansas,  that  we  were 
ail  young  men  together,  and  that  he  could  not  afioid,  if  ho 
expected  to  live  in  the  future,  to  take  the  monej-.  Mr.  Bund 
did  not  take  the  money  so  far  as  I  know  and  believe.  Ho 
voted  on  tb.e  first  ballot  for  m^-self.  That  was  the  substance 
of  the  transaction.  I  have  never  seen  Mr.  Boiid  since  I  left 
Topeka,  nor  had  any  subsequent  conversation  with  him. 
Daniel  M.  Adams  reminded  me  to-day  that  he  was  present 
and  heard  this  conver-suLion,  though  1  did  not  remember  his 
presence  myself. 

Q.  Did  you  know  Mr.  Phinney,  member  of  the  Houso, 
from  Morris  county  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  last  winter, 
or  at  any  time  since  then,  with  i-egard  to  tliis  election? 
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A.  I  think  I  bad  several  conversations  with  him  aa  with 
other  members  of  the  Legislature. 

Q.  In  any  of  these  conversations  did  you  hear  him  say 
anything  about  wanting  monc}'  for  his  vote? 

A.  I  remember  having  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Phinney 
in  his  room  at  the  Tefft  Hcuse,  where  he  mentioned  to  me 
the  fact  that  he  had  been  an  old  friend  of  mine  ;  had  attended 
Beveral  political  conventions  at  his  own  expense  for  my  politi- 
cal interest,  and  {hat  he  had  been  elected  to  the  Legislature 
to  vote  for  me,  and  that  his  expenses  ought  to  be  paid.  I 
told  Mr.  Phinney  that  I  was  there  without  money  ;  that  I 
was  comparatively  poor ;  that  1  was  not  able,  nor  was  I  try- 
ing to  fish  for  votes  by  the  use  of  money;  and  had  a  general 
conversation  of  that  tenor  with  him.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  conversation  he  said,  "I  am  all  right  any  way,  but  I  have 
telegraphed  to  Council  Grove  for  my  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Col- 
umbia. He  will  be  up  here  very  soon,  and  we  will  come  and 
see  you.''  That  is  the  last  I  saw  of  him,  only  I  saw  him  as 
I  saw  other  gentlemen. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Did  ho  indicate  about  how  much  money  ho  ought  to 
have  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  any  sum  was  named.  The 
sum  and  substance  was  that  he  had  been  elected,  and  was 
poor,  and  wanted  his  expenses,  and  that  it  was  all  right ; 
that  Mr.  Columbia,  whom  ho  had  telegraphed  for,  would 
come,  and  thcj'  would  come  and  see  me. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  as  to  Avhcther  Mr.  Phinney 
obtained  any  money  for  his  vote  ;  if  so,  state  it. 

A.  Mr.  Simcock  stated  to  me  that  he  was  informed  by 
Mr.  Wilhington,  I  think,  of  Lyon  county,  that  Mr.  Phinney 
had  had  deposited  in  Mr.  Swallow's  bank  at  Emporia  a  sum 
of  money  during  the  past  summer,  and  deposited  sometime 
since  the  senatorial  election.  Mr.  Simcock  also  informed  mo 
that  Jonathan  Hammond,  of  Morris  county,  made  the  state- 
ment to  Mr.  W.  F.  Shamleffer  that  he,  Hammond,  made  $200 
out  of  Phinney's  vote.  I  think  Mr.  Simcock  also  stated  to 
me  that  L.  McKcnzic,  of  Parkerville,  Morris  county,  heard 
Hammond  state  that  he  had  helped  to  negotiate  Phinney's 
vote,  and  received  his  share:  §200.  Mr.  Simcock  also  stated 
to  me  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  J.  L.  Sharpe 
and  Isaac  Sharpe,  both  of  Council  Grove,  had  heard  Ham- 
mond make  the  same  statement. 
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By  Senator  Slocer. 

Q.  Did  3'0ii  iiifcv  from  conversations  with  Mr.  Phinncy 
that  ho  wanted  mone}'  for  his  vote? 

A.  I  am  free  to  confess  that* I  did;  that  my  suspicions 
on  the  money  question  were  actively  aroused,  and  that  was 
my  feeling  in  reference  to  the  subject.  1  don't  think  that  he 
stated  his  wants  to  mo  in  any  other  form  than  that  ho  thought 
his  expenses  in  the  campaign  ought  to  be  paid. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Columbia 
on  the  subject? 

A.  No,  sir  :  I  don't  think  1  did.  I  have  no  recollection 
of  it. 

By  Senator    Whitney. 

Q.  Had  you  a  conversation   with  Dr.  McCartney?     If 
you  had,  state  what  it  was. 

A.  I  had  one.  and  I  think,  two   interviews   with    Dr. 
McCartney  with  reference  to  the  question  of  voting  for  Sena- 
tor.    I    had  been  informed,  and  that  information  has  been 
since  confirmed,  that  ho  "vas  elected  with  the  distinct  under- 
standing on  the  part  of  his  constituents  that  ho  would  vote 
for    me    for    Senator.      I    met     and    consulted    with    him 
with  that  expectation.     I  found  him  somcAvhat  reserved  in 
his  conversation,  and  failed  to  obtain  from  him  any  positive 
declaration  as  to  the  way  he  would  vote.     I  was  frequently 
consulted,  however,  by  other  parties,  among  whom  I  remem- 
ber a  Mr.  McClurc,  of  Tioga,  and  by  a  gentleman  in  Potta- 
watomie county,  whose  name  I  don't  now  remember.     They 
represented  to  me — in  fact  it  was  a  general  repi'esentation  by 
persons  most  familiar  with  the  position  of  Dr.  McCartney — 
that  ho  wanted  money  for  his  vote.     After  the  first  vote  had 
been  taken,   the  two  gentlemen    to  whom  I   have  referred 
called  at  my  room,  and  requested  to  see  me  outside  of  my 
door  in  the  entiy.     I  stepped  out  and  they  handed  to  me  a 
note  written  in  pencil,  signed  by  Mr.  McClure  and  his  asso- 
ciate, Btating  in  substance,  as  I  now  remember  it,  that  they 
were  authorized  to  say  that  I   could  have  Dr.  itcCartnej^'s 
vote  for  the  sum  of  81,000.     I  replied :     "Give  my  compli- 
ments to  Dr.  McCartney,  and  tell  him  that  he  stands  a  bet- 
ter chance  of  going  to  the  penitentiary  than  he  docs  of  get- 
ting $1,000  out  of  me."     I  kept  the  note,  and  Mr.  McClure 
and  his   associate  departed,  (myself  remarking   to  them  as 
the}'  left,  that  of  course  I  meant  no  insult  to  them.)     Since 
that  time  I  handed  the  note  to  Senator  Whitnc}',  and  ho  has 
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never  returned  the  note  to  me.  Now  I  am  reminded  of  it ;  it 
was  headed  or  directed  to  Mr.  Eoss,  as  Senator  Whitney 
says. 

By  tlve  Chairman. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Luce,  of  Franklin  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  do. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  he  received  any  money 
for  his  vote  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  only  know  what  his  public  declarations 
were — such  as  were  known  to  everybody. 

Q.  Well,  go  on  and  state  what  they  were. 
A.  That  he  would  vote  for  whoever  would  give  him  the 
most  money. 

By  Mr.  Johison. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Lindsaj',  of  Garnett  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir  ;  very  well. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  his  transactions? 
A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

By  the  Cliairman. 

Q.  What  do  3^011  know  of  the  transaction  of  Mr.  E.  C. 
Manning,  of  Cowley  county? 

A.  I  know  him.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  had  rooms  in  the  TetTt  House  during 
the  Senatorial  election.  As  I  understood  it,  previous  to  my 
arrival  at  Topeka,  from  some  of  the  citizens  of  Cowlc}" 
county  and  others  whom  I  deemed  well  informed  on  the  sub-- 
ject,  Ml'.  Manning  had  been  elected  with  the  distinct  under- 
standing on  the  part  of  those  voting  for  him  as  well  as  those 
voting  against  him,  that  he  would  vote  for  me  for  U.  S.  Sena- 
tor. One  evening  during  the  progress  of  the  canvass  Mr. 
F.  W.  Potter,  of  Coifej^  county,  came  into  my  room  and  said 
I  had  better  sec  Manuintt ;  that  somethino'  was  the  matter 
with  him.  I  called  upon  him  in  a  room  occupied  by  himself 
and  Mr.  Potter,  if  I  remember  rightly,  and  had  a  conversa- 
tion with  him  in  reference  to  his  vote  for  Senator.  Mr.Man- 
ning  demanded  of  me  peremptorily  that  I  should  pay  him  the 
sum  of  $1,000  before  he  would  take  any  part  in  the  canvass 
in  my  favor  for  Senator.  Ho  said :  "  It  is  reported  that  you 
fellows  have  got  the  money  here,  and  nearly  everybody  is 
getting  money  for  their  vote,  and  I  am  in  financial  distress 
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and  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  money  in  politics;  was  a 
member  of  the  first  State  Convention,  and  was  a  friend  of 
yours  when  you  were  first  nominated  for  Congress,  and  I 
think  you  ought  to  reciprocate  now  and  give  me  61,000."  I 
told  Mr.  Manning  that  I  could  not  and  would  not  do  it ;  that 
I  had  not  got  the  money,  and  that  if  I  failed  in  ray  election 
Ibr  want  of  money  I  must  simply  take  the  conBCciucnccs.  My 
impression  is  that  I  had  two  conversations  with  Mr.  Manning 
of  a  general  character. 

In  our  last  conversation  I  said  to  him  :  "  Mr.  Manning,  you 
were  elected  to  the  House  of  iieprcsentatives  from  Cowley 
upon  the  distinct  pledge,  and  with  the  expectation  on  the 
part  of  your  constituents  that  you  would  vote  for  mo  as 
United  States  Senator.  Every  foot  of  the  land  upon  which 
your  constituents  tread  were  saved  to  them  by  the  fight  I 
have  made,  running  through  a  period  of  three  years,  against 
the  Osage  Treaty  ;  and  if  you  vote  against  me  I  will  never 
go  back  to  Washington  until  I  go  down  to  Wiufield  in  Cow- 
ley county,  where  you  reside,  and  call  a  meeting  of  your  con- 
stituents and  state  to  them  the  demand  you  have  made  upon 
me.  If  1  must  lose  your  vote  for  want  of  money,  so  be  it." 
In  one  of  the  previous  conversations  referred  to,  feeling  very 
doubtful  whether  he  would  vote  for  mo  or  not,  I  referred  him 
to  Major  3.  M.  Adams,  or  got  him  to  talk  with  Major  Adams. 

Bij  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Did  any  other  parties,  members  of  the  Legislature, 
except  Mr.  Phinney,  Mr.  Manning  and  Mr.  McCartne}^  inti- 
mate personally  or  by  their  friends  to  you  that  they  wanted 
money  for  their  vote? 

A.  T  don't  recollect  any  individual  cases. 

By  liev.  Mr.  Boynton. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Caldwell  ever  before  the  election,  through 
his  friends  or  otherwise,  make  any  offer  to  you  to  withdi-aw 
from  the  field  ? 

A.  After  the  first  vote  was  taken,  and  while  I  was  at 
supper  in  the  Tefft  llousc,  about  dusk,  I  received  a  note  from 
Mr.  Caldwell,  or  from  some  of  his  immediate  friends,  but  mj" 
conviction  is  that  it  was  froixi  Mr.  Caldwell  himself,  asking 
mo  to  meet  him  in  an  upper  room  of  the  Tefft  House.  I  fin- 
ished my  supper  and  went  to  my  room,  and  consulted  with 
friends  who  happened  to  be  present  (I  don't  remember  their 
names:  the  room  was  full,)  as  to  the  propriety  of  having 
a  personal  interview  with  JMr.  Caldwell  in  compliance  with 
his  re«|uest.     It  w;is  tlujiight  best  that  I  should  see  him,  and 
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T  went  up  and  found  him  in  an  upper  room — I  don't  remem- 
ber the  number — of  the  Teff't  House.  Mr.  Caldwell  said  to 
rae  in  substance:  "It  is  in  the  power  of  your  friends  to 
decide  the  contest  in  my  favor  in  Joint  Convention  to-mor- 
row. He  went  on  to  say  that  if  the  election  went  over 
another  day  he  might  bo  beaten,  but  that  a  coalition  between 
his  friends  and  my  friends  would  certainly  decide  the  result  in 
his  favor.  I  said  to  him  :  "  Mr.  Caldwell,  so  far  as  personal 
jiolitical  feeling  is  concerned,  I  would  much  prefer  to  see  you 
elected  to  ex-Crovernor  Crawford,  from  the  fact  that  you  and 
•your  friends  have  never  abused  me  personally  to  any  consid- 
erable extent,  while  1  have  been  followed  for  eight  months 
or  more  with  bitter  denunciation  by  those  who  seem  at  this 
time  to  be  the  special  friends  of  Mr.  Crawford.  But  I  can- 
not give  you  my  support  for  Senator."  I  said  to  him  :  '•  You 
have  obtained  your  strength  by  the  use  of  money.  I  think 
j'ou  have  bought  twelve  or  fourteen  of  my  men  who  were 
elected  to  vote  for  me,  and  thus  got  the  advantaire."  In  iren- 
cral  terms  I  declined  the  request  to  go  into  Joint  Convention 
and  aid  in  his  election,  saying  to  him  that  I  was  fearful,  if 
cither  myself  or  my  friends  decided  to  do  so,  we  should  be 
held  responsible  by  the  people  of  the  State  for  the  manner  in 
which  he  obtained  his  election.  Mr.  Caldwell  said  to  me  that 
ray  friends  could  decide  the  result,  and  make  the  contest  cer- 
tain for  him,  and  proposed  to  me  that  if  I  would  do  so  he 
would  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  the  legitimate  expenses  that  I 
had  incurred  in  the  canvass. 

The  interview  terminated  with  this  declaration.  Mr- 
Caldwell  making,  however,  an  earnest  request  that  I  would 
agree  to  see  him  sometime  during  the  night.  1  said  to  him 
that  I  was  going  to  a  caucus  of  my  friends,  (in  my  political 
headquarters,)  at  the  caucus  room  across  the  street,  and  did 
not  make  any  definite  agreement  as  to  ary  other  meeting. 
I  proceeded  to  attend  tlic  caucus,  and  was  engaged  until 
past  twelve  o'clock.  I  think  it  was  two  o'clock  before  I  re- 
turned to  the  hotel.  Sometime  after  my  return  to  m}'  rooms 
at  the  hotel  1  learned  that  the  Atchison  delegation,  consist- 
ing  of  the  members  of  the  House  and  Senate,  and  many 
leading  men  from  Atchison,  of  both  political  parties,  were  in 
consultation  in  Colonel  Abell's  room  almost  opposite  mine 
I  think  this  was  from  two  to  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  I 
was  sent  for  by  the  delegation,  and  went  into  the  room;  Col- 
onel Abell  presided,  and  the  room  was  in  a  crowded  condition. 
I  was  the  only  one  present  at  that  time  residing  outside  the 
city  and  county  of  Atchison.  The  delegation  had  under  dis- 
cussion the  course  they  should  pursue  in  Jont  Convention  on 
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the  following  day,  :ind  decided — if  1  remember  rigiitiy — first 
by  a  vote  of  the  members,  and  secondly,  by  a  vote  of  those 
not  members,  after  a  full  discussion,  to  support  Mr.  Caldwell 
in  preference  to  Governor  Crawford.  Previous,  liowever,  to 
this  I  was  requested  by  the  president  or  b}'  the  vote  of  the 
meeting  to  go  to  iMr.  Caldwell's  room  and  ask  him  to  go 
down.  I  went  to  his  room;  found  him  in  bed  with  Mr. 
Purcell  of  Manhattan,  and  communicated  to  him  the  request  of 
the  delegation  from  Atchison.  lie  got  up,  dressed,  and  1 
walked  M'ith  him  down  to  the  room  of  the  Atchison  delega- 
tion. Certain  questions,  relating  to  local  measures,  were 
propounded  to  him  by  different  persons  of  the  Atchison  dele- 
gation. He  answered  them,  and  the  vote  was  taken,  as  I 
have  before  siiid.  M}'  recollection  is  that  after  the  Atchison 
delegation  had  decided  to  support  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  before 
retiring  to  bed,  I  walked  into  the  room  occupied  by  E.  S. 
Stevens,  on  the  same  f^oor  of  the  Teft  House.  Previous  to 
going  to  Mr.  Stevens'  room  it  had  been  mentioned  to  me  by 
several  parties  ;  T  think  now  by  J.  H.  Shimmons  of  Lawrence  ; 
by  Senator  Wordeh,  I  think,  although  I  would  not  be  posi- 
tive ;  and  by  Col.  Murphy  of  Atchison  ;  that  if  my  friend  sup- 
ported Mr.  Caldwell,  it  would  be  nothing  more  than  fair  that 
the  expenses  which  had  been  incurred  at  the  hotel,  should  be 
paid.  1  uniformly  declined  these  propositions;  and  remem- 
ber now  of  speaking  very  emphatically  upon  the  subject  to  a 
party  of  friends  in  a  room  adjoining  my  caucus  room.  Thei'O 
were  several  present,  but  I  only  remember  the  name  of  Mr. 
Shimmons.  As  I  have  stated  before,  after  leaving  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Atchison  delegation,  and  before  retiring  to  rest,  T 
went  into  Mr.  Stevens'  room.  Mr.  Stevens  said  to  me  in  sub- 
stance, and  to  others  who  were  present,  that  I  was  a  fool  not 
1,0  allow  Caldwell  to  pay  my  expenses.  I  declined  to  Mr. 
Stevens,  saying,  1  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter. 
Mr.  Stevens'  room  was  quite  full  of  people  at  that  time. 
Before  I  left,  Mr.  Caldwell  came  in,  and  something  was  again 
said  on  the  aubject,  but  1  declined  to  be  a  party  to  the 
transaction,  and  left,  and  went  to  ray  own  room.  I  subse- 
quently learned  that  Mr.  Caldwell  did  make  an  arrangement 
Avith  Mr.  Stevens,  agreeing  to  pay  Mr.  Stevens  the  expenses 
that  had  been  incurred. 

At   this  stage,   the  Committee   adjourned    until    seven 
o'clock  the  following  evening. 
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EVENING  SESSION. 

Thursday,  February  1,  1871. 

The  Committee  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

All  the  members  present,  except  Senator  Stover. 

Senator  Snoddy  in  the  Chair. 

The  following  resolution  was  moved  and  carried  unani- 
mously: 

"  Resolved,  That  each  witness  produced  before  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  notified  that  his  entire  evidence,  whether 
direct  or  explanatory,  will  be  recorded,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Committee  to  cause  to  be  recorded  every  inter- 
rogatory propounded,  and  everything  which  a  witness  tes- 
tifies to  in  his  examination." 

SIDNEY  CLAEKE 

Eesumed  his  testimony. 

Examined  by  the   Chairman. 

Q.  From  whom  did  you  get  the  information  that  Cald- 
well agreed  with  Stevens  to  pay  the  expenses  as  you  stated 
last  evening,  in  your  examination  ? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  on  the  day  after  the  election 
Mr.  Stevens  had  a  conversation  with  me  about  the  payment 
of  the  hotel  bills,  etc.,  (expenses  that  had  been  incui-red,) 
and  said  that  he  had  an  understanding  with  Mr.  Caldwell 
about  it. 

Q.  When  did  Mr.  Stevens  say  those  expenses  were  to  be 
paid? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  he  informed  me  as  to  the 
time. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  of  those  expenses? 
A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Did  Stevens  say  Avhen  the  understanding  between 
him  and  Caldwell  Avas  made? 
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A.  I  tlon't  iliink  he  stated  specificall}',  but  I  can  give 
you  my  understanding  if  it  is  proper  to  give  it  in  reply  to 
the  question.  My  understanding  is  that  ho  made  it  after  the 
remark  "was  made  to  mo  in  reference  to  which  I  have  here- 
tofore testified. 

Q.  Was  it  your  understanding  that  that  arrangement 
between  Caldwell  and  Stevens  was  before  the  election  of  Mr. 
Caldwell? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  Mr.  Stevens  spoke  to  me  after 
the  time  to  which  I  have  referred  until  the  day  after  the 
election,  just  as  we  were  about  leaving  Topeka.  I  had  no 
positive  understanding  as  to  the  time  when  the  arrangement 
was  made. 

Q.  "^^hen  Mr.  Stevens  spoke  to  you  and  said  that  you 
were  a  fool  for  not  allowing  Caldwell  to  pay  the  expenses, 
what  reply,  if  any,  did  you  make  to  Stevens? 

A.  I  think,  as  I  already  testified,  I  said  I  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  matter,  and  went  to  my  own  room. 

Q.  Did  you  at  that  time,  or  at  any  other  time,  in  con- 
versation with  Mr.  Stevens  upon  that  subject  of  CaMwell's 
paying  the  expenses  of  your  campaign;  tell  Mr.  Stevens  that 
ho  could  do  as  he  pleased  about  it?     . 

A.  I  don't  remember  what  rcmanc  I  made  to  Mr.  Stevens 
other  than  that  1  have  stated. 

Q.  What  was  Mr.  Stevens  business  at  that  time? 

A.  I  have  always  understood  him  to  be  the  General 
Manager  of  tho  M.  K.  &  T.  Eailroad. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  in  whoso  interests  E.  S.  Stevens 
came  to  Topeka  last  winter,  and  labored  in  the  Senatorial 
contest. 

A.  I  understood  him  to  be  friendly  to  my  own  election. 

Q.  Was  there  any  understanding  between  you  and  E.  S. 
Stevens,  that  ho  should  come  and  assist  in  procuring  your 
election? 

A.  No,  sir;  no  more  than  among  ray  friends  gonerall}'. 

Q.  Did  you  at  any  time  before  the  Senatorial  contest 
last  winter,  have  a  conversation  with  E.  S.  Stevens,  tho  sub- 
ject of  which  was  the  Senatorial  election,  and  his  connection 
"with  it  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  now,  whether  I  met  Mr.  Stevens 
during  the  winter  and  previous  to  the  Senatorial  election  or 
not. 

Q.  Question  repeated. 
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A.  My  recollection  is  that  I  met  Mr.  Stevens  two  or 
three  times  during  the  summer  and  fall,  but  I  don't  think 
r  saw  him  after  going  to  Washington  in  November,  up  to 
the  time  of  the  election.  I  might,  but  cannot  remember. 
It  is  quite  possible  he  may  have  come  to  "Washington,  but  I 
have  no  recollection  of  it. 

Q.  Did  you  at  any  of  these  times  during  the  summer  or 
fall  of  1870,  when  you  met  Mr.  Stevens,  have  any  conversa- 
tion with  him,  the  subject  of  which  was  the^then  approach- 
ing election,  and  his  connection  with  it? 

A.  It  is  quite  likely,  I  might  have  talked  v\ntli  Mr. 
Stevens  on  the  subject;  I  presume  I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  not  recollect  any  conversation  you  Lad  with 
Mr.  Stevens  during  that  summer  or  fall  in  relation  to  the 
then  approaching  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  any  specific  conversation 
with  Mr.  Stevens;  but  presume  I  talked  with  him  generally 
on  the  subject  of  the  Senatorial  election. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  where  you  saw  him  last,  before  you 
went  to  Washington  in  November  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Where  did  Mr.  Stevens  reside  ? 

A.  I  think  he  resides  at  Attica,  N.  Y. ;  his  business  is  in 
Kansas. 

Q.  His  office  is  in  Sedalia,  Mo.,  is  it  not? 

A.  I  think  it  is;  his  headquarters  arc  there. 

Q.  How  man}^  I'ooms  had  you  at  the  Tefft  House,  dui-ing 
that  canvass  ? 

A.  I  cannot  answer  the  question,  but  understood  from 
my  friends  who  engaged  the  rooms,  that  there  were  about — 
well,  I  cannot  answer  that  question.  I  don't  know  how 
many  were  engaged. 

Q.  Who  engaged  the  rooms  for  you? 

A.  I  think  the  room  that  I  occupied  myself,  and  one  or 
two  I'ooms  adjoining,  were  engaged  by  Daniel  M.  Adams,  A. 
S.  Thomas,  and  perhaps  T.  X.  James,  all  of  Topeka,  although 
I  am  not  positive  as  to  the  last. 

Q.  Did  they  make  the  arrangements  for  your  canvass 
for  United  States  Senator  for  you  ? 

A.  I  think  that  before  any  steps  were  taken  to  procure 
rooms,  Mr.  Adams  informed  me  at  Washington  that  he  had 
made  arrangements  at  the  TcfFt  House. 

Q.  For  whom  ? 
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A.  For  myself. 

Q.  Did  he  do  that  without  authority  from  you? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  he  did  it  of  his  own  volition, 
although  it  was  entirely  satisfactory  to  me. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  did  ho  report  to  you  that  ho  had 
engaged  for  your  headquarters? 

A.  I  don't  remember;  it  has  passed  out  of  my  mind.  1 
don't  remember  that  ho  named  the  number  of  rooms.  I 
think,  however,  it  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  fifty,  although 
I  am  not  positive. 

Q.  Did  he  state  the  amount  that  was'to  be  paid  for  the 
use  of  these  rooms  and  other  expenses  at  the  hotel  per  day, 
per  week,  or  otherwise? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  settled  and  paid  for  the  rooms  that  were 
engaged  for  you  by  Mr.  Adams  as  j'our  headquarters  ? 

A.  I  never  attended  to  the  matter  ra3''se]f.  Mr.  Adams 
gave  me  to  understand  that  a  final  settlement  was  effected 
with  Mr.  McMeeken.  On  visiting  Topeka,  however,  last 
summer,  a  suit  was  instituted  against  me  to  recover  the  sum 
of  $400  or  $500  additional. 

Q.  Additional  to  what? 

A.  Additional  to  what  Mr.  Adams  had  paid,  as  I  under- 
stand. 

Q.  How  much  did  Mr.  Adams  sny  that  he  had  i)aid? 

A.  I  don't  remember  the  sum.  I  think  I  can  remember 
by  refreshing  my  recollection.  I  can  only  state  from  mem- 
ory, as  I  have  no  memoranda  on  the  subject,  and  am  liable  to 
bo  mistaken.  I  think  Mr.  McMeekin  was  paid  by  Mr.  Ad- 
ams §1,000  for  the  hotel  bill  during  the  canvass  and  previ- 
ous to  the  election.  I  think  subsequent  to  that  time  ]i[r. 
Adams  effected  what  he  claimed  to  be  a  settlement  with  Mr. 
McMeekin  for  §1,500  additional. 

Q.  How  many  days  were  you  at  the  Tefi't  House  at  that 
time  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember.  The  reason  that  it  is  so  largo  is 
that  he  charged  mo  at  the  rate  of  six  or  eight  persons  for 
the  room  I  occupied.     I  feel  certain  that  it  was  six. 

Q.  In  these  bills,  amounting  in  all  to  $2,500  as  you  have 
stated,  were  any  other  hotel  bills  included  except  those 
which  accrued  during  the  Senatorial  contest  ? 

A.  I  don't  know,  but  I  think  not. 
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Q.  Had  you  any  bank  account  here  during  that  time? 

A.  I  think  I  had  an  account  with  ]\Ii\  Adams.     (I  had.) 

Q.  Did  you  pay  any  part  of  this  $1,000  payment  or  the 
81,500  payment? 

A.  I  am  not  certain,  but  think  it  quite  pi'obable  I  gave 
a  check  for  the  $1,000  which  was  paid  to  Mr.  McMcekin 
first. 

Q.  Had  you  money  deposited  in  this  bank  before  the 
beginning  of  the  session  of  the  Jjegishxturc  in  1S71,  and 
within  a  short  time  before? 

A.  I  had  not.^ 

Q.  At  the  time  that  you  say  you  drew  the  81,000  check 
on  Ml'.  Adams'  bank,  how  much  money  had  you  deposited 
there  to  draw  against  ? 

A.  My  recollection  is  I  deposited  between  82,000  and 
$3,000  when  I  first  came  to  Topeka  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing my  expenses. 

Q.  "When  was  that  deposit  made;  about  what  date? 

A.  At  the  time  I  came — I  think  it  was  the  time  I  came 
to  Topeka  to  attend  the  canvass.  I  don't  remember  the 
date. 

Q.  AVas  it  before  or  after  the  Legislature  convened,  and 
if  after,  how  long  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  the  date. 

Q.  Did  you  draw  any  other  check  against  that  amount 
of  money  in  the  bank  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  whether  I  did  or  not. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  which  v/ay  the  bahvnce  was  at  the 
time  you  left  this  city  immediately  after  the  Senatorial  con- 
test, in  your  banking  account  with  that  bank  ? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  after  arriving  at  Washington 
Mr.  Adams  informed  mo  that  he  had  settled  up  the  hotel 
expenses,  and  that  they  amounted  in  all  to  about  some  $1,800 
or  81,900,  including  the  $1,500  of  which  I  have  already 
spoken.  I  am  not  sux-e  but  that  a  portion  of  this  money  was 
paid  for  the  rent  of  rooms  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street, 
and  for  stoves  and  fitting  up  of  the  room,  the  weather  being 
quite  cold. 

Q.  The  question  is,  Mr.  Clarke,  whether  or  not  you  now 
recollect  which  way  tlie  balance  in  that  bank  was  at  the  time 
3-ou  left  Topeka. 

A.  I  don't  remember,  but   think  I  can  recollect  if  you 
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will  give  mc  u  moment.  I  think  I  was  owinjic  Mr.  Adams 
on  the  final  settlement  some  $1,700  or  $1,800,  bat  am  not 
positive.     Mr.  Adams  will  know  more  distinctly  himself. 

Q.  Then  I  understand  you  to  state  that  you  overdrew 
your  account  at  Mr.  Adams's  banlc  to  the  amount,  as  you 
now  recollect,  of  some  §1,700  or  $1,800:  Do  I  understand 
you  correctly? 

A.  "Well,  I  am  not  positive.  I  cannot  be  positive  in  my 
statements  because  I  myself  did  not  have  any  charge  of  the 
expenses  which  wore  incurred  at  the  hotels  and  at  the  rooms 
to  which  1  referred  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street.  My 
recollection  is  that  1  overdrew  my  account  to  about  $1,500  , 
but  Mr.  Adams  will  be  able  to  be  more  positive. 

Q.  What  amount  did  you  say  that  Mr.  McMeokin  is  now 
prosecuting  the  suit  for  ? 

A.  Somewhere  from  $400  to  $500. 

Q.  Are  you  not  able  to  state  the  number  of  days  or 
about  the  number  of  davs  that  vou  were  at  ^rcMeekin's 
hotel  at  that  time  ? 

A.  On  reflection,  I  should  think  the  record  would  show 
that  we  were  there  about  three  weeks,  and  that  eighty  rooms 
were  originally  engaged  to  accommodate  myself  and  friends. 

Q.  "Was  it  the  agreement  between  Mr.  Adams  and  Mr. 
McMeekin,  as  you  were  informed  by  Mr.  Adamp,  that  you 
were  to  pay  for  the  eighty  rooms  engaged,  and  for  the  per- 
sons who  occupied  them? 

A.  I  cannot  say  how  that  was.  I  understood  that  a  dis- 
])ute  arose  sometime  during  the  occupancy  of  the  rooms,  as 
10  the  bargains,  but  don't  know  liow  it  was  settled. 

Q.  At  that  time  that  Mr.  Adams  informed  you,  when 
you  were  in  the  city  of  Washington,  that  he  had  engaged 
headquarters  for  you  at  the  TefFt  House,  did  ho  inform  you 
that  he  had  engaged  eighty  rooms  for  you  and  j'our  friends, 
and  that  you  were  to  pay  the  expenses  for  those  rooms  and 
your  friends  who  occupied  them  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  agreement  between  himself  and  McMeekin,  the  pi'o- 
prietor  of  the  hotel  ? 

A.  Mr.  Adams  simply  communicated  to  mc  the  infor- 
mation that  he  had  engaged  the  rooms. 

Q.  Did  he  not  then  say  anything  about  who  was  to  pay 
the  bill  for  the  rooms,  and  for  the  persons  Avho  occupied 
them? 

A.  1   iiave  already  said   in  answer  to  the  former  ques- 
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tioLi  that  he  simplj'  informed  rac  that  he  had  engaged  the 
rooms. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  nothing  about  how  much  was  to  be  paid 
for  the  rooms  or  who  was  to  pay  for  them  ? 

A.  As  I  remember,  the  information  came  by  telegraphic 
despatch,  and  as  I  liavc  stated  in  the  two  preceding- 
answers,  no  other  information  was  communicated,  as  I  now 
remember. 

Q.  Did  you  at  any  time  authorize  Mr.  Adams  to  settle 
with  Mr.  McMeekin  for  tlic  use  of  the  rooms  that  he  said 
ho  had  engaged  at  the  Tefft  House  for  that  occasion  ? 

A.  I  think  I  told  him  before  I  left  Topeka  that  I  should 
depend  upon  him  to  effect  a  settlement,  as  I  bad  nothing  to 
do  with  making  the  bargain  for  the  rooms,  and  I  knew 
nothing  about  the  terms  myself. 

Q.  Before  you  left  for  "Washington,  after  the  contest 
was  over,  had  you  any  conversation  with  Mr.  McMeekin  in 
regard  to  the  settlement  of  the  bill  ? 

A.  I  have  no  distinct  recollection;  but  I  presume  that  Mr. 
McMeekin  spoke  to  me  about  it,  or  I  spoke  to  him.  and  if  so, 
told  him  that  Mr.  Adams  would  arrange  the  matter. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  what  other  expenses  were  there  on  3'our 
part  settled  by  Mr.  Adams  other  than  this  hotel  bill? 

A.  My  understanding  was  there  were  general  expenses 
incurred;  for  instance,  the  living  and  fitting  up;  of  rooms 
outside  the  hotel,  putting  up  of  stoves,  purchase  of  some  fur- 
niture for  the  rooms,  and,  1  think,  some  refreshments  were 
provided  at  the  headquarters  across  the  street.  In  fact,  I 
know  there  were. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  was  paid  for  those  expenses 
across  the  street  ? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Jjy  W.  21.  Clarke. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  conversation  with  Air.  ivalloch  dur- 
ing last  summer  or  fall  in  Washington  city  in  regard  to  the 
Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  did. 

(^.  Will  you  state  that  conversation  as  near  as  you  can? 

A.  The  conversation  which  took  place  between  myself 
and  Mr.  Kalloch  was,  if  I  remember  right,  accompanied  with 
a  request  that  I  should  treat  it  as  confidential,  and  I  decline 
to  give  it. 
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[It  was  moved  by  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  car- 
I'ied  unanimously:  "That  Jlr.  ('larko  be  required  to  give 
that  conversation  in  full."]S 

Q.  Was  there  anything  stated  in  that  conversation  about 
:i  promissory  note  that  Mr.  Kalloeli  had  given  to  an}'  person 
bcibre  or  during  the  Senatorial  campaign  ot'  1872  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
Q.  What  was  said  ? 

A.  Mr.  Kalloch  said  to  me  that  be  supposed  I  must  have 
heard  that  there  had  been  some  difficulty  or  there  had  been 
a  transaction  between  himself  and  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  that  for 
the  purpose  of  letting  mo  know  exactly  how  it  was,  he  would 
state  to  me  the  facts.  Jle  said  that  after  Mr.  Caldwell  had 
announced  himself  as  a  candidate  for  Senator  he  was  hard 
up  for  money,  as  he  almost  always  was,  and  that  he  went 
over  to  Leavenworth  and  borrowed  of  Mr.  Caldwell  the  sum 
of  S3,000,  and  executed  his  note,  as  I  understood  him,  for  the 
sum.  I  ought  to  say,  perhaps,  that  Mr.  Kalloch  said  to  me 
that  looking  over  all  the  candidates  he  had  made  up  his 
mind  previous  to  that  time  to  give  Mr.  Caldwell  his  support 
for  Senator.  After  the  vote  was  executed  and  the  money 
borrowed  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  Mr.  Kalloch  said  that  Mr.  Cald- 
Avell  said  to  him :  "  Now,  Kalloch,  I  want  to  bo  elected  Sena- 
tor, and  you  are  in  a  position  to  do  me  a  great  deal  of  good," 
or  something  to  that  effect.  "  If  I  am  elected  I  shall  not  col- 
lect of  you  this  note.  If  I  am  not,  I  shall  expect  you  to  pay 
it."  This  is  the  substance  of  the  conversation,  as  I  now 
remember  it,  related  to  me  by  Mr.  Kalloch. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Kalloch  inform  3'ou  whether  he  had  paid  that 
note  or  not  ? 

A.  He  informed  me  that — I  think  he  said — the  note  was 
put  in  bank,  and  protested,  ar.d  that  he  paid  it,  or  that  some 
kind  of  compromise  was  effected.  I  don't  remember  dis- 
tinctly about  this  conversation. 

Q.  How  did  ho  say  he  had  paid  it? 

A.  I  undersiood  him  to  say  that  he  sold  to  Mr.  Caldwell 
a  pair  of  fancy  ponies  in  part  payment. 

C^.  Had  3'ou  any  conversation  with  him  about  any  other 
parties  obtaining  money  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  was  that? 

A,  1  decline  to  answer,  this  being  also  contidcntial. 

[It  was  moved  and  carried  unanimously  by  the  Ccmmil- 
tcc  :     '•  That  .Mr.  Clarke  bo  required  to  answer."] 
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Q.  What  was  that  transaction  as  related  by  Mr.  Kallocb, 
and  who  was  it  between  ? 

A.  Between  Mr.  Goo.  Noble,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
the  K.  P.  P.  E.,  and  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Go  on  and  state  what  it  was. 

A:  Mr.  Ivalloch  said  ihat  after  he  had  borrowed  this 
money  from  Mr.  Caldwell,  George  Noble  wanted  some  money 
for  his  own  personal  use  and  went  over  to  Leavenworth  and 
also  borrowed  (as  I  understood  him  to  say,)  the  sum  of 
$3,000,  or  thereabouts ;  that  Mr.  Noble  gave  to  Mr.  Caldwel! 
his  note  for  the  money,  aud  that  Mr.  Caldwell  repeated  the 
same  conversation  to  Mi-.  Noble  in  reference  to  collecting  the 
note,  in  substance,  that  ho  had  had  with  Mr.  Kallocb, 
namely;  that  if  ho  was  elected  ho  did  not  expect  to  collect 
the  note.  If  he  was  not  elected,  he  should  expect  Mr.  Noble 
to  pay  it. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Kallocb  state  whether  Mr.  Noble  had  paid 
that  note  or  not  ? 

A.  Mr.  Kallocb  stated  that  Mr.  Caldwell  was  pressing 
Mr.  Noble  to  pay  it. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Kalloch  state  to  you  whether  he  paid  his 
(Kalloch's)  nolo  to  Mr.  Caldwell  before  or  after  Mr.  Cald- 
well's election  to  the  United  States  Senate  ? 

A.  He  did  not  state  to  me  the  date  when  the  payment 
was  made. 

B.  V.  SIWPSON 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  j^ou  reside  ? 

A.  At  Paola,  Miami  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you  here  during  the  Senatorial  contest  last 
winter,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  A.  Caldwell;  and,  if 
so,  in  what  capacity  ? 

A.  I  was  here  as  member  of  the  House  of  Eepi-eseuta- 
tives. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  use  of  mono}-  or  of 
any  improper  means  being  used  by  Mr.  Caldwell  or  any 
other  candidate  for  the  United  States  Senate  to  secure  his 
election  or  advance  his  interests  in  that  direction? 

A.  I  Lave  no  personal  knowledge. 
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Q.  Have  you  anj'  information  derived  from  any  source 
of  such  a  state  of  facts  as  I  have  indicated  ? 

A.  The  most  direct  information  I  have  is,  that  a  night 
or  two  previous  to  the  election,  I  had  a  conversation  with 
James  P.  Legateof  Leavenworth  to  this  effect,  substantially: 
I  met  Mr.  Legate  in  one  of  the  halls  of  the  Tefft  House,  and 
he  inquired  where  I  was  going.  I  replied,  I  was  going  to 
attend  a  caucus  whereby  I  hoped  wo  could  beat  him  and 
Caldwell  for  the  Senate.  ]\[r.  Legate  said  I  was  foolish,  for 
there  was  no  use  of  trying  that,  and  used  substantially  this 
language:  ''Mj^  judgment  is,  or  my  information  is,  that 
Caldwell  has  already  secured  votes  enough  to  elect  him,  hav- 
ing been  buying  up  men  all  da}-."  This  is  substantially  what 
ho  said.  The  substance  of  this  conversation  was  repeated 
by  James  F.  Legate  on  another  occasion  in  the  presence  of 
Col.  Sells,  of  Douglas  county.  I  understood  Mr.  Legato  to 
bo  a  prominent  supporter  of  ^Mr.  Caldwell  for  the  Senate. 
He  voted  for  him  and  urged  his  election.  I  have  heard, 
and  I  think  I  had  it  from  a  3'oung  man  by  the  name  of  John- 
son, who  was  Assistant  Sergeant  of  the  House,  who  Was  a 
brother  of  I).  B.  Johnson,  a  member  of  the  House  from  John- 
son county,  that  the  Johnsow  county  delegation,  consisting 
of  one  Senator  and  three  members,  were  taken  into  a  I'oom, 
and  offered  $10,000  for  their  vote,  and  the  conversation  in 
which  this  statement  was  made  was  in  relation  to  the  election 
of  Caldwell.  It  was  after  the  election.  I  don't  swear  that 
I  heard  this  from  young  Johnson,  but  I  had  it  from  some 
source,  liut  the  information  comes  from  3'oung  Johnson. 
Ho  was  in  the  room  and  heard  this  offer. 

Q.  Where  is  this  young  man  Johnson  ? 

A.  Well,  I  suppose  he  lives  in  Shawnee  township, 
Johnson  county. 

By  J.  Boynton. 

Q.  Do  you  know  G.  W.  Wood,  of  Cherokee  county  ? 
A.  I  do. 

Q.  Have  you   at  any  time  had   any  conversation    with 
him  in  regard  to  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 
A.  I  have. 
Q.  State  when  and  where. 

A.  I  had  a  conversation  with  G.  W.  Wood  on  last  Mon- 
day. The  conversation  was  on  the  Missouri  <t  Fort  Sc-ott  !R, 
R.  on  my  way  fi-om  Paola  to  Kansas  City. 

Q.  Please  give  that  conversation. 
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A.  Air.  Wood  said  in  that  conversation  to  me  that  he 
had  been  offered,  I  think,  it  was  two  thousand  dollars  for  his 
vote  upon  the  Senatorial  question.  lie  said  that  the}'  were 
"very  good  men  "  who  offered  him  that  money  to  control 
his  vote,  but  did  not  state  to  me  the  name  of  the  men  who 
offered,  nor  for  whom  he  was  to  vote  for  this  money,  but  left 
mo  to  infer  that  from  previous  remarks. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Uave  you  any  other  knowledge  or  information  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  Mr,  Simpson  ? 

A.  I  have  no  knowledge.  I  have  beard  a  great  deal  of 
talk  on  this  subject,  but  what  was  said  and  by  whom  I  can- 
not remember  or  repeat. 

W.  ^Y.  NEVISON. 


Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus  : 

Examined   bij  the  Chairman. 

Q.  AVhere  do  you  reside  ? 
A.  I  live  in  Lawrence,  Kansas. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  a  man  by  the  name  of  M.  W.  Rey- 
nolds ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  do. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  business  transaction  between 
him  and  S.  C.  Pomeroy? 

A.  1  know  this,  that  two  notes  were  placed  in  our 
hands — Mr.  Jiigg's  and  mine — signed  by  S.  C.  Pomeroy  and 
Sidney  Clarke  for  §1,000,  each  payable  to  George  A.  Rey- 
nolds, or  order,  or  bearer,  and  these  two  notes  were  handed 
to  us  by  Milton  W.  Reynolds.  Wo  commenced  a  suit  in 
Douglas  county  against  Pomeroy  and  Mr.  (^larke  to  collect 
those  two  notes. 

Q.  Have  they  been  collected  ? 

A.  Xhey  have  not  been  collected. 

Q.   Is  the  suit  still  pending? 

A.  The  suit  was  tried  in  the  District  Court,  and  i  pre- 
pared a  case  for  the  Supreme  Court.  I  had  instructions  from 
M.  W.  Reynolds   not  to  proceed  any  further  with  the  case. 

Q.  AVhen  did  j'ou  receive  those  instructions? 
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A.  I  think  perhaps  six  months  ago.  It  must  bavo  been 
HO  long.     It  was  about  the  time  he  first  went  to  Parsons. 

Q.  What  defense  was  made  in  the  action? 

A.  The  defense  was  that  the  notes  were  given  for  llio 
purpose  of  influencing  votes,  and  they  wore,  therefore,  void 
as  against  public  policy. 

Q.  Influencing  votes  when  ? 

A.  In  18G7. 

Q.  In  what  kind  of  an  election? 

A.  It  was  the  influencing  of  the  election  of  Senator 
Poiiieroy,  and  also  Mr.  Clarke  and  the  Republican  nominee 
of  the  State  Convention. 

Q.  That  was  the  defense? 

A.  It  was,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  papers  in  your  possession  in  relation 
to  that  defense  which  were  signed  by  the  defendants? 

A.  I  have  in  our  possession  at  Lawrence.  A  subpoena 
Avas  served  on  me  a  day  or  two  since  by  this  Committee 
while  hero,  and  I  sent  for  them  from  here.  We  had  a  depo- 
sition of  Senator  Pomcroy  and  Sidney  Clarke  as  to  the  con- 
dition and  circumstances  in  which  these  notes  were  given. 
The  depositions  were  taken  in  their  behalf  in  Washington, 
signed  by  each  of  them. 

Q.  At  the  time  that  M.  W.  Reynolds  directed  j'ou  not  to 
prosecute  that  case  any  further,  did  ho  assign  any  reason, 
if  eo,  what  ? 

A.  Ho  gave  no  reasons. 

Q.  What  was  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  ? 

A.  It  was  for  the  defendants,  upon  82)ccial  findings  of 
the  court. 

Q.  When  was  that  judgment  ? 

A.  It  was,  I  think,  sir,  perhaps  the  spring  of  1870 — no.. 
t.ho  fall  of  1870 — it  may  have  been  the  spring  of  1871. 

Q.  Was  it  before  or  after  M.  W.  Reynolds  directed  you 
not  to  prosecute  the  suit? 

A.  It  was  before. 

Q.  What  business  is  M.  W.  Reynolds  engaged  in  now  ? 

A.  I  don't  know,  but  understand  he  is  editor  of  a  paper. 

Q.  Has  he  any  public  office  ? 

A.  Don't  know,  sir. 
5 
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Q.  Ilavo  you  any  information  from  M.  W.  Keynolds  as 
to  what  these  notes  were  received  for  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  have  information  from  Milton  and  George  both. 

Q.  What  is  that  information  ? 

A.  George  and  Milton  told  mo  that  the  agreement  was 
that  they  should  support  Pomcroy  and  Clarke  ;  Pomoro}'-  for 
Senator  and  Clarke  for  liepreseutativo  ;  that  Mr.  Peynolds 
was  to  support  with  his  paper  the  re-election  of  Senator 
Pomeroy  for  the  Senate,  and  Clarke  for  Congress. 

Q.  What  Mr.  Eeynolds  ? 

A.  M.  W.  Eeynolds. 

Q.  To  whom  were  the  notes  paj-ablc  ? 

A.  They  said  the}"  were  payable  to  George,  but  thoy 
were  designed  for  Milton  Eoj-nolds. 

Q.  State  what  M.  W.  Eeynolds  said  in  relation  to  the 
performance  of  the  services  directed  to  be  performed  and  in 
consideration  of  which  the  notes  were  given. 

A.  lie  said  he  supported  Mr.  Sidney  Clarke  for  Congress 
and  Senator  Pomeroy  for  Senatoi*,  and  that  he  had  expended 
money  when  Pomero}''  was  elected  for  the  reception  at  Law- 
rence, and  that  he  had  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  assisting 
to  procure  his  re-election ;  that  ai'ccr  the  Convention  at 
Topeka  he  made  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Sidney  Clarke  by 
which  Sidney  Clarke  should  be  released  from  his  obligation 
to  pay  his  part  of  the  two  one  thousand  dollar  noLes ;  that 
Milton  Eeynolds  and  George  Eeynolds  called  at  the  house  of 
Sidney  Clarke  afcer  the  Convention,  at  which  Convention 
Sidney  Clarke  was  nominated  for  Congress  ;  that  it  was  then 
agreed  between  Milton  and  George  Eeynolds  and  Sidney 
Clarke  that  Clarke  should  not  pay  any  part  of  the  two  one 
thousand  dollar  bills  or  notes,  for  the  reason  that  the  paper 
which  Eeynolds  published  was  going  to  support  Andrew 
Johnson's  policy,  and  that  would  not  bo  a  detriment  to  Sid- 
ney Clarke  because  he  was  alread}^  nominated,  and  therefore 
Sidney  Clarke  was  to  be  released  from  paying  his  payment 
or  part  of  the  note. 

Q.  Is  that  all  the  information  you  have  in  regard  to  this 
matter  ? 

A.  That  is  all.  As  to  the  giving  of  the  notes,  it  was 
thus:  George  Eeynolds  said  that  ]\Ir.  Clarke  and  Mr.  Pom- 
croy wanted  Milton  to  su])port  them  for  re-election  with  his 
paper,  and  that  Mr.  Pomeroy  and  Sidney  Clarke  agreed  Avith 
him,  that  is,  with  George,  that  it  Milton  did  so  support  them 
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tho3'  would  give  to  CJoori^c,  for  Milton,  thoir  joint  notes  of 
81,000  each,  and  tliat  that  was  the  only  consideration  for  the 
notes,  and  that  the  notes  were  signed  at  the  same  time — 1 
think  in  the^rooni  ot  Senator  Pomcroy  at  Washington — by 
Sidney  Clarke  and  Senator  Pomoroy. 

Q.  Was  the  suit  tried  on  its  merits  Lefbro  tlio  court 
below  ? 

A.  It  was  tried  in  the  District  Court,  county  of  Doug- 
las, Kansas,  and  was  tried  upon  its  merits,  and  was  a  very 
full  trial  Judge  Horton,  of  Atchison,  Mr.  A.  S.  Aiken  also, 
appeared  for  the  defendants,  and  I  tried  the  case  for  M.  W. 
Reynolds,  and  it  was  tried  by  the  court,  and  upecial  find- 
ings were  made  b}'  the  court  in  favor  of  the  defendants. 


S.  J.  CRAWFORD. 

Was  sworn  and  testified  thus: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman 

Q.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

A.  At  Emporia,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you  at  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  contest  a 
year  ago  this  winter,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  A. 
(yald\Yell  to  the  United  States  Senate? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  or  not  any  money  or 
other  improper  consideration,  or  influence,  or  appliances  were 
used  by  any  person  who  was  a  candidate  for  the  United 
States  Senate  at  that  time,  or  by  an}'  persons  employed  or 
working  in  his  interests,  to  influence  votes  of  members  of 
the  Legislature  for  such  candidate  ? 

A.  Only  from  hearsay. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  you  may  state  what  you  have  heard  in  that 
respect,  and  of  whom  you  have  heard  it  ? 

A.  I  heard,  on  the  day  of  the  election,  Mr.  D.  R. 
Anthony  make  this  statement,  that  ho  knew  of  two  men, 
men-ibers  of  the  Legislature,  who  had  received  83,000  each — 
I  think  it  was  83,000 — for  their  support  of  Mr.  Caldwell. 
That  was  the  understanding.  I  don't  know  that  those  were  the 
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exact  words,  but  that  was  tho  substance  of  his  remark.  Ho 
•ilao  stated  at  the  same  time  that  he  could  prove  his  statement 
I  heard  Mr.  Atherley,  who  was,  1  think,  mayor  of  Burlington 
at  that  time — at  any  rate  a  citizen  of  Burlington — make  this 
statement,  in  a  room  where  a  number  of  gentlemen  were 
immediately  after  the  election,  that  he  and  some  of  his  friends 
had  traced  two  chocks,  given  by  Mr.  Len.  T.  Smith,  in  some 
way  through  one  of  the  Lawrence  banks,  to  tho  amount  of,  I 
think,  $2,900.  That  was  about  tho  substance  of  his  state- 
ment. And  I  don't  recollect  of  his  stating  that  it  was  for 
tho  su])port  of  Caldwell,  but  that  was  the  subject  of  tho  con- 
versation, and  the  general  impression  left  on  the  minds  ot  all 
present  at  that  time.  The  chocks  in  question  wore  given  to 
Mr.  Bntler,  Representative,  from  ]jeroy  district,  Coffc}^ 
county.  Mr.  Busick,  of  Ijincoln  county,  told  me,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  others,  1  believe,  that  ho  had  information  to  the  effect 
that  a  Mr.  (Campbell,  ot  Ottawa  county,  had  received  62,000  ; 
that  the  money  was  in  four  five  hundred  dollar  bills  ;  and 
that  the  man  had  it  in  his  possession.  Ho  said,  at  tho  same 
time,  that  on  their  way  down  here  he  had  loaned  this  man 
$100,  that  is,  this  man  Campbell;  and  that  after  he  was 
here  and  beibre  the  election  he  went  to  Campbell  and  asked 
him  for  the  money  he  had  loaned  him,  and  that  he  could  not 
pay  him  until  he  got  one  of  those  five  hundred  dollar  bills 
changed,  and  that  at  that  time  he  saw  the  other  three,  mak- 
ing ^2,000,  and  that,  in  substance,  he  knew  that  Campbell 
had  no  money  when  they  were  coming  to  Topeka.  I  recol- 
lect that  during  tho  contest  Mr.  Stotler  informed  me  that  ho 
had  been  in  conversation  with  Mr.  Len.  T.  Smith,  and  that 
Smith  had  informed  him  that  Caldwell  and  his  friends  had 
875,000  in  money  to  use  in  securing  Mr.  Caldwell's  election. 
Mr.  Stotler,  at  the  time  ho  gave  mo  this  information,  had  just 
walked  immediately  out  of  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr.  Smith's 
room.  Mr.  Steele,  of  Sedgwick  count}',  member,  at  that 
lime,  of  the  House,  owed  mo  $200  ;  money  that  I  had  paid 
upon  a  note  which  I  had  endorsed  for  him  before  ho  wa^ 
elected  or  nominated  as  Kepresentative.  After  the  Senator- 
ial election,  tho  note  being  due,  [  handed  it  to  Mr.  Chase  for 
collection — to  present  to  Mr.  Steele  for  payment.  He,  Mr. 
Chase,  informed  mo  that  ho  presented  the  note  to  Mr.  Steele, 
and  Mr.  Steele  first  told  him  that  he  had  no  money.  Tho 
note  was  presented  a  few  days  alter  tho  Senatorial  election. 
Mr.  Chase  told  him  that  the  note  was  due,  and  that  he  wanted 
to'^have  the  money,  or  needed  it,  or  something  to  that  effect, 
and  rather  insisted  upon  payment.  Alter  some  hesitation 
and   more  or  less  confusion,   he  told    Mr.  Chase  to   wait  a 
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moment  and  he  would  go  upstairs  and  get  the  monej-.  Ho 
wont  up  and  brought  down  a  pocket-boolc  containing  money, 
and  banded  Mr.  Chase  two  one  hundred  doHar  billn,  and  at 
the  same  lime  Mr.  Chase  saw  that  ho  had  a  number  of  other 
bills  in  the  same  pocket-book,  indicating  that  there  was  a 
considerable  amount  of  money. 

Q.  What  is  Mr.  Steele's  full  name  ? 

A.  J.  M.  Steele. 

Q.  Had  you  any  conversation  before  the  vote  was  taken 
with  Mr.  Steele,  and,  if  so,  did  you  learn  from  that  conver- 
tiation  who  he  was  going  to  vote  for? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  had,  and  he  gave  mo  to  understand  that 
he  would  support  me.  He,  himself,  and  his  friends  also, 
assured  me  of  his  support. 

Q.  Did  you  know  at  the  time  of  the  election,  that  is,  at 
he  time  of  his  election,  who  he  professed  to  be  for  the 
United  States  Senate,  and  what  was  the  sentiment  of  his  dis- 
trict upon  that  question? 

A  I  was  told  that  it  was  favorable  to  myself,  and  was 
also  informed  that  my  friends  aided  in  securing  his  nomin- 
ation and  election. 

Q.  Was  there  any  understanding  or  agreement  between 
yourself  and  Mr.  Steele  at  the  tfmo  of  his  nomination  whom 
he  should  support  for  the  United  States  Senate  in  case  bo 
was  elected  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  don't  think  that  I  had  seen  Mr.  Steele  at  any 
lirae  during,  or  immediately  preceding  his  nomination,  or 
between  his  nomination  and  election. 

Q.  Where  doe.s  this  gentleman,  Mr.  Chase,  reside? 

A.  In  this  city. 

Q.  What  is  his  first  name? 

A.  Enoch. 

Q,  State  who  Mr.  Steele  voted  for  on  the  first  vote. 

A.  Well,  I  know  that  from  the  record  and  from  hearsay-, 
that  ho  voted  for  me  on  the  first  ballot,  and  for  Mr.  Caldwell 
on  the  second. 

Q.  Do  you  know  or  have  you  ever  heard  of  the  reason 
ho  assigned  for  changing  his  vote  for  Caldwell  on  tho  second 
ballot?^ 

A.  I  do  not.  I  never  heard  him  say  anything  on  tho 
subject.  I  learned  outside,  but  don't  know  from  whom,  that 
they  were  to   have  the  United  States  Land  Office  removed 
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from  Augusta  to  Wichita.  The  lxe%-.  Mr.  Perkins,  of  Marion 
county,  a  Presbyterian  minister,  informed  me  that  he  had 
ascertained  the  fact  that  Mr.  A.  A.  Moore,  member  from 
Marion  county  at  that  time,  had  received  §5,000  for  his  vote, 
and  that  the  money  was  deposited  in  the  .Junction  City 
Bank. 

Q.  What  is  Mr.  Perkins'  address? 

A.  Florence,  Marion  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  have  you  any  other  information  in  regard 
to  any  such  transactions  or  circumstances  that  might  lead  to 
the  conclusion  of  unfair  means  being  used? 

A.  I  have  such  information  as  the  public  generally  had; 
I  heard  and  saw  Avhat  was  going  on  generally. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Clarke  using  any  money  or 
other  means  of  that  character;  I  mean,  Mr.  Sidney  Clarke, 
or  any  one  in  his  interest? 

A.  Mr.  Stotler  informed  me  that  a  friend  of  Mr.  Clarke's, 
Mr.  Schuyler  of  Burlingarac — tried  for  one  day  to  get  Mr. 
Stotler  to  fix  the  price  or  state  the  amount  that  lie  would  ask 
to  support  Mr.  Clai-ke. 

Q.  What,  Mr.  Stotler! 

A.  Mr.  Jacob  Stotler. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  house  Mr.  Caldwell  stopped  at? 

A.  The  Tefft  House. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  part  of  that  house  ho  occupied  on 
that  occasion  ior  himself  and  persons  in  his  interest? 

A.  I  don't  recollect  the  numbers  of  the  rooms,  but  one 
of  the  rooms  that  he  occupied  was  one  of  the  front  rooms  up 
stairs  that  had  previously  been  used  as  ihe  parlor,  with 
rooms  joining  that,  ilis  Iriends  occupied  other  rooms  on  the 
left  oi  the  stairway,  as  you  go  up  stairs. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  part  of  the  house  Mr.  Clarke  and 
his  friends  occupied,  and  how  much? 

A.  The  occupied  rooms;  I  don't  know  how  many — on 
the  lower  floor — on  the  second  floor,  possibly  to  the  left, 
what  might  properly  be  termed  the  rear  part  of  the  building. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conversations  with 
Len.  T.  Smith  during  the  Senatorial  contest  and  if  so,  state 
the  substance  of  those  conversations. 

A.  I  did,  and  the  impression  left  on  my  mind  from  what 
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he  eakl  was,  ihat  thoy  had  a  largo  amount  of  monc}''  to  ueo 
in  Becuring  Mr.  CaldweU'.s  election. 


WILLIAM  MELVILLE 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Whore  do  you  reside  ? 

A,  I  reside  at  Topeka. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Pockham  ? 

A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  get  acquainted  with  him? 

A.  Last  wintei*. 

Q.  Where? 

A.  At  the  drug  store  of  II.  S.  Geeno  &  Co.,  Topeka. 

Q.  W^hat  time  did  j^ou  get  acquainted  with  him? 

A.  During  the  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Q.  What  was  you  doing? 

A.  I  was  in  the  drug  store  ;  engaged  in  it. 

Q.  Did  your  hear  31v.  Peckham  make  tiny  statement  any 
time  during  the  Senatorial  contest  last  winter,  in  regard  to 
that  contest? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  you  may  state  what  he  said  about  it. 

A.  It  was  just  before — the  night  before  the  election  ;  he 
was  in  the  store,  and  he  said  that  ho  was  going  to  vote  for 
Mr.  Caldwell  for  a  consideration  of  $2,000. 

Q.  Anj'thing  more? 

A.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  conversation  going  on,  but 
I  could  not  state  what. 

Q.  Well,  after  that,  did  you  hear  any  conversation  with 
regard  to  the  matter  ? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  and  what? 

A.  It  was  at  different  times.  We  had  sold  out  to  Mr. 
Pcckham,  and  this  money  was  to  have  been  paid  over,  and 
he  failed  to  get  it  after  going  for  it  two  or  three  different 
times. 

Q.  Where  did  he  go  for  it  ? 
A.  To  Leavenworth. 

Q.  Did  5'ou  have  any  conversation  with  him  after  his 
return  from  any  of  those  Leavenworth  trips  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  myself.  Dr.  Grecno  did  all  the  business  ; 
but  1  heard  it. 

Q.  State  what  he  said  on  his  return  from  Leavenworth. 

A.  He  said  he  failed  to  get  the  money,  and  at  one  time 
I  heard  him  say  that  he  wished  he  had  saved  his  money  and 
stayed  at  homo  instead  of  going  to  the  Legislature  this 
winter;  and  another  time  he  said  that  he  wished  ho  had 
voted  for  Mr.  Clarke,  because  Mr.  Clarke  would  have  bought 
his  farm  and  paid  him  for  his  improvements. 

Q.  Any  other  or  different  conversations? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know.  lie  was  always  dissatisfied 
when  he  came  homo. 

By  J.  Boynton. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Peckham  eay  that  he  saw  Mr 
Caldwell  and  talked  with  him  about  the  money  ? 

A.  I  did,  sir.  At  one  time  he  waited  for  one  or  two 
days  to  wait  until  Mr.  Caldwell  got  home  from  Washington, 
because  wo  were  needing  the  money,  and  that  was  the  way 
we  came  to  know  about  it. 

By  G.    W.  Clarke. 

Q.  On  what  terms  did  you  you  sell  to  Mr.  Peckham? 

A.  He  was  to  take  the  whole  store,  but  could  not  raise 
the  money,  and  ho  took  the  half  At  first,  it  was  to  bo  so 
much  cash  and  balance  in  notes,  but  he  could  not  raise  the 
cash  and  we  took  his  notes  at  thirty  and  sixty  days  for  the 
half  interest  upon  the  store. 

Q.  Has  ho  paid  those  notes? 

A.  No  si  I*. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  the  reason  Avhy  ? 

A.  "Well,  he  claims  that  he  advanced  more  money  after 
ho  went  into  the  business  than  the  notes  amounted  to,  and 
the  reason  it  was  not  paid  when  it  was  due  was  because  he 
did  not  have  the  mone}'  to  pay  it. 

Q.  Did  he  give  any  reason  why  he  could  not  get  the 
money  ? 

A.  At  that  particular  time — no,  sir. 

Q  At  the  time  he  bought  into  the  business,  did  he  tell 
yon  that  he  expected  money  from  any  source  in  particular? 

A.  No,  sir,  ho  did  not  tell  mo. 

By  Mr.  W.  II.  Clarke. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  often  Mr.  Peckham  went  to  Leav- 
enworth to  see  Mr.  Caldwell  about  this  money  ? 

A.  I  think  three  times,  but  I  will  not  be  certain. 

Q.  Do  you  know  from  anything  that  Mr.  Peckham  told 
you  of  any  other  person  going  to  Mr.  Caldwell  for  money 
nbout  the  same  time  Mr.  Peckham  did  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  was  it  ? 

A.  Mr.  H,  C.  Vannatta. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Peckham  tell  you  how  much  Mr.  Van- 
•nata  was  to  get  from  Caldwell? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Peckham  ever  in  your  presence  talk 
rather  harshly  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  give  you  the  reason 
why? 

A.  Yes*,  ho  talked  against  him  because  he  had  gone 
back  on  him  as  ho  claimed. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  any  of  his  expressions? 
A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  think  1  can. 

Q.  Mr.  Melville,  did  you  hear  any  other  persons  8tatf< 
that  they  had  received  any  money  out  of  the  Senatorial 
election  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  did.  Mr.  iSteelo,  Minneapolis,  Ottawa  county. 
I  heard  him  and  Mr.  Kodtield  state  that  ho  had  got  two 
fivo  hundred  dollar  bills.  He  said  it  was  to  procure  a 
a  vote,  and  ho  put  the  money  in  his  pocket  and  wont  away 
tho  next  morning  by  the  train. 
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Q.  Aro  you  and  iLr.  Peckhaiu  ou  good  terms  at  pres- 
ent— friendly  terms? 

A.  "Wo  are  not. 

Q.  AVhat  is  the  cause  ? 

A.  Ho  hid    an    invoice  of  goods;    I  accused  him  of  it, 
and  he  slapped  my  face,  and  I  slapped  him  back. 


Monday,  February  5,  1872. 

THOMAS  L.  BOND, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 
Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 

A.  I  live  in  Saline,  Saline  county. 

Q.  What  business  are  you  engaged  in  V 

A.  ^It  present  I    am    Eegisser   of   the    United    States 
Land  Office,  Western  District,  Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  in  that  position? 

A.  I  have  been  in  that  position  since  the  8th  day  of  last 
iiay. 

Q.  Where  did  you  reside  before  that  time  ? 

A.  In  Elk  City,  Montgomery  county. 

Q.  Were  you  here  in  Topeka  last  winter,  and,  if  so,   in 
what  capacity  ? 

A.  I  was  representing  Montgomery  county  in  the  House 
of  Representatives. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  election  of  the  senator  for 
U.  S.  Senate,  last  winter? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Di  whose  favor  for  U.  S.  Senator  were  you  elected? 

A.  There  was  not  any  immediate  issue  at  stake  in  our 
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county;  but   both  were  supposed   to  bo  Clarke  men,  and  I 
^uess  wo  both  were. 

Q.  Did  you  support  Mr.  Clarke  in  that  entire  Ciampaign  V 

A.  I  did  as  long  as  he  was  a  candidate. 

(^.  When  did  he  cease  to  be  a  candidate  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  the  exact  hour.  Sometime  late  on 
Tuesday  night  or  early  on  Wednesday  morning.  Wednesday 
morning  I  guess  it  was,  when  he  really  ceased  to  be  a  candi- 
date for  United  States  Senate. 

Q.  Who  was  present  beside  his  friends  at  that  interview  ? 

A.  I  guess  not  an}''  beside  his  friends. 

Q.  Was  Bob  Stovens  present  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember. 

Q.  In  whose  interests  was  he  engaged  in  the  campaign  '(" 

A.  I  have  not  had  sufficient  conversation  with  him  to 
know.  Ho  was  ostensibly  there  in  the  interests  of  Sidney 
Clarke.  , 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  that  consultation  with  Sidney 
Clarke  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  particularly  ;  I  dout' remember ;  I  guess 
I  went  down  to  the  hotel,  near  the  office. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Caldwell's  room  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  being  in  Caldwell's  room  that 
morning. 

Q.  Were  you  in  his  room  the  night  before  ? 

A.  1  was  in  his  room  during  the  morning.  It  was  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  caucua. 

Q.  What  time  did  the  caucus  adjourn  ? 
A.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection  it  was  bctAvoen  one 
and  two  o'clock. 

Q.  Kow  long  was  it  after  that  before  you  went  into 
Caldwell's  room  ? 

A.  It  was  directly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  caucus. 

■    Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  ? 

A.  I  stayed  there,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  about 
two  or  three  minutes. 

Q.  Were  you  there  any  more  between  that  time  and  day- 
light ? 
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A.  I  don't  remember  being  there  after  that  time. 

Q.  Were  you  in  consultation  with  Mr.  Caldwell  at  thai, 
time? 

A.  I  had  a  short  consultation  with  him, 

Q.  Was  anything   said  with  regard  to  supporting  him  ? 

A.  I  did  say  something  about  that. 

Q.  State  what  that  consultation  was. 

A.  I  said  to  him  that  I  was  there  representing  the  inter-, 
ests  of  the  settlers,  and  that,  as  I  understood,  Mr.  Clarke 
was  about  to  withdraw  from  the  field,  it  would  be  necessary 
for  his  friends  to  look  for  another  candidate  whom  they 
should  support.  I  told  him  that  before  I  could  support  him 
for  the  United  State  Senate,  1  Avould  ask — oh,  no,  this  in  a 
subsequent  conversation — at  the  first  conversation  I  simply 
told  him  that  in  connection  with  one  or  two  others  I  wanted 
to  speak  to  him.  I  wanted  to  see  him  in  connection  with 
Mr.  Manning  and  Mr.  Reynolds',  of  Howard  county.  Ho 
met  us  then  Id,  I  think,  Mr  Reynolds  or  Mr.  Manning's  room, 
I  don't  remember  which  ;  and  then  I  had  the  conversation 
mentioned  above.  1  told  him  that  before  I  could  support  him. 
for  the  United  States  Senate,  it  was  necessary  that  he  promise 
to  look  to  the  interest  of  the  settlers  on  the  Osage  Reserva- 
tion more  especially.  We  had  ::n  instrument  which  I  gave 
him,  or  Mr.  Reynolds  did,  which  ho  signed. 

Q.  A  written  instrument. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  is  that  instrument  ? 

A.  Well,  I  guess  I  have  a  copy  of  it  in  Montgomery, 
but  have  not  one  with  me. 

Q.  What  was  the  substance  of  it? 

A.  The  substance  of  it  was  that  he  would  protect  the 
interest  of  the  settler  as  far  as  lay  in  his  power. 

Q.  Was  that  all? 

A.  I  guess  that  was  about  alK 

There  might  be  a  little  more  in  it,  but  that  was  the  main 
thing.  The  object  was  to  get  him  to  protect  our  inter- 
ests; there  being  much  trouble  then  about  our  land,  some 
danger  of  loosing  it  entirely  in  fact. 

Q.  Had  you  any  other  conversation  with  him  ? 
A.  I  had  not. 
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Q.  Yon  novor  spoko  to  him  but  thcso  three  times? 

A,  I  did  not, 

Q.  What  during  the  whole  campaign  ? 

A,  Yes,  sir.  Well,  nothing  more  than  to  pass  a  few 
words  with  him.  Ho  wanted  mo  to  support  him,  and  I  told 
him  that  I  wanted  to  support  Sidney  Clarke,  and  meant  to  do 
Ho;  that  I  was  favorable  to  Leavenworth  ;  that  I  knew  him, 
and  was  favorable  to  him  too,  but  did  not  expect  to  support 
hiji  for  the  United  States  Senate. 

Q,  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  any  of  his 
friends  during  the  canvass  upon  the  subject  of  supporting 
Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  I  had  conversations  with  a  great  many  of  his  friends, 
and  told  them  all  about  the  same  thing. 

Q.  Did  you  over  make  any  arrangement  to  support  him 
until  that  morning? 

A.  I  did  not. 

il.  Did  you  make  any  contingent  arrangement,  or  have 
aay  contingent  understanding  with  any  one? 

A.  I  had  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  anv  money  was  used  by  Cald- 
well? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  any  one  say  to  you  that  ho  knew  anything  to 
that  effect  ? 

A.  T  never  heard  any  person  particularly.  I  have 
heard  that  sort  of  thing  rumored  all  over  the  state,  but  never 
heard  any  positive  charges,  giving  instances. 

Q.  Was  anything  said  between  yon  and  ('aldweli.  or  his 
friends,  in  reference  to  any  appointment  to  office  ? 

A.  Mr.  C'aldwell  and  his  friends  frequently  told  mo  that 
T  could  have  anything  I  wanted  if  I  would  support  him. 

Q.  What  did  Caldwell  himself  say  ? 

A.  I  told  Mr.  Caldwell — I  don't  remember  of  ever  Mr* 
Caldwell  promising  rao  any  positien  positively,  before  ho  was 
elected. 

Q.  Did  ho  at  any  time  before  ho  was  elected  offer  to 
appoint  you  to  any  position  ? 
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A.  llo  did  in  this  way :  He  told  mo  that  if  thcro  was  any 
position  that  I  wanted,  to  let  him  know. 

Q.  That  was  before  his  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  after  his  election  too  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  Well,  sir,  what  position  did  you  ask  him  for? 

A.  I  asked  him  for  a  position  in  the  land  oiiico  ut 
Humboldt. 

Q.  Did  you  get  it? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  get  any  position  from  him  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  position  ? 

A.  The  position  I  now  occupy  I  got  through  his  influence. 

Q.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  Manning  in  regard 
to  his  election  ? 

A.  None,  except  what  I  have  already  stated. 

Q.  Slate  if  Mr.  Clark  at  any  time  during  that  campaign 
made  any  offers  or  promises  of  appointments  to  you  ? 

A.  Mr.  Clai'ke  offered  mo  a  position  in  tho  U.  S.  land 
office  at  Humboldt. 

Q.  Was  that  promise  made  before  the  vote  was  taken? 

A.  Before  the  vote  was  taken. 

Q.  Well,  did  any  one  else  offer  you  any  position  ? 

A.  Mr.  Crawford  told  mo  if  I  would  come  to  him  and 
support  him  and  work  for  him,  he  would  give  mo  any  position 
I  wanted. 

Q.  Before  or  after  tho  first  ballot? 

A.  Before  and  after  the  first  ballot. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  did  any  other  persons  make  any  such  offer? 

A.  I  don't  remember  whether  the  Senator  from  the  16th 
district,  Allen  county,  made  that  proposition  or  not. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Ross? 

A.  I  had  no  conversation  with  Mr.  Eoss  at  all. 

Q.  Had  you  ever  an}'  conversation  with  mo? 
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A.  No,  sir,  I  guess  you  thought  it  was  not  worth  while 
trying  to  get  or  talk  mo  over. 

Q.  Did  Crawford  make  any  approaches  or  advances  to 
you  with  mono}'  or  other  valuable  consideration. 

A.  Only  as  I  told  you  ;  not  with  money. 

Q.  Did  any  other  candidate? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  what  was  called  the 
"Soup  House?" 

A.  I  don't  remember  positively,  but  think  that  was  the 
name  given  by  some  members  to  Clarke's  caucus  rooms. 

Q.  Where  were  they  ? 

A.  They  were  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Kansas  avenue 
and  Sixth  street. 

Q.  Up-staira? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  on  the  second  floor. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  had  ho  there  ? 

A.  To  tho  best  of  my  recollection  there  were  five.  I 
think  it  was  the  whole  secord  floor  or  story. 

Q.  Tho  corner  building  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  think,  but  don't  remember  positively. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  suppose  you  commence  at  tho  oast  end  of 
these  rooms  and  describe  the  order  in  which  they  come. 

A.  I  could  not  do  it ;  all  I  remember  is  that  there  were 
Kuch  rooms,  and  that  there  were  eatables  and  drinkables  there. 

Q.  Vrell,  that  is  just  what  I  was  asking  for. 

A.  Well,  beginning  in  the  east — 

Q.  You  can  begin  in  the  west  if  you  prefer  it. 

A.  In  the  extreme  west  I  believe  they  had  a  kitchen, 
connected  with  the  main  room,  or  rather  an  ante-room  than 
a  main  room. 

Q.  What  was  there  in  that  ante-room  or  kitchen? 

A.  There  the}"  had  the  food  part  of  the  time. 

Q.  Cook  stove  ? 

A.  I  believe  they  had  a  stove,  but  don't  remember 
whether  they  had  a  stove  in  there  or  not.  Then  in  the  next 
room,  that  is,  in  the  extreme  west  room  of   tho  building, 
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gecond  floor,  with  which  this  ante-room  was  connected,  they 
had  a  table  set  when  I  was  there.  I  never  was  in  there  but 
that  the  table  was  set. 

Q.  Were  you  in  there  frequently  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  bcinir  in  there  but  three   times: 
twice  one  evening  aud  once  another  evening, 

Q.  Well,  how  many  persons  would  that  table  seat? 

A.  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  What  was  the  capacity  of  it ?     How  long  was  it? 

A.  I  am  not  able  to  say  exactly,  but  think  it  was  as  long 
as  this  room. 

Q.  This  room  is  about  twenty-four  feet. 

A.  Well,  I  think  that  would  bo  about  twenty  feet  then. 

Q.  How  was  that  table  supplied  ? 

A.  Supplied  with    chicken,   bread,  butter  and   coifee — 
what  one  generally  gats  for  supper. 

Q.  Oysters? 

A.  I  don't  remember  oj'sters. 

Q.  Cold  or  hot  supper? 

A.  What  we  call  a  cold  supper. 

Q.  But  there  was  coffee  ? 

A.   Yes. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  the  next  room  going  cast  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember,  being  in  the  next  room.     In  fact, 
I  don't  remember  ever  seeing  any  one  in  it. 

Q.  The  next  room  ? 

A.  I  think  in  the  next  room  they  had  liquor  and   cigars- 

Q.  What  kind  of  liquors? 

A.  Principally  whisky, 

Q.  Well,  sir.  was  that  sold? 

A.  I  never  saw  it  sold. 

Q.  How  was  it  disposed  of? 

A.  Every  man  helped  himself 

Q.  The  same  with  cigars  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  These  were  free  to  evervbodv  that  came  in  ? 
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A.  Yes;  I  saw  thiit  oven  tho  anti  Clarke  men  were 
allowed  to  drink  tho  whisky  and  unioko  tho  cigars  if  they 
f»aw  fit, 

Q.  Well,  sir,  in  the  next  room  ? 

A.  In  tho  next  room  thero  was  nothing  but  a  table, 
which  was  used  really  as  a  caucus*  room.  In  tho  next  room 
thero  wero  a  couple  of  beds.  (Thero  is  some  mistake  ;  this 
I  think,  must  be  tho  room  where  1  have  put  tho  table,  or 
where  the  whisky  was.) 

Q.  Have  you  any  idea  what  it  would  cost  to  run  such  an 
institution  as  that? 

A.  I  don't  know  ;  I  never  tried  it,  and  don't  suppose  I 
«ver  shall. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  you  have  read  this  article  in  tho  *^ Latcrence 
Standard  ?  " 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have. 

Q.  Your  name  is  mentioned  hero  in  connection  with  the 
transaction  ;  have  j'ou  any  idea  what  transaction  that  lan- 
guage referred  to,  if  thero  was  any  transaction  ? 

A.  Thero  was  no  such  transaction  ;  I  was  told  since  I 
eame  hero  that  Mr.  Clarke  said  I  told  him  that  I  had  been, 
offered  $3,000  for  my  vote,  if  I  would  sell.  The  statement  is 
untrue,  if  made.

Q.  DidyoQ  over  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Clarko  Id 
reference  to  any  one  offering  you  a  certain  sum  of  money 
("or  your  vote  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  ever  having  anything  of  the  kind. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  adviso  with  him  on  the  subject  as  to 
whether  you  could  take  it  or  not? 

A.  I  never  did. 

By  TV.  H.  Clark. 

Q.  Did  any  one  ever  offer  you  any  sum  of  money  during 
than  campaign  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  any  ono  tell  you  you  could  get  any  money  for 
your  vote  ? 

A.  I  was  told  that  by  a  good  many  people.     Tho  first 
man  that  told  me  that  was  Col.  D.  R.  Anthony.     lie  told  mo 
I  could  get  three  to  five  thousand  dollars  if  1  would  promise 
0 
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to  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell ;  that  I  was  fooliKh  if  I  did  not  take 
tho  mono}',  and  keep  it,  and  vote  for  whom  I  pleased. 

By  J.  J.   Wood. 

Q.  "Was  D.  H.  Anthony  canvassing  in  favor  of  any  one 
of  tho  candidates? 

A.  I  had  heard  him  express  his  preference  for   Thud. 
Walker.     lie  was  rather  against  Caldwell  than  for  any  one. 


JOSHUA  WHEELER, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

A.  Atchison  county,   Kansas. 

Q.  Where  were  you  during  tho  Senatorial  contest  last 
winter? 

A.  I  came  hero  two  days  before  tho  election  took  place. 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  contest  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  might  bo  considered  so.  I  was  sent  for  by 
Governor  Carney. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  see  him  when  you  came  ? 

A.  I  did,  sir. 

Q.  What  did  ho  want? 

A.  lie  understood  that  I  was  opposed  to  the  election  of 
Mr.  Clarko.  It  was  understood  that  Governor  Carno}^  was 
out  of  the  field,  and  being  opposed  to  Sidney  Clarke,  I  was 
in  favor  of  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  part  in  tho  canvass  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did  what  I  could  to  get  Mr.  CaldwoU 
elected. 

Q.  What  did  you  do? 

A.  My  ground  was  that  I  was  opposed  to  Mr.  Clarke, 
believing  him  to  be  corrupt. 

Q.  But  what  did  you  do? 

A.  I  talked  with  members  of  *Ho  T^egislatnre. 
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Q.  Anj-  one  in  particular? 

A.  I  talked  with  Mr.  Bennett,  of  Doniphan  county,  Sol, 
Miller  and  the  members  from  Atchison  county. 

Q.  Is  that  all  you  did? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  all  I  did. 

Q.  Did  any  of  those  persons  you  talked  to  change  their 
position  ? 

A.  "Well,  our  entire  county  changed  their  position  the 
night  before  the  election  took  place. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  reason  ? 

A.  Well,  I  understood  the  reason  to  bo  just  this :  they 
<ound  Mr.  Caldwell  suffieientl}'  strong  to  elect  him,  and  they 
thought  it  was  no  use  to  stand  out  against  him. 

Q.  Is  that  all? 

A.  Tes,  sir,  that  is  all. 

Q.  Is  that  all  the  reason  why  they  changed  ? 

A.  That  is  all  the  reason  they  assigned  to  mo. 

Q.  Did  any  one  else  change  that  you  know  of  after  you 
came  down  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  could  put  my  mind  upon  any 
individual.  I  only  know  that  the  gentlemen  I  have  referred 
to  did  between  supper  time  and  the  next  morning. 

Q.  Were  you  with  them  during  the  night? 

A.  I  was  not,  sir. 

Q.  Where  were  you  that  night? 

A.  I  remained  in  Mr.  Caldwell's  room  until  probably 
eleven  o'clock,  at  the  Tcfft  Ilouse. 

Q.  Well,  where  then  did  j'ou  go  ? 

A.  I  went  to   bed. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used,  or  offered  to 
be  used,  by  any  person  to  secure  votes  fur  any  person  for  the 
United  States  Senate? 

A.  Well,  I  know  that  there  were  propositions  made  to 
Horae  of  our  men  by  Sidney  Clarke.  I  understood  that  Mr. 
King  should  get  the  position  of  Consul  to  Europe  in  consid- 
eration for  his  vote. 

Q.  What  place  in  Europe? 

A.  Well,  several  places  wore  in  yiew.    If  I  had  a  lott«r 
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hero  that  was  wrilton,  I  could  tell.  I  would  state  that  after 
Mr.  Clarke  failed,  ciTortR  were  made  to  securo  the  position 
for  3Ir.  King  from  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Was  this  before  or  after  the  election  of  Caldwell  ? 

A.  After. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  King  support  Mr.  Clarke? 

A.  He  did,  sir. 

Q.  In  consideration  of  that  promise  ? 

A.  "Well,  that  is  what  I  understood.  I  had  some  conver- 
Bation  with  Mr.  King  myself,  before  I  came  down  here,  and 
stated  why  I  should  oppono  Clarke,  and  he  stated  that  if  ho 
had  known  what  I  had  told  him  ho  would  not  have  com- 
mitted himself  to  Mr.  Clarke  ;  and  ho  talked  to  mo  as  though 
ho  would  not  support  Mr.  Clarke,  but  when  I  came  1  found 
ho  was  in  earnest  for  Clarke,  who  had  promised  him  that 
position. 

Q.  Did  ho  vote  for  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Ho  did,  sir. 

Q.  Was  there  any  promise  from  Caldwell  to  him  in 
regard  to  that  place  ? 

A.  I  think  not,  sir. 

Q.  Anything  more  of  that  kind  do  you  know  of? 

A.  Well,  not  as  direct  as  that.  I  have  indirect  knowl- 
edge. 

By  G.   IF.  Clark. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  man  being  olFered  $100  for  hin 
vote  at  the  last  election,  or  any  other  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  know  during  the  campaign  when  Mr.  Pomeroy  was 
in  tho  field,  there  was  a  member  of  the  House,  whose  scat 
was  contested,  and  Mr.  Pomeroy  gave  A.  H.  Horton  §100  to 
secure  his  scat,  with  the  understanding  that  ho  should  vote 
for  Mr.  Pomeroy. 

Q.  Was  that  in  18(57  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  it  was  ? 

A.  1  cannot  give  tho  name  ;  it  has  slipped  my  mind  en- 
tirely. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  other  case? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

By  J.  Boynton. 
Q.  You  say  Mr.  Pomeroy  gave  $100— by  whom? 
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A.  To  tho  lawyer  to  secure  the  seat. 
By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  that  man  seciiro  liis  seat? 

A.  Ilo  did. 

Q.  How  did  ho  vote  ? 

A.  For  Pomcroy. 


F.  P.  BAKER. 


Ilavin;^  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Examined  hy  Mr.  W.  II.  Clark. 

Q.  Where  were  you  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial 
campaign  ? 

A.  I  was  in  Topoka. 

Q.  What  were  yon  doing  there  ? 

A.  Publishing  a  newspaper. 

Q,  Uov/  long  afterwards  did  you  continue  to  publish  it? 

A.  Up  to  7lh  of  December,  1S71. 

Q.  Had  3-0U  ever  any  conversation  with  any  partiea 
about  money  being  used  in  that  campaign  to  elect  any 
person  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  With  whom? 

A.  It  is  pretty  hard  to  eaj-.  1  have  talked  almost  with 
everybody  about  it. 

Q.  Did  5'ou  have  any  conversation  with  Major  Anderson? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  subject  of  that  conversation  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  talked  with  him  I  suppose  twenty  times. 

Q.   Will  you  give  tho  subject? 

A.  Well,  I  have  heard  him  say  that  it  cost  S^S.OOO— 1 
think  that  was  tho  sum — to  get  the  vole  of  Doniphan  county. 
It  was  divided  among  all  tho  delegation,  except  one.

Q.  Who  was  that  ono? 

A.  Ho  did  not  say.  I  don't  mean  that  he  paid  the 
money,  but  that  ho  said  it  cost  so  much. 

Q.  Did  he  state  whom  the  money  "vas  paid  to? 

A.  No,  Bir. 

Q.  Did  ho  state  who  paid  it? 

A.  Well,  the  impression  was  carried  that  it  was  paid  for 
the  votes  for  Caldwell;  but  I  can't  say  that  ho  said  that; 
that  was  the  impression. 

Q.  Did  ho  name  any  ono  of  tho  delegation  from  Doni- 
phan county  as  having  received  money  ? 
A.  I  don't  thinlc  he  did. 

Q.  Did  ho  name  any  other  persons  that  got  money  from 
parties  ? 

A.  No,  I  don't  think  ho  over  named  any  person  direct, 
Q.  Did  yoa  have  a  conversation  with  Major  Anderson  iu 
the  Record  office,  Topeka,  sometime  last  fall  about  making  out 
ft  list  of  tho  names  of  the  parties  who  sold  out  during  tho 
Senatorial  campaign  of  1871. 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  was  that? 

A.  Perhaps  I  could  get  at  it  by  telling  tho  whole  story. 
We  had  been  reading  an  article  from  tho  Au<:;n9t&  Eepublican 
which  set  forth  that  a  great  deal  of  bribor3'  had  boon  com- 
mitted; that  a  whole  delegation  had  poen  bought  up,  and  I 
had  stated  to  Prentis,  who  was  associated  with  me,  that 
something  ought  to  bo  said  about  that.  Tho  question  arose 
between  us  tliat  an  article  would  look  well  taking  part  of 
the  article  from  tho  Augusta  Itepublican,  and  incorporated  in 
it — as,  for  instance,  Mr.  Such  a  man,  and  Mr.  Such-a-man 
sold  out,  how  it  would  look.  About  that  time  Tom  Ander- 
son came  in,  and  either  Mr.  Prcntis  or  myself  said,  <' :tl ore's 
a  man  who  can  tell  us  how  wo  can  got  that  information  ;  and 
we  explained  to  Tom  what  we  were  talking  about.  Ho  said, 
pulling  a  pocket-book  out,  "I  have  got  it  right  here."  Ho 
began  to  look  and  said:  "I  don't  find  it;  give  me  a  House 
and  Senate  roll."  I  took  it  for  granted  he  was  gc)ing  to  give 
me  the  names.  He  took  tho  roll  and  said  :  "Commence  at 
the  top,  and  go  right  down  tho  wholo  of  them."  Well,  that 
was  about  the  gist  of  it.  I  was  expecting  that  ho  would 
give  the  men — name  them,  but  ho  did  not  do  it. 

Q.  Was   this   remark   made    by   Anderson:  "Put  that 
name  down  ;  I  bought  him  myfielf." 
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A.  I  dont  think  it  was.  If  I  it  had  been,  I  think  I 
Hhould  have  remembered  it,  for  I  wa3  anxious  to  get  names. 

Q.  lias  ho  at  any  timo  given  3^011  any  names  of  men? 

A.  No,  I  don't  believe  ho  has — only  by  inucndo. 
Q.  Did  ho  ever  name  a  man  ? 

Q.  "Well,  I  -will  explain  :  The  question  was  up  onco 
when  Senator  Wood  was  out  at  Washington  apking  for  the 
Land  Office  at  Concordia  or  Salina,  and  talking  about  it, 
he  Baid  :  "He  ought  not  to  have  it,  for  ho  has  got  his  pay 
already." 

Q.  Had  you  over  any  conversation  about  any  financial 
difficulty  between  Mr.  Anderson  and  Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  Yes,  I  have, 

Q.  What  was  Mr.  Anderson's  statement  of  that  difficulty? 

A.  Well,  that  Mr.  Caldwell  owed  him  for  money 
expended  last  winter,  and  that  he  had  not  paid  him. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  how  much  ? 

A.  My  impression  is  $3,500. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Anderson  ever  explain  to  3'ou  how  he  spent 
that  money  or  how  Mr.  Caldwell  camo  to  owe  him  so  much  ? 

A.  Well,  in  connection  with  the  Senatorial  election. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Anderson  ever  state  how  much  Mr.  Caldwell 
had  paid  him  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  ho  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  from  any  conversation  how  much  Mr. 
Caldwell  has  paid  Mr.  Anderson? 

A.  No,  I  do  not. 

Q.  Was  there  any  offer  of  money  made  to  you  during 
the  Senatorial  campaign  ? 

A.  No,  there  was  not. 

Q.  Did  you  write  a  letter  to  Mr.  Prenlis  of  Lawrence? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  what  was  in  that  letter  ? 

A,  Well,  I  had  written  a  good  many,  but  tho  one  which 
1  supposed  you  roferred  to  is  one  in  which  I  suggested  tho 
idea  ihat  he  would  leuvo  the  State  for  two  or  three  weeks. 

Q.  Did  you  suggest  anything  else  in  that  letter? 

A.  Yes,  I  guess  I  did,  namely  :  that  I  should  throw  tho 
onus  of  that  article  upon  him. 
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Q.  Anj'thing  further? 

A.  Nol  that  I  remember.  When  the  matter  first  camo 
np,  a  good  deal  was  said  about  the  investigating  matter,  and 
rather  hastily  I  wrote  that  letter,  but  as  ho  has  got  the  letter, 
I  am  perfectly  willing  you  should  have  a  copy. 

Q.  Did  not  you  state  in  that  letter  to  Mr.  Prentis  that  if 
he  would  leave  the  State  you  and  Tom  Anderson  would  not 
know  anything? 

A.  I  won't  deny  it,  but  if  I  did  ;    I  presume  I  did. 

Q.  What  did  you  mean? 

A.  Simply,  that  when  this  matter  was  talked  of  a  good 
deal  was  said,  and  I  very  foolishly  w'roto  that  letter. 
What  I  meant  was  that  in  that  case  it  would  not  como  out 
about  that  conversation. 

Q.  No  other  object  in  that  view  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  that  is  all. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  consultation  with  any  one  before 
you  wrote  it  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  remcmbci-. 

Q.  Are  you  in  the  habit  of  writing  such  letters  without 
an  object  ? 

A.  Well,  my  object  was  that  this  thing  might  not  get 
out;  that  was  all.  If  he  wero  gone,  that  matter  would  not 
get  out. 

Q.  Had  3'on  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Anderson  about 
Mr.  Prentis  leaving  the  State? 

A.  I  don't  remember;  I  might,  but  can't  tell. 

Q.  Or  Mr.  Legato? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  I  have  talked  with  Mr.  Legate 
at  all. 

Bij  3Ir.   Wood. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  want  that  conversation  to  get  out? 

A.  I  have  already  said  it  was  a  foolish  thing.  It  was 
written  on  the  spur  of  tho  moment,  and  I  ought  not  to  have 
done  it. 

Q.  Isuj)poseyou  had  some  reason  at  tho  time  for  not 
wanting  it  to  get  out? 

A.  Well,  it  was  that  nothing  might  be  said  that  would 
reflect  on  Tom  who  is  a  personul  friend.  If  there  is  a  rea- 
son I  presume  that  that  was  really  it. 
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By  G.  W.  Clark. 

Q.  You  Bay  you  aro  a  warm  personal  friend  of  Tom 
Anderson's  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  and  ho  have  had  vciy  frequent  conversations 
over  the  Caldwell  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  lias  he  never  told  you  about  any  single  person  who 
he  knew  had  been  bouicht  out  ? 

A.  Only  in  that  general  way ;  never  to  say  that  such 
or  such  a  man  got  so  much  or  so  much  money. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  getting  money  last  winter? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  from  hearsay,  or  from  any  reliable 
authorit}^? 

A.  I  know  it  is  the  cominon  talk  among  people  gener- 
ally, but  not  whether  it  is  reliable  as  a  matter  of  judgment. 

Q.  I  ask,  have  you  heard  it  from  any  particular  person? 

A.  I  cannot  saj-,  only  as  I  hoard  about  Senator  Wood. 

Bij  the  Chairman. 

Q.  During  the  canvass  of  last  winter,  did  you  have  any 
conversation  with  Bob  Stevens? 

A.  I  had,  but  don't  remember  that  it  had  any  relation 
to  the  Senatorial  election. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Sidney  Clarke's  banquet  hall,  ur  soup 
^ora,  or  caucus  room? 

A.  I  was  occasionally  ;  perhaps  two  or  three  times. 

Q.  What  kind  of  a  thing  or  place  w-as  kept  there? 

A.  Free  eating  and  free  cigars,  and  it  may  have  boon 
there  were  free  liquors. 

Q.  How  many  times  were  you  there? 

A.  I  don't  remember  cf  being  there  but  onco  ? 

Q.  How  long  was  that  machine  running? 

A.  About  ten  days,  I  judge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  it  would  coat  to  run  such  an 
establishment — what  it  would  cost  a  day  ? 
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A.  It  would  bo  guess  work  entirely.  I  don't  know,  it 
might  bo  three  or  five  hundred  dollars  i\  day.  I  went  in  onco 
and  got  a  supper,  and  told  them  I  was  foraging  on  tho 
enemy. 

By  Mr.  Wood. 

Q.  Who  did  you  hear,  by  inuendo  or  otherwise,  had 
received  money  or  other  conbideration   for  their  vote? 

A.  I  stated  Senator  Wood. 

Q.  Is  that  tho  only  one  ? 

A.  No;  by  inuendo  I  learned  that  all  but  one,  as  I  said, 
of  the  members  from  Doniphan  county. 


D.  R.  ANTHONY, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  were  you  residing  in  January  last,  at  tho  timd 
of  the  Senatorial  election? 

A.  In  Leavenworth. 

Q.  What  is  your  business? 

A.  Engaged  in  tho  insurance  business.  ^ 

Q.  Was  you   hero  at    Topeka    any    time    during    tho 
canvass?  ■ 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  About  what  time? 

A.  From  tho  IGlh  of  January  to  the  date  of  tho  election , 
about  a  week  or  ten  days. 

Q.  Wera  you  hero  working  in  tho  interest  of  any  person 
working  for  his  election? 

A.  I  was  cot. 

Q.  Were  you  working  here  in  opposition  to  any  one? 

A.  I  was  opposed  to  tho  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  and 
Mr,  Clarke  both. 
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Q.  Ilavo  3'ou  any  knowledge,  or  any  rncans  of  getting 
any  knowledge,  of  the  ap|)liaMcc9  that  were  used  hy  any 
person  that  was  a  candidate  for  election  at  that  time,  to 
secure  voles? 

A.  I  had  general  knowledge. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  you  ma}-  state  what  knowledge  you  had. 

A.  I  could  hardli''  state  what  that  general  knowledge  ia. 
It  i8  simply  the  general  belief  and  talk  in  the  Htreets,  the 
opinion  being  so  general  and  extended  that  it  could  hardly 
be  stated. 

Q.  Had  yon  any  information  of  any  means  being  used 
from  any  person  at  that  time,  that  are  usually  denominated 
improper,  to  secure  votes? 

A.  I  believe  there  wore. 

Q.  Had  you  any  information  that  there  were  such  mearw" 
used? 

A.  Nothing  more  than  the  rumors.  I  had  no  knowl- 
edge of  any  one  using  them  except  the  talk  among  parties  of 
the  amounts  that  were  offered  for  votes. 

Q.  Have  you  since  that  time — that  is,  since  the  election 
— learned  anything  or  been  informed  of  any  transactions  of 
4hat  kind  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  except  on  rumor. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Caldwell's 
friends  during  that  canvass  about  such  transactions,  or  with 
regard  to  the  manner  and  mode  of  his  making  that  canvass? 

A.  I  did. 
<       Q.  Well,  sir,  state  what  they  said  about  that. 

A.  The  general  talk  at  that  time  was  that  they  were 
biiying  Caldwell  through  ;  that  money  was  his  slrcngth. 

Q.  You  had  such  talk  with  them  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  did  they  say  ? 

A.  I  think  some  of  them  said  ho  had  money  and  was 
buying  votes,  and  some  said  ho  was  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Jamca  F. 
Ixjgate  in  regard  to  the  matter? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  More  than  one  conversation. 
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A.  Yes,  a  dozen. 

Q.  Can  you  state  the  substance  of  those  conversalions, 
80  far  as  they  related  to  the  means  used  to  procure  votes? 

A.  "Well,  ray  conversations  with  Legate  were  raoro  of 
this  character:  I  found  fault  with  Lcf^ato  for  eiipporting 
Caldwell;  I  said  it  was  not  the  Caldwell  influence  that 
elected  him  to  the  Legislature;  and  his  reply  was  that  ho 
was  going  in  for  Caldwell  for  the  purpose  of  getting  rid  of 
Mr.  Carney,  though  ho  had  no  expectation  of  electing  him. 
This  was  the  subject  of  the  conversation  until  toward  the  last. 
lie  had,  he  said,  "got  into  the  boat"  then,  and  he  had  gone 
so  fur  that  he  was  going  through  with  it.  That  was  the 
substance  of  the  conversation. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  have  any  other  talk  with  any  other  friends 
of  Mr.  Caldwell  than  these  you  have  mentioned  in  reference 
to  the  mode  and  manner  of  his  election  ? 

A.  I  think  I  did  with  perhaps  half  the  Leavenworth 
men. 

(^.  Did  you  know  an3'thiug  about  th.o  plan  of  Mr. 
Clarke's  canvass? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Or  Crawford's? 

A.  I  did  not;  only  what  was  general. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  recollect  a  man  by  tho  name  of  Dr.  Linn,  of 
Pottawotamio  county. 

A.  I  do,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  during  the 
canvass,  or  immediately  after  its  close? 

a:  I  did. 
Q.  Where  at? 

A.  I  think  in  tho  Tefft  House.  I  talked  to  him  a  good 
many  times. 

Q.  I  call  your  attention  to  a  particular  conversation  in 
the  i-oom  of  Governor  CraM-ford,  immediately  after  election; 
do  3'ou  recollect  of  him  being  there  when  several  others  were 
present? 

A.  I  do  not  particularly. 

Q.  At  tho  time  when  the  conversation  turned  upon  the 
way  that  Caldwell  had  f-ecurcd  his  election,  do  you  recollect 
of  saying  that  3-ou  knew  two  men  that  were  bougnt  ? 

A.  I  may  have  said  so.    I  heard  of  two  men  that  were 
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bonght;  also  of  tho  whole  of  tho  Doniphan  delegation  being 
honght;  but  it  was  only  street  rumor. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  of  saying  that  yoa  know  of  two 
men  that  had  been  bought,  and  that  you  were  willing  to 
swear  to  that  fact? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Peckham? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  him  in  Leavenworth  along  in  April 
or  May  last? 

A.  I  did,  I  presume, 

Q.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  him  there  about  tho 
Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  had. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  it  was? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  ho  was  there  at  any  time  to 
Bee  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  do  not; — let's  see, — I  won't  bo  positive.  There 
have  been  so  many  to  see  Caldwell  that  I  would  not  say 
whether  he  was  there  or  not.  Ho  may  have  been  there  for 
that  purpose,  and  may  have  told  mo  so,  but  I  don't 
remember. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q,.  Did  you  not  state  in  Governor  Crawford's  room, 
immediately  after  tho  Senatorial  olcction,  that  j'ou  knew  of 
two  members  of  the  Legislature,  who  were  bought,  and  that 
Caldwell  or  the  Caldwell  party  gave  S3,000,  and  that  they 
onlj-  got  $500  of  it,  or  words  to  that  effect? 

A.  I  stated  that  I  was  told  that. 

Q.  Who  were  the  two  members  referred  to  ? 

A.  The  two  members  of  the  lower  House  from  Nemaha 
county.  They  were  tolling  as  a  joko  that  they  sold  for  t'SOO 
when  they  were  willing  to  pa}'  a  thousand. 

Q.  Who  told  3-ou  this  in  refcrcBCo  to  these  men. 

A.  Well,  I  cannot  8ay  who  told  mo,  but  I  either  heard  it 
m  Walker's  room  or  in  Crawford's  room.  Tho  two  Mur- 
docks  wore  in  tho  room  muro  than  un_)  boJy  oldc,  and  I 
presume  they  heard  it. 
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By  G.    Tf.  Clark. 

Q.  I  bcliovo  you  referred  to  the  amount  that  was  offered 
for  votes ;  will  you  state  what  amounts  they  were  paying? 

A.  I  don't  remember  of  stating  that.  The  conversation 
that  I  had  was  that  I  recollect  telling  several  people  that 
they  were  buying.  I  told  several  members  that  they  wore, 
and  not  to  take  less  than  85,000;  that  they  ought  not  to  take 
less  when  they  could  get  that. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  that  there  was  $5,000  offered? 

A.  No,  I  don't  know  as  I  did  in  any  one  caeo,  I  was  not 
in  a  position  to  got  the  facts.  The  Caldwell  party  were  not 
very  confidential  with  me,  though  I  was,  and  am,  well  satis- 
fied that  the  moans  that  secui*ed  the  election  was  money. 

By  Mr.  Wood. 

Q.  Upon  what  ground  did  you  believe  that  money  or 
other  corrupt  influences  were  used  to  secure  the  election  of 
Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  Because  Mr.  Caldwell  had  no  other  influences  to  rely 
upon  except  his  money  both  at  homo  and  here.  Ho  was  not 
known  as  a  politician.  ^      '"'*'' 

By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Anthony,  where  did  Mr.  Caldwell  keep  his 
bank  account  in  Leavenworth? 

A.  I  was  told,  in  the  First  National  Jiank  in  Leaven- 
worth and  in  Philadelphia. 

Q.  How  much  money  did  ^Ir.  Caldwell  or  Len.  Smith, 
eitlicr  or  both,  bring  up  to  use  in  that  Senatorial  election? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Did  they  use  money  directly  in  your  opinion — I 
mean  money  in  kind, — or  did  they  draw  against  some  fund 
somewhere  ? 

A.  They  did  both;  I  think  they  did.  That  is  my  opin- 
ion. 

Q.  What  bank  or  house  did  they  draw  on  ? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  liear  any  of  Caldwell's  immediate 
friends  say  how  much  money  it  took  to  secure  Caldwell's 
election? 

A.  I  have  hoard,  but  can't  say  it  was  from  hia  immediato 
friends. 
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Q.  What  was  Caldwell's  politics  in  1804? 
A.  As  I  understand  it  ho  had  no  politics. 
Q.  Do  you  know  how  ho  voted  in  1864  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  You  knew  him  in  '64  ? 

A.  I  did,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  tho  first  time  when  ho  took  sides  in 
politics? 

A.  It  was  three  years  ago,  when  he  raado  a  speech  in  a 
f?raall  meeting  he  had. 

Q.  Was  that  a  liopublican  meeting? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  Caldwell  started  out  as  Senatorial  candidate  by 
the  substantial  people  of  Leavenworth? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  was  started  in  that  way — yes,  by  ft 
few  substantial  men,  but  not  bj'-  the  popular  will  ot  the  peo- 
ple, but  eventually  a  very  large  majority  supported  him, 

Q.  Well,  who  started  him  ? 

A.  Jim  Legato  started  him. 

Q.  When  was  ho  first  spoken  of  aa  candidate  for  Sena- 
tor relative  to  tho  election  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  after  the  election  of  mcmbois  of  tho 
Legislature. 


W.  S.  TAN  DOREN. 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  live  ? 
A.  In  the  city  of  Leavenworth. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Topoka  during  tho  Senatorial  contest  in 
1871? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  was. 
Q.  In  what  capacity  ? 
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A.  I  waa  in  the  Senate  represenating  the  23cl  dislrict, 
Leavenworth. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Sidney  Clarke? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Crawford  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  either  ot  these  three  gentlemen  or 
any  other  gentleman  using  any  money  or  pledging  any  office 
to  secure  votes  for  United  States  Senator  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Have  you  at  any  time  heard  of  such   a  proceeding? 

A.  I  may  have  heard  rumors  on  the  street  and  seoM 
newspaper  articles  about  it,  but  nothing  definite. 

Q.  Did  you  over  have  any  conversation  with  Mr. 
McDowell  on  the  subject? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  board  during  the  time  ? 

A.  I  had  a  room  with  Mr.  Fenlon  over  a  hardware  store, 
and  took  my  meals  at  the  Teft't  House. 

Q.  Where  did  Caldwell  stop? 

A.  At  the  Tefft  House. 

Q.  Where  did  Clarke  and  Crawford  stop  ? 

A.  All  at  the  same  place. 

Q.  You  say  you  don't  know  of  Caldwell  otFeriug  any 
money  or  promising  any  offices  to  any  one  to  get  him  to  sup- 
port him  ? 

A.  Ko,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  never  him  say  anything  about  it? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Had  you  over  had  any  conversation  with  Caldwell 
about  his  election  prior  to  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  never  .say  in  such  conversation  how  many 
votes  ho  had  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  never  talked  with  him  much  about  the 
electioD. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  Caldwell  brought 
here  to  use  ? 
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A.  I  have  not  tho  sli^ihtcst  idea. 

Q.  You  sarvr  a  good  deal  of  that  contest,  didn't  you  ? 

A.  I  expect  I  how  very  little  of  it,  sir.  AV"o  generally 
kept  our  own  rooms  or  were  in  the  Senate. 

Q.  AVero  you  not  at  the  caucuses  ? 

A.  I  was  nt)t. 

Q.  How  often  were  you  with  Mr.  Caklwell  ? 

A.  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Caldwell  more  than  ten  minulcf* 
altogether  last  winter  hero  at  Topeka. 

Q.  What  was  Lon  Smith  doing  here? 

A.   lie  was  here  attending  the  election,  assisting  Caldwell. 

Q    Was  ho  doing  anything  else  than  assisting  Caldwell? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  his  politics? 

A.  Democratic;  samo  as  I  am. 

Q.  How  long  was  Smith  here? 

A.  I  cannot  tell. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  had  any  money  hero? 

A.  I  don't.  Ho  must  have  had  some,  but  I  don't  know 
how  much. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  thero  was  any  arrangement 
between  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr.  Clarke  in  relation  to  Mr. 
Clarke's  withdrawal? 

A.  T  hai'c  heard  rumors  of  un  arrangement  between 
them? 

Q.  Can  you  tell  what  the  rumors  were? 

A.  J  heard  it  rumored  that  Mr.  Sidney  Clarke  had  with- 
drawn from  iho  contest  and  thrown  his  strength  in  favor  of 
Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Upon  what  arrangement  or  basis? 

A.  I  never  heard  any  particulai'S  of  tho  arrangement. 

Q.  Wlu-n  did  you  learn  that  in  relation  to  Iho  Senato- 
rial election  of  Air.  Caldwell? 

A.  I  first  heard  it  early  in  the  morning  of  tho  day  upoa 
which  Mr.  Caldwell  was  elected. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  ktiow  from  whom  you  learned  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.   Will  you  state? 

A.  Mr.  Lcn  Smith  camo  into  my  room  very  early  in  the 
morning — pri)b:ibly  i^  o'cIt)C'k^2  or  'ii  o'clock,  and  pocmed  to 
bo  in  a  very  fine  luimor  about  somotbini;.  I  as^ked  him  what 
was  tbo  matter,  and  ho  said,  "  Wo  have  seventy  votes  for 
Caldwell  to-monow,and  it  may  booi<;hty."  That  is  all  belaid  ; 
ho  pussed  out  of  the  door  in  a  liurry.  I  (hen  i^ot  out  of  bed, 
and  went  over  to  the  Tcfft  IIouho;  mot  Mr.  J.  \j.  McDowell 
and  a^-kcd  him  the  cain^e  of  Lcn  Smith's  p;ood  luimor,  or 
why  it  was  about  the  votes;  how  it  was  settled.  1  don't 
recollect  my  language,  but  went  over  to  soo  about  it  any 
way. 

Q.  "What  information  did  j-ou  get  from  him? 

A.  lio  told  mo  that  Clarke's  forces  bad  come  over  to 
Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  ho  state  on  what  terms? 

A.  lie  did  not,  sir. 

Bij  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  "What  was  Caldwell's  politics  in  tbo  general  election 
of  1SU4? 

A.  I  don't  know,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  him  at  that  time? 

A.  I  may  have  known  him  then  veiy  slightl}'. 

Q.  You  both  lived  in  Leavenworth  then  ? 

A.  Yes. 

The  witness  then  said:  If  this  testimony  is  to  bo 
published,  1  want  to  adtl  a  little  more.  It  is  o\\\y  a  personal 
cxplaration  that  I  want  to  make.  It  is,  that  neither  Mr. 
Cal<iwell,  nor  Mr.  Lcn  Smith,  nor  any  of  their  inimcdiato 
friends  ever  asked  me  to  vote  for  Caldwell.     That  is  all. 


Tuesday,  February  G,  1872. 
DR.  J.  W.  .MORRIS, 
Ilaving  been   sworn,  testified  as  follows: 
Examined  by  Mr.  W.  II .  Clark. 
Q.  Where  do  you  rchide? 
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A.  At  Leavenworth  city,  Kanpas. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Topcka  during  tho  Senatorial  contest  of 
last  Avintcr  ? 

A.  Yen,  Bir,  part  of  the  time. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  Mr.  CuldwcU? 

A.  Yc«,  sir. 

Q.  Do  )'0u  know  Mr.  T.  F.  Darling,  of  Jjcavenworth  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  ho  a  member  of  tho  Legislature  last  winter? 

A.  Yc8,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  l):ivc  an^-  converp.ifion  willi  liim  in  regard 
to  his  f-u]iporiing  Mr.  Caldwell  for  Uailed  States  Senator? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  that  conversation? 

A.  I  called  to  sec  Mr.  Darling  after  (ho  fii-st  vote  had  been 
taken,  and  slated  to  him  that  I  called  in  to  see  him  because 
our  people  at  Leavenwortii  felt  ver3'  anxious  iliat  thci'o 
should  be  a  united  vote  from  Lcavcnw  orth  iur  Cahl  well.  I 
asked  him  if  there  were  any  reasons  why  he  should  not  suj)- 
port  ]\rr.  Caldwell,  and  if  then'  were  I  hhould  like  to  know 
llicni ;  and  said  that  if  I  could  give  any  good  I'oasons  or 
cx|>lanaii(»ns  to  saiisfy  him  that  ho  ought  to  voio  lor  Mr. 
Caldwell — I  was  anxious  to  do  so  in  order  to  get  that  united 
vote  from  JiCaven worth,  lie  said  that  no  I'tuj  knew  how 
ho  was  goitig  to  vole  previous  lo  his  vole  the  day  before, 
and  no  one  knew  how  he  was  going  to  vote  on  the  next  time, 
nor  they  would  not  know. 

Q.  Did  you  say  anythiiig  to  him  in  lh;it  conversation,  or 
in  any  other  convei-sation,  that  he  could  have  any  considera- 
tion for  his  vote,  it  ho  wished  it,  or  words  to  that  ertectV 

A    No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  authority  to  hol<l  out  anj-  induce- 
ments to  him,  or  did  you  hold  out  any  indiiecments  to   him  V 

A.  I  had  710  authoiil3-  to  h(*ld  otii  indncuiu  nts,  and  I 
did  hold  out  no  inducements,  except  to  tiy  aiii  satisfy  him 
tl'.at  whatever  his  objections  were  to  Mr.  Caldv.cll  they  were 
either  unfounded  or  couUl  bo  lemoved. 

Q.  Do  3  ou  know  Mr.  Colle}  ,  of  Leavenworth? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  y(ui  oiTer  an}*  inducements  to  him  at  any  time  to 
vote  for  Mr.'Caldwell? 
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A..  I  don't  thinic  I  had  atiy  conversation  with  him  in 
roforcnco  to  his  vote,  but  in  answer  to  your  question  I  will 
paj  I  did  not. 

Q,.  Were  j'ou  a  director  in  a  bank  at  Lcaven'.vorth  at 
that  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir, 

Q.  What  bank? 

A.  The  l^'irst  National  bank,  Leavenworth. 

Q  Hal  you  any  knowlodixo  at  that  time  of  the  dopoaits 
of  Alexander  Caldwell  in  that  bank? 

A.  I  have  not  a  very  distinct  recollection  about  the 
deposit"*.  I  have  a  knowledt^o  that  there  W;is  a  deposit  on 
the  books  in  his  name  Tor  a  considerable  amount. 

Q.  How  much  ? 

A.  Some  woven  or  oi<:fht  thousand  dollars.  That  deposit 
was  unchanged  for  a  year.  There  were  some  conditions 
connecttul  with  it  on  account  of  which  it  remained  thero 
H'ithout  any  change. 

Q.  W.is  that  deposit  made  before  or  after  the  vSenatorial 
election  ? 

A.  Before;  and  remains  there  yet. 

Q.  Had  ho  any  other  deposits  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Do  3-0U  know  what  deposits  L.  T.  Smith  had  there  at 
that  time  ? 

A.  1  don't  exactly,  but  they  were  small,  if  any. 

Q.  Was  his  deposit  drawn  out  during  the  Senatorial 
campaign  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  or  not. 

Q.  Was  thero  any  money  deposited  there  to  your  knowl- 
<;'lgo  in  the  name  of  any  })erson,  for  the  bonelit  ot  Mr. 
('•ildwcll  or  Mr.  Smith  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Were  thero  any  checks  or  drafts  made  on  tiiat  bank 
by  cither  Mr.  Caldwell  or  Mr,  Smith,  during  the  Senatori;il 
camj)aign  ? 

A,  Not  that  I  know  of,  sir.  I  may  jstale  here  that  I  was 
Vice  President  of  the  bank,  and  was  not  always  present  at 
the  bank,  as  a  cashier  would  be.  Some  'hoeks  may  have 
been  made,  many  are  made,  without  my  koowleifgo 
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Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money,  or  other  valuable  con 
Hidcralion,  boin<;  onbrcd  to  ;v  mi'mljcr  of  the  I^o^^islaturo  by 
Mr.  Caldwell,  or  any  one  in  his  interest,  lur  his  vole  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money,  oi-  other  vahuiblo  eon 
sideration,  beinj^  oflered  to  any  one  lor  his  influence? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  recoiled  of  any. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  boin^  offered  to  induey 
any  one  to  assist  in  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q  Do  you  know  of  any  money  bein<^  used  at  all  during 
the  Senatorial  campaign,  to  secure  the  election  of  Mr. 
Caldwell? 

A.  There  was  money  upcd  by  pome  partio.s  in  his  interest 
to  send  a  lar/jje  lobby  from  Leavenworth  up  here;  cither 
passes  or  money.  Some  got  free  pat^sep,  but  whether  or  not, 
1  don't  know  whether  it  was  )iaid  by  the  citizens  of  Leaven- 
worth in  free  railroad  passes,  or  otherwise.  • 

Q.  ITavo  you  ever  heard  the  ntatement  made  that  it  cost 
Mr.  Cal(iw.'ll  "SGO,000  to  secure  hiH  election  to  the  United 
States  Senate? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  that  I  have  heard  just  that  Btate- 
ment,  but  1  have  heard  it  stated  that  it  cost  him  that  amount 
or  more. 

Q.  Who  did  you  derive  that  information  from  ? 

A.  I  don't  now  recollect.     I  did  not  derive  tho  informa 
lion  ;  that  was  the  statement  of  a  mere  opinion  or  supposi- 
tion. 

Q.  TTad  you  ever  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Caldwell  in 
regard  to  tho  matter  of  expenses  during  tho  Senatorial  elec- 
tion? 

A.  I  don't  rocollect  that  I  liave.  T  had  a  conversation 
with  somebody  with  reg:.rd  to  what  the  bill  was  at  tho  hotel, 
but  don't  think  it  was  Jlr.  Caldwell. 

Q    Was  it  with  anyone  working  in  his  interest? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  they  were.  It  was  some  person 
from  Leavenworth  who  was  npeuking  in  general  terms  of 
tLo  expenses  at  the  hotel,  such  as  tho  cigars  and  the  like. 

Q.  After  tho  Senatorial  election,  do  you  know  whether 
Mr.  Caldwell  was  indebted  toyour  bank  or  not. 
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A.  I  do  not  knew  ;  but  if  ho  was,  it  was  to  a  very  small 
amount,  or  I  should  otherwiso  have  noticed  it. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  what  his  deposit  was  on  the  first  of 
December,  1370  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  woulil  have  moans  oi"  knowipfj  by  refer- 
ring to  the  balance  book  ;  that  is,  if  it  was  deported  in  the 
bank  in  the  usual  way  ;  there  may  have  been  a  special  deposit. 

Q.  Do  j'ou  know  whether  it  was  more  or  less  than  this 
S8,000  ? 

A.  I  don't  know.  Mr.  Caldwell  did  not  keep  his  regular 
banking  account  with  us. 

Exaniined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  You  state  that  8S,00Q  were  dcj)Osited  on  certain  con- 
ditions; wore  those  conditions  connected  with  the  Senatorial 
election  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  D)  you  know  how  many  came  over  hero  to  lobby  in 
,  the  interests  of  Mr.  Calawoll  ? 

A.  I  don't,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  an  approximate  number  from 
TOur  own  knowled<'e? 

A.  I  would  suppose  there  were  seventy-five  from  Loavon- 
worth,  a-i  I  nine-tcnthH  of  thorn  wjro  frioni'iof  Mr.  Caldwell  ; 
but  whether  they  wore  absolutely  working  in  his  interest  1. 
do  not  know. 

Q.  Did  all  those  friends  of  Mr.  Caldwell  have  free  passes 
by  rail? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  all.  I  came  over  twice  or  three  times 
myself,  and  had  a  pass  once,  and  others  I  know  paid  their 
way. 

Q.   When  you  wont  back  over  there  during  the  contest 
did  you  go  over  and  return  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 
Q.  Do  you  know  what  his  hotel  bill  was  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  T  don't  recollect  having  had  any  conversation 
with  him  about  his  hotel  bill? 

Q.  Have  3'ou  any  knowledge  whether  Mr.  Clai'ko  offorod 
any  money,  or  other  valuable  influenco  to  procure  his  election 
at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  have  not.  There  wore  persons  who  came  from  Leavon- 
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wortli  with  froo  passe.",  who  avoi-c  fi-icnds  of  AEr.  Clarke,  but 
whciher  tlioy  <,'0L  them  from  Mr.  ClaiUo  I  don't  know.  The 
patno  i-cinark  applies  as  tiuit  I  inado  in  relcrcnco  to  Mr. 
Caldwell. 

Q.  ])o  you  know  whether  Air.  Caldwell  ])rcmised  to  any 
member  of  the  Iie<^ibluLiiro  any  appointment  in  caso  ho 
should  be  eleeled  r* 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  Len  Smith  doing  liere  ? 
A.  Well,  I  expect  ho  could  answer  that  question  better 
than  I  could. 

Q,  Aro  you  able  to  state  what  ho  was  doing  ? 

A.  Only  -wliat  ho  appeared  to  bo  doing.  IIo  appeared 
to  bo  eU'clioneerinir — trying  to  convince  people  they  ought 
to  vole  for  Mr.  Caldwell,  as  near  as  I  can  judge. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  what  his  politics  are? 

A.  Only  by  reputation  ;  Democratic. 

Q.  What  business  relation,  if  any,  existed  between  him 
and  Mr.  Caldwell  at  that  lime? 

A.  1  am  unable  to  say. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  do  3'ou  know  what  business  relictions  existed 
between  them  for  a  year,  two  3'ear»,  or  ihree  3'ears  prior  to 
that  lime  ? 

A.  They  had  formerly  been  engaged  together  in  firm 
that  freighted  ibr  the  government. 

Q.  How  long  had  the}'  been  engaged  in  that  business 
together  prior  to  ihis  election,  and  liow  long  prior? 

A.  It  was  several  _year8  previous  that  they  were 
together,  and  when  engaged  their  compan}'  lasted  several 
years;  three  or  four  years,  or  five  ^ears,  I  think. 

Q  How  long  before  this  election  did  they  cease  to  be 
connected  in  a  business  way  ? 

A.  It  had  been  three  or  four  )'ears  since  thej'  had  been 
connected  in  that  freiiihting  business. 

Q.  Had  there  not  boon  some  railroad  speculations  which 
they  had  together  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  the}' were  both  stockholders  and  directors 
in  the  Missom-i  Hiver  Eailroad,  and  in  the  Atchison  &  North 
Western  Railway. 

Q.  "Was  that  at  the  time  of  the  election  ? 
A.  I  believe  so,  and  think  they  aro  yet. 
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Q.  ])on't  tlioy  own  iogethcr  a  considerable  portion  Of 
francbiscs  in  those  roads  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Are  they  not  reputed  to  own  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  franchises  of  those  roads  ? 

A.  They  are  reputed  to  own  about  one-sixth  of  the  Mis- 
souri River  Railroad,  and  about  the  same  amount  in  the 
Atchison  &  Northwestern  Railroad  ;  each  one-twelfth,  not 
jointly,  but  as  individuals. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  where  Robert  Crozier  is  ? 

A.  I  believe  ho  is  at  Clay  Center  at  present.  I  think  he 
will  pass  down  the  road  lo  morrow.  IIo  lolt  Leavenworth 
on  Saturday  to  go  to  Clay  Center. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  From  3-our  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  of  the 
campaign,  what  in  your  opii.ion  were  the  expenses  incuivcd 
during  Mr.  Caldwell's  campaign  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  the  exact  amount,  but  can  judge 
from  what  [  saw.  ^^or  instance:  1  might  estimate  the 
amount  of  the  cigars,  and  1  might  an  account  of  what  other 
thi.tgs  had  cost — things  of  which  I  was  observant. 

Q.  Well,  how  much  ? 

A.  I  think  that  his  hotel  bill  and  his  other  expenses  con- 
nected with  the  getting  persons  here,  probably  coiit  him 
$2,500  or  about  that  amount.  Some  of  his  friends,  1  know, 
paid  their  own  expenses.  I  was  there  as  one  of  the  party 
working  for  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  I  paid  my  own. 

Q.  From  your  knowledge,  what  do  you  think  it  co&t 
Mr.  Caldwell  in  dollars  and  cents,  to  secure  his  seat  for 
United  States  Senator. 

•  A.  Sometimes  I  think  one  thing,  and  sometimes  1  think 
another.  I  don't  think  I  aui  called  upon  to  make  a  guess  of 
that  kind. 

Q.  Well,  just  in  your  opinion  now,  how  much  did  it  cost 
him  to  secure  his  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate? 

Q.  I  don't  feel  that  I  am  called  upon  to  guess  about  it. 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  nave  5'ou  a  belief,  from  all  that  you  observed  during 
that  canvass  in  regard  to  the  amount  that  it  cost  Mr.  Cald- 
well to  secure  bis  election  ? 
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A.  I  woiilil  answer  tliat  as  T  did  tho  olhor  question  :  a 
belief  witlioiit  Knowlu'dge — J  don't  tlurik  I  have  a  ri^ht  to 
conimunicutc.  I  have  no  knowledge  upon  which  to  base 
such  a  belief. 

Q.  Have  j'ou  a  belief? 

A.  Of  course  I  have  formed  Komc  opinion  in  regard  to 
it;  but,  as  I  said,  it  is  Bomelimos  one  opinion,  and  sometimefi 
another. 

Q.  From  what  Bources  of  information  are  those  varion.% 
opinions  formed  ? 

A.  From  statements  I  hoar  made  hero  and  there,  and 
elsewhere ;  or  rather,  I  may  sa}',  from  opinions  I  heard 
expressed  here  and  there  and  elsewhere. 

Q.  Are  those  opinions  which  you  hear  expressed  in 
regard  to  this  matter  similar  to  opinions  that  you  hoar 
expressed  in  relation  to  other  business  matters,  and  upon 
which,  as  a  business  man,  j-ou  act? 

A.  1  ho  opinions  T  hoar  as  I  do  upon  other  matters  that 
I  am  not  familiar  with.  They  are  not  sufficiently  definite  to 
form  a  basis  of  action  in  business  matters  tha*;  are  of  any 
importance. 

Q.  Will  you  state  what  those  opinions  are — thoao  of 
yours  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Bij  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Through  tho  diversified  reports  that  yon  have  heard, 
your  opinion  luis  been  fluctuating;  you  have  sometimes  a 
settled  opinion,  you  have  a  settled  opinion  now,  and  that  set- 
tled opinion  is  formed  from  tho  different  stories  you  have 
heard  of  today;  and  I  would  like  to  know  what  your  opin- 
ion is  to-night. 

A.  After  bearing  different  statements  made,  I  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  neither  they  who  made  tho  statcrtentB 
r.or  myself,  know  anything  about  what  it  did  cost. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  You  were  hero  a  long  time  during  the  8enatorial  cam- 
paign :  Do  you  know  yourself  or  from  any  reliable  sourco 
of  any  improper  moans  being  ined  b}'  any  of  tho  candidatca 
for  tho  United  States  Senate  to  secure  voles  or  influence? 

A.  I  know  only  what  I  have  spoken  of. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  an}-  of  tho  candidates  engaging 
rooms  hero? 
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A.  It  was  understood  that  Jfr.  Clarke  liad  secured  a 
larf^o  number  of  rooms,  and  that  Mr.  Caldwell  had  done  the 
isame. 

Q.  And  "wcro  paying  for  them  ? 

A.  It  was  a  general  impresnion.  I  was  put  in  one  of 
lir.  Caldwell'rt,  and  ni}'  experience  is  that  I  i)aid  my  owft 
bill.  1  licliovo  that  some  ot  Mr.  CaUlweH's  ftietids,  and  some 
of  Mr.  Clarke's  friends,  did  not  pay  lor  iheir  rooms.  1  paid 
for  mine. 

By  J.  Boynton. 

Q.  Were  you  hero  when  the  election  took  place? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  what  arrangement  was  made  before 
the  election  between  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr.  Clark? 

A.  I  do  not. 
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Was  sworn  and  testified  thus: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 
(^.   Where  do  yon  live? 
A.  Atchison,  adjoining  the  city  of  Atchison. 
Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Legislature  last  winter? 
A.  I  was. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  special  interest  in  the  Senatorial 
i'laction  ? 

A.  1  did. 

Q.  In  whoso  favor? 

A.  Sidney  Clarke's. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  referring  to 
bis  election,  after  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature? 

A.  Yea,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  anj'  conversation  with  him  at  any 
tiaie,  in  relation  lo  the  mode  or  means  of  securing  votes  in 
order  to  procure  his  clecliuu  ? 
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A.  I  don't  think  I  lia'l. 

Q.  AVcro  3'0ii  over  in  caucus  with  him? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  anythinjr  at  nil   during  that  cam- 
paign about  how  any  j^ariicular  man  was  going  lo  vole? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who? 

A.  AVell,  I  could  mention  somo  ;  there  wore  man}-. 

Q.  Will  3-ou  mention  pome — I  mean  of  those  who  wero 
not  originally  Clarke's  friends? 

A.  I  don't  know  an}'. 

Q.  Did  j^oTi  over  hoar  any  one  say  how  Senator  Wood, 
ol  Doniphan  covnty,  was  going  to  vote? 

A.  I  don't  remember  of  heaiing  him  pay  eo. 

Q.  Did  you   over  have  any  converriation   with  him  in 
regard  to  how  Mr.  Wood  was  going  to  vote? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  wag  that  conversation  ? 

A.  It  was  that  Wood  would  not  support  him? 

Q.  Was  that  all  of  it  ? 

A.  That  is  about  all   of  the  conversation  ;  I  could  not 
remember  didiincily  the  whole  of  the  convertsalion. 

Q.  Anything  said  about  an  effort  being  made  to  Bccuro 
Ijis  vote  ? 

A.  Not  in  that  conversation. 

Q.  In  any  conversation  with  him?     With  any  one? 

A.  At  the  caucus,  at  which  I  Avas  not  present,  parties 
wore  selected  to  work  upon  the  opposition  members,  that  is, 
tJiose  knowf)  to  be  opposed  to  Clarke,  and  as  tno  majority  of 
the  Donij)lK-\n  delegation  botu'ded  at  the  pamc  place  I  did,  I 
received  a  slip  of  pajier  ju-*t  as  I  went  into  the  h:ill,  from 
eomo  of  the  mcmbors  who  had  been  at  the  caucus,  with  the 
names  of  two  or  three  of  the  Dorii[)han  dclegnlion,  on  which 
1  was  told  to  work;  that  is,  to  use  my  best  endeavors  to 
induce  them  to  support  Clarke. 

Q.  Did  you  do  so  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Wl)at  did  you  say  to  them  ? 
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A.  I  cannot  remomber  particularly. 

Q.  Can  you  remember  anything  that  you  stated  to  an^ 
of  them  ? 

A.  I  applauded  up  Clarke — lauded  him  aB  a  great  and 
good  man. 

Q.  What  else  did  you  say  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  cannot  think  of  anything  else. 

Q.  Did   j-ou   have    any    conversation    with    Senator 
Wood,  of  Doniphan  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  any  of  those  conversations  with 
him? 

A.  Some  of  them. 

Q.  Do  )-ou  remember  any  conversation  in  which  there 
was  something  said  about  a  check  of  $3,000  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  that  conversation  was. 

A,  You  mentioned  the  word  "check;"  it  was  a  certifi- 
cate of  deposit. 

Q.  What  was  said  about  it? 

A.  It  was  mentioned  bj'  mc  to  Dr.  Wood  as  a  bond  to  bo 
held  by  mc  as  a  trustee  upon  condition  that  Dr.  Wood 
received  the  appf)intmcnt  of  mail  j)gent,  jird  in  cuko  he  was 
not  appointed  the  certificite  was  to  be  diawn  bj'^  me  and 
paid  over  to  Dr.  Wood.  The  onl^*  convcisation  was  repre- 
senting the  conditions  of  this  certificate  to  Wood,  and  his 
refusal  to  accept. 

Q.  In  consideration  of  the  promise  of  the  appointment 
of  mail  Jigcnt,  or  in  default  of  getting  that  appointment  and 
the  payment  of  $3,000,  what  was  Air.  W^ood  to  do? 

A.  Nothing  that  he  said  he  would  do. 

Q.  Wh}'  was  this  presented  to  Mr.  Wood  for  his  accept- 
ance, accompanied  with  those  conditions? 

A.  I  had  asked  Mr.  Wood,  in  my  zeal  for  the  election  of 
Clarke,  if  ho  would  like  to  have  a  position.  IIo  said  ho 
would.  I  asked  him  what  position  ho  would  like  ;  lie  said 
ho  would  like  to  have  the  "olil  miin  Lowe's  position."  I 
reported  that  desi.-o  of  Dr.  Woml  to  Mr.  Clarke.  I  don't 
know  whether  ho  told  me  he  could  have  it  or  not.  The  result 
was  that  I  went  back   with  tlio  statement  of  some  one  in 
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antliorit}",  and  told  Wood  ho  could  hiivo  it,  implying  condi- 
tions. 

A.  AVhat  conditions  ? 

Q  That  lie  niiHt  voto  for  Clarke,  lie  said  he  would  not 
(ako  .Sidney  Clarke's  word  for  anyLhin<r  of  that  kind.  JIo 
would  like  to  have  some  assurance  that  ho  would  get  tho 
position.  I  then  went  and  sfitcd  what  I  underfitood  Mr. 
Wood  l(^  moan — that  he  would  need  Bomo  bond  to  scouro  the 
phuo  ;  tliat  is,  I  went  back  to  Mr.  Clarke,  I  think. 

Q.  What  did  Mr.  Clarke  say  thcny 

A.  lie  asked  mo  what  I  thought  would  be  neces=«ary- 
and  left  mo  in  his  room,  and  lie  came  back,  and  on  my  per, 
Ruasion  to  make  a  bond  of  S3, 000,  payable  to  my  order, 
that  tho  apj^ointment  should  bo  made  in  three  nn/Uths.  I 
wa><  then  lold,  but  by  whom  I  don't  know,  to  go  to  Mr. 
Dan  Adams  and  the  thing  would  bo  "fixed  up."  In  con- 
nection with  tho  certificate  of  deposit  Avas  a  sheet  of  paper 
that  Pr.  Wood  must  sign,  agreeing  to  support  Mr.  CIrrke. 
1  didn't  read  tho  document  over  to  understand  tho  paper, 
hut  1  knew  that  was  the  tenor  of  it.  I  went  back  to  vi^it 
Mr.  Wooil,  and  (old  him  that  I  could  accommodate  him  with 
a  position  on  these  conditions  and  handed  him  tho  paper — 
that  ho  should  support  Mr.  Clarke  if  he  got  the  position  or 
appointment,  ile  looked  at  it.  handed  it  back,  and  told  mo  : 
•'No,  sir."  I  then  went,  put  the  paper  in  an  envelope, 
handed  it  back  to  Colonel  Abell,  telling  him  I  had  failed  in 
the  negotiation,  with  a  request  that  he  would  give  it  to  Dan 
Adams.     That  is  all. 

Q.  Well,  I  understand  yon  that  you  were  authorized  to 
foc  Ml'.  Wood  in  relation  to  this  matter  by  Mr.  Clarke,  and 
that  this  promise  to  appoint  him  mail  agent  in  tho  place  of 
Mr.  Lowe  in  three  months,  and  to  hold  tiio  certificate  of 
depo.-vit  for  security  for  the  perftirmiiico  of  that  promise, 
and  to  i)ay  to  Mr.  Wood  tho  §?>,0U0  in  tho  event  of  a  failure 
of  that  promise,  were  upon  tho  condition  that  Mr.  Wood 
t-liO'.iid  vote  ibr  .Sidney  Clarke? 

A.  Well,  tliere  were  some  other  conditi'-ns.  hut  1  tiavo 
forgotten  them. 

Q.  That  was  the  principal  condition,  was  it  i* 

A.  Well,  there  was  something  said  about  his  influencing 
tiie  remainder  of  tho  Doniphan  delogaliou.  T  think  it  was 
one  of  the  conditions  in  tlie  paper. 

Q.  State  what  the  conditions  were,  if  you  can. 
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A.  Tlitxt  ho  phould  voto  for  Jlr.  Clarke;  that  wns  the 
object  of  the  whole  tlunp:;.     In  jiddilioii,  ho  was  to  influenco. 
as  lar  us  ho  could  tho  rcniaiiidcr  of  the  Doniphan  delegation^ 

Q.  Was   there   any  other  Hiniilai*  transaction  that  you 
know  of  in  tho  interest  of  Mr.  Chirked 

A.  I  don't  know  of  an}-. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  many  rooms  Mr.  Clarko  had  at 
tho  Tcfft  House  ? 

A.  I   know  ho   had   tlirco;  no,   sir,  two;  I  don't  Icnow 
bow  man}-  more. 

Q.   Who  was  Colonol  Aboil  workinij;  for? 

A.  Clarko,  as  I  understand. 

Q.  What  is  Colonel  AboU's  prjlitics? 

A.  As  long  as  I  have  known  him — Democratic. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whetlicr  lie  was  at  that  time  connected 
with  or  working  in  the  interest  of  any  i-ailroad  'i 

A,  Not  to  ni}'  knowledge;  only  by  public  repute.     IIo 
was  well  known  as  tho  agent  of  J.  F.Joy — agent  oraltorney. 

Q.  AYas  he  one  of  Clarke's  confidential  advisers? 

A.  I. surmised  so. 

Q.  Did  ho  act  as  an  adviser? 

A.  I  cannot  tell,  but  think  ho  did. 

Q.  Did  you  have  frequent  convosation  with  him  with 
regard  to  how  tho  canvass  was  going? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  adviso  with  him  in  regard  to  men  whom 
you  were  to  hce  ? 

A.  I  believo  I  did  on  some  occasioos. 

Q.   Did  3-ou  have  convei-sjilions  witli  him  and  Mr.  Clarko 
in  reference  to  how  things  were  proceeding? 

A.  I  tliink  not. 

Q.  AVli:it  other  persons  were  there  in  the  immediate  con- 
fidence of  Mr.  Clarke. 

A.  I  cannot  answer  that  question  intelligently. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Dan  Adams  was  or  not? 

A.  I  would  judge  ho  was;  ho  was  very  often  there. 
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Q.  Thcro  most  of  the  tirao? 
A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  improper  influences  being  used 
by  any  other  candidate  than  Mr.  Clurko? 

A.  No,  I  have  no  knowledge  of  it,  cjcccpt  rumors,  which 
said  they  were  buying — I  mean  that  thoy  all  were.  It  be- 
came a  stajilo  joke  that  they  were  bu3inL;. 

Bij  Senaior  Stover. 

Q.  Did  Senator  Wood  inform  yon.  or  intimate,  that  he 
would  vote  for  Sidney  Chirko  for  United  States  Senator,  if 
bo  (Clarke)  would  got  for  him  the  otlice  of  mail  agent,  or 
any  oilier  olllce  ? 

A.  I  had  nothing  but  intimations  that  ho  might  change 

his  views.  lie  had  been  at  all  limes  steadfast  fur  Caldwell 
in  any  conversations  I  had  with  him,  ami  acting  upon  them 
I  went  to  work  to  see  if  his  views  could  bo  changed  in  the 
manner  I  have  said. 

Q.  What  were  tho  contents  ot  the  paper  above  referred 
to? 

A.  I  cannot  toll  the  contents  except  tb.o  general  tenor. 
It  was  to  tho  effect  ot"  the  coiulitions  being  that  Dr.  Wood, 
in  view  of  getting  this  appointment  should  vote  for  Sidney 
Clarke.     Tiiat  was  about  the  general  tenor  of  tho  jniper. 

Q.  Wliat  did  Senator  Wood  say  when  you  presented  the 
paper  to  him  to  sign  aiul  the  bond  secui'ing  it  if 

A.  lie  said  he  would  not  do  that  thing;  he  would  not 
accej)t  tho  ])rojiositi()n  and  vote  for  CiavUe.  I  made  tho 
proposition  to  him  verbally. 

Q.  What  was  his  answer. 

A.  lie  would  not  accejit. 

Q.   What  was  his  reason  ? 

A.  lie  (lid  not  give  it,  except  eomethirg  In  the  effect 
of  sn^'ing  it  would  be  dishtmoiable.  lie  would  like  the  jiohi- 
tion,  liui  it  would  be  dishonorable  to  sell  his  vole,  lie  lo(jked 
upon  his  vote  as  his  honor. 

Q.  What  did  the  boml  or  check^ontain  ? 

A.  Ii  was  a  cletm.  clear  cei'titieato  of  deposit  without 
any  conditions,  drawn  in  my  favor. 

Q.  ]5y  whom  ? 

A.  By  Daniel  Adams. 
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Q.  And  you  had  full  discretionar}'  power  to  use  that? 

A.  I  had. 

Q.  And  you  returned  it  to  Dan  Adams  ? 

A.  I  returned  it  to  Col.  Abel!  for  him  to  give  it  to  Dan. 
Adams  because  1  had  failed  in  the  negotiation. 

Q.  About  what  date  was  that? 

A.  I  could  not  give  a  definite  answer. 

Q.  About  what  date  ? 

A.  It  was,  think,  about  two  day.s  previous  to  the  elec 
tion. 

»       By  the  Chair/nan. 

Q,  Did  3'ou  say  that  you  had  full  discretionary  power  to 
use  that  certificate  as  you  thought  best  ? 

A.  Subject  to  those  verbal  conditions.  It  was  payable  to 
tno  alone.  I  had  it  to  pay  over  or  lo  3'eturn  it  according  to 
circumstances. 

Q.  How  long  was  Mr.  Clarke  gone  from  the  room  at  the 
time  he  left  you  there  when  you  went  back  and  returned  to 
him  in  regard  to  this  appointment  ? 

A.  Probably  ten  or  fifteen  minutes. 

Q.  How  fur  was  it  from  his  room  down  to  Dan  Adams' 
hank. 

A.  Something  loss  than  live  minutes'  walk. 

Bi/  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  You  have  stated  that  Dr.  Wood  told  you  he  would 
like  to  have  the  office,  and  what  security  he  would  have  if 
he  voted  lor  .Mr.  Clarke.  Did  he  state  what  security  he 
would  require? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  did. 

Q.  Did  he  intimate  to  you  what  security'  ho  would  re- 
({wire  ? 

A.  It  v/as  an  intimation  that  he  would  like  to  have 
security,  but  I  don't  remember  at  any  time  that  he  mentioned 
any  amount  or  what  kibd  X>i'  security. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  When  did  you  commence  rooming  or  sleepiDLi  with 
Dr.  Wood  ? 
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A.  From  tho  dtiy  ho  arrived  in  Topeka  until  bo  went 
awa3'  at  tho  end  of  tho  session. 

Q.  When  you  Grat  comtncnccd  roominfr  together,  whoso 
preference  for  United  States  Senator  was  Wood's  then?    ' 

A.  Caldwell's. 

Q.  JIc  slated  so. 

A.  Often  and  often. 

Q.  V/hat  was  tho  reason  stated  by  him  for  bupportin*' 
Caldwell? 

A.  That  his  constituents  required  him  to  do  so. 
By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Did  you  stato  to  Sidney  Clarke  that  you  had  offered 
to  secure  Senator  Wood's  vote  by  tho  uso  of  money  or  this 
check  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  subsequent  to  the  failure  of  tho  arrange- 
ment. 

Q.  Who  handed  tho  certificate  of  deposit  to  you  ? 

A.  Mr.  Dan  Adams. 

By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  What  was  you  to  do  with  that  certificate  of  deposit 
in  case  Wood  failed  to  get  that  appointment  within  three 
months  ? 

A.  Pay  tho  money  to  Wood. 

Q.  And  there  was  no  other  condition  in  which  you  were 
to  uso  that  certificate  of  deposit? 
A.  No,  I  think  not. 

Q.  This  was  a  guaranty  then  proposed  by  yourself  to 
Katiefy  Wood  that  he  should  get  that  appointment? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Is  this  certiflcalo  of  deposit  that  you  have  refercnco 
to  tho  only  one  you  know  of  issued  by  Dan  Adams  to  secure 
the  votes  of  any  party  ? 

A.  The  onl}'  one  I  know  of 

Q.  From  remarks  made  by  Clarke  before  tho  Atchison 
delegation,  did  you  understand  that  ho  was  in  favor  of  sup- 
porting Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  did. 
S 
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Q.  Did  be  state  that  of  all  the  candidates  in  the  field  ho 
preferred  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  said  it  in  that  manner. 

Q.  About  what  did  he  state  ? 

A.  He  expressed  a  sort  of  preference,  not  particularly 
strong,  for  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  that  bis  friends  could  not  do 
better  than  support  bim;  tbct  if  they  had  any  terms  or  con- 
cilations  to  make,  that  was  the  time. 


J.  HOPKINS, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  j'ou  live? 

A.  Leavenworth,  Kansas. 

(I.  What  business  are  3'ou  in? 

A.  I  am  general  agent  for  the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company. 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  city  of  Topeka  last  winter  at  the 
election  of  United  States  Senator? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  were  you  doing  here? 

A.  I  was  up  here  in  the  interests  of  the  Company  I  rej)- 
resent  and  politics  generally,  I  suppose. 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  interests  of  Alexander  Caldwell? 

A.  I  wa?  anxious  to  see  Mr.  Caldwell  elected,  being  a 
Leavenworth  man. 

Q.  Did  you  engage  in  the  canvass? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  a  little. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  ? 

A.  Talked  loud  and  drank  a  little. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  promises  being  made  by  Mr. 
Caldwell  to  any  person  of  an  a])pointment? 

A.  I  do  not. 
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Q.  Do  j-ou  know  wlicthur  any  money  was  used  to  secure 
any  votes  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  T)o  you  know  whetlicr  any  money  was  used  to  secure 
the  influence  ol"  any  person  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  5'ou  know  what  the  arrangement  was  between 
Caldwell  and  Thomas  Carney  ? 

A.  Ko,  sir. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  what,  if  an}',  arrangcnicnt  was  made 
between  Caldwell  and  Clarke  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anj'thing  about  it? 

A.  I  do  not  know  anythinj]^  about  it.  Mj-  interest  was 
in  tlio  insurance  business  more  than  anything  else  during  last 
ses.sion. 

Q.  IIow  many  gentlemen  were  here  from  Leavenworth 
in  the  interests  of  Caldwell  V 

A.  I  do  not  know,  but  suppose  there  were  a  hundred 
from  the  city  of  Ijcavenworih. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Avho  paid  their  expenses? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  whether  Mr.  Caldwell,  or  Mr.  Clarke, 
or  any  other  of  che  candidates  fur  the  United  Slates  Senate, 
offered  any  money,  or  made  promises  of  oflice,  to  secure  or  to 
aid  in  securing  their  election ? 

A.  I  never  heard  of  any  money  being  used,  but  of  some 
offices  being  promised. 

Q.  Where  and  what  offices  ? 

A.  I  don't  remcml)er  now. 

Q.  By  whom  Avas  the  promise  uiade? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  can  stale  that. 

Q.  Cannot  you  recollect  ? 

A.  It  was  rumor  around  the  Tell't  House  and  on  the 
street.     I  do  not  recollect  who  they  were. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  wiih  anyone  who 
claims  to  know  that  any  money  was  used? 

A.  No,  sir.

T.  H.  DRENNINf^, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  yon  reside  ? 

A.  I  reside  at  Wathona,  Doniphan  county. 

Q.  Were  you  here  during  the  Senatorial  election    last 
winter? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember;  a  week  perhapsi,  more  or  lcfl«. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  part  in  the  canvass'.' 

A.  I  believe  some. 

Q.  For  whom  ? 

A.  Well,  1  supported  Caldwell, 

Q.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  I  believe  I  talked  to  him   onco  about  two  or  throe 
minutoR. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Len  Smith. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him? 

A.  Yo'*,  sir,  many. 

Q.  In  relation  i<>  the  election  of  .Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q    In  any  of  these  conversations  did  ho  say  anything  to 
you  about  the  use  of  money  in  the  election  ?      "        ' 
A.  No,  sir. 

<J.  Did  Caldwell  say  anything  about  it? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  anything  about  promising  any  offices  ? 
A.  No,  sir,  he  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  was  used  bv  Cald- 
well or  any  one  else  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  except  from  general  rumor. 
Q.  Where  wore  you  stopping  during  the  time? 
A.  I  stopped  at  the  Capital  House. 
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Q,  You  say  that  by  rumor  you  know  a  liLtlo  money  wa.i 
used.     What  kind  of  rumor  did  you  hear? 

A.  I  don't  know  how  to  answer  that  question  cxce])t  iu 
this  Ava}' :  that  it  was  the  general  talk.  In  I'act,  at  every  Sen- 
atorial election  that  I  have  been  at,  it  hua  been  the  i^cnerul 
talk  among  all  that  there  was  rnorc  or  less  money  used. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  there  has  been  or  not? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Smith  Bay  anytl)ing  about  using  money.  It* 
that  what  you  mean  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  man  b^'  the  name  of  licnneltV 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  T.  H.  Moore  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  docs  Mr.  Moore  live? 

A.  At  Iowa  Point,  Doniphan  county. 

Q.  Were  they  both  members  ot  that  IIouso? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Ilad  3'ou  any  conversation  with  them  with  regard  tu 
their  vote? 

A.  Yes.     I  did  with  Mr.  Bennett? 

Q.  "Before  or  after  the  election  ? 

A.  Before. 

Q.  AVhat  did  he  say? 

A.  lie  had  not  made  up  his  mind  whom  to  vote  for,  lie 
was  talking  about  voting  Tor  Mr.  Walker,  and  I  told  him  I 
thought  Mr.  Walker  had  no  chance  in  the  world,  and  I  urged 
him  to  vote  for  Caldwell;  the  principal  argument  I  used 
being  that  Caldwell  was  going  to  bo.  elected,  he  being  the 
strongest  man. 
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jam:es  l.  McDowell, 

Having;  liccn  .sworn,  testified  as  f»)!lows: 

Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  3*011  reside. 

A.  At  Leavenworth. 

Q.  Were  you  hero  last  winter  diirioi^  the  canvass  tor 
United  States  Senator. 

A.  A  portion  of  the  time  I  was. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  time? 

A.  I  can  hardly  remember  how  long  I  was  here  dnrinc; 
the  canvass.  I  was  here  at  the  time  of  the  or^^anization  ; 
went  home  ;  think  I  was  home  about  a  week,  and  came 
back. 

Q.  Were  you  here  the  reraainin<j^  portion  of  the  time 
then? 

A.  I  suppose  I  was  here  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
time  of  what  was  called  the  canvass. 

(-1.  In  whose  behalf? 

A.  The  candidate  from  our  own  city,  Mr.  Caldwell. 
Q.  Where  did  Mr.  Caldwell  stop  while  here? 
A.  AtthcTeflft  House. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  had  ho  there  for  himself  and  his 
friends? 

A.  Two  or  three  is  what  he  claimed,  I  think.  They  may 
have  had  a  great  many  more. 

Q.  Did  you  stop  there  yourself? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  What  motive  had  you  for  coming  up  and  engaging 
in  the  canvass? 

A.  I  suppose  the  same  motive  that  every  independent 
citizen  has  in  the  election  of  a  Senator  for  his  State. 

Q.  State  what  it  was,  can  you  ? 

A.  I  certainly  can  ;  T  have  come  some  four  or  five  times 
previous  to  this,  and  taken  an  active  part  in  every  way  to 
secure  the  election  of  a  Senator  from  our  own  county. 
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Q.  AVcrc  you  hero  at  tho  time  Mr.  Carney  withdrew? 

A.  I  was  not,  t>ir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what,  if  any,  arrangements  were  made 
between  him  and  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  do  not ;  I  never  made  au}'  inquiry. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  promises  were  made  by 
Mr.  Caldwell,  or  any  of  his  friends,  to  members  of  tho  Legis- 
lature in  the  event  of  his  election  y 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  whether  he  used  any  money  or  not  in 
that  relation  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  arrangement  was  made  between 
him  and  Mr.  Clarke  '! 

A.  I  don't  know  that  there  was  any  arrangement 
between  him  and  Sidney  Clarke.  I  certainly  advised  him 
never  to  make  any. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Clarke  used  any  money 
in  that  canvass? 

A.  Of  ni}'  own  knowledge  I  do  not. 

Q.  Ever  hear  that  ho  did  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  several  persons  say  that  they  did  know 
of  his  using  money. 

Q.  Can  you  give  me  any  names  ? 

A.  Somo  two  or  three  parlies.  A  Mr.  Mowr}-,  of  Doni- 
phan count}',  inoidontally  mentioned  it  in  tho  midst  of  a 
conversation.     I  heard  many  rumors  during  the  canvass. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  tho  names  of  any  other  persons 
who  arc  said  to  know  ? 

A.  I  am  not. 

Q.  Had  you  anj'  conversatiorj  with  Tom  Darling  last 
winter  about  supporting  Caldwell? 

A.  Tho  only  conversation  I  had  with  Mr.  Darling  was 
the  night  after  the  iirst  vote. 

Q.  How  many  men  came  over  here  from  Jjcavonworth  ? 
A.  Most  of  our  leading  citizens. 
Q.  About  how  many? 
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A.  1  don't  know;  a  very  largo  number. 

Q.  What  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  number? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  could  approximate  to  tho 
number. 

Q.  Two  hundred? 

A.  I  suppose  there  were  two  hundred  hero  during  tbo 
canvass. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  paid  their  expenses? 

A.  I  don't. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Colonel  Abell,  of  Atchison  T 

A.  1  do. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  his  politics  are  ? 

A.  He  has  always  passed  for  a  Democrat? 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  business  ho  was  engaged  in  about, 
the  time  of  Caldwell's  election  ? 

A.  I  don't. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  give  us  any  information — or  do  1 
understand  you  to  say  that  Mr.  Caldwell  had  used  money  to 
secure  his  election? 

A.  I  have  heard  enemies  of  Mr.  Caldwell  say  so;  every 
person  who  was  opposed  to  his  election  claimed  that  he  did. 
I  don't  know  that  there  was  one  who  knew  anything  about  it. 

Q.  Do  5'ou  know  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  What  was  ho  doing  here? 

A.  Ho  was  helping  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  What  were  his  politics? 

A.  I  believe  ho  was  a  Democrat. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  he  is  to-day  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Were  ho  and  Mr.  Caldwell  engaged  at  that  timo  in 
business  together? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of;  I  think  not. 

Q.  Ilad  they  been  previously  ? 

A.  I  believe  they  had. 
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Q.  What  connection  had  thoy  with  the  Missoari  Itiver 
Ivailway  ut  that  time — that  is,  a  year  ago. 

A.  lam  unable  to  say  what  connection  they  had  with  it 
at  that  time.  Thoy  wore  a  portion  of  llio  railway  parties 
wlio  built  the  road.  Vv''liethor  they  still  retained  their  inter- 
est in  it  at  that  time  I  cannot  tell. 

Q.  Did  you  havo  any  conversation  with  Len  Smitl) 
iibout  the  election,  before  it  occurred? 

A.  Frequently. 

Q.  Did  ho  ever  say  anythini:^  about  the  use  of  money  ? 

A.  rio  did  not. 

Q.  Did  ho  ever  say  anything  about  an  arrangement 
'between  Carnev  and  Caldwell? 

A.  llo  did  not,  except  that  ho  said  iliat  r^amoj-  bad 
agreed  to  withdraw. 

Q.  Did  ho  give  any  reason  ? 

A.  IIo  did  not. 

Q.  Had  you  been  residing  in  Leavenworth  previously  T 

A.  I  had  ;  fifteen  years. 

Q.  Had  you  been  in  the  city  Bometimo  previous,  within 
ii  short  time  ? 

A.  Not  within  two  months. 

Q.  You  know  of  no  instances  at  all  in  which  Mr.  Cald- 
well, Mr.  Crawford,  Mr.  Clarke,  or  any  of  the  candidatos  for 
United  States  Senator,  gave  money  or  offered  to  give  money, 
or  promised  any  appointment  to  oHice  in  the  event  of  election, 
to  members  of  iho  Legislature  or  other  persons,  for  votes  or 
in  order  to  secure  votes? 

A.  Personally,  I  do  not. 

Q.  From  any  other  means  do  you  know? 

A.  Only  own  obseruation  of  the  manner  in  which  tb© 
canvass  was  conducted,  and  that  I  hoard  rumors  from  all 
sources.  I  was  very  frequently  invited,  to  go  to  a 
house  of  ])ublic  entertainment  by  different  parties,  of  which 
I  inquired  the  character,  and  the}'  stated  that  it  was — well, 
that  there  was  plenty  of  food  and  liquors  of  choice  kinds 
and  free  of  charge.  I  never  went  to  it.  I  made  inquiries  as 
to  who  was  furnishing  the  entertainment.  Of  my  own 
knowledge  I  cannot  say  who  provided  it,  but  it  was  said  to 
he  by  Mr.  Clarke. 
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Q.  Did  Mr.  Caldwell  nu-ko  any  such  provision  for  his 
friends? 

A.  Onl}'  with  regard  to  cigars;  I  never  saw  anything 
else. 

Q.  You  know,  then,  of  no  use  of  money  or  promise  of 
office  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Caldwell  at  all  ? 

A.  1  do  not,  sir,  except  of  common  rumor. 

Q.  What  was  that  common  luinor? 

A,  One  of  the  common  rumors  was  that  McDonald,  and 
a  part}''  with  him,  had  deposited  some  thirty  or  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  in  one  of  the  bank's  at  Topeka.  Anothei',  that 
Mr.  liohert  Stevens  had  deposited  forty  odd  thousand  dollars 
in  one  of  the  banks  for  a  similar  purpose.  They  came  some 
time  after  the  opening  of  the  canvass  ;  and  I  was  frequently 
told  afterwards  that  Mr.  Clarke  was  certain  to  be  elected,  for 
they  would  back  him.  It  was  simply  a  common  rumor 
banded  about  during  the  canvass. 

Q.  Was  McDonald  here? 

A.  Ho  was;  I  don't  know  whether  ho  was  hero  until 
the  election.  He,  and  this  other  gentleman  that  ])as!5cd  for 
his  private  secretary,  Averc  both  hero  for  quite  a  time. 

Q.  Did  you  hoar  any  conversation  about  Mr.  Caldwell 
using  money  ? 

A.  I  did  not,  except  after  the  election  was  over. 

Q.  Did  jou  never  hear  any  one  say  that  he  was  running 
upon  his  money  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  heard  you  say  it;  I  believe  3'ou  were  one 
of  the  candidates. 

Q.  Vv'as  I  one  of  the  candidates  at  that  time? 
A.  I  believe  you  were. 

Q.  Was  not  the  discussion  after  the  election  ? 
A.  It  might  have  been  after,  hut  1  remember  we  did 
have  a  conversation  one  night  before. 

Q.  At  the  Fifth  Avenue  ? 

A.  I  think  so. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  know  of  Caldwell  being  a  candi- 
date ? 

A.  Sometime  previous  to  the  general  election. 

Q.  When  was  it  you  ran  as  the  Democratic  candidate  for  , 
Governor? 
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A  In  18G0.     I  ran  as  the  National  Union  candidate. 

(^.  Yoii  (lid  not  run  after  that  did  you  ? 

A.  I  believe  not. 

Q.  Did  not  the  Democratic  party  support  you? 

A.  There  was  no  sucdi  or<jjanization  known  at  that  time. 
There  was  an  or>j;aizalion  composed  of  Rcpul)lican3  and 
Democrats,  called  the  National  Union,  and  I  presume  I  had 
the  most  of  the  votes  of  that  organization. 

Q.  AVhom  did  Caldwell  vote  for  for  Governor  at  that  elec- 
tion ? 

A.  I  do  not  know,  sir. 

Q.  What  are  Caldwell's  politics  now,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  Ever  since  I  knew  him,  his  politics  were  Republican. 

Q.  AVho  first  started  Caldwell  out  to  run  for  the  United 
States  Senate  ? 

A.  I  am  not  able  to  say. 

Q.  Was  not  Caldwell  last  winter  reputed  to  be  the 
wealthiest  man  in  Leavenworth? 

A.  lie  was  not. 

(}.  Who  was  wealthier — reputed  to  be? 

A.  Mr.  Scott  i.'3  reputed  to  be  the  wealthiest  man  in  the 
city. 

Q.  Was  not  Caldwell  j-eputed  to  bo  one  of  the  wealthiest 
men  in  Leavenworth  ? 

A.  He  is  reputed  to  bo  one  of  the  wealthy  men  of  Leaven- 
worth.    There  is  quite  a  number  of  them. 

(^.  And  was  not  Len.  Smith  reputed  to  bo  one  of  the 
wealthy  men  of  the  city  ? 

A.  Jle  has  been  for  years  so  reputed. 

Q.  Did  Caldwell  prior  to  the  general  election  of  1S70 
have  any  prominence  or  significance  whatever  in  the  i)oKtical 
world  ? 

A.  As  much  as  any  other  man  of  the  party  who  was  not 
pushing  himself  into  position. 

Q.  What  oflice  did  he  ever  run  for  before  he  ran  for  Lha"^ 
of  United  States  Senator? 

A.  Not  any  that  I  remember  of 

Q.  Was  he  not  distinguished  by  the  mass  of  people  there 
by  reason  of  liis  wealth  ? 

A.  lie  was  one  of  tlio  most  active,  energetic  and  thor- 
ough business  men  of  the  city — always  so  dij^iinguished. 
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Q.  It  was  not  his  espoclul  characteristic  as  bein^  a  suc- 
cessful man  in  the  pursuit  or  accumulation  of  wealth  that 
distinguished  him  ? 

A.  Ilia  cppecial  distinction  was  being  Piiccessful  in  tho 
channel  in  whicli  I  dcsciibed  him  iu  my  last  answer. 

Q.  Did  his  wealth  or  his  active  business  habits  give  him 
that  distinction  ;  which  was  it? 

A.  I  am  unable  to  separate  ;    tho  two  combine. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  what  do  you  think  ho  was  worth  last 
winter  ? 

A.  I  have  no  idea. 

Q.  What  did  he  have  the  representation  in  tho  commu- 
nity of  being  worth  ? 

A,  I  am  unable  to  say.      I  have  no  data  to  judge  from. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Were  yon  hero  in  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  cam- 
paign of  18G7'? 

Q.  I  was  a  portion  of  tho  time. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  any  other  improper 
consideration  being  used  in  that  election? 

A.  I  was  then  the  lately  defeated  candidate  of  the  Na- 
tional Union  party.  I  S3'rapalhized  with  or  wished  for  tho 
election  of  Thomas  Carney  at  that  time  ;  but  not  co  operat- 
ing fully  with  the  party,  1  went  about  his  quarters  very  lit- 
tle. I  heard  any  amount  of  rumors.  To-day,  in  this  city. 
Colonel  Anthon}' stated  to  mo  that  ho  had  been  examined  by 
your  committee ;  that  yo\i  had  not  asked  him  any  question 
relative  to  18G7.  lie  said  he  knew  that  I  knew  he  was  an 
active,  stirring  friend  of  Pomero^'V,  and  afterwards  of  Eoss'  ; 
that  after  the  election  closed  i'orry  Fuller,  in  talking  over 
the  matter  with  him,  Jiad  pulled  out  his  check  book,  showed 
him  the  stumps  of  his  checks  for  $11,000,  a  portion  of  which 
ho  said  he  had  drawn  on  the  floor  of  tho  House  during  tho 
balloting.  Th<>y  purported  to  be  drawn  on  Leavenworth  and 
New  York.  Ho  said  that  at  the  same  time  he  had  exhibited 
to  him  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  menibers  in  whoso  favor 
those  checks  had  been  drawn,  that  he  had  paid  out  somo 
$25,000  in  money,  and  that  Mr.  Pomeroy  had  told  liim 
shortly  after  tlie  close  of  the  canvass  that  he  had  paid  out 
some  twenty-tive  or  twenty-six  thousand  dollars;  and,  says 
I,  ho  was  imprudent,  was  he  not  Colonel  ?  lie  says,  he  told 
rae  somo  two  or  three  times.     There  was  no  secret  in  the 
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matter  that  it  cost  him  th;it  amcunt.  And  1  think  ho  told 
mo  that  Jlr.  Fuller  had  tolil  liim  that  his  money  had  been 
used  tor  both  Pomero\'  and  lloim. 

Q.  About  what  did  it  cost  ilr.  Caldwell  to  Hccuro  hi* 
Koat  ? 

A.  I  don't  know.  I  have  no  data  to  fix  an  intolligont 
opinion  upon. 

Q.  Did  5-011  hoar  it  fitatcd  dnrin<]^  tho  campaign  that  Mr. 
Carney  was  paid  $10,000  to  withdraw  ? 

A.  I  hoard  rumor?,  different  rumors. 

Q.  You  know  nothing  of  tho  transaction  yonrsclf  ? 

A.  I  do  not, 

Q.  Ilavo  you  any  reliublo  information  ? 

A.  T  liavo  not.  I  had  worked  twice  to  8ccur«i  tho  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  Carney  ])roviou3  to  this  ;  called  on  him  at  his 
room  ;  asked  him  if  it  was  true  he  had  wi-tlidrawn,  and  if  ho 
<le8ircd  his  frionda  to  vote  in  tho  tamo  way. 

(2.  Did  5'ou  hear  any  one  say  that  Mr.  Clarko  was  using 
money  to  Kceuro  his  election  ? 

A.  I  did,  but  could  not  tell  who  said  it. 
By   W.  II.  Clark. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  of  any  money  being  hot  last  winter  on 
Caldwell? 

A.  I  did  hear  of  various  bots.  I  never  mado  a  bet  on 
any  event  in  my  life. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  bots  being  mado? 

A.  I  heard  of  bets  being  mado  that  ho  would  not  bo 
elected  Of  my  own  knowledge  I  do  not.  know  of  any  8uch 
help. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  paper  in  your  possession  relating  to 
the  Senatorial  election  la^t  winter  which  was  signed  b}'  Mr. 
Caldwell? 

A.  I  believe  1  did  somotimo  aftor  tho  election. 

Q.  When  did  that  paper  como  into  your  possession  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  how  long,  but  somo  time  after  tho  elec- 
tion. 

Q.  For  what  purpose  wa*^  it  placed  ii!  your  possession? 
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A.  I  don't  remember  why  it  was  placed  in  mj'  posses- 
sion. 

Q.  Of  whom  did  j'ou  get  it  ? 

A.  I  tliink  of  Mr.  Len.  T.  Smith. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  with  it? 

A.  I  thinlc  I  returned  it  to  him. 

Q.  Are  you  not  able  to  state  the  purpose  for  which  Mr. 
Smith  gave  it  to  you  ? 

A.  I  think  he  mentioned  several  reasons. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  any  of  tho.se  I'casons  ? 

.    A.  I  tliink  he  wanted  me  to  copy  it. 

Q.  Did  you  copy  it  ? 

A.  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  \Yhat  did  you  do  with  the  copy  ? 

A.  I  gave  ii  to  him. 

Q.  And  the  original? 

A.  And  the  original. 

Q.  Are  ^-ou  able  to  stale  the  contents  or  substance  of 
that  paper? 

A.  Tlic  substance,  as  near  as  I  can  remember,  was  this: 
Mr.  Carney  stated  that  he  hereb}-  agreed  not  to  become  a  can- 
didate during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  or  if  ho  did  to 
forfeit  his  word  or  pledge  of  honor. 

Q.  Who  was  it  addressed  to  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  it  was  addressed  to  any  per- 
son. 

Q.  Where  did  Smith  say  ho  got  it? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  he  told  mo  where  he  got  it. 

Q.  Did  you  know  the  signature  to  it? 

A.  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Whose  was  it  ? 

A.  1  think  it  was  Mr.  Carney's. 

Q.  Any  other  forfeiture  than  his  word  of  honor? 

A.  Not  that  1  remember. 

Q.  Was  theie  any  other  reason  wh}'  he  delivered  it  to 
3'ou,  except  to  cop}^  it  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember;  I  think  there  were  several  reasons 
at  the  time. 
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Q.  Did  ho  say  at  that  tiino  what  that  piece  of  paper  had 
cost  him? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  Icarn  from  any  sourco  whalever  anylliing  in 
relation  to  an}"-  other  considcnilion  for  that? 

A.  Xonc,  except  common  rumor. 

Q.  Wlien  was  this  that  you  hud  that  paper? 

A.  After  the  Senatorial  cleolion  ;  hew  long  I  cannot  say. 

Q.  What  business — general  business — were  you  engaged 
in  at  that  time? 

A.  I  was  for  four  months  engaged  in  fretting  the  right 
of  v:i\y  for  the  Kansas  Central  Iiailroad  ;  I  don't  remember 
whether  I  had  then  commenced  or  no. 

Q.  Where  was  this? 

A.  Don't  remember  whether  in  the  city  of  Leavenworth 
or  not. 

Q.  Where  did  j'on  make  the  copy?  Did  you  have  an 
office? 

A.  I  did  not;  have  not  for  some  years. 

Q.  Were  3'ou  not  at  that  time  engaged  as  a  lawyer  or 
clerk  ? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q.  Do  you  write  an  excellent  hand? 

A.  Never  famed  for  it. 

Bi/  G.    li'.   Clark. 

il.  Did  Jim  Legato  ever  tell  you  how  much  he  got  for 
bringing  out  Mr.  Caldwell  as  a  candidate  for  United  States 
Senator? 

A.  lie  never  told  mo  ho  got  anything.  I  believe  he  has 
frequently  told  mo  ho  never  did  get  anything. 

Q.  Did  not  you  hold  other  agreenicnts  or  papers  beside 
the  one  ypoken  of? 

A.  None  other  of  any  kind. 

Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  witli  Mr.  Caldwell  in 
relation  to  the  ajipointment  of  any  jierson  to  any  office,  in 
the  event  of  his  election,  at  any  u'nie  durin":;;  that  canvass? 

A.  Nothing,  except  as  general  jiolicy. 
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Q.  Did  yoa  have  any  conversation  with  him  in  regard  to- 
the  general  policy  that  ho  would  pursue  in  relation  to 
removals  from  office  ? 

A.  I  did  not.  I  sng<;ested  to  Jiim  that  if  elected  to 
office  the  hest  policy  he  could  pursue  M'hen  he  made  idnovals 
was  to  take  the  safest  and  hest  men  in  the  party  to  fill  tho 
places,  provided  they  wore  not  directly  hostile  to  him. 

Q.  Was  there  any  other  conversation  hctwccn  you  and 
him  in  relation  to  any  ])articular  office  or  officei-  to  bo 
removed  ? 

A.  Before  he  or  myself  came  to  Topeka,  I  had  a  conver- 

pation  with  him  relative  to  one  person  holding  ofiieo  in  thia 
State,  and  asked  him,  if  elected,  whether  he  proposed  to 
change  him.     lie  said  he  did. 

Q.   What  office  was  that? 

A.  That  was  the  post-office  in  our  own  city. 

Q.  Who  was  the  incumbent  then  ? 

A.  The  same  as  now. 

Q.   Who? 

A.  Mrs.  Johnson. 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  appointment  made  since  that  ? 

A.  A  telegraphic  despatch  states  there  has  been  an  ap- 
pointment, but  there  has  been  no  action  taken  upon  that  j'et. 

Q.  Was  that  conversation  between  you  and  Caldwell  in 
relation  to  the  post-office,  in  the  nature  of  a  promise? 

A.  1  asked  him  if  ho  intended  to  make  a  change,  if 
elected,  within  a  reasonable  timo.  He  said  ho  did.  I  be- 
lieved at  the  time  he  intended  doing  it  and  would  do  it. 

Q.  Suppose  that  he  had  stated  then  that  he  would  not 
make  that  change,  would  you  have  como  to  Topeka  and 
worked  for  his  election  ? 

A.  I  might  have  come  at  a  later  date,  but  not  at  that 
time. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  that  was  part  of  the  motive  that 
induced  3'ou  to  work  for  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  it  is  right  to  ask  mo  my  motives. 

Q.  Was  not  that  ])romi8e  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Caldwell  to 
remove  Mrs.  Johnson  Irora  the  postoifice,  it  ho  were  elected, 
the  iMducemont  which  caused  you  to  come  here  when  you 
did  and  work  for  Mr.  Caldwell's  election  ? 
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Mr.  CaldweH's  statement  that  lie  purjiopcd  within  a  rea- 
sonable time,  if  elected,  to  make  a  change  in  the  |j08t-offico 
at  Leavenworth,  I  eontess,  was  one  of  the  motives  that 
induced  mo  to  come  at  that  time. 

Q.  Would  you  have  come  at  that  time  at  all  if  Mr. 
Caldwell  had  not  made  that  promise  or  statement? 

A.  If  Mr.  Caldwell  had  not  made  that  filatement  at  that 
time,  it  is  doubtful,  I  think,  wheilicr  I  should  then  have 
come  up.  I  before  stated  that  I  had  a  conversation  with 
Mr.  Darling.  He  stated  to  me  that  he  had  always  been  in 
favor  of  Colonel  Vaughan  for  the  Senate.  I  did  not  ask  him 
who  ho  intended  voting  for  the  next  day — nor  did  1  at  any 
time  during  that  canvass  ask  him  how  ho  intended  voting. 
That  is  all  I  wished  to  add. 


Wednesday,  February  7,  1872. 
J.  E.  SMITH, 

Having  been  swcrn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  live? 

A.  Seneca,  Nemaha  count}',  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you    at  Topeka  last  winter  during  the  Sena- 
torial election? 

A,  I  was. 

Q.  Take  any  part  in  that  election? 

A.  Very  little. 

Q.   Were  you  here  all  the  time? 

A    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  For  whom  did  you  work  in  that  election  ? 

A.  My  preferences  were  for  Thos.  Carney. 

Q.  Did  you  assist  in  promoting  his  chances  of  election 

A.  I  think  1  did  not. 

Q.  Was  ho  a  candidate  through  the  whole  campaign  ? 
9 
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A.  I  think  he  was  not. 

Q.  Were  you  here  when  he  withdrew  ? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q,  Was  he  a  candidate  at  any  time  when  j^ou  were  hero 
last  winter  ? 

A.  I  did  not  hear  of  his  withdrawal  until  I  arrived  last 
winter. 

Q.  Well,  then,  in  whose  intei'cst  did  you  work  after  you 
came? 

A.  I  had  no  particular  interest  in   that  election  at  all. 

My  sympathies  were  rather  with  Mr.  Walker. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  maunor  in  which 
that  canvass  was  conducted  by  Mr  Clarke,  Mr.  Caldwell  or 
Mr.  Crawford? 

A.  My  opinion  was  that  it  was  conducted  with  a  good 
deal  of  vim. 

Q.  Do  you  knew  whether  any  money  was  used  by  these 
gentlemen  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Or  by  any  person  working  in  their  interest  ? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  Do  3^ou  know  whether  promises  of  office  were  made 
in  case  of  success,  by  any  candidate? 

A.  Not  to  me. 

Q.  To  any  one  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  it  at  all,  or  anything  about  it  ? 

A.  Only  by  current  rumor. 

Q.  What  did  you  hear  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  could  state. 

Q.  Can  you  state  any  of  the  rumors  ? 

A.  There  were  some  in  relation  to  this  Land  Office  being 
removed  west;  and  some  few  post-office  changes  were  con- 
templated. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  any  particular  one  now  ? 

A.  I  have  forgotten  them,  and  have  not  recalled  them 
since.     I  presume  I  could  call  them  up. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  rumor,  or  remark,  or  state- 
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mcnt,  or  j)romisc,  ia  regard  to  the  cbatigc  of  the  Lcavcu- 
worlh  post-ofiice  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  AVhat  did  you  hear  in  regard  to  the  Junction  City 
I;:ind\3meo? 

A.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  the  districts  out  there.  1 
think  I  heard  nothing  in  relation  to  the  Junction  City  Land 
Office. 

Q.  Did  you  Iiear  anything  in  relation  to  the  district 
north  of  Junction  City  ? 

A.  I  think  I  heard  some  rumors  of  a  proposed  change. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  what  those  rumors  were  ? 

A.  I  think  one  gentleman  told  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
that  if  Mr.  Caldwell  were  elected  it  would  be  rcmo%'ed  to 
Concordia. 

Q.  Well,  did  that  gentleman  say  that  any  one  had  prom- 
ised to  remove  it  there  in  consequence  of  his  election? 

A.  I  didn't  undeistand  him  so. 

Q.  Who  was  that  man  that  made  that  remark  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  him  ;  he  was  mcniber  for  one  of  those 
western  districts. 

Q.  Is  that  all  3'ou  know  in  regard  to  offices? 

A.  I  think  it  was. 

Q.  Where  did  you  stop  during  the  time  you  wore  hero  ? 

A.  The  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel. 

Q.  Were  you  about  the  Tcflft  House  a  good  deal  ? 

A.  I  was  there  occasionally ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  engaged  in  any  business  while  that  canvass 
was  going  on  ? 

A.  Very  little. 

Q.  Any  other  engagements  to  look  after  ? 

A.  I  was  getting  some  copies  of  some  papers  iu  tho 
Secretary  of  States'  office. 

Q.  Did  it  take  the  length  of  time  you  stale  to  copy 
til  em? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  desire  us  to  understand,  jNIr.  Smith,  that  you 
were  here  merely  as  a  spectator  during  that  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Had  you  no  interest  in  tho  result  of  tho  election  at 
all? 

A.  I  had  no  interest  in  tho  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell? 
Q.  Or  any  other  one? 

A.  2so  more  than  v/bat  a  man  would  naturally  have  in 
tho  election  of  an  United  States  Senator  for  hid  own  State. 

Q.  Ever  have  any  talk  with  members  as  to  how  they 
were  going  to  vote? 

A.  I  had  a  talk  with  our  own  members  of  tho  House, 
and  the  Senator  irom  the  county  of  Nemaha. 

Q.  "Was  that  conversation  in  relation  to  tho  Senatorial 
election? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  it  merely  an  inquiry  on  your  part,  and  a  state- 
ment on  theirs  as  to  the  manner  they  were  going  to  vote? 

A.  It  was  more  a  consultation  with  me  after  Mr.  Car- 
ney had  withdrawn,  whether  Mr.  Walker,  or  Mr.  Crawford, 
or  Mr.  Caldwell,  would  bo  tho  most  acceplubie. 

Q.   What  did  you  advise  them? 

A.  I  told  them  that  as  far  as  my  particular  preforenco 
went  that  Mr.  Walker  would  be  the  least  objectionable. 

Q.  AVoll,  what  further  did  yon  say  to  them? 

A.  They  thought  that  Mr.  Walker  would  do,  if  ho  had 
any  uliow  of  election,  and  decided  to  vote  for  Mr.  Walker  on 
the  first  ballot. 

Q.  Did  they  so  vote? 

A  They  did  not;  Mr.  Walker  withdrew,  I  think,  beibro 
iho  first  ballot  was  taken. 

Q.  Well,  did  you  advise  them  what  to  do  in  regaid  to 
tho  matter  at  that  time  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  told  them  they  could  act  on  their  own 
responsibility  aftorv/ards. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Sidney  Clarke  made  any  offer 
to  any  person  of  an  office  for  their  support? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Or  Mr.  Crawford  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  Caldwell  paid  or  agreed  to  pay 
Carney  for  giving  up  ? 
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A.  I  don't  know  anything  about  it;  never  heard  any- 
thinc^  about  it. 

Q.  "Well,  then,  you  don't  know  much  about  the  election? 

A.  You  have  got  all  I  know  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whclhcr  Caldwell  kept  any  cigars  in 
the  room  for  his  iriends  ? 

A.  There  were  some  there,  but  I  never  smoke. 

Q.  Anything  to  di'ink? 

Q.  Yes,  I  think. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing? 

A.  lie  was  an  active  member  in  the  third  House. 

Q.  In  whose  favor? 

A.  I  should  judge  in  the  interests  of  Caldwell. 
Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  using  any  money  ? 
A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  ITad  you  any  conversation  with  him  in  regard  to  this 
election  ? 

A.  Not  any  private  conversation. 

By  Senaior  Stover. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  here  after  the  election  for  United 
States  Senator? 

A.  No  longer  than  till  the  train  went  to  Lawrence; 
about  two  hour?. 

Q.  Did  you  return  home  from  iicre  ? 

A.  Y'es,  sir. 

Q.  Did  j'ou  at  any  time  while  here,  or  when  you  left, 
have  any  money  in  your  possession  givcii  to  or  belonging  to 
any  m.ember  of  the  Kansas  Legislature  ? 

A.  Not  a  cent. 

^By  jr.  JL  Clark. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  checks? 

A.  No,  sir,  no  checks. 

Q.  Notes,  or  anything  of  that  kind,  or  other  valuables? 

A.  Nothing  of  the  kind  except  my  own  money.  Mr. 
Carney  offered  to  pay  my  expenses  while  I  was  here,  but  I 
refused  and  paid  my  own. 
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Q.   When  did  he  make  that  offer? 

A.  The  da}'  I  was  leaving. 

Q.   What  was  h'is  object  for  making  that  offer  ? 

A.  lie  was  a  verj'-  particular  friend  of  mine,  and 
thought  I  came  over  here  for  him,  and  he  therefore  offered 
me  a  fift}'  dollar  bill  to  pay  my  expenses  at  the  hotel. 

By  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  make  anj-  similar  offer  bcfoi'e? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  the  notice  served  on  you  to  appear  before 
this  Committee  ? 

A.  To-day. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  in  this  city  ? 

A.  I  came  here  yesterday  morning — no,  I  came  in  the 
night  before  last. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Cobb,  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Rei^resentatives  ? 

A.  I  had  an  introduction  to  him  last  evening  for  the  first 
time. 

Q.  Did  you  seo  him  last  night? 

A.  I  saw  him  ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  see  Mr.  Cobb  last  night? 

A.  I  saw  him  in  Mr.  Schofield's  room  in  the  Tefft  House. 

Q.  What  were  you  doing  when  Mr.  Cobb  came  into  Mr, 
Schofield's  room  ? 

A.  I  was  sitting,  reading  or  talking  with  Mr.  Schofield. 

Q.  Did  you  still  remain  reading  or  sitting  when  Mr. 
Cobb  came  in  ? 

A.  I  remained  in  the  room  while  Mr.  Cobb  was  there. 
Mr.  Cotob  came  in  twice  while  I  was  sitting. 

Q.  Did  you  speak  to  Mr.  Cobb  when  ho  came  in? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did.     Mr.  Schofield  introduced  me. 
Q.  How  far  were  you  from  the  door   when    Mr.    Cobb 
went  into  the  room  ? 

A.  Which  door  do  you  mean  ? 

Q.  That  which  Mr.  Cobb  went  in  at.  When  Mr.  Cobb 
came  in  that  room  WiTO  30U  mistaken  in  the  gentleman  ? 

A.  I  didn't  know  him. 
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Q.  Had  you  any  idea  who  was  coming? 

A.  I  did  not.  Of  course  I  could  not  have,  because  I  did 
notjknow  him. 

Q.  Did  you  manifest  any  uneasiness  about  that  time? 

A.  I  think  not,  sir. 

Q.  Nov,  sir,  will  you  state  whether  you  did  not  jump 
behind  the  door  when  Mr.  C{)l)b  came  in? 

A.  I  did  not.  I  think  })eihap8  I  might  have  been  in  Mr. 
Schofield's  bed-room  Avhen  Mr.  Cobb  came  in  the  second 
time.  I  won't  say  that  I  was  not.  I  was  sitting  in  the 
chair  when  Mr.  Cobb  came  in  the  first  time,  and  the  second 
time  I  might  have  been  in  the  bed-room. 

Q.  Was  it  the  first  time  that  j'ou  was  in  the  room  that 
you  received  an  introduction  to  Mr.  Cobb? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  Was  there  anything  stated  at  that  time  about  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  didn't  say  you  thought  that  was  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  coming  after  3'ou  ? 

A.  I  don't  recollect  saying  anj'thing  of  that  kind. 

Q.  At  an}'  time  when  Mr.  Cobb  was  in  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  of  saying  anything  of  the  kind. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q-  Did  you  see  *  he  Sergeant-at-Arms  in  the  TeffcIIouso 
last  night  ? 

A.  I  saw  a  man  in  the  Tcfft  House  that  afterwards  told 
me  he  was  the  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Q.  Did  he  not  come  to  your  room  and  inquire  for  you  ? 

A.  He  did. 

Q.  Now  what  did  you  tell  him? 

A.  I  told  him  that  Smith  had  just  stepped  out. 

Q.  What  further. 

A.  I  told  him  if  he  waited  there  he  would  return. 

Q.     What  did  the  Sergeant  do  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  he  stepped  into  the  room;  don't 
remember  exactly  what  he  did.  I  walked  down  stair.s  and 
left  liim  there. 

Q.  What  time  during  the  night  was  that? 

A.  It  might  have  been  seven  o'clock  perhaps. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  Sergeant  any  more  last  night  at  the 
Tefft  House  ? 
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A.  I  flaw  a  man  who  said  ho  was  tho  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Q.  Where? 

A.  I  saw  a  man  at  the  Tefffc  House,  who  I  afterwards 
learned  was  tho  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Q.  In  conversation  with  whom  ? 

A.  lie  asked  me  if  my  name  was  Smith,  and  I  told  him 
my  name  was  Edward. 

Q.  At 'that  time  did  you  know  who  it  was  that  was  talk- 
ing with  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not  know  who  ho  was,  but  I  had  a  sus- 
picion. 

Q.  Who  did  you  puspect  ho  was? 

A.  AVell,  I  was  under  the  suspicion  that  he  was  tho  Scr- 
gcantat-Aams,  or  some  officer  connected  with  the  body  here. 

Q.  At  that  time  did  you  know  a  subpoena  had  been  issued 
for  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  that  there  was  likely  to  bo? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  camo  you  to  suspect  as  you  did  then,  that  ho 
was  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  some  other  officer  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

A.  Well,  from  the  number  of  invitations  that  had  been 
sent  to  gentlemen  in  the  country. 

Q.  Is  that  all  tho  around  for  your  suspicion  that  ho  was 
an  officer  and  had  a  subpoena  for  you  ?, 

A.  Well,  I  knew  there  was  an  investigation  going  on, 
and  so  came  to  think  of  that. 

Q.  Where  were  you  served  with  this  subposnato  como 
hero  ? 

A.  At  Lawrence. 
Q.  By  whom  ? 

A.  I  Rupp  ISC  tho  same  man  that  came  into  my  room,  and 
asked  if  my   namo   was   Smith,  thou^li   I  could  not  swear  it 

was  tho  same. 

Q.  Did  you  notice  v/hcther  ho  had  but  one  arm  or  not? 

A.  I  don't  think  I  noticed  that  until  ho  went  to  write 
his  name  on  tho  summons  or  to  hand  me  tho  summons.  I 
think  now  it  was  when  lie  was  getting  tho  i^apors  out  of  his 
pocket. 
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U.  P.  WELSH, 

Uavinf;  been  eworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Wero  you  hero,  Mr.  AVelsh,  last  Winter  during   tho 
Senatorial  election  ? 
A.  I  wap. 

Q.  In  what  capacity  ? 
A.  I  was  a  member  of  tho  House. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether    or  not  ]\Lr.  Claiko  or  any 
other  person  made  any  promise  of  appointments  to  oOlcea  to 
secure  votes  in  that  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not, 

Q.  Did  you  hear  of  anj^  such  transaction  ? 
A.  I  did  not. 

Q:  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Clarke  used  anj'  money 
or  not  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  ho  hired  any  rooms  at  hotels 
for  the  accommodation  of  members  ? 

A.  Only  what  I  heard. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  ho  purchased  any  cigars  or 
whisky  for  free  use  '■. 

A.  I  don't  know  who  furnished  cigars,  but  one  might  go 
into  any  room  and  find  cigars;  but  I  didn't  smoke  much 
myself. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  tho  use  of  money  or 
other  valuable  things,  cither  paid  or  promised  to  bo  paid,  by 
any  of  the  candidates  for  votes  or  influence  to  secure  election 
to  the  United  States  Senate  ? 

A.  I  have  not. 

Q.  What  was  Len  Smith  doing  hero  ? 

A.  I  suppose  ho  was  working  for  Caldwell. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  ho  was  or  not  ? 

A.  I  should  say  he  was. 

Q.  Did  Sidney'  Clarke  ever  make  aii3-  offers  to  you  ? 
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A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Any  of  his  friends  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  Mr.  Clarke  RolicitGd  m}^  vote  manj^  times, 
but  never  made  any  oifers  of  any  Idnd.  Mr.  Clarke  knew  1 
WU8  opposed  to  him  ;  ho  knew  that  quite  well. 

By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Governor  Carney  having  advanced 
any  mone}''  to  a  ly  member  of  the  Legislature,  at  any  time 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  or  after  the  same  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  ever  hear  of  such  a  transaction  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  never  did. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  with  Carney  about  the  Senatorial 
election  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  with  him  about  transferring  any  of  his 
friends  to  Culdwell? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  never  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Car- 
ney about  transferring  his  friends;  no,  1  never  did. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  Carney  influencing  any  of  his 
friends  to  vote  for  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  did  not — well,  I  might  qualify  that ;  I  don't  know 
what  you  mean  exactly.  I  would  correct  that  answer  and 
say  that  as  far  as  my  knowledge  goes  Mr.  Carney  was  urg- 
ing his  friends  to  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell,  but  not  employing 
any  improper  influences. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  members  of  the  Legislature 
that  owed  Carney  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  induced  Governor  Carney  to 
come  off  the  track  ? 

A.  I  do  not;  at  the  time  ho  wiote  his  letter  I  was  at 
homo. 

Q.  Did  you  never  hear  any  of  Caldwell's  friends  say 
why  Carney  came  off  the  track  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Caldwell's  rooms  frequently  ? 

A.  Oaly  three  times  in  my  life. 

Q.  Who  did  you  see  ? 

A.  The  first  time  I  was  in,  there  was  Mr.  Osborn,  Dr. 
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Morris  (I  think   liis  name  is),  and — well,  ihcro  was  a  good 
many  men  there  ;  some  .Senators  and  members  were  there. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  Caldwell  and  Len  Smith  tlioro 
alone  V 

A.  Xo,  sir. 

Q.  Did  5^011  ever  hear  of  any  betting  of  money,  with 
great  odds  on  the  subject  of  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Were  you  here  during  the  Senatorial  campaign  of 
18G7  ? 

A.  1  was  up  hero,  not  during  the  whole  campaign, 
however,  but  the  day  before  the  election.  I  was  here  one  or 
two  days  before  the  election. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  monc}'  being  used  at  that  timo 
to  influence  votes  ? 
A.  I  do  not. 
Q.  Did  you  hear  anything  of  it  from  a  reliable  source  ? 

A.  I  heard,  but  who  said  so  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  anybody  that  does  know  ? 

A.  I  do  not  ;  it  was  common  talk. 

%  ^fr.   Wood. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  any  corrupt  influences  were  used 
in  connection  with  the  Senatorial  caucus,  last  year? 

A.  Well,  if  I  based  my  belief  on  rumor,  I  might  have  a 
belief  about  it — and  a  belief  that  there  was,  but  jiarties  I 
have  heard  talk  about  it  gave  it  merely  as  a  belief,  or  sup- 
position;  it  M'as  mere  assertiop. 
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Thursday  Evening,  February  8,  1S72. 
P.  T.  ABELL, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus  : 

Examined  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Clark. 

Q.  "Where  do  3'ou  reside  ? 

A.  Atchison,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  3'on  present  at  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial 
campaign  of  1871  ? 

A.  Most  of  the  time. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  with  the  different  candidates 
for  "United  Stales  Senator. 

A.  I  think  I  was  acquainted  with  all  of  them. 

Q.  "Were  yoxx  in  the  interest  of  any  particular  candidate? 

A.  I  do  not  know  exactly  how  to  answer  that  question  ; 
I  was  friendl}'  to  one  of  the  candidates;  I  had  my  choice, 
but  was  hero  specially  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Clarke. 

Q.  Have  you  an}'  knowledge  of  how  the  campaign  was 
conducted  b}'  the  candidates? 

A.  "Well,  I  have  some  knowledge  of  the  canvass.  The 
candidates  were  electioneering  ;  fnends  met  and  enemies  too, 
I  suppose.     They  had  iheir  rooms  at  hotels. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  of  the  candidates,  or  any 
one  acting  lor  them,  made  use  of  money,  piomises,  or  other 
inducements,  to  secure  votes? 

A.  Well,  port  of  that  question  I  can  answer.  I  know 
of  none  of  them  using  money,  or  any  influence  of  that 
nature.  As  a  matter  of  course  I  know  of  their  using  influ- 
ences that  were  proper;  none  of  them,  to  my  knowledge, 
used  improper  influences. 

Q.  Do  j'ou  know  of  any  members  of  the  Legislature 
getting  money  for  their  vole  or  influence  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  any  betting,  during  the  campaign 
of  last  winter,  on  liio  election  of  any  of  the  candidates? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  any  bet.  There  may  h.ave 
been,  and  I  may  have  heard  of  it  then,  but  don't  rocoUeet. 
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Q.  Have  you  hoard  from  any  reliable  eourco  of  money 
being  used  in  that  campaign  ? 

A.  \YclI,  sir,  that  is  a  very  hard  question  to  answer;  I 
heard  po  much  and  paid  so  little  attention  to  a  <:rcat  deal  of 
it,  that  it  ivS  hard  for  mo  to  Ray  whether  my  information  on 
on  those  subjects  were  reliable.  I  cannot  say  that  it  fixed  it 
in  my  mind  that  money  was  used  ;  Htill,  there  were  so  many 
rumors  at  that  time  of  the  sort,  that  I  was  led  to  suspect — 
though  I  had  no  fixed  noti  on  of  anj'  particular  case. 

Q.  Well,  have  you  heard  since  the  election,  from  a  reli- 
able source,  that  any  member  of  the  Legislature  did  get 
money. 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  could  say  that  anybody  told  mo 
that  ho  knew  it.  I  have  heard  members  of  the  Lcfrislature 
say  that  Ihcy  were  satisfied  that  money  had  been  used,  but 
do  not  remember  who  they  were. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  whether  Mr.  Clarke  had  any  money  hero 
for  the  pui'poso  of  buying  votes  ? 

A.  If  he  did,  I  never  heard  of  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  of  the  candidates  bad 
money  for  that  purpose  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Just  state  how  you  came  to  be  hero. 

A.  My  counly,  (as  some  of  them  say  that  I  had  some 
influence  with  the  members  from  it,)  I'leing  all  Clarke  men, 
I  came  here  because  the  people  of  my  immediate  neighbor- 
hood, and  the  members  of  the  Legislature  all  wanted  me  to 
come.  I  had  been  in  Atchison  from  the  beginning,  and 
taken  part  in  all  public  affairs,  and  geuerally  wont  wherever 
I  wr.s  sent,  and  they  wished  me  to  come  and  do  what  I  could 
for  the  election  of  Mr.  Clarke.  "VVo  had  just  had  a  very  bitter 
quarrel  at  Washingtion  (iu  Congress)  over  the  A.  T.  &  S.  F. 
li.  R.  in  which  it  was  thonght  ihut  an  eflTort  was  being 
made  by  the  Railway  Company,  and  the  people  of  Leaven- 
worth, to  steal  our  road,  and  Mr.  Clarke  took  very  decided 
grounds  on  our  side  in  that  controversy',  and  the  people  of 
Atciiison  in  that  way,  myself  too,  being  at  Washington, 
became  friendly  to  Clarke.  Perhni)s  there  were  other  con- 
siderations also — perhaps  that  was  the  principal  cause,  before 
the  election. 

Q.  Colonel,  ware  you,    during  the  Senatorial  campaign 
of  18G7,  in  Topeka  ? 

A.  I  was  not.     I  was  sick.     1   believe  I  was  in  St.  Louis 
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at  the  time,  and  sick.  I  went  there  about  that  time,  and  was 
taken  sick  there,  and  did  not  get  back  before  the  Legislature 
was  over. 

Q.  Had  you  any  knowledge  of  money  being  used  in  that 
election  ? 

A.  I  have  not,  sir;  none  in  the  world. 

Q.  IFave  you  heard  any  person  say  there  was  or  that 
they  knew  of  money  being  used  in  that  "campaign  ? 

A.  I  must  answer  that  just  as  I  did  the' other.  I  have 
heard  reports,  hut  none  in  any  particular  case  that  I  remem- 
ber. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  sec  a  three  thousand  dollar  certificate 
of  deposit  last  winter  payable  to  S.  C.  King? 

A.  I  don't  think  I  ever  saw  it. 

Q.  Please  narrate  the  whole  of  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  $3,000  check  or  certificate  of  deposit  said  to  have 
been  given  to  S.  C.  King,  havini;  some  reference  to  influenc- 
ing the  vote  of  Senator  Wood? 

A.  Well,  sir,  early   in  the  canvass  for  Senator  in    1871 
considerable  talk  was  had  with  an  Atchison  delegation   with 
some  members  of  the  Donighan    county  delegation  with  ref- 
erence to  a  joint  caucus  of  the  two  delegations,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  uniting,  and  in   a  body  going  for  one  of  the  candi- 
dates.    Mr.  King,  1  think,  boarded  at  the  same  house  with  a 
portion   of  Doniphan  county   delegation,   including  Senator 
Wood,  and  in  talking  over  and  planning  for  the  purpose  of 
this  joint  caucus,   Mr.  King,   on   one  occasion,    reported,  T 
think,  to  perhaps  the  entire  delegation,  (but  I  am  not  certain, 
though  all  were  present),  that  he  believed  he  could  secure  a 
majority  of  the  Doniphan  county  delegation  if  he  could  be 
permitted  to  promise  to  Dr.  Wood  (E  think)  the  appointment 
of  mail  agent  in  place  of  Mr.  Low,  who  then  held  it,  and  who 
was  also  a  resident  of  Doniphan  county.     Some  of  us  saw 
Mr.  Clarke  on   the  subject.     Mr.  Clarke  said   he  had   been 
instrumental  in   getting  Mr.  Low  this  appointment,  and  ho 
would  see  Mr.  Low,  and  if  Mr.  Low  would  consent  to  give 
it  up  he  thought  ho  could  promise  it  to  Dr.  Wood,  another  man, 
of  Doniphan  county.     Mr.  Low  was  seen,  and   ho  told  Mr! 
Clarke  that  ho  M-as  becoming  infirm,  and  would  about  as  soon 
give  it  up  as  not,  and  if  it  would  answer  any  purpose  of  the 
kind  he  would  agree  to  give  it  up  to  Dr.  Wood.     Soon  after, 
perhaps  the  same   day,  or  tiie   next,  the  matter  was  talked 
again,  and  Mr.  King  stated  that  while  ho   did   not   believe  a 
joint  caucus  could  be   had  with  the  Atchison  and  Doniphan 
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delectations,  that  ho  liolievcl  u  caucus  couhJ  be  had  of  the 
Doniplian  count}'  dcle;jjation  by  which  ihcy  would  agree 
that  a  majority  should  control  the  whole  vole  for  Senator, 
and  that  he  was  8atisficd  that  four  of  thorn  would  go  for 
Claike  out  of  the  seven,  and  thorcb}'  coutiol  the  vole.  I 
think  some  time  after — that  day  or  the  next — Mr.  King 
etalod  that  Pome  influences  had  been  brougt)t  to  bear,  by 
which  l)r.  AVcod  doubted  the  good  faith  of  jMr.  Clarke  in 
promising  liim  the  mail  agency,  and  that  ho  (Wood)  wanted 
security.  Wr.  Adams  (Dan  Adams)  asked  King  if  he  wanted 
mone}',  and  King  replied  that  he  wanted  money  aw  Bccurity. 
Clarke  was  not  prc.'-cnt  at  this  conversation.  Adams  slated 
at  the  lime  that  he  was  willing  to  go  Claikc's  Bccuritj'  that 
if  elected  he  would  carry  out  the  promise  in  good  faith,  and 
that  he  was  willing  to  have  his  bank  issue  a  certificate  of 
deposit  in  favor  of  Mr.  King,  lo  be  held  as  security',  that 
(!^laike,  it  elected,  would  give  Wood  the  appointment.  1 
don't  know  that  the  cerliticate  was  issued  except  as  they 
reported  to  me.  After  it  was  reported  that  Iving  had  the 
certificate  of  deposit,  it  was  reported — I  don't  know  by 
whom — that  the  Doniphan  count}^  delegation  had  sold  out 
to  Caldwell,  and  about  the  same  lime  King  came  to  my  room 
at  the  hotel  and  inquired  for  Dan  Adams.  Adams  was  not 
present  or  about  there  at  the  time.  King  then  handed  mo  a 
sealed  envelope,  saying  that  it  was  a  cerliticate  of  deposilj  for 
§3,000,  which  had  been  issued  by  Adams'  IJank,  requesting 
me  to  give  it  to  Adams,  and  to  say  to  him  that  his  negotia- 
tion with  Dr.  Wood  had  failed.  As  soon  a'^  I  saw  Mr.  Adams 
I  handed  the  envelope  to  him  saying  to  him  what  Mr.  King 
had  said  to  me. 

Q.  State  what  superscription  was  on  the  envelope — if 
any? 

A.  I  do  not  remember. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  more  about  that? 

A.  No,  sir.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  it  at 
that  time. 

Q.  You  say  Mr.  Clarke  was  not  present  at  that  conver- 
sation about  the  security. 

A.  I  am  satisfied,  although  I  do  not  recollect  any  par- 
ticular time  when,  yet  that  Clarke  was  told  of  the  matter; 
that  it  was  in  some  shape  conimnicaLed  to  Mr.  Clarke.  It  is 
possible  I  may  have  told  him  myself 

Q.  State  what  King  said  ? 
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A.  I  don't  know  that  I  cuu  do  that,  there  is  nolhin*'- 
more  than  I  have  stated. 

Q  "VVhut  did  Chirke  say  when  you  told  liim  about  the 
certificate  ?  Or  do  you  over  remember  of  Mr.  CJarko's  talk- 
ing r.bout  that  certificate? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  it  was  reported  to  Mr.  Clarke 
what  was  done.  It  might  have  been  myself  or  Mr.  Adams 
that  reported  it. 

Q.  And  you  have  no  recollection  of  hearing  Clarke  talk 
of  that  cheek  ? 

A.  I  don't  recollect  anj'  uiore  than  I  haye  told.  It  was 
talked  about  generally  at  the  time,  and  the  general  idea  was, 
that  the  Doniphan  county  delegation  had  got  more  money 
than  the  value  of  this  appointment.  ]5ut  by  whom  reported 
I  do  hot  know. 

Q.  Generally  believed  was  it? 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  generally  believed  or 
not  with  regard  to  the  Doniphan  county  delegation  having 
got  more.  (But  the  impression  produced  upon  my  mind  was 
that  it  was  true).  I  should  not  bo  likely  to  know  of  Mr. 
Caldwell's  buying  any  votes,  because  there  was  no  secret  as 
to  my  being  in  favor  of  Mr.  Clarke. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Dan  Adams  drawing  any  other 
checksor  certificates  of  deposit  during  that  Senatorial  election 
except  this  one  named? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  say  ? 

A.  Vv^^ll,  I  have  heard  him  talk  eo  much  that  it  would 
be  difficult  to  say.  I  have  no  positive  recollection  of  his  say- 
ing that  he  drew  any  other. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  an}'  other  certificate  of  deposit  or 
check  on  Adams's  Bank,  having  reference  to  the  Senatorial 
election,  than  the  one  you  have  stated  ? 

A.  1  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Clarke  drawing  checks  during  the 
campaign? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  he  kept  his  money  during  that 
time? 

A.  I  do  not.  I  presume  that  if  he  had  any  he  kept  it  in 
Dan  Adams'  Bank. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  Clarke  used  here 
from  his  own  statement,  or  from  what  j'ou  saw  ? 
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A.  I  do  not.  I  do  not  know  of  his  using  any  money, 
except  that  ho  rented  rooms. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  '! 

A.  I  do  not  know  that,  nor  never  did  know.  I  think  I 
heard  Ciarko  say  himself  that  he  had  rented  Bomo  rooms,  but 
I  do  not  remember  the  number.  I  occupied  my  own  rooms 
and  paid  for  thorn  myself. 

(J.  Do  you  know  what  he  paid  to  McMeekin  per  day  or 
in  gross  ? 

A.  I  only  know  from  a  conversation  I  very  recently 
heard.  The  conversation  was  between  Mr.  Ciarko  and  Mr. 
Adams.  My  recollection  is  that  the  statement  was  that 
McMeekin  had  made  out  a  bill  of  from  twenty-five  to  iwenty- 
six  hundred  dollars  for  rooms  used  during  the  campaign,  and 
my  recollection  is  that  Mr.  Adams  stated  (talking  to  Mr. 
Clarke  about  it)  that  the  bill  was  at  least  one  thousand  dol- 
lars more  than  it  should  be,  and,  as  I  understood,  that 
McMeekin  had  sued  Clarke  for  the  balance. 

Q.  Tell,  Colonel,  about  the  "soup  house."  I  suppose  you 
know  something  about  that?     "Were  you  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  and  helped  to  get  it  up.  I  only  know  that 
there  was  such  a  house  there,  where  Clarke's  friends  met  in 
caucus,  and  the  rooms  to  talk  in,  and  that  refreshments  were 
provided  there  at  night.  I,  in  connection  Avith  some  other 
gentlemen,  (L  don't  remember  exactly  who  except  that  Dan 
Adams  was  there,)  talked  about  the  hotel  being  so  crowded 
and  the  rooms  so  small  that  they  could  not  have  a  caucus 
there  privately,  and  proposed  to  cross  the  street  and  get  a 
room  in  a  new  building,  which  contained  several  rooms,  which 
could  be  had. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  in  all  ? 

A.  I  do  not  remember  how  many.  Three  or  five — may 
have  been  five.  It  was  the  whole  floor.  I  do  not  remember 
who  suggested  it  or  made  the  arrangement.  I  know  very 
well  that  I  paid  some  of  the  expenses  of  it  myself. 

(I.  Do  you  know  what  the  whole  expense  of  it  was? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  the  whole  expense  was  five,  or 
six,  or  seven  hundred  dollars.  I  don't  think  it  was  a  thou- 
sand. 

(^.  Who  paid  the  balance  after  what  you  paid  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know.     I  paid  some  two  or  three  hundred 

dollars  mj'self. 
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Q.  When  was  tho  first  time,  as  to  the  hoar  and  day,  that 
the  Clarke  men,  as  far  as  you  know,  made  any  overtures  to 
Caldwell  to  support  him? 

A.  AVell,  I  never  knc^  that  there  was  any  talk  about 
8upportin<ij  Caldwell  until  the  ni'^ht  after  tho  first  ballot.  I 
think  I  never  heard  of  it  until — don't  know  what  time  it  was. 
I  think  it  was  in  tho  caucus  that  night  that  it  dissolved 
itself. 

Q.  Narrate  the  eircum'»tances  under  which,  after  tho 
caucus  broke  up,  the  arrangement  was  made  with  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  there  was  any  arrangement  with 
Caldwell.  After  the  caucus  broke  up,  1  was  wiih  the  A'chi- 
6on  county  delegation  in  my  own  room  until  after  daylight. 
I  sent  for  them — those  that  were  not  there.  The  object  of 
our  delegation  and  of  our  friends  was  to  consult  what  wo 
would  do  ourselvt-s,  that  is,  what  our  county  would  do. 

Q.  Did  tho  Atchison  county  delegation  agree  to  support 
Caldwell  ? 

A.  Tho  Atchison  people  agreed  conditionally.  The  con- 
dition was  that  they  would  not  pledge  themselves  yet  to  voto 
for  Caldwell  until  they  had  had  a  conference  with  all  the  men 
who  had  voted  for  Clarke  on  the  fir.-<t  ballot — the  Clarke  raon 
as  they  were  called — as  to  what  they  were  all  going  to  do. 

Q  Did  you  send  for  Caldwell  before  you  had  an  inter- 
view with  the  Clarke  men  ? 

A.  Mr.  Caldwell  was  sent  for  during  tho  time. 
Q.  What  was  the  object  in  sending  for  him  ? 

A.  The  object  was  to  talk  to  him,  and  to  say  that  there 
had  been  a  good  deal  of  ill-feeling  and  rivalry  between  Leav- 
worth  and  Atchison,  and  some  of  the  delegation  said  they 
would  not  vote  for  Caldwell  at  all,  or  any  Leavenworth  man, 
until  they  could  see  and  talk  with  l)ira  in  reference  to  local 
interests.  I  think  that  questions,  generally,  were  asked  him 
about  railroad  matters. 

Q.  Did  ho  satisfy  you  so  far  as  to  load  your  men — Clarko 
men — to  decide  that  they  would  vote  fur  him? 

A.  It  was  generally  satisfactory. 

Q.  Was  anything  said  about  reimbursing  Clarke  for  his 
expenses? 

A.  I  don't  think  there  was. 
Q.  Or  about  any  expenses? 

A.  1  never  heard  a  word  on  the  subject,  and  I  don't 
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think  I  evor  heard  Cliirko  way  anything  on  that  subject.  I 
may  have  hoard  liim  way  Bomcthing,  but  don't  remember  it 
now. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  talk  with  Wood  yourself  about 
this  ? 

A.  Never. 

Q.  You  Hay  you  never  knew  or  heard  anything  about 
Clarko'ri  accounts,  chock-book,  etc.? 

A.  No,  sir. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  am,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  eee  him  hero  at  Topeka  during  the  Sena- 
torial canvass  last  winter? 

A.  I  did — stopj>ed  at  the  same  hotel, 

Q.  "Were  ho  and  Caldwell  operating  together  continually  ? 

A.  I  took  it  for  granted.  I  know  that  he  was  election- 
eering  for  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  at  Topeka 
last  winter? 

A.  Frequent  conversations. 

Q.  Did  he  over  state  to  you  that  ho  had  certain  amounts 
of  money  to  uso  in  this  Senatorial  canvass? 

A.  I  cannot  say  that  ho  ever  stated  it  to  mo  directly. 

Q.  Did  ho  ever  say  anything  to  you  about  Laving  one 
hundred  and  twenty-tive  thousand  dollars  to  spend  for  Cald- 
well ? 

A.  Not  to  mo.  I  cannot  say  that  Mr.  Smith  ever  told 
Tne  directly  ;  but  I  heard  Smith  say  while  here,  and,  1  think, 
in  the  ])resenco  of  several  gentlemen,  that  he  was  willing  to 
^pend  ono  hundred  thousand  dollars  rather  than  that  Cald- 
well should  bo  defeated. 

Q.  AVhat  else  did  ho  say  upon  this  point? 

A.  I  cannot  remoniher  any  particular  thing  that  ho  said* 
lie  was  talking  lo  mo  iVeciuenlly. 

Q.  Did  you  say  an3'thing  to  him  about  being  very  indis- 
creet in  talking  about  this  money  the  way  ho  did? 

A.  I  think  I  said  something  to  him.  Onco — in  referenco 
to  it — I  think  I  asked  him  if  ho  were  not  afraid  of  being 
hoard  during  tbo  session  of  the  Legislature  to  say  that  h© 
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would  rather  spend  this  amount  than  fail  in  his  object.     His 
reply  was  "No,"  or  something  of  the  sort. 

Q.  Did  he  intimate  that  he  was  not  afraid  of  parties 
knowini^  that  ho  had  the  money,  because  they  would  bo  apt 
to  call  for  him  if  they  knew? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  said  it  to  me.  I  have  heard  such 
reports. 

Q.  Has  any  one  ever  told  you  that  he  has  had  any  con- 
versation with  Mr.  Smith  about  the  money  used? 

A.  Yes,  some. 

Q.  Who  were  they? 

A.  Don't  know  of  any  particular  man. 

Q.  Did  you  have  more  than  one  conversation  with  him 
about  having  money  to  use? 

A.  I  do  not  remember  but  one. 

Q.  About  how  long  was  this  before  the  vote  came  off? 

A.  I  cannot  tell. 

Q.  Who  told  you  that  he  stated  that  if  members  knew 
he  had  money  they  would  be  apt  to  call  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  who  told  me. 

Q.  You  were  here  during  all  the  Senatorial  canvass  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  so. 

Q.  From  all  the  surroundings  and  your  knowledge  do 
you  believe  that  there  was  money  used  to  influence  the  votes 
of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  ? 

A.  Well  sir,  I  cannot  say  I  have  anj'-  positive  belief,  one 
way  or  another. 

Q.  From  the  influences  that  you  know  were  brought  t® 
bear  on  certain  members,  don't  you  believe  it? 

A.  I  supposed  at  the  time  that  money  was  being  used. 
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JAMES  T.  STEVENS, 

Having  been   sworn,  testified  as  follows : 
Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 
A.  Lawrence,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were   you   here   during    the    Senatorial   election    of 
1871? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  5^ou  know  I.  S.  Kalloch  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Alexander  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  any  business  transaction  between 
these  two  gentlemen  last  year  ? 

A.  Well,  I  did. 

Q.  State  what  that  transaction  was. 

A.  Some  two  or  three  weeks  before  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion, Mr.  Kalloch  came  to  me  and  offered  to  sell  me  a  note  of 
82,000,  signed  by  himself,  made  payable  to  Len.  Smith.  Len's 
endorsement  was  on  the  back  of  it.  I  negotiated  for  the 
note,  paid  him  all  but  four  hundred  dollars  down,  and  sent 
him  the  balance  the  day  before  the  Senatorial  election.  When 
the  note  came  due,  Smith  and  Caldwell  were  both  in  W^ash- 
ington.  I  waited  until  Smith  came  back.  Ho  came  before 
Caldwell.  I  went  over  to  Leavenworth  to  see  him ;  asked 
him  for  the  money;  he  stated  that  he  did  not  have  the  note 
to  pay  ;  Caldwell  was  to  pay  it ;  he  should  not  paj^  it.  When 
Caldwell  came  homo  from  Washington,  I  went  over  to  see 
him  about  it;  found  him  at  the  Mansion  House;  took  him 
into  a  private  room  ;  told  him  what  I  wanted,  namely  :  that 
I  wanted  money  on  the  note  that  Kallocli  had  given  to  Len 
Smith,  and  Len  Smith  had  signed.  He  replied  that  Kalloch 
had  a  little  something  to  do  yet  before  ho  would  ]my  it. 
When  ho  (Kalloch)  did  what  was  agreed  upon,  ho  would  pay 
the  note;  I  came  home;  sued  the  note;  got  a  judgment; 
sent  an  execution  over  to  Leavenworth.  The  last  day  that 
the  sheriff  had  to  make  his  return  in,  Mr.  Crozicr  came  over 
to  Lawrence  and  paid  the  judgment.  The  transaction,  gen- 
tlemen, you  now  have  in  a  nut-shell. 
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Q.  What  did  Caldwell  say  that  Kalloch  had  to  do 
"yeti"' 

A.  He  did  not  say. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Crozior  on  the  day  ho  paid  it  ? 

A.  I  did,  sir. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  for  whom  he  made  the  payment. 

A.  No,  sir,  ho  did  not. 

Q.  Did  Cald  .vol!  say  for  what  the  note  was  given? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  anylhinj;  in  regard  to  the  use  of 
money  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  last  winter  from  any  pcr- 
Bon  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  From  whom  did  you  hoar  it? 

A.  Mr.  Kalloc-h. 

Q.  What  did  Kalloch  tell  you? 

A.  He  told  me  that  Caldwell  had  written  him  to  come 
over  to  Leavenworth,  and  he  went  over.  While  there  Cald- 
well told  him  that  ho  wanted  his  influence  to  elect  Lim  as 
United  States  Senator,  and  to  name  u  price  that  he  would 
take.  Kalloch  then  lold  me  that  he  told  Caldwoll  that  ho 
would  not  set  any  price,  but  that  ho  v^ould  like  to  borrow 
some  money  of  Caldwell,  and  thereupon  asked  him  to  loan 
him  five  thousand  dolars  ;  he  then  ^^aid  ho  got  tiireo  thou- 
sand in  cash  from  Caldwell,  and  th;!t  if  Caldwell  Avas  re- 
elected he  was  not  to. pay  it  bade.  li"  he  were  not  elected,  ho 
was  to  pay  it  back.     That  is  all  that  Mr.  Kalloch  told  me. 

Q  About  whoa  was  that  conversation  between  3'oa  and 
Mr.  Kalloch? 

A.  My  best  recollection  is  that  it  was  not  long  iifter  the 
Senatorial  election — not  more  than  a  month. 

Q  Did  3-0U  overhear  anyone  else  say  anything  about  this 
Senatorial  election,  and  the  use  of  money  in  connection  with 
it,  either  by  Mr,  Caldwell  or  Mr.  Clarke,  or  any  other  candi- 
date ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  who  else  have  you  heard  speak  in  that  way 
in  relation  to  tho  election  ? 

A.  I  cannot  tell  who  it  was  that  told  me. 
By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  On  what  date  relatively  to  this  Senatorial  election  did 
you  buy  this  nuta  of  Kalloch  ? 
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A.  Well,  I  should  think  it  was  just  about  a  month  beforo 
the  Senatorial  election. 

Q.  IIow  lonij  had  tho  note  been  mado  when  you 
boogl.t  iti' 

A.  Ncarl}'  a  month. 

Q.  When  was  it  duo? 

A.  Due  at  ninety  days  after  date? 

Q.  Any  other  indorsement  on  it  than  Len  Smith's.    . 

A.  No,  sir. 


D.  M.  ADAMS, 
Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 
Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside. 

A.  In  this  city. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  Am  engaged  in  tho  bunking  business. 

Q.  What  business  wero  you  engaged  in  during  tho  Sen- 
atorial contest  lust  winter  ? 

A.  The  same. 

Q.  Wero  you  engaged  in  that  contest  in  any  way  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  took  a  small  part  in  it. 

A.  In  favor  of  whom  ? 

A.  I  was  supporting  Mr.  Clarko  for  tho  position  of 
United  Staics  Scnutor. 

Q.  Did  ho  havo  an  account  in  your  bank  during  that 
time  V 

A.     Ho  did. 

Q.  When  did  that  account  begin  with  reference  to  that 
election  'i 

A.  I  think  a  day  or  two  before  the  Legislature  assembled. 
Tho  day  before  I  think. 

Q.  Which  way  did  it  begin,  by  draft  or  deposit? 

A.  By  a  deposit. 
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Q.  How  much  did  ho  deposit  ? 

A.  Twenty-five  hundi'ed  dollars. 

Q.  Did  he  deposit  any  more  during  that  canvass  ? 

A.  Ho  did  not. 

Q.  Did  he  draw  that  out  ? 

A.  He  did;  Mr.  Clarke  never  drew  any  himself. 

Q.  Who  did  draw  it  out  ? 

A.  I  did  myself. 

Q.  On  check? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  authorized  by  him  to  draw  it  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Did  you  overdraw  his  account  ? 

A.  I  did,  sir. 

Q.  How  much  ? 

A.  About  sixteen  hundred  dollars.  I  have  not  examined 
the  books,  but  I  think  it  was  about  fifteen  or  sixteen  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Q.  What  was  that  money  used  for,  by  Mr.  Clarke  ? 

A.   Well,  sir,  various  purposes  connected  with  the  canvass. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  any  item  of  expenditure  of  that 
money  ? 

A.  I  am  able  to  state  the  principal  item  of  expense. 

Q.  What  was  it  ? 

A.  It  was  to  Mr.  McMeekin  at  the  Teflft  House. 

Q^  How  much  to  him  ? 

A.  I  think  it  is  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety  dollars. 

Q.  What  was  that  paid  for  ? 

A.  His  expenses  at  the  house. 

Q.  For  how  long  a  time  ? 

A.  Were  from  the  time  he  came  there  until  the  canvass 
closed. 

Q.  Was  that  sum  paid  for  Clarke's  personal  expenses  ? 

A.  It  was  paid  for  Clarke's  personal  expenses,  and  for 
friends  and  invited  guests. 

Q.  Did  you  know  any  of  those  invited  guests  ? 

A.  Yes,  many  of  them. 

Q.  How  many  were  there  ? 
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A.  I  could  DOt  toll  now. 

(^),  Did  any  other  person  deposit  any  money  there  about 
that  time? 

A.  Oh  jQS,  a  great  many  ;  probably  a  hundred  or  two  a 
day,  but  no  one  that  I  recollect  of  in  connection  with  this 
canvass. 

Q.  Was  not  there  ten  thousand  dollars  deposited  there 
by  Anderson  and  Dennis  '( 

A.  Not  that  I  recollect  of. 

(}.  Was  there  any  sum  of  money  deposited  there  by  one 
or  both  of  those  men,  about  that  time  r* 

•  A.  Well,  I  presume  there  was,  because  they  are  regular 
depositors,  and  keep  regular  accounts  there,  but  I  don't 
think  of  anything  special  at  that  time. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  had  Clarke  at  the  Tefft  House  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  don't  recollect. 

Q.  Who  engaged  those  rooms  '! 

A.  Myself  and  Mr.  James  and  Mr.  Thomas  of  this  county, 
were  the  committee  that  made  the  arrangements. 

Q.  Mr.  Clarke  assented  to  the  arrangement  that  you 
made  with  McMeekin  ? 

A.  He  did,  sir. 

Q.  You  state  that  there  were  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  paid  to  McMeekin.  What  became  of  the  rest  of  the 
money  that  was  deposited  in  and  drawn  out  of  that  bank? 

A.  Well,  sir,  it  was  paid  out  for  a  great  many  different 
purposes. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  any  purpose  to  which  it  was 
applied  in  any  considerable  sum  ? 

A.  There  was  quite  an  expense  bill  incurred  before  the 
Legislature  met,  on  the  part  of  two  or  three  parties  who 
traveled  about  the  St^te  to  see  members,  which  bill  I  paid 
after  the  Legislature  assembled. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  that  was  ? 

A.  I  think  about  four  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Any  other  item  of  expenditure  ? 

A.  Well,  there  was  quite  a  large  item  of  expense 
incurred  in  the  renting  of  the  second  story  of  ilowley's  build- 
ing. There  were  some  five  or  six  rooms  in  that  building 
rented  and  furnished  as  caucus  rooms  and  refreshment  rooms. 
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Q.  IIow  long  was  that  maintained? 

A.  From  the  time  the  Legislature  assembled  until  after 
the  election  of  Senator. 

Q    Do  3'ou  know  what  it  cost  to  run  that  machine  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  cannot  tell  without  examining  pretty 
carefully  into  the  bills,  but  my  imprc88ion  is  that  it  cost 
somewhere  from  ten  to  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Who  paid  that? 

A.  I  paid  it. 

Q.  The  entire  expense? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  For  whom? 

A.  ^or  Mr.  Clark.  It  was  an  arrangement  which  the 
committee  made  orii^inally  without  consulting  Mr.  Clarko, 
but  ho  thought  perhaps  it  was  a  good  thing  and  assented 
to  it. 

Q.  Ho  then  ratified  the  action  of  the  comjiittec,  did  he? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  became  of  the  balance  of  the  money  ? 

A.  Well,  I  could  tell  if  I  could  get  to  my  books,  and 
refresh  my  memory';  but  I  am  not  certain  llint  I  could.  I 
recollect  at  the  time — a  little  while  heibre  the  oleetioi) — of 
an  excursion  to  Kansas  Cit}',  in  which  neaily  all  the  mom. 
bers  of  the  Legislature  went,  and  I  dcfra^'cd  the  expenses  of 
quite  a  number  of  Mr.  Clarke's  friends  who  went  down  on 
that  excursion.  I  don't  remember  Iiow  much  it  was.  There 
were  quite  a  number  of  Mr.  Chvvke's  Iriends,  who  expressed 
adc-ire  to  go,  and  I  lurnishcd  the  means. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Clarke  havo  any  other  means  here  beside 
those  deposited  in  your  bank  ? 

A.  Not  to  m}-  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  3'Ou  draw  a  certificate  of  deposit  in  favor  of  8. 
C.  King  during  that  Senatorial  canvass  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Against  what  bank  was  that  drawn  ? 

A.  Against  the  Kansas  Valley  National  liank  in  this 
city. 

Q.  Was  it  an  ordinary  bank  certificate  of  deposit? 
A.  It  was. 
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Q.  AVhat  was  to  bo  done  with  it? 

A.  Well,  my  undcrstandini^  about  it  was  that  ho  luul 
8omo  ne^jotiuLious  with  Senator  Wood,  in  which  he  wanted 
to  U60  it. 

Q.  Did  you  understand  what  those  negotiations  were  ? 

A.  I  know  nothing  only  from  Mr.  King's  representa- 
tions. 

Q.  State  what  representations  Mr.  King  made  at  that 
time. 

A.  My  understanding  of  the  matter,  from  Mr.  King's 
representations,  is  this:  that  Senator  "Wood  wanted  the  mail 
agency  for  Kaunas,  and  tliat  Mr.  Chirke  or  his  friends — don't 
know  which — had  given  some  assiiranco  that  ho  would  havo 
the  position  in  the  event  of  Mr.  Clarkf>'s  election,  and  that 
Senator  Wood  was  not  satisfied  with  the  absuranco,  and  ho 
wanted  some  security,  and  this  certificate  wag  wanted  as 
Bccurlty  that  this  pledge  would  bo  carried  out  in  the  event 
of  Clarke's  election. 

Q.  In  the  event  ho  was  not  elected  what  was  to  be  dono 
with  the  certificate  i* 

A.  It  was  to  be  returned  to  me. 

Q.  And  then  what — money  to  bo  paid? 

A.  No,  sir,  tho  certificate  was  to  bo  returned  to  me. 

Q.  In  tho  event  that  Mr.  Clarko  Avas  elected,  and  Mr. 
Wood  not  appointed,  then  what  was  to  be  dono  with  tho 
certificate  r* 

A.  My  understanding  was  that  ho  was  to  draw  tho 
money  on  it. 

Q.  Against  what  deposit  was  that  certificate  drawn  ? 

A.  Against  my  own  funds.  I  gave  my  own  individual 
responsibility  for  that  certificate. 

Q.  Then  it  was  not  drawn  against  any  funds  deposited 
by  Mr.  Clarko  ? 

A.  It  was  not,  sir. 

Q.  Nor,  in  fact,  against  any  funds  that  were  on  deposit  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  my  own  account,  which  is  generally  good 
for  that  amount.  * 

Q.  Was  this  chock  returned  to  you  ;  and,  if  so,  when  ? 

A.  It  was  returned  ;  I  cannot  say  when. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  certificate  being  used  in 
this  way  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  promises  of  office  or  appoint- 
ments to  office,  made  by  any  aspirants  to  office,  to  secure 
votes  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Caldwell  had  any  money 
with  him  personally. 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Did  he  deposit  any  money  in  the  Kansas  Yalley  Bank 
at  that  time  ? 

A.  Well,  I  can't  say  whether  he  did  or  not;  I  don't 
know.  I  have  not  examined  the  books  to  see  whether  he 
did  or  did  not.  My  impression  is  that  he  did  not  have  any 
account  there. 

Q.  Did  he  have  any  special  deposit  there  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  had. 

Q.  Have  you  any  means  of  knowing  whether  he  did 
have  or  not  ? 

A.  I  have  not  here. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  ho  had  any  money  when  he 
came  here  or  not  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  Avith  him  in 
regard  to  money  matters? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  ever  did.  Ho  was  on  one  side  and  I 
on  the  other,  and  I  presume  he  was  tolerably  cautious  in 
speaking  of  those  matters  to  me. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  arrangement  was  made  between 
Mr.  Clarke  and  Mr.  Caldwell  when  Mr.  Clarke  withdrew  from 
the  contest? 

A.  I  never  knew  of  any  arrangement.  I  have  heard 
there  was  some  arrangement  between  Clarke's  friends  and 
Caldwell,  but  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  frcrm  whom  you  had  the  information  ? 

A.  Rumor  ;  that  is  all. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  it  from  Bob  Stevens? 
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A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  From  Mr.  Clarke  ? 

A.  I  never  lieard  him  say;  Mr.  Clarke  told  mo  he  was 
advised  to  make  some  sort  of  an  arrangement  Avith  Mr. 
Caldwell,  but  that  ho  repudiated  the  whole  thing,  and  never 
did  have  any  arrangement. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  who  advised  him;  which  of  his  friends, 
as  you  call  them  't 

A.  I  think  he  mentioned  Mr.  J3ob  Stevens. 

(J.  What  business  was  Bob  Stevens  engaged  in  at  that 
time  V 

A.  I  believe  ho  was  engaged  in  constructing  railroads  at 
that  time — was  General  Manager  of  the  AL.,  Iv.  &  T.  E.  R. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  here  at  that  time? 

A.  He  seemed  to  be  taking  part  in  the  canvass  ? 

Q.  In  whose  favor? 

A.  Well,  Mr.  Clarke's,  I  should  judge. 

Q.  Did  ho  have  any  money  on  deposit  at  your  bank  at 
that  time  ? 

A.  I  think  he  had  a  small  deposit. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  amount  'i 

A.  About  fifteen  hundred  dollars  I  think. 

Q.  When  was  that  deposit  made  ? 

A.  That  was  no  deposit;  that  money  had  accumulated 
there  for  a  long  time,  from  the  collection  of  interest  on 
mortgages  in  Osage  county,  where  he  had  a  large  amount  of 
land  several  3'cars  ago,  and  the  mortgages  had  been  in  oui- 
hands  for  collection  ;  been  accumulating  during  several 
months.     He  never  deposited  anything  during  the  campaign. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  John  McDonald,  of  St.  Louis? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  ho  deposit  any  funds  there  ? 

A.  Ho  never  did. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  here  at  that  time? 

A.  Well,  I  hardly  know.  I  never  met  the  man  until  I 
met  him  here;  he  didn't  seem  to  bo  doing  an)'thiug. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Len  Smith,  or  Mr. 
Caldwell  u^ing  any  money  during  that  canvass  to  secure 
votes  for  Mr.  Caldwell,  directly  or  indirectl}'. 

A.  Well,  I  don't  kiiow  as  I  do. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Caldwell  or  Len  T.  Smith  using 
any  money  during  that  canvass,  directly  or  indirectly?

A.  I  cannot  answer  that  qnestion,  for  the  reason  that  it 
would  be  a  violation  of  the  first  principles  of  my  buHiness, 
and  I  cannot  let  you  into  the  secrets  of  the  banking  institu- 
tion that  r  preside  over. 

Q.  Did  any  one  borrow  $10,000  at  your  bank  about  the 
time  that  that  canvass  was  going  on. 

A.  Not  that  I  recollect  of. 

Q.  Did  Tom  Anderson  and  Dennis  borrow  $10,000  there 
at  that  time  ? 

A.  They  did  not. 

Q.  Did  they  overdraw  their  accounts  that  amount? 

A.  Not  that  I  recollect  of. 

Q.  Did  the}'  (Caldwell  or  Len  Smith)  draw  any  cheeks 
in  favor  of  ariy  members  of  the  Legislature  at  that  time 
from  your  bank? 

A.  I  object  to  answering  that  question  for  the  same 
reason. 

Q.  Did  Caldwell  draw  any  checks  on  your  bank  in  favor 
ef  members  of  the  Legislature  ? 

A.  lie  never  did. 

Q.  Did  Len  T.  Smith? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  whether  he  did  or  did  not  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  ho  did. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Dennis  or 
Mr.  Anderson  about  the  time  ot  that  canvass  in  relation  to 
drawing  chocks  upon  your  bank? 

A.  I  don't  recollect  that  1  ever  did. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  after  the  election 
with  either  of  these  gentlemen,  iv.  relation  to  any  checks 
drawn  by  them,  about  that  time,  upon  your  bank  ? 

A.  I  don't  recollect  that  I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  whether  any  checks  were  drawn  on 
your  bank  by  either  of  them  ? 

A.  I  presume  there  were,  for  th«  reasons  that  I  previously 
stated  that  they  had  regular  accounts  there,  which  they 
keep  yet,  and  have  done  for  a  number  of  years,  but  I  do  not 
recollect  any  particular  checks  that  they  drew  at  that  time, 
or  amounts. 
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Q.  Do  you  recollect  any  checks  drawn  on  jour  bank 
which  tho}'  had  si<5ned,  runnin<^  to  any  of  the  membera 
of  the  IiC^i^UlLuro  ? 

A.  1  don't  recollect. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  from  the  business  you  wore  engai^jed  in,  or 
from  any  other  source,  did  you  learn  that  any  amount  of 
money  had  been  paid  to  any  member  of  the  Legislature  by 
Jlr.  Caldwell,  or  by  any  one  in  his  interest,  to  secure  votes 
for  Mr.  Caldwell  at  that  election  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  certain  members  mentioned  and  of  sums 
paid  to  them  for  their  votes  for  Mr.  Caldwall. 

Q.  Who  did  you  hear  mention  tho  names  of  these  raom- 
bore  ? 

A.  Well,  now  I  don't  knoiv  that;  I  mi(i:ht  specify  a  few, 
but  ray  information  is  derived  from  rumor  and  general  reports, 
rather  than  from  anything  definite  ^vhich  I  could  state. 

Q.  From  tho  business  you  were  engaged  in  at  that  time, 
and  have  been  engaged  in  since,  have  you  learned  that 
any  sum  of  money,  or  other  valuable  conf^idcration,  were  paid 
to  any  members  of  the  Legislature  by  Mr.  Caldwell  or  by 
any  one  in  his  interest,  to  secure  votes  lor  Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  1  know  of  any  sum  that  was  paid 
to  influence  votes. 

Q.  From  your  business  have  j'ou  learned  that  any  sura 
or  sums  of  monc}'  were  paid,  or  promised  to  be  paid,  by  Mr. 
Galdvvell,  or  by  any  person  for  him,  to  any  member  of  tho 
Legislature,  or  to  anj-  other  person,  for  the  purpose  of  influenc- 
ing votes  for  Alex.  Caldwell  in  tho  Senatorial  election  of  last 
winter— 1871? 

A.  I  respectfully  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  Was  Colonel  Abcll  hero  last  winter? 

A.  I  believe  ho  was. 

Q.  Jn  whose  interest  was  ho  hero? 

A.  I  understand  that  ho  was  hero  in  tho  interests  of  Mr, 
Sidney  Clarke. 

Q.  What  was  his  general  business  at  that  time  ? 
A.  Well,  T  never  met  the  gentleman  until  that  time.     I 
believe  he  was  a  railroad  man,  or  attorney  for  some  railroad, 

Q.  AVhat  kind  of  refreshments  were  kept  in  tho  head- 
quarters over  liowley's  store? 

A.  ^V*i\\,  sir,  all  those  refreshments  that  are  usually  kept 
in  a  well  regulated  restaurant. 
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Q.  Any  liquors  there  ? 

A,  I  believe  there  was  a  private  room  where  some  parties 
took  something  of  that  kind. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Caldwell  executed  his 
note  to  Tom  Anderson  or  not? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  Is  it  a  part  of  your  basiness  to  collect  notes  on 
individuals  and  checks  on  other  banking  houses  ? 

A.  It  is. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Carney  have  any  deposits  at  your  bank  dur- 
ing that  time  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  did. 

Q.  "Were  you  here  at  the  election  of  1867  at  the  time  Mr, 
Pomeroy  and  Mr.  Ross  were  elected  ? 

A.  I  was  here  during  a  part  of  it  only.  I  was  absent  in 
the  East  during  the  first  portion  of  it. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  use  of  money  or 
other  valuable  consideration  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
votes  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  know  nothing  of  that  election. 

Q.  Did  you  pay  a  check  for  Charles  Columbia  about  the 
time  of  the  Senatorial  election  last  winter? 

A.  I  might  have  done  so,  but  I  could  not  tell  without 
examining  the  books.  I  have  no  recollection  of  anything  of 
the  kind. 

Q.  Do  you  know  E.  C.  Manning  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  know  him. 

Q-  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  him  in 
regard  to  whom  ho  was  going  to  vote  for  last  winter,  and 
how  much  he  wanted  for  his  vote  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  You  may  state  what  that  conversation  was? 

A.  Well,  gentlemen,  that  is  a  matter  of  history.  It  enters 
very  largely  into  the  campaign  of  last  fall.  Mr.  Manning 
came  to  my  room  at  the  Tetft  House.  He  said  he  was  poor; 
it  cost  him  a  good  deal  to  get  elected,  and  he  wanted  a 
thousand  dollars  before  ho  Avould  vote  for  Clarka.  Ho  said, 
you  have  got  the  money,  I  know  it,  I  need  it  and  I  am  going 
to  have  it,  or  I  will  not  vote  for  Clarke.  I  told  him  Mr. 
Clarke  was  a  poor  man,  unable  to  pay  any  such  sum;  that 
he  (Manning)  had  been  sent  here  to  vote  for  him,  and  that  I 
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would  not  pay  him  a  dollar.  He  spoke  harshly  of  Mr.  Clarke 
for  his  meannesH,  and  of  his  aversion  for  the  same  quality; 
left  my  room  and  I  have  never  spoken  to  him  since. 

Q.  Who  was  present '/ 

A.  Not  any  one.  He  had  previously  been  to  Mr.  Clarke 
on  the  same  errand,  and  admitted  to  mo  that  he  had  been  to 
Mr.  Clarke. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Did  any  other  members  of  the  Legislature  during  the 
Senatorial  election  of  1871  intimate  to  you  or  say  that  they 
wanted,  or  required  money  for  their  vote,  or  that  they  would 
take  money  ? 

A.  Yes,  there  was. 

Q.  Will  you  state  who  ? 

A.  Mr.  Eusick  came  to  my  room  and  brought  a  young  man 
with  him,  and  introduced  him  to  me.  He  was  a  stranger  to 
me  and  I  do  not  remember  his  name,  and  have  never  recol- 
lected his  name  since.  Ho  sat  down  and  talked  over  the 
campaign  generally,  and  informed  me  that  he  had  not  got 
his  mind  made  up  exactly  as  to  how  ho  was  going  to  vote  ; 
thought  pretty  well  of  Mr.  Clarke  ;  thought  jjretty  well  of 
Governor  Crawford  ;  in  fact,  thought  pretty  well  of  all  of 
them  ;  and  ho  (Busick)  informed  me  that  this  young  man 
was  his  friend,  and  any  arrangement  I  made  with  him  would 
bo  carried  out  in  good  faith,  and  ho  bowed  himself  out  of  the 
room  immediately.  This  young  fellow  wanted  $2,000  for 
Busick's  vote. 

Q.  What  other  conversation  was  there  ? 

A.  I  told  him  the  same  in  effect  that  I   told  Manning 
That  ended  that  interview. 
Q.  Any  other  case  ? 
A.  I  don't  think  of  any  other. 

By  W.  H,  Clark. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  T.  L.  Bond  say  that  ho  had  been 
offered  any  money  for  his  vote  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  AYhat  did  you  hear  him  say  and  where  was  it  ? 

A.  I  heard  him  state  publicly  in  Mr.  Clarke's  room,  in 
the  presence  of  quite  a  number,   that  ho  had  been  offered 
S3,000  in  cash  to  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell. 
11 
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Q.  Did  be  say  by  wbom  ? 

A.  I  don't  recollect  that  be  did.  My  recollection  is  that 
it  was  by  a  friend  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  to  vote  for  him.  This 
statement  was  made  in  the  presence  of  Sidney  Clarke  and 
others.  I  remember  his  manner  well ;  ho  came  in  the  door; 
made  this  statement  and  seemed  to  bo  quite  excited. 

Q.  Did  you  bear  any  other  persons  make  similar  state- 
ments ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Who? 

A.  Mr.  Saead,  of  Saline  county. 

Q.  What  did  be  say  ? 

A.  1  wont  be  certain  about  the  sura  ;  but  be  said  bo 
bad  been  offered,  I  think,  $2,500  or  $3,000,  if  he  would  vote 
for  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Anybody  else  ever  make  similar  statements"? 

A.  Not  to  my  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  Was  there  a  check  or  draft  placed  in  your  bank  some- 
time near  the  time  of  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871,  drawn 
by  Len  T.  Smith,  and  payable  to  Thomas  Carney  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Did  Cyrus  Leland  ever  make  any  statements  to  you 
about  the  sale  of  the  Doniphan  county  delegation,  or  any 
members  of  that  delegation  ? 

A.  He  might  bave  done  so.  I  talked  with  all  those  Doni- 
pban  county  men  at  the  time,  but  I  don't  recollect  any  con- 
versation witb  bim  more  than  any  other  of  the  delegation  at 
that  time. 

O.  Did  you  ever  bear  from  any  persen  that  any  member 
of  the  Legislature  of  last  winter  received  any  money  in  con- 
sideration of  their  votes  for  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  From  wbom  did  you  bear  it? 

A.  Cbester  Thomas,  sr. 

Q.  What  did  be  say  ? 

A.  I  understood  him  to  say  that  Mr.  Steele,  of  Sedgwick 
county,  told  bim  that  Mr.  Caldwell  paid  him  five  hundred 
dollars  to  vote  for  him. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 
Q.  What  did  Tom  Anderson  ever  tell  you,  if  anything, 
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about  buying  members'  votes  in  the  Senatorial  election  of 
1871? 

A.  I  have  had  so  many  talks  with  Tom  that  I  don't 
recollect  anything  just  now. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  tell  you  that  ho  had  bought  anybody  to 
vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  he  ever  stated  it  that  way. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  tell  you  that  Caldwell  was  to  pay  him 
anything  for  services  rendered  in  the  election  ? 

A.  Well,  I  decline  to  answer  that. 

(^.  Did  a  note  made  by  Caldwell  or  Len  Smith,  in  favor 
of  Tom  Anderson,  or  made  by  Tom  Anderson,  and  endorsed 
by  either  of  them,  ever  find  its  way  to  your  bank  during  the 
Senatorial  election  of  1871,  or  afterwards? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  How  much  was  Tom  Anderson  to  get  from  Caldwell 
for  his  services  to  Caldwell  in  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  fr©m  my  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Anderson  say  what  he  Avas  to  get? 

A.  Well,  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  Did  Anderson  or  Dennis,  or  either,  procure  $10,000 
from  jour  bank,  or  from  you  personally,  or  about  that  sum 
upon  a  draft  drawn  on  the  treasurer  ol"  the  Kansas  Pacific 
JRailroad  during  the  Senatorial  election  of  last  winter? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question  ? 

Q.  Now,  I  want  to  know  a  little  more  about  this  check 
of  §3,000,  or  certificate  of  deposit,  for  that  amount.  Was 
that  ever  paid  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

(^.  llow  did  you  receive  it  back  ;  in  what  manner? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  it  was  handed  back  to  me  in 
an  envelope  by  Colonel  Abell. 

Q.  Was  that  before  the  Senatorial  election  ? 
(^>.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  that  give  you  any  authority  to  draw  this  chock 
or  certificate  of  deposit  or  any  other  certificate  to  aid  in  his 
election,  except  I  mean  for  such  expenses  as  30U  have  nar- 
rated against  this  fund? 

A.  Ko  never  did  ;  I  never  spoke  to  him  on  the  subject  of 
this  certificate  at  all  in  my  life. 
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Q.  Did  you  tell  him  about  it  last  winter  after  you 
gave  it? 

A.  I  do  not  recollect ;  to  the  best  of  my  recollection  I 
never  spoke  to  him  about  it. 

Q.  Have  you  an}-  paper  in  your  bank  now  signed,  or 
endorsed  by  Caldwell  or  Len  Smith? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question  for  the  reason  that 
it  is  a  violation  of  the  rules  of  our  business  to  give  such  infor- 
mation were  it  true. 

(^.  Who  acted  as  paymaster  of  the  Caldwell  fund,  last 
winter,  in  your  judgment  or  knowledge  ? 

A.  It  was  said  that  Len  Smith  and  J.  L.  McDowell  both 
acted  in  that  capacity  ? 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  bank  in  Leavenworth  Lon  Smith 
and  Caldwell  do  their  business  with? 

A.  Caldwell  does  his  business  with  Scott  &  Co.,  and  Len 
Smith  with  Scott  &  Co.  and  the  First  National. 

Q.  Did  Tom  Anderson  or  any  one  else  inform  you  what 
manner  the  Caldwell  jiarty  transported  their  funds  to  To- 
peka  last  winter  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  recollection, 

Q,  Did  Tom  Anderson  or  any  one  else  of  reliability  ever 
intimate  to  you  how  much  money  Caldwell  or  Lou  Smith 
had  here  last  winter  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  Tom  Anderson  ever  said  anj'thing 
to  mo  about  it ;  but  I  have  hoard  a  great  many  statements 
from  different  parties. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  ? 

A.  I  have  always  heard  it  estimated  and  believe  that  it 
was  about.  $75,000. 

Q,  Did  Pcckham  ever  tell  you  how  much  ho  was  to 
receive  for  his  vote  and  influence  ? 

A.  lie  never  did,  only  in  a  jocular  way  since  the  publi- 
cation of  these  statements. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Stevens  draw  against  his  deposit  or  account 
during  the  election  of  United  States  Senator? 

A.  Only  a  very  small  sum. 

By  Mr.  Johnson. 
Q.  You  have  stated  that  you  heai'd  that  Caldwell  brought 
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to  this  town  or  used  §75,000.  Have  you  received  your 
information  from  such  a  source  or  sources  that  you  are  satis- 
fied that  he  used  that  amount? 

A.  Well,  I  might  answer  that  briefly  that  I  have. 

Q.  Will  you  name  one  of  the  channels  of  your  informa- 
tion, naming  first  the  one  most  reliable? 

A,  Well,  I  have  refused  to  answer  a  good  many  ques- 
tions this  evening  that  might  furnish  some  information  on 
that  subject. 


JOHN  M.  STEELE, 


Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 
A.  I  reside  in  Wichita,  Sedgwick  county. 
Q.  Were  you  hear  at  Topeka  during  last  winter  at  the 
time  of  the  Senatorial  election  of  United  States  Senator? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 
Q.  In  what  capacity  ? 
A.  I  was  Eepresentative  of  Sedgwick  county. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  or  other  improper 
means  were  used  during  that  canvass  for  any  candidate  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  an}*  candidate,  or  any  friend 
of  any  candidate,  otfcred  to  use  money  or  any  other  valuable 
consideration  in  his  interest  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  of  the  candidates  for  United 
States  Senator  in  that  election,  or  any  friends  of  that  candi- 
date, promised  to  pay  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  to  secure 
the  votes  of  such  candidate  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  know  of  any  such  promises,  or  oi 
anybody  making  them. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  promise  to  office  in  considera- 
tion of  such  votes  ? 
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A..   Well,  I  don't  know  of  any   that  I  could  say  for  cer- " 
tain. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  promises  in  reference  to  local 
land  offices,  or  any  thing  of  that  kind  in  consideration  of 
votes  ? 

A.  Well — yes. 

Q.  Finish  your  statement  if  you  have  anything  more  to 
Bay. 

A.  It  was  this  way:  our  people  in  Sedgwick  county  wished 
to  have  the  Land  Office  at  Wichita,  and  I  consulted  with  the 
different  candidates  on  that  subject ;  Mr.  Crawford, my  choice, 
said  on  the  question  of  the  removal  of  the  Land  Office,  if  he 
were  elected,  that  if  it  was  the  interest  of  the  district  to 
locate  it  there,  he  was  in  favor  of  it.  After  I  found  Mr. 
Crawford  had  no  show,  I  went  to  Caldwell,  and  he  told  me 
substantially  the  same  thing. 

Q.  Did  he  promise  to  remove  the  Land  Office  to  Wichita 
in  the  event  of  his  election  ? 

A-  Ho  did  on  condition  that  in  his  opinion  it  was  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  people  of  that  district ;  those  wore  the 
very  words  he  uged  ;  I  was  willing  to  rest  it  on  that,  for  1 
knew  it  had  the  advantage  of  location ;  it  was  the  proper 
place. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Clarke  in  regard  to  the  matter  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  did  he  say? 

A  Well,  sir,  he  told  mo  he  would  remove  it  to  Wichita  if 
he  was  elected  ;  hfj  told  mo  so  because  he  thought  it  was  the 
proper  place  for  it. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  for  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not;  I  found  he  had  pi'omised  it  to  two  or 

three  other  places. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Enoch  Chase  in 
this  city. 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  He  is  father-in-law  to  Grovernor  Crawford. 

A.  I  dont  know  him. 

By  G.   W.  Clark. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Caldwell  place  the  Land  Office  at  Wichita  as 
he  agreed  to. 

A.  I  got  up  some  petitions,  and  members  of  the  district 
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went  to  Washington,  and  had  a  hearing  before  the  Kansas 
delegation,  in  Congress,  and  the  commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  and  presented  our  claims,  Augusta  and  Eldorado 
did  the  same  ;  it  was  decided  that  Wichita  was  the  proper 
place  i'or  the  Land  Office,  and  Mr.  Caldwell  was  in  favor  of  it  j 

Q-  Was  that  the  only  condition  that  he  thought  it  was 
the  propor  place  for  it  ? 

A,  It  was  ;  ho  was  very  careful  what  he  said  ;  I  was  in 
his  room  only  once. 

Q.  He  didn't  make  the  ofl'er  provided  that  you  voted  for 
him? 

A.  No,  sir,  ho  didn't  make  any  such  remark. 
Bjj  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Was  that  all  the  inducement  you  had  to  vote  for  Mr. 
Caldwell  ? 

A.  Well,  it  was  thus:  I  suppose  the  main  inducement 
was  that  when  my  name  was  called,  ho  had  some  fifteen  or 
twenty  majority.  Of  course,  I  thought  that  if  I  persisted 
in  voting  against  him,  our  people  would  not  be  likely  to  have 
his  influence  for  the  Land  Office. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Chester  Thomas? 
A.  Yes,  sir, 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Chester 
Thomas  in  regard  to  the  last  Senatorial  election  y 

A.  Chester  Thomas,  if  I  remember  him  right,  was  a 
friend  of  Mr.  Clarke,  and  wanted  mo  to  vote  for  Mr.  Clarke, 
and  tried  to  electioneer  me  for  that  purpose. 

Q.  Anything  else. 

A.  No,  sir,  nothing  more  ;  he  tried  to  persuade  mo  to 
vote  for  Clarke  as  a  proper  man  for  our  part  of  the  country. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  what  politics  Mr.  Caldwell  is? 
A.  AVell,  sir,  he  told  me  he  was  a  Eepublican. 
Q.  Did  you  believe  it?    ' 
A.  Well,  I  have  his  word  for  it. 
Q.  Had  you  any  other  authority  for  it  ? 
A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  think  I  had. 

Q.  Did  your  belief  in  his  being  a  Eepublican,  influence 
your  vote? 

A.  Well,  if  he  had  been  a  Democrat,  I  certainly  should 
not  have  voted  for  him. 
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Q.  Who  named  Mr.  Caldwell  before  the  joint  session  ? 

A.  I  forget ;  but  I  think  it  was  Mr.  Legate  or  Mr. 
Fenlon. 

Q.  In  your  conversation  with  Chester  Thomas,  didn't 
you  intimate  to  him  that  some  offers  had  been  made  by  Mr. 
Caldwell  to  you,  if  you  would  vote  for  him. 

A.  ]^o,  sir. 

Q.  Was  there  anything  said  in  that  conversation  between 
you  and  Mi\  Thomas  about  five  hundred  dollars  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  didn't  tell  Chester  Thomas  that  you  got  five 
hundi-ed  doUai's  for  your  vote  ? 

A.   No,  SIR-EE.

Having  been  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 
Examined  by  W.  S.  Clark. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  At  Lawrence. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  Rail- 
road. 

t^.  What  was  your  business  during  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion of  last  winter? 

A.  The  same  business. 

Q.  Were  you  present  here  in  Topeka  during  the  Sena- 
torial election  last  winter? 

A.  Part  of  the   time — don't  know   that   I   was  all  the 
time. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Alexander  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Len  Smith? 

A.  Yes.  sir, 
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(2-  Did  3'ou  SCO  Lcn  Smith  hero  last  winter? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  he  was  doing  hero  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  particularly  what  ho  was  doing — don't 
know  how  to  answer  that. 

Q.   Did  you  hear  him  say  anything  about  it? 

A.  No,  I  don't  know  that  ever  did? 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  was  working  in  the  inter- 
est of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  think  ho  was. 

Q.  Did  you  at  any  time  during  the  fall  of  1870  borrow 
any  money  from  Alex.  Caldwell  or  Jjcb  Smith  ? 

A.  I  borrowed  some  from  Alex.  Caldwell  some  time  in 
November  or  December. 

Q.  How  much  ? 

A.  Three  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  Did  you  give  your  note? 

A.  I  did ;  five  notes  of  six  hundred  dollars  each  and  a 
mortgage  on  my  property. 

Q.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Caldwell,  about 
that  time,  about  the  payment  of  said  notes? 

A.  I  agreed  to  pay  them  when  they  were  due,  part  of 
which  I  have  done. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Caldwell  tell  you  at  that  time,  that  if  you 
assisted  him  in  securing  his  election  to  the  United  States 
Senate  ho  would  not  collect  those  notes? 

A.  No,  sir,  he  did  not. 

Q.  Did  he  at  any  time  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Qs  Was  Mr.  Caldwell  at  that  time  doing  a  |^banking 
business? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  AVas  ho  engaged  in  the  business  of  loaning  moaoy  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  he  was  particulai'ly. 

Q.  Was  ho  a  particular  friend  of  yours? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  a  personal  friond  of  mine. 

Q.  Did  he  at  any  time  give  you  to  understand  that  b© 
would  not  expect  you  to  pay  those  notes  in  full  ? 
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A,  1^0,  sir,  he  never  did.  I  have  paid  .three  of  those 
notes;  I  have  given  him  a  check  on  the  National  bank,  at 
Lav7rence, — paid  the  notes  with  interest. 

Q.  Does  Mr.  Caldwell  hold  three  notes  yet? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  they  due  now  ? 

A.  Yes,  passed  due. 

Q.  Has  ho  ever  asked  you  for  the  money  since  they  have 
become  due? 

A.  No,  sir;  he  holds  a  mortgage  for  the  full  amount  on 
my  house. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  the  Kansas  Pacific 
Eailroad  Company  spent  here  in  the  Senatorial  election  last 
winter, 

A.  I  don't. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  they  spent  any  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  they  ever  did  spend  any  ? 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  of  the  officers  of  the  road  say 
how  much? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  never  did. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  one  connected  with  the  road 
say  that  they  spent  any  money  in  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  No,  I  don't  recollect  that  I  ever  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  or  have  you  ever  heard,  how  much 
mon'j}^  Mr.  Caldwell  paid  tlie  Pacific  Pailway  Company  for 
their  services  in  the  Senatorial  election? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Kal- 
loch  about  those  promissory  notes  that  you  gave  to  Mr. 
Caldwell? 

A.  I  don't  remember ;  1  may  have ;  I  don't  know  that 
Mr.  Caldwell  was  talked  of  at  the  time  I  got  the  money.  I 
didn't  get  the  money  from  him  any  cheaper  than  I  should 
from  any  one  else. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  money  being  used  in  the  Senatorial 
election  of  last  winter  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  election 
of  any  of  the  candidates  for  the  United  States  Senate? 

A.  I  don't. 

Q.  Have  j'ou  ever  heard  of  any  being  used  from  any 
reliable  source  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 
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Was  sworn  and  testified  thus: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 
Q.  Where  do  you  live? 

A.  In  Leavenworth. 

Q.  Were  you  at  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  contest 
in  1871. 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  What  was  you  doing  here? 

A.  Trying  to  elect  Mr.  Caldwell  to  the  United  States 
Senate. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Caldwell  or  any  of  his 
friends  used  any  money  in  that  canvass  for  him? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  coaversatioa  with  Mr.  Caldwell 
after  the  election  ? 

A.  I  may  have  had  ;  I  don't  remember  distinctly. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Len  Smith? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  here  last  winter  ? 

A.  Trying  to  elect  Mr.  Caldwell  to  the  Senate,  as  I  was 
doing. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  ho  had  any  money  hero  to  use 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  votes  for  Mr.  Caldwoll  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hoar  him  say  how  mur;h  it  cost  to  elect 
Caldwell? 

A.  I  don't  remember  ;  I  may  have,  but  don't  remember. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Carney? 

A.  Yery  well,  sir. 

Q-  Do  you  know  what  the  agreement  w:h  betweea  him 
and  Caldwell,  or  Caldwell's  friond-i,  in  relation  to  his  being, 
or  ceasing  to  bo,  a  candidate  for  United  States  Senator  ? 

A.  I  don't. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  any  contract  or 
agreement  between  them  ? 

A.  I  do  not;  except  as  Governor  Carney  told  me  there 
was. 

Q.  When  did  he  tell  you  so  ? 

A.  I  think  about  five  or  six  months  ac:o. 

Q.  Any  conversation  with  him  since  then  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  on  last  Monday  night,  at  my  house  in 
Leavenworth. 

Q.  What  was  the  subject  of  that  conversation  ? 

A.  Various  matters — private  interests. 

Q.  Anything  said  about  this  contest  last  winter? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q-  Are  you  able  to  state  what  Mr.  Carney  said— the 
substance  of  it. 

A.  The  substance  of  what  Mr.  Carney  said  was  this : 
that  he  intended  to  appear  before  this  committee  and  tell 
what  he  knew  about  the  election  taking  place. 

Q.  Did  he  say  what  he  knew  ? 

A.  Well,  a  great  many  things,  he  said ;  he  said  a  good 
many  things  in  reference  to  the  contest  last  winter.  He 
called  my  attention  to  a  list  of  the  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  last  winter,  asked  my  views  in  reference  to  different 
men  in  connection  with  it,  and  finally  concluded  by  saying 
that  he  was  coming  up  here  to  tell  what  he  knew  in  refer- 
ence to  it. 

Q.  Did  he  say  whether  or  not  he  knew  of  anv  money 
being  used  ? 

A.  Governor  Carney  told  me  that  he  knew  money  had 
been  used  in  the  election. 

Q.  Did  he  say  how  much  ? 

A.  No;  he  did  not. 

Q.  Did  he  say  by  whom  it  was  used  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  did,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ask  him  by  whem  it  was  used  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Are  you  not  able  to  state  that  conversation  as  it 
occurred,  between  you  and  Mr.  Carney,  in  relation  to  the  use 
■of  money  in  that  contest? 
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A.  In  reference  to  that  conversation,  I  will  say  this: 
I  am  ready  to  say  anything  that  I  know  to  this  com- 
mittee in  reference  to  that  contest.  Any  conversations  that 
Mr.  ^Carney  may  have  had  then,  or  prior  to  that  time,  are 
matters  that  belong  to  him  and  me,  and  are  matters  of  which 
this  committee  have  nothing  to  do.  On  reconsidering  the 
the  question,  1  will  answer  that  Governor  Carney  expressed 
in  general  terms  his  opinion,  that  money  had  been  used  in 
that  canvass  to  elect  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  he  say  how  much  money  had  been  used  ? 

A.  lie  did  not. 

Q.  Did  he  say  by  whom  it  had  been  used  ? 

A.  No  ;  except  in  general  terms,  that  Mr.  Len  T.  Smith 
and  Mr.  Caldwell  had  used  money. 

Q.  Did  he  name  any  member  of  the  liegie'aturc  to 
Avhom  money  had  been  paid  by  them  ? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Q.  Did  ho  mention  any  member  of  the  Legislature  to 
whom  a  check  had  been   given  ? 

A.  lie  did  not. 

Q.  Did  ho  name  any  other  person  to  whom  money  had 
been  given  to  secure  votes  for  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  lie  did  not. 

Q.  Did  he  state  what  information  he  had  on  the  subject 
of  iho  use  of  money  at  that  time '! 

A.  Ho  said  a  great  deal  in  referenco  to  what  he  knew 
about  it. 

Q.  Did  ho  state  what  his  means  of  knowledge  wore? 

A.  AV^ell,  sir,  he  said  he  was  liere  and  knew  about  the 
tran6;iCtioD8? 

Q.  Did  he  state  specii5cally  in  regard  to  the  transaction, 
and  if  so,  what  specitic  statement  did  he  make  ? 

A.  Governor  Carney  said  to  me:  "I  propose  to  go  be- 
fore that  committee  (meaning  this  committee)  and  tell  what 
I  know  in  reference  to  that  election  (meaning  the  election  of 
last  winter).  Caldwell  and  Smith  have  treated  me  like  a 
dog,  and  I  intend  to  expose  them.  I  know  th  at  they  paid  to 
members  of   the  Legislature  money  for  votes." 

Q.  What  election  was  the  subject  of  that  conversation  ? 
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A.  Tho  Senatorial  election  of  last  winter — the  election 
of  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  where  Mr.  Carney  is  now? 

A.  I  saw  Mr.  Carney  on  Wednesday  and  he  told  me  to 
inform  you  ho  was  ready  to  meet  the  committee  at  any  time, 
if  they  would  notify  him,  and  it  was  his  own  request,  and  he 
will  ho  disappointed  if  not  called. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Clarke  used  any  money  last 
winter  or  not? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Or  any  other  person  for  Mr.  Clarke,  or  any  other 
candidate  ? 

A.  I  do  not,  except  from  general  rumor. 

By  J.  Boynton. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  arrangement  between  Mr. 
Caldwell  and  Mr.  Clarke  to  induce  Mr.  Clarke  to  withdraw  ? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir,  except  by  general  rumor. 

Examined  by  the   Chairman. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Caldwell  promised  any 
appointment  to  any  persons  to  induce  them  to  labor  for  his 
election  ? 

A.  I  may  have  known  of  it  at  the  time,  but  don't 
remember  any  now. 

Q.  Do  yott  know  of  Mr.  Clarke  making  any  pledges  of 
appointment  to  individuals,  to  secure  his  election  ? 

A.  None,  except  by  rumor.  I  have  heard  that  Clarke 
and  Caldwell  both  promised  a  good  many  more  offices  than 
they  could  give. 

By  Mr.   Wood. 

Q.  Did  Governor  Carney  name  any  members  of  the 
Legip.Jaturo  who  had  received  money  for  their  votes? 

A.  My  impression  is  that  he  did,  but  I  could  not  give 
the  name  of  any  one,  for  I  did  not  reniembor  it- 

Q.  Would  you  know  it  if  3-ou  saw  a  list  of  the  names   ? 

A.  I  don't  know  [The  roll  of  the  Logislaturo  was  here 
handed  tho  witness,  and  after  looking  it  over,  he  said]  :  yes, 
I  think  among  the  h'st  was  the  name  of  Mr.  Busick.  I  don't 
remember  others,  although  there  were  quite  a  number  of 
others. 
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Q.  Can  you  state  about  how  mauy  names  were  men- 
tioned ? 

A.  It  would  be  an  estimate — I  should  say  about  twenty 
— perhaps  less,  or  more. 

By  Mr.  Jolinson. 

Q.  AVhat  were  your  mcanfl  for  knowiiit^  last  winter 
whether  money  was  used  by  Caldwell,  or  Smith,  or  any  of 
Caldwell's  friends  ;  was  your  relationship  to  that  contest  such 
that  3'ou  were  likely  to  know? 

A.  I  was  anxious  to  secure  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell 
to  the  Senate,  and  was  here  for  that  purpose. 

Q.  Was  the  relationship  such  as  would  give  you  a 
general  insight  into  their  business? 

A.  Well,  I  thought  I  had  some  knowledge  of  the  private 
workings  of  the  canvass;  I  may  have  been  mistaken. 

Q.  Then,  sir,  do  you  know  of  any  instance,  to  the  best 
of  your  knowledge,  where  money  was  used  ? 

A.  I  don't,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Len  Smith  say  that  he  paid  out 
any  money  in  that  canvass  ? 

A.  I  have  had  a  great  many  talks  with  Len  Smith,  and 
I  don't  know  whether  I  heard  it  or  not. 

Q.  To  the  best  of  your  recollection  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  did,  and  I  don't  know  that  I  did 
not;  my  recollection  iu  a  matter  of  guess,  and  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  eay  whether  I  did  or  did  not. 

By  the  Chainnan. 

Q.  What  was  the  relation  between  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr. 
Smith  at  that  time  and  previous  to  it? 

A,  They  were  very  intimate,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  Mr.  L.  T.  Smith  is  now? 

A.  Mr.  Smith  told  me  about  the  25th  of  last  month  that 
he  was  going  to  New  York,  and  would  return  in  four  weeks  ; 
tliat  vras  in  Leavenworth  ;    that  is  all  I  know. 

Q.  Was  that  before  this  inquiry  began  ? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  it  was  before  this  investiga- 
tion began. 

Q.  Don't  you  know  a«  a  matter  of  fact  that  Len  Smith 
had  a  lot  of  money  here  last  winter  ? 
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A.  I  don't  know  that  he  had  a  cent  here.  I  loaned  hira 
some  money  to  pay  his  little  bills  here ;  that  was  after  the 
election. 

Q.  What  is  Len  Smith's  politics  ? 

A.  I  take  him  to  be  a  Democrat. 

Q.  What  are  Mr.  Caldwell's  politics? 

A.  I  have  always  understood  him  to  be  a  Eepublican — 
cot  an  active  Eepublican. 

Q.  Then  I  understand  yeu,  Mr.  Osborn,  to  swear  that 
you  have  no  knowledge  of  any  person  using  anj^  improper 
influences  or  means  to  secure  votes  for  Mr.  Caldwell  or  any 
other  candidate,  last  winter  ? 

A.  A  good  deal  depends  upon  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"  improper," 

Q.  State  what  means  were  used,  then,  to  secure  votes  for 
Mr.  Caldwell  or  any  other  candidate  that  you  know  of 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  cannot  call  to  my  recollection  any  partic- 
ular vote  that  would  enlighten  you. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  whether  promises  of  future 
rewards  were  used  ? 

A:  My  general  impression  is  that  all  the  candidates 
promised  everything  they  could  think  of,  and  a  great  deal 
more  than  they  could  fill,  in  money  and  offices,  and  every- 
thing else,  and  played  off  on  them  as  often  as  they  could.  I 
want  to  say  further:  that  in  my  judgment  the  last  election 
was  conducted  as  honestly  as  any  other  Senatorial  election 
in  Kansas,  except  the  first  Senatorial  election  when  General 
Lane  was  elected,  and  then  he  had  not  money  enough  to 
carry  him  out  of  town. 

By  J.  Boijnton. 

Q.  Were  you  here  in  the  campaign  of  18G7  ? 

A.  I  was,  sir. 

Q,  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  then  ? 

A.  Only  from  the  general  talk.  I  knew  further  that 
there  was  some  talk  of  checks  and  drafts  beipg  offered  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  joint  convention  for 
votes  for  Senator  Ross,  and  the  general  talk  was  at  that  time 
that  the  Senatorial  election  for  the  two  members  had  been 
carried  by  the  use  of  money. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  You  have  stated  that  your  judgment  is  that  the  last 
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Senatorial  election  was  conducted  as  honestly  as  any  other 
in  the  State,  except  one.  ISow  I  -will  ask  you  to  stato  what 
your  judf^ment  is  in  reference  to  the  means  used  to  carry 
the  last  Senatorial  election. 

A.  My  judgment  is  that  some  money  was  used ;  but  it 
is  simply  a  matter  of  judgment. 

Bjj  Mr.  ffohnson. 

Q.  As  a  matter  of  judgment,  how  much  do  you  suppose 
that  Mr.  Caldwell  was  worth  ? 

A.  I  can  only  tell  you  by  common  rumor — three  or  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  You  have  no  idea  how  much  patronage  he  will  have, 
if  elected  Senator. 

A.  That  would  depend  on  his  good  sense. 

Q.  Then  you  wish  to  convey  the  idea  that  Mr.  Cald- 
well aimed  to  use  three  or  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  in 
the  election. 

A.  No,  sir,  1  don't  mean  to  say  that. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  paid  the  sums  which  were  used  in 
Caldwell's  interest  to  elect  him  Senator. 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Caldwell's  room  last  winter  during  the 

canvass  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  quite  frequently. 

Q.  Was  not  Len  Smith  there  quite  frequently  ? 

A.  He  was  there  often  ;  anxious  to  elect  Mr.  Caldwell, 
and  working  exclusively  for  that  end. 

Q.  Did  not  Caldwell  and  Len  Smith  apparenllj-  have  the 
most  intimate  and  confidential  relations  ? 

A.  I  think  they  did,  all  through  it. 

Q.  Was  not  Len  Smith  the  principal  manager  of  the 
movement  to  elect  Caldwell  here  in  Topeka? 

A.  Len  .Smith  was  one  of  Caldwell's  principal  friends, 
but  I  don't  think  ho  was  the  manager  ;  he  was  regarded  as 
among  his  chiefs.  '■ 

Q.  With  authority  to  act  for  him  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  what  authority  ho  had  ;   pei'haps  he 
mav  have  assumed  a  great  deal. 
12 
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Q.  Were  you  about  Governor  Carney's  rooms  in  1867  ? 

A.  I  was  there  all  the  while. 

Q.  Was  there  a  room  there  that  was  used  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  out  the  money  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  were  there  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember,  but  I  think  four  or  five;  several  at 
any  rate. 

Q.  Did  Perry  Fuller  ever  show  you  a  check  book  that 
had  been  used  in  drawing  checks  for  members  of  the 
Legislature  ? 

A.  No.  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  tell  you  that  ho  had  bought  members  of 
the  Legislature  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  think  I  have  an  affidvaifc  of  a  man  in  my 
desk  at  home  made  four  years  ago,  in  which  he  swears  that 
money  was  offered  him  on  the  floor  of  the  House  as  a  member 
for  his  vote,  to  vote  for  Mr,  Eoss  for  the  Senate. 

Q.  State  his  name. 

A.  His  name  is  John  D.  Wells,  and  he  lives  in  Marshall 
count}^  ? 

Q-  What  county  did  he  then  represent? 

A.  Mai'shall  county.  I  dont  know  whether  I  have  that 
affidavit  or  not,  but  I  think  I  have. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  who  he  swore  offered  him  that 
money? 

A.  My  impression  is  that  it  was  the  commissioners  of 
Perry  Fuller.  I  want  it  understood  that  this  was  mono}'- 
offered  on  the  floor  of  the  joint  convention  while  the  election 
was  taking  place. 


GEOEGE  A.  EEYNOLDS, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 
Q.  Where  do  you  live  ? 
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A.  Lawrence,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you  hero  during  the  Senatorial  contest  last 
winter  ? 

A.  A  portion  of  the  time. 

Q.  Whoso  favor  or  interest  did  you  work  in? 

A.  Well,  I  was  not  doing  much  work,  but  was  favorable 
to  Mr.  Clarko'tj  oUction  for  the  United  States  Senate. 

Q.  Had  he  any  money  here  to  secure  his  election  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of,  sir. 

Q-  Had  any  one  any  money  that  you  know  of  for  him? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of 

Q.  Do  you  know  11.  S.  Stevens  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  business  was  he  engaged  in  ? 

A.  General  Manager  of  the  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas 
Railroad.  ' 

Q.  W^hat  was  ho  doing  hero  at  that  timo  ? 

A.  Ho  seemed  to  be  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Clarke,  and  I 
think  he  was  favorable  to  his  election. 

Q.  How  long  was  he  here  ? 

A.  He  was  here  during  the  election  ;  until  Mr.  Caldwell 
was  elected  ;  wlien  I  come  to  think  of  it,  1  was  hero  during 
the  whole  time. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Stevens  had  any  money 
hero  to  be  used  in  that  canvass  for  Mr.  Clarke  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  don't  know  that  ho  had  a  cent. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  w^hother  money  was  used  by  Mr. 
Stevens  to  secure  the  election  of  Mr.  Clarke? 

A.  None  at  all  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Have  you  had  access  to  tho  books  of  the  Missouri, 
Kansas  and  Texas  Eailroad  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  heard  any  conversation  among  tho 
officei'H  of  that  company  in  relation  to  tho  uso  of  money  in 
that  election  of  United  States  Senator? 

A.  I  had  a  conversation  with,  or  rather  the  President  of 
tho  company  slated  to  me  that  Mr.  Stevens  paid  some  money 
here — bills  that  were  in  Topeka. 

Q.  How  much  ? 
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A.  My  rcoollection  is  that  it  was  about  t^cnty-six  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars. 

Q.  To  what  time  did  Mr.  Parsons  refer  ? 

A.  Ho  referred  to  the  time  of  the  Senatorial  election  of 
last  winter. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  ? 

A.  Twenty-six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  I  think  ;  Mr. 
Parsons  stated  to  mo  that  amount  of  money  wa?  expended 
by  Mr.  Stevens  in  paying  bills,  such  as  the  soup  house  affair 
— bills  for  gentlemen  lobbying  for  Mr.  Clarke. 

Q.  Anything  more  about  that  ^ 

A.  No,  that  is  all. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  use  of  money  iu  the  inter- 
est of  Mr.  Clarke,  either  from  knowledge  derived  at  the  time 
the  election  was  going  on  or  from  information  received  from 
persons  who  expended  it  afterwards,  or  i'rom  any  other  relia- 
ble source  ? 

A.  None  whatever;  I  will  state  that  it  is  only  my  recol- 
lection as  to  the  amount  of  twenty-six  hundred  dollars  and 
I  have  no  further  information  about  that ;  it  all  come  up  in 
incidental  conversation. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  or  other  valuable 
thing  whatsoever  was  used  to  secure  votes  for  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  or  other  valuable 
consideration  to  secure  votes  for  any  of  the  other  candidates  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  election  of  18G7  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  have  no  recollection ;  I  was  in  the  Indian 
country  at  that  time. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  any  contract  between 
M.  W.  lleynolds,  Mr.  Pomeroy  and  Sidney  Clarke,  by  which 
political  influence  was  to  be  given  and  paid  for  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q  State  what  that  contract  was  ?  How  much  money 
was  paid  for  it  and  what  other  sccuiitios  were  given  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  the  year  1866  that  I  was  in  Washing- 
ton. Mr.  Pomeroy  and  Mr.  Clarke  said  to  me  at  the  ALetro- 
politan  Hotel  that  they  desired  to  secure  the  influence  of  a 
paper  jiublishcd  by  my  brother,  the  Journal,  at  Lawrence, 
and  proposed,  inasmuch  as  it  was  a  considerable  thing  to 
maintain  a  paper  in  Kansas,  to  aid   the  paper  by  a  money 
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consideration.  Thereupon  each  of  them  gave  me  for  ray 
brother  five  hundred  dollars,  which  I  forwarded  to  him,  and 
gave  me  two  ])romis.sory  notes  of  a  thousand  dollars  each, 
which  I  endorsed  without  recourse  and  sent  to  him  the  same 
day. 

Q.  What  was  the  consideration  for  the  payment  of  that 
money  and  the  giving  of  those  two  notes  ? 

A.  It  was  that  the  paper  should  support  the  election  of 
Mr.  Pomeroy  to  the  Senate  and  Sidney  Clarke  for  Congress. 
That  was  the  understanding. 

Q.  "Was  there  any  other  consideration  for  tlio  payment 
of  that  money  and  the  giving  of  those  two  notes,  save  and 
except  that  the  Lawrence  Journal,  edited  and  published  by 
M.  W.  Eeynolds,  should  support  S.  C.  Pomeroy  and  Sidney 
Clarke  for  Senator  and  j^epresentative  in  Congress  at  the 
then  ensuing  elections  of  those  officers  ? 

A.  None  whatever. 

Q.  Have  those  notes  been  paid  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  they  have  not,  at  least  not  in  full.  So  far  as 
I  know  they  have  not  been. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  promises  were  made  b}' 
Mr.  Clarkoof  appointment  to  office  in  consideration  cf  votes 
in  the  event  he  should  be  elected  this  last  winter? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Or  by  Mr.  Caldwell  or  any  of  the  candidates? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

By  G.   W.  Clark. 

Q.  Mr.  Ecynolds,  did  you  ever  Lave  au}^  conversation 
wMth  Senator  Pomeroy  concerning  his  election  in  18G7? 
A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  tell  3'ou  how  much  it  cost  him  to  secure 
his  seat  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  Perry  Fuller's  account  books  or 
check  books. 

A.  I  was  somewhat  familiar  with  the  business  of  Pcrrj- 
Fuller  &  Co.  I  have  seen  charged  on  his  books  an  amount  of 
money  to  Mr.  Pomeroy,  and,  I  think,  to  Mr.  lioss. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  amount  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  and  I  don't  know  whether  the  money  churged 
to  them  was  used  for  election  purposes. 
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Jiij  the  Chairman. 

Q.  About  what  tirao  were  thoso  items  charged  against 
these  parties. 

A.  Well,  it  was  in  Wa8hin,f^tion,  probably  in  1867.  or 
186S,  that  I  saw  them,  but  I  don't  know  the  date  at  which 
they  were  charged  to  thoso  gentlemen. 

Q.  Was  the  amount  largo  or  small  that  was  charged? 

A.  I  could  not  state  the  amount.  I  cannot  answer  the 
question. 

Q.  Yv^as  the  amount  a  single  item,  or  made  up  ot"  a  num- 
ber of  items? 

A.  I  should  think  it  was  in  items,  two  or  three,  or  more. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Fuller  in 
regard  to  the  matter  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Fuller  &  Co. 

A.  No,  sir. 

By  W.  S.  Clark. 

Q.  Do  you  know  W.  H.  Pcckham,  of  Douglas  county? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  over  had  any  conversation  with  him  about 
who  he  was  going  to  support  for  Senator  last  winter? 

A.  I  may  have  had,  but  don't  recolleot  about  him — oh, 
I  presume  I  did  a  dozen  of  times,  but  I  don't  recollect  what 
his  answer  was  at  either  time. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  of  his  demanding  money  for  his 
suppox't  of  Clarke  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Dr.  McCartney,  of  Wilson  county  ? 

A.  I  do,  sir. 

Q.  Have  3'ou  heard  of  his  vote? 

A.  I  lieard  this  about  Dr.  McCartney :  "  Mr.  Moses 
Neal,  of  Humboldt,  a  friend  of  Dr.  McCartney's,  said  to  me, 
in  Topeka,  I  think  the  night  before  the  election,  that  he 
would  like  to  vote  for  Clarke,  (that  is.  Dr.  McCartney  would,) 
and  was  elected  upon  that  issue  in  his  county  ;  would  rather 
vote  for  Mr.  Clarke  for  a  thousand  dollars  than  vote  for  Mr. 
Caldwell  for  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  would  like  to  know 
whether  our  side,  as  ho  called  it,  was  going  to  put  up  any 
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money  ;  if  not,  ho  could  get  fifteen  hundred  dollars  from 
Mr.  Caldwell."  I  stated  to  him,  "tell  Dr.  MeCartney  that 
wo  have  no  money  to  purchase  votes  for  the  election  of  a 
Senator."  That  was  the  whole  of  the  conversation.  There- 
fore ho  left,  and  the  next  day  ho  (Dr.  McCartney)  did  vote 
for  Mr,  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Neal  represent  to  you  that  ho  was  the  agent 
of  Dr.  McCartney  ? 

A.  No,  not  in  the  sense  of  an  agent,  but  of  a  friend. 


G.  W.  WOOD, 


Being  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Examined  by  3Ir.  W.  B.  Clark. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside,  Mr.  Wood  ? 

A.  Cheroke  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  What  business  were  you  in  the  last  winter  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  was  a  part  of  the  time  in  the  Legislature? 
that  is,  a  member  of  the  Legislature. 

Q.  Were  you  hero  during  the  Senatorial  election? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  part  in  the  campaign  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  hardly  how  to  answer  that.  T,  of 
course,  cast  my  vote. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Caldwell '/ 

A.  I  know  him  by  sight;  was  introduced  to  him,  and 
■was  in  his  room  several  times. 

Q.  Did  ho  or  any  of  his  friends  ever  ask  you  to  vote  for 
Mr.  Caldwell  for  Senator? 

A.  Caldwell  did  not. 

Q.  Did  any  of  his  friends? 

A.  Well,  there  vrero  men  who  pretended  to  be  his  friends 
that  asked  rao  to  vote  for  him. 

Q.  Did  any  of  them  offer  any  inducements  to  you  to  per- 
suade you  to  vote  for  him? 
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A.  They  did,  sir. 

Q.  Who  offered  you  induceraents  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  one  of  the  men  was  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Joel  Thomas,  who  lives  in  Lawrence. 

Q.  What  did  he  offer  ? 

A.  He  offered  mo  two  thousand  dollars  in  money  if  I 
would  cast  my  vote  for  Alexander  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  he  show  you  the  money  ? 

A.  He  did  not.  He  came  up  to  my  room  and  offered  mc 
the  money,  and  I  told  him  I  was  not  for  barter. 

Q.  Did  he  say  he  had  been  authorized  by  any  one  to 
make  you  that  oft'er  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  did  that  time. 
Q.  Did  ho  any  time  ? 

A.  Yes.  He  camo  to  mo  the  next  morning;,  the  morning 
that  the  ballot  was  taken  that  elected  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  What  did  ho  say  ? 

A.  He  said  that  ho  had  come.  He  approached  me  about 
like  this:  He  said  that  they  had  bought  enough  votes  to 
elect  Caldwell ;  but  he  was  authorized  to  offer  me  that  morn- 
ing a  thousand  dollars ;  that  they  had  secured  votes  enough 
for  from  six  to  seven  hundred  dollars,  but  if  I  would  cast  my 
vote  for  Caldwell  they  would  give  me  a  thousand. 

Q.  Anything  further  ? 

A.  No.  I  said,  I  am  representing  my  constituents  and  I 
cannot  afford  to  sell  them  out,  and  I  don't  believe  Mr.  Cald- 
well would  do  anything  f©r  them  if  he  had  the  chance? 

Q.  Did  he  show  you  any  money  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  did  not  see  any  money  at  all ;  but  he  told  mo  ho 
was  authorized  to  offer  it. 

Q.  Any  other  offers  made  to  j^ou  during  the  campaign? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Kritz,  or  who  gave 
his  name  as  Kreitz,  and  said  ho  was  county  treasurer  of 
Jefferson  county. 

Q.  When  did  he  make  you  any  offer  ? 

A.  On  the  day  that  the  first  ballot  was  being  taken. 

Q.  Where? 

A.  Well,  sir,  he  came  into  my  room  in  the  Ashbaugh 
House. 
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Q.  What  did  he  Hay  ? 

A.  IIo  said  ho  was  authorized  to  pay  me  a  thousand  dol- 
lars if  I  would  cast  my  vote  for  Alexander  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  he  say  who  authorized  him  ? 

A.  I  think  he  did.  I  told  him  I  would  not  and  could  not 
accept  the  offer. 

Q.  Wei'o  there  any  other  oiXera  made  to  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  did  Joel  Thomas  make  you  this  first  olTer  ? 

A.  The  day  that  the  first  ballot  was  taken  he  raa^e  mo 
the  first  offer  ? 

Q.  Before  the  ballot  was  taken  ? 

A.  I  am  not  positive  in  regard  to  that. 

Q.  Did  Kreitz  say  anything  about  how  many  votes  thej"- 
had  bought  ? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Q,  Did  you  hoar  from  any  one  how  many  votes  Mr. 
Caldwell  bought  last  winter? 

A.  I  heard  many  assertions,  but  nothing  positive. 

Q.  Did  the  friends  of  any  of  the  other  candidates  make 
3'ou  any  offer? 

A.  No,  sir.  They  frequently  approached  mc,  but  none 
made  me  any  offer. 

B.  In  what  way  did  they  approach  you? 

A.  They  tried  to  persuade  me  to  vote  for  Sidney  Clarke 
and  Bome  for  Rose,  and  I  told  them  it  was  inconsistent,  and 
I  could  not  do  it.  They  told  me  that  Clarke  was  our  friend 
in  regard  to  the  Cherokee  Neutral  Lands  ;  but  I  said  I  could 
never  see  it. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  Joel  Thomas  ? 

A.  I  was  acquainted  with  Joel  Thomas — I  first  got 
acquainted  with  him  four  years  ago  this  winter. 

Q.  AVhat  day  did  Joel  get  here  from  Lawrence  ? 

A.  I  don't  know,  sir. 

Q.  Was  the  first  time  you  saw  him  the  day  before  the 
first  ballot? 

A.  I  am  not  positive. 
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Q.  Did  you  seo  him  on  jour  -way  to  the  Legislature  ? 
A.  'No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  When  did  you  sco  him  last  anterior  to  his  makinji  the 
offer?  '  ^ 

A.  Oh,  I  think  I  saw  him  probably  the  day  before  in  the 
Tefft  House. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  promise  Joel  at  any  time,  either  before 
or  during  the  sitting  of  the  Legislature,  to  vote  for  any  par- 
ticular person  for  the  United  States  Senate? 

A.  I  never  did. 

<^.  Did  you  ever  tell  Joel  that  as  a  matter  of  friendship 
or  favor  to  him,  that  you  would  vote  for  his  candidate  ? 

A.  I  never  did. 

Q.  Did  Thomas  and  Kreitz  seem  to  be  acting  together 
in  this  matter  or  separately  ? 

A.  Separately  apparently  to  me. 

Q.  Did  either  of  them  tell  you  what  authority  they  had 
to  make  you  this  offer  ? 

A.  They  did  not,  and  I  did  not  ask  them. 

Q.  AYas  any  other  sum  talked  about  at  all  except  the 
sum.s  you  have  named  on  the  part  of  either  of  them? 

A.  There  was  not. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Caldwell's  rooms  during  the  progress  of 
the  campaign  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  see  there — I  mean  in  his  private 
room? 

A.  I  don't  recollect.  There  were  several  gentlemen  in. 
My  impression  is  that  Mr.  Langdon  and  I  went  in  together. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  with  Caldwell  or  Len  Smith  about  the 
Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  did  not,  sir. 

Q.  Did  Joel  Thomas  slay  hero  until  after  the  election 
was  over? 

A.  I  saw  him  in  the  House  the  day  the  final  vote  was 
taken. 

Q.  Did  Joel  tell  you  that  he  had  approached  any  one  else 
with  an  offer  of  money  for  his  vote  ? 
A.  He  did  not. 
Q.  Did  he  speak  of  any  one  else  ? 
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A.  lie  did  not  call  any  names. 

Q.  Did  bo  speak  of  himself  having  secured  any  otbei* 
votes  ? 

A.  Ho  did  not. 

Q.  Or  this  other  man  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  Thomas  having  private  interviews 
with  any  other  members  ? 
A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Or  that  other  man  ? 
A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  talk  with  McCartney  or  Peckham  about 
the  Senatorial  election  while  it  was  going  on  ? 

A.  I  never  did  with  McCartney,  but  I  did  with  Peckham. 

Q.  What  did  Peckham  tell  you  about  it  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  could  say.  We  talked  frequently 
about  how  the  election  was  being  conducted,  and  who  tho 
probable  candidate  for  the  United  States  Senate  was. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  he  had  any  offer  ? 

A.  Ho  did  not.  Mr.  Peckham  often  asked  mo  to  support 
Caldwell  if  it  was  not  inconsistent;  but  I  said  I  could  not 
do  it. 

Q.  Did  Peckham  preside  over  Democratic  caucuses  on 
tho  subject  before  the  election? 

A.  lie  did. 

Q.  Did  ho  exert  his  influonco  at  that  time  for  Qaldwell  ? 

A.  My  impression  is  that  ho  did  not. 

Q.  Did  ho  exert  his  influen'co  for  any  one  else  ? 

A.  Mr.  Peckham  and  myself  exerted  our  influence  that 
tho  Democrats  should  stand  together  as  a  body,  and  vote  in 
a  body,  first,  last  and  all  the  time. 

Q.  That  was  Peckham's  policy  as  well  as  your  own  ? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  When  was  it  that  he  made  up  his  mind  that  he 
would  go  for  Caldwell  ? 

A.  When  he  saw  that  tho  Democrats  could  not  bo  con- 
trolled to  support  one  man,  then  ho  thought  it  was  policy  to 
support  Caldwell  before  any  other  candidate. 
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Q.  Has  Pcckham  over  told  you  since  the  election  any- 
thing about  Caldwell  and  his  promise  to  him? 

A.  No,  sir.

Q.  "Were  you  acquainted  with  Ih:  Phinney  ? 

A.  I  was  acquainted  with  Mr.  Phinney. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  receiving  any  money  for  his 
vote  i* 

A.  I  do  not;  nor  of  any  other  member  receiving  it.

T.  S.  FLOYD, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 
Examined  by  the  Chairman. 
Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  Counly  of  Sedgwick  and  State  of  Kansas. 
A.  Do  you  know  one  J.  M.  Steele  ? 
A.  I  do. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  his  financial  circumstances  were 
when  he  came  to  the  Legislature  last  winter;  if  so,  state? 

A.  They  were  considered  very  low. 

Q.  Had  you  the  means  t>f  knowing  what  money  he  had 
then? 

A.  Not  to  a  certainty. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  then  in 
regard  to  what  money  he  had  ? 

A.  Only  60  far  as  a  bargain  there  was  between  us.  Ho 
said  ho  had  not  the  means  to  fulfill  the  engagement,  and  if  1 
would  withdraw  the  trade  he  would  like  to  have  it  done. 

Q.  How  much  money  did  it  take  on  his  part  to  fulfill  his 
engagement? 

A.  One  hundred  dollars. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  what  his  financial  condition  was  when 
ho  returned  from  the  Legislature? 

A.  Not  for  a  certainty;  onl}-  as  I  saw  it  manifested  in 
his  buainesa  and  every  day  affairs  of  life. 

Q.  What  did  you  sec  that  indicated  the  use  of  money, 
and  in  what  amount? 

A.  lie  increased  his  business  about  fifteen  hundred  or 
two  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whero  he  got  fhe  extra  funds  which  ho 
put  in  his  business? 

A,  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  in  whose  favor  for  United  States  Sen- 
ator J.  M.  Steele  was  elected  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  ho  was  elected  and  was  pledged  to  all  his 
prominent  supporters  for  Governor  S.  J.  Crawford. 
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Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus  : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  "Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  Topeka,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  with  one  J.  M.  Steele,  a  Tiepro- 
sentative  from  Sedgwick  county,  in  tlio  Legislature  last 
winter? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Had  you  any  bu!<incss  transactions  with  him  last 
winter,  and  if  .so,  state  what  it  was,  and  all  about  it? 

A.  Well,  I  had  a  note  against  J.  M.  Steele,  of  Wichita, 
of  $200;  I  called  on  him  for  payment,  and  ho  paid  mo  with 
interest. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  ho  had  at  the  time 
ho  made  this  paj-ment  to  you  ? 

A.  I  do  not;  ho  seemed  to  have  plenty  of  iuoium'.  Ho 
];aid  mo  two  one  hundred  dollar  bills,  and  eight  dollars  be- 
side. He  made  this  payment  to  me  two  or  three  days  after 
the  Senatorial  election.

CHESTER  THOMAS, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a^y  conversation  with  J,  M.  Steele, 
last  wintei',  about  the  Senatorial  election  ?  if  so,  state  all  of 
that  conversation  and  the  circumstances. 

A.  I  did  ;  ho  authorized  me  to  go  to  the  friends  of  Cald- 
well ;  he  told  me  to  tell  them  they  could  get  a  vote  for  $800, 
and  told  me  not  to  tell  them  whose  vote  it  was.  I  went  to 
James  L.  McDowell  and  Len  T.  Smith  and  talked  to  them. 
Len  Smith  told  mo,  in  his  buainess-like  way.  that  they 
could  get  all  the  votes  they  wanted  now  for  S500.  Then 
McDowell  and  I  went  off  by  ourselves  and  talked  about  the 
same  transaction,  and  from  McDowell's  conversation  I  ascer- 
tained that  Mr.  Steele  bad  been  "fixed" — that  they  had 
''got  him."  This  is  the  languarc  that  was  used.  I  under- 
stood from  the  circumstances  that  Steele  had  five  hundred 
dollars.  I  then  wont  back  to  Mr.  Steele,  and  told  him  ho 
was  already  sold  out,  and  he  had  his  money,  and  I  could  tell 
him  how  much  he  got,  and  told  him  he  had  $500  in  his 
pocket.  His  first  remark  was:  "I  told  you  not  to  mention 
my  name  under  any  circumstances."  He  said  they  (meaning, 
as  I  understood,  Caldwell's  friends)  were  buying  their  way 
through  anyway,  and  it  made  no  odds  how  much  money  ho 
got.  This  conversation  with  McDowell  was  right  after  the 
first  ballot,  and  they  complained  that  he  (Steele)  had  not 
voted  as  he  agreed,  but  thought  he  would  vote  right  in  tho 
end. 

Q.  "When  you  told  Steele  that  he  had  $500  in  his  pocket, 
did  he  deny  or  oxi^lain  it  in  anyway  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  denied  or  admitted  it  directly. 

Q.  When  and  where  had  jou.  these  conversations  with 
Mr.  Steele  ? 

A.  After  the  first  ballot,  and  before  the  last  ballot,  in 
the  Tefft  House.

Having  been  sworn,  tcstiQod  as  follows: 

By  J.  Boynion. 
Q.  Where  do  you  reside. 
A.  Saline  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  Was  you  in  this  city  lasf  winter  during  the  Sena- 
torial contest? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  axxj  money  or  other  corrupt  influ- 
ence being  used  to  obtain  votes? 

A.  Xo,  sir;  I  do  not  know  of  an}'. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  anything  about  money  being  used  or 
offered  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  heard  there  was  money  ollercd  and  used. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Bob  Stevens  hero  last  winter? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Did  you  hear  him  say  anything  on  that  subject? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  heard  him  say  something  on  that  subject, 
but  1  did  not  hear  him  offer  any  money. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  anybody  offer  any  money? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Who  was  it,  and  to  whom  was  it  offered  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  it  was  money  either;  Mr.  Hopkins, 
a  gentleman  who  was  in  the  lobby  here,  and  myself  were 
talking  about  the  vote  of  the  member  from  my  county,  and 
ho  (Hopkins)  said  ho  could  make  it  to  the  genileman's  inter- 
est if  he  would  support  Caldwell. 

Q.  State  all  of  the  conversation  between  you  and  Hop- 
kins in  relation  to  the  vote  of  the  member  from  your  county  ? 

A.  In  the  conversation,  Mr.  Hopkins  asked  mo  if  I 
knew  the  member  from  my  county  intimately  ;  I  told  him  i 
did.  He  then  asked  mo  if  I  knew  who  ho  was  going  to 
support  for  United  States  Senator;  I  told  him  I  thought  ho 
was  going  to  support  Clarke.  He  then  said  Caldwell  had 
come  hero  for  the  purpose  of  being  elected  United  States 
Senator,   and  that  a  man  had  just  as  well  make  something 
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out  of  it  as  not ;  that  a  man  was  a  fool  for  bucking  against 
him,  and  that  if  Snead  would  support  Caldwell  ho  conld 
make  something  by  doing  it,  and  asked  rac  to  have  a  conver- 
sation with  Snead  and  let  him  know  what  Snead  said. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Eusick,  a  Eeprescntative  from  Lin- 
coln county  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  a  conversation  with  hira  on  the 
subject? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  roomed  with  Mr.  Eusick  a  part  of  the 
time,  and  heard  him  talk  frequently  about  the  money  that 
was  being  used  in  the  election. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  say  anything  about  a  bribe 
having  been  offered  him? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  told  me  that  some  one  of  Mr.  Clai'ke'& 
friends — I  think  it  was  Eob  Stevens — offered  him  two  thou- 
sand dollars  for  his  vote  for  Clarke. 


SPECIAL  REPOET. 

Mr.  Snodd}",  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Legislature  to  investigate  charges  of  bribery  and  corruption 
in  Senatorial  elections  of  1867  and  1871,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing partial  report  relating  to  the  refusal  of  Daniel  M. 
Adams  to  answer  certain  questions,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Moore,  waa 
adopted : 

Mr.  President:  The  Special  Committee  appointed  un- 
der House  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  15,  have  to  report  that 
in  the  progress  of  their  examination  they  called  Mr.  D.  M. 
Adams  and  asked  him  the  following  questions  which  he 
declined  to  answer,  to-wit : 

Questions  aakcd  Daniel  M.  Adams  by  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  Investigation  which  the  said  Daniel  M.  Adams 
refused  to  answer:

Q.  From  your  business,  have  you  learned  that  any  sum 
or  sums  of  money  were  paid  or  promised  to  be  ])aid  by  Mr. 
Caldwell,  or  by  any  persons  for  him,  to  any  member  of  the 
Legislature,  or  to  any  other  person  for  the  purpose  of  influ- 
encing votes  for  Alex.  Caldwell  in  the  Senatorial  election  of 
last  winter— 1871? 

A.  I  respectively  decline  to  answer  that  question  ? 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Caldwell  executed  his 
note  to  Tom  Anderson  or  not  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answqr  that  question. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  tell  you  that  Caldwell  was  to  pay  him 
anything  for  services  rendered  in  the  election  ? 

A.  Well,  I  decline  to  answer  that. 

Q.  Did  a  note  made  by  Caldwell  or  Len  Smith,  in  favor 
of  Tom  Anderson,  or  made  by  Tom  Anderson,  and  endorsed 
by  either  of  them,  ever  tind  its  way  to  your  bank  during  the 
Senatoriiil  election  of  1871,  or  afterwards? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Anderson  say  what  he  was  to  get? 

A.  AYell,  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  Did  Anderson  or  Dennis,  or  either,  procure  $10,000 
from  your  bank,  or  from  you  personally,  or  about  that  sum, 
upon  a  drai't  drawn  on  the  treasurer  of  the  Kansas  Pacific 
Eailroad  during  the  Senatorial  election  of  last  winter? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question  ?

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Caldwell  or  Len  T.  Smith  using 
any' money  during  that  canvass,  directly  or  indirectly  ? 

A.  I  paid  considerable  sums  of  money  to  another  party, 
upon  the  check  or  draft  of  Len  T.  Smith,  dux-iug  that  canvass. 

Q.  To  whom  did  you  pay  that  sum,  and  what  was  the 
amount  ? 

A.  I  paid  it  to  T.  J.  Anderson  ;  the  amount  was  $7,000. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  the  da}^  that  check  was  cashed  ? 

A.  January  23d,  1871. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Anderson 
about  that  check,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn  ? 

A.  I  did  not;  he  said  he  wanted  the  currency  on  it. 

Q.  Did  he  get  the  currency  ? 

A.  He  did. 

Q.  "VYas  that  before  or  after  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  It  was  before. 

Q.  Did  ycu  cash  any  other  draft,  drawn  by  Len  Smith, 
than  this  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  recollect  of. 

Q.  In  whose  favor  was  that  draft,  drawn  by  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  To  the  order  of   Thomas  Carnej-,  and  by  him  en- 
dorsed ;  that  is,  drawn  in  favof  of  Thomas  Carnej'. 
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Q.  Did  tlicy  dra-'.v  nuy  ciicfks  in  favor  of  any  momberd 
of  tlie  LooisUiturc,  ou  your  bank  ? 

A.  Well,  I  mu8t  pay  in  reply  to  that,  that  at  the  time  1 
refused  to  an.swcv  that  question  I  supposed  they  had  drawn 
Bomo  checks,  but  on  examination  I  find  they  had  not. 

Q.  Trom  your  business,  have  you  learned  that  any  pura 
or  Bums  of  money  were  paid,  or  promised  to  bo  paid,  by  Mr. 
Caldwell,  or  any  person  for  him,  to  any  member  of  the  Leg- 
islature, or  any  other  persons,  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
votes  for  Alex.  Caldwell  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  last 
winter? 

A.  Well,  I  have  learned  that  Mr.  Caldwell  did  agree  to 
pay  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  Major  Anderson  for  his  ser- 
vice in  endeavoring  to  secure  his  election. 

Q.  Did  yon  learn  when  that  agreement  was  made  ? 

A.  Sometime  before  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature. 

Q.  Have  you  learned  whether  or  not  Mr.  Caldwell  paid, 
or  promised  to  pay  to  any  one  else  any  sum  of  money  for 
his  influence  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  that  he  agreed  to  pay  Governor  Carney 
a  certain  sum  of  money,  but  that  is  hearsay  and  common 
report;  I  have  always  supposed  it  was  correct. 

Q.  Have  j'ou  ever  learned  from  you  business  relation 
that  Mr.  Caldwell,  or  any  person  for  him  paid,  or  promised 
to  pa}^  any  sum  of  money  to  any  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  consideration  of  their  vote  for  him? 

A.  I  have  heard  that  (this  in  hearsay  again)  the  Doniphan 
county  delegation  was  paid  §7,000  to  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell ; 
61,000  a  piece  for  the  entire  delegation. 

Q.  From  whom  did  you  get  that  Information  ? 

A.  Well,  sir;  it  is  a  luattcr  of  common  report.  I  have 
heard  it  probablj-  hundreds  of  times,  and  I  don't  know  that  I 
ever  heard  of  it  difiVrcntly  ;  I  have  always  heard  it  alike. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Caldwell  executed  his  note 
to  Tom  Anderson  or  not? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  tell  3-ou  that  Caldwell  was  to  ])ay  him 
for  services  rendered  in  that  election  ? 

A.  He  did. 

Q.  Did  a  note  made  by  Caldwell  or  Len  Smith,  in  favor 
of  Tom  Anderson  or  made  by  Tom  Anderson  and   endorsed 
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by  oitlior  of  them  ever  find  its   way  into  your  bank    during 
the  Senatorial  election  of  1871,  or  after  that  ? 

A.  There  was  such  a  note  that  found  its  way  into  our 
bank. 

Q.  For  what  amount  ? 

A.  Thirty-five  hundred  dollars 

Q.  Who  made  the  note  ? 

A.  It  was  made  by  T.  J.  Anderson. 

Q.  Payable  to  whom  ? 

A.  Alexander  Caldwell. 

Q.  Endorsed  by  whom  ? 

A.  Alexander  Caldwell. 

Q.  What  date  was  on  the  note  ? 

A.  Well,  sir ;  I  have  not  seen  the  note  for  some  little 
time,  and  I  cannot  recollect  the  date,  but  it  was  shortly  after 
the  Senatorial  election. 

Q.  When  was  it  to  be  due  ? 

A.  Eighteen  months  after  date. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Anderson  say  what  he  was  to  get? 

A.  I  have. 

Q-  What  did  he  say  he  was  to  get  ? 

A.  Five  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  State  whether  any  part  was  ever  paid,  and  if  so  how 
much  ? 

A.  The  amount  of  this  note — to  my  understanding — was 
part  payment. 

Q.  Was  anything  said  by  Tom  Anderson  in  regard  to 
the  other  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ? 

A.   Well,  that  it  was  to  be  paid  to  him. 

Q.  Did  Anderson  and  Dennis,  or  either  of  them  procure 
ten  thousand  dollars  at  your  bank,  or  from  you  personally  or 
about  that  sum  upon  a  draft  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Kansas  Pacific  Erailroad  during  the  Senatorial  election  of 
last  winter? 

A.  I  believe  there  was  such  a  draft. 

Q.  By  whom  was  it  drawn  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  drawn  by  .  nderson,  Superintendent 
Kansas  Pacific  Pailroad, 

Q.  In  iavor  of  whom? 

A.  I  think  in  favor  of  the  bank  ;  I  don't  recollect  certain, 
chat  is,  Kansas  Valley  National  Bank. 
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Q,  "Who  presontod  it? 

A.  T.  J.  Anderson. 

Q.  Vfas  it  cashed? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  for  what  purpose  that  money  was 
drawn  out  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I.  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  at  what  date  it  was  drawn  ? 

A.  I  think  I  could  tell  hy  refcrrin<;  to  a  Journal  of  the 
Legislature  ;  it  must  of  been  drawn  on  23d  of  Januur}-. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  of  that  check  or  draft  '^ 

A.  Ten  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  "Was  there  any  other  check  or  draft  drawn  about  that 
time  similar  to  this  one  you  have  spoken  of  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  recollection. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  Mr.  Clarke  and  his 
friends  had  been  here  in  the  city  of  Topeka  or  elsewhere 
within  reach  to  be  used  in  that  canvass? 

A.  I  never  supposed  that  there  was  any  money  to  be 
used  by  Mr.  CHarke  but  what  was  deposited  with  me.  I 
never  knew  of  any,  and  never  had  any  reason  to  believe 
there  was  any  but  what  I  have  mentioned,  and  that  I  think 
I  stated  to  be  about  forty-two  or  forty-three  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Is  that  all  the  money  that  he  had  here,  or  that  he 
was  able  to  control  to  secure  his  election,  or  advance  the 
prospects  of  his  election  ? 

A.  It  was  to  the  best  of  m}^  knowledge  and  belief. 

Q.  You  may  state  who  Avas  Mr.  Caldwell's  financial 
agents  here  during  that  canvass  ? 

A.  It  was  generally  understood  that  Len  T.  Smith  and 
James  D.  McDowell  acted  in  that  capacity'. 

Q.  Have  3'ou  had  any  conversation  with  James  L. 
McDowell  since  that  time  in  regard  to  that  election? 

A.  I  never  have. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  the}'  deposited  these  funds  in 
this  city  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  think  in  their  pockets. 

Q.  On  what  bank  was  this  seven  thousand  dollar  draft 
drawn  in  favor  of  Mr.  Carney  ? 

A.  Scott  &  Co.,  Leavenworth. 
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By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  For  what  purpose  did  Tom  Anderson  tell  you  this 
seven  thousand  dollars  "which  he  obtained  on  the  Carney 
draft  was  to  be  used  ? 

A.  He  did  not  state. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  that  money  was  for  't 

A.  I  was  always  satisfiod  what  it  was  for. 

Q.  Please  state. 

A.  It  was  for  use  in  the  Senatorial  election. 

Q.  Did  Sidney  Clarke  authorize  you  to  draw  certificates 
of  deposit  in  behalf  of  members  of  the  Legislature  in 
exchange  for  their  votes  for  him  for  Senator? 

A.  He  never  did. 

Q.  "Was  this  Carney  draft  paid  promptly  by  Scott  &  Co  ? 
A.  It  was. 

Q.  "Where  is  this  thirty-five  hundred  dollar  note   in  bo- 
half  of  Anderson  at  this  time?     What  became  of  it  ? 
A.  It  is  in  the  National  Bank,  not  due  yet. 

Q.  Where  was  this  Tom  Anderson  note  paj^able  ? 

A.  It  was  made  payable  at  the  Kansas  Yalley  National 
Bank  of  Topeka. 

By  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  AYhcn  you  speak  of  Major  Anderson  getting  that 
money,  you  mean  Tom  Anderson  ? 

A.  I  mean  Thomas  J.  Anderson. 


THOMAS  MURPHY, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 
Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  Atchison,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  election 
of  1871? 
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A.  Yos,  sir. 

Q.  [n  what  capacity  wore  you  here? 

A.  I  was  a  member  of  the  Lej^islaturo  from  ([  forgot 
the  number  of  the  district)  Atchison  City. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  the  nso  of  any 
money  in  that  election,  last  winter,  to  inflaenco  or  control  the 
votes  of  the  member.4  of  the  Logisiaturo  ? 

A.  Not  of  my  own  personal  knowledge  ? 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  any  conversation  with  'Mv.  Cald- 
well in  reference  to  the  use  of  money  in  connection  with  that 
election. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  AYith  Sidney  Clarke? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  Did  ho  state  who  had  used  or  offered  to  use  money  ? 

A.  jNo,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  the  conversation  was  between  you  and 
Mr.  Clarke  in  reference  to  the  use  of  money  ? 

A.  I  desired  Mr.  Clarke's  election.  I  told  him  that  it 
was  my  opinion, 'from  the  rumors  afloat,  that  money  was 
being  used  to  secure  the  Senator's  election,  and  asked  him  if 
he  had  any  money  to  use  for  the  same  purpose.  lie  stated 
he  had  not. 

Q.  Is  that  all  the  conversation  you  had  with  him  in 
relation  to  the  money  matter? 

A.  That  was  all,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Butts,  usually  called  "  Billy 
Butts  ?  " 

A.  Yes,  I  know  Mr.  Butts. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  or  transaction 
with  him  last  winter  in  relation  to  the  Senatorial   election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  it  was  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  was  anxious  to  secure  Mr.  Clarke's  elec* 
tion,  and  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Butts  to  try  to  get 
him  to  vote  for  Mr.  Clarke,  on  the  grounds  that  he  was  favor- 
able to  our  interests  in  Congress  relative  to  our  Atchison, 
Topeka  &  Santa  Fo  Railroad,  and  that  Mr.  Butts,  living 
where  he  did,  was  equally  interested  with  us  in  the  matter. 
Mr.  Butts  said,  as  near  as  I  can  recollect,  that  ho  was  favor- 
able to  Mr.  Clarke,  but  added  in  a  jocular  manner  that  he 
wanted  some  consideration  for  his  supporting  him.     I  asked 
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him  if  I  could  make  that  known  to  Mr.  Clarke,  and  have  an 
interview  with  him.  He  stated  that  I  might  do  so.  I  bo 
informed  Mr.  Clarke.  Mr.  Clarke  replied  that  he  would  like 
to  see  Mr.  Butts;  but  if  money  was  the  consideration  ho 
required  he  had  none  to  pay  him.  I  told  Mr.  Butts  what 
Mr.  Clarke's  reply  was  and  that  is  the  last  I  knew  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  promise  of  any  appoint- 
ment to  office  being  made  by  any  of  the  candidates  for  Sen- 
atorial election  to  members  of  the  Legislature? 

A.  Only  by  common  hearsay.  I  will  state,  in  connec- 
tion with  that  Butts  matter,  that  when  he  spoke  of  a  consid- 
eration there  was  nothing  mentioned  between  him  and  me, 
that  is,  no  particular  consideration  mentioned  as  to  \vhat  it 
should  be. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  other  conversation  with  any  other 
member  oi  the  Legislature  in  relation  to  the  use  of  money, 
or  of  any  other  consideration  ? 

A.  'No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  here  during  the  election  of  18G7  ? 

A.  I  was  here,  but  not  as  a  member. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  any  money,  or  check,  or  anything 
of  that  kind,  being  used  in  that  election? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Or  promises  of  office,  or  other  influences  of  that 
kind,  to  secure  votes  ? 

A.  No,  I  do  not. 


T.  J.  DOLAN, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 

A.  Atchison  city,  Kansas. 

Q.  What  were  you  doing  at  Topeka  last  winter  during 
the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  Well,  I  was  here  like  a  good  many  others,  I  presume, 
seeing  a  United  States  Senator  elected. 
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Q.  Did  you  sco  one  elected  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  part  did  you  take  in  it  ? 

A.  I  did  not  take  any  special  part  that  I  know  of, 
further  than  that  I  came  as  a  friend  of  Mr.  Clarke's. 

Q.  Did  you  remain  a  friend  of  Mr.  Clarke's  throughout 
the  contest? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  what  was  called  the 
"  soup  house  ?" 

A.  I  presume  I  know  something  about  what  you  term 
the  "  soup  house." 

Q.  "W"ellj  the  rooms  over  a  drug  store  across  the  street 
from  the  Kansas  Valley  National  Bank  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  was  running  and  operating  that  machine? 

A.  I  don't  know  who  paid  the  expenses.  I  was  there  a 
portion  of  the  time. 

Q.  There  in  charge  of  it? 

A.  Not  in  direct  charge. 

Q.  Were  you  superintending  it  ? 

A.  A  portion  of  the  time. 

Q.  What  had  they  there? 

A.  Well,  they  had  eatables  and  cigars. 

Q.  Anything  else? 

A.  They  held  caucuBses  there. 

Q.  In  whose  interest  was  that  establishment  kept  up? 

A.  I  think  it  was  kept  in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Clarke. 

Q.  Were  you  in  Caldwell's  room  between  four  and  five 
o'clock  on  the  evening  before  the  election  took  place  on  the 
next  daj'  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  was  not. 

Q.  Wore  you  ever  in  Caldwell's  room  during  that  con- 
test? 

A.  I  was  once. 

Q.  When  was  that  ? 

A.  I  want  to  correct.  I  was  in  the  room  joining  the 
parlor  there ;  but  whether  that  was  his  room  or  not  I  do  not 
know.     I  was  in  that  room  once. 
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Q.  When  was  that  ? 

A.  I  think  that  was  the  nij^ht  before  the  election,  between 
eleven  and  twelve  o'clock. 

Q.  Where  did  3^011  go  from  there  ? 

A.  I  went  from  there  back  to  the  room  over  the  drug 
store. 

Q,  Where  did  you  come  from  when  you  came  to  Cald- 
well's room? 

A.  I  came  from  that  room. 

Q.  What  was  the  purpose  of  your  visit  to  Mr.  Caldwell's 
room? 

A.  The  purpose  was  :  I  had  no  definite  purpose  in  view 
further  than  to  state  to  Mr.  Caldwell  that  there  would  not  bo 
any  arrangement  made  by  Mr.  Clarke's  friends,  by  him  agree- 
ing to  do  certain  things  for  the  Atchison  folks,  that  I  thought 
they  would  support  him. 

Q.  By  whose  direction  did  you  take  that  message  ? 

A.  l^ot  by  anybody's  request. 

Q.  Went  of  your  own  notion? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  wore  those  cerlaln  things  you  told  him  you 
thought  would  induce  the  Atchison  delegation  to  support 
him  ? 

A.  They  were  in  regard  to  some  of  our  local  matter  in 
the  Legislature- 

Q.  What  were  they  ? 

A.  One  was  in  regard  to  the  Central  Branch  liailroad. 
The  other  was  to  prevent  any  future  legislation  in  regard  to 
the  Atchison  and  Topeka  Railroad.  In  other  words,  my 
object  was  to  have  him  agree  not  to  change  the  present  bill 
authorizing  them  to  build  the  road  from  Atchison  to  Topeka 
and  then  south. 

Q.  Well,  sir,  did  he  make  any  promise  in  regard  to  these 
things  ? 

A.  Yes.  He  promised  his  aid,  for  the  Central  Branch 
Railroad  would  bo  of  as  great  interest  to  Leavenworth  as  to 
Atchison,  and  therefore  it  was  to  his  interest  to  aid  in  its 
extension  ;  and  that  as  far  as  regards  the  Atchison  &  Topeka 
Railroad  he  did  not  propose  to  change  the  present  bill,  or  to 
vote  for  a  change. 

Q.  Was  there  anything  else  upon  which  you  desired  to 
eee  him  ? 
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A.   No,  Bir. 

Q,  Did  you  communicate  tho  result  of  your  visit  to  any 
one  ? 

A.  I  think  I  did. 
Q.  To  Avhom  ? 

A.  I  do  not  remember  now  whom.  It  was  to  some  of 
tho  Atcliison  folks. 

Q.  You  went  there  for  no  other  purpose? 

A.  That  was  all,  sir. 

Q.  Who  were  present  at  that  interview  between  you  and 
Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  There  were  Bcvcral  other  gentlemen  in  the  room,  but 
I  do  not  remember  who  they  were. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  private  interview,  or  was  it  in  the 
presence  of  those  other  gentlemen  ? 

A.  I  considered  it  private.  Those  gentlemen  were  in 
the  room,  but  not  close  enough  to  hear. 

Q.  Was  that  the  first  time  you  had  seen  ^Mr.  Caldwell 
during  that  canvass  ? 

A,  I  had  seen  him  at  tho  Tefft  ITouso  and  in  the  saloon, 
bar-room  or  office  below. 

Q.  Ilad  you  talked  with  him  before  during  tho  canvass? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  before  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  a  man  by  tho  name  of  O.  E.  Seip  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  before  you 
came  down  here  last  winter  in  relation  to  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion? 

A.  I  guess  I  talked  with  him. 

Q.  Had  you  any  arrangement  with  him  by  which  that 
election  was  to  be  a  matter  of  speculation  between  you  and 
him  and  other  gentlemen  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  had  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Mr.  Wood,  of  Doniphan  county  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  hia  conduct  last  winter 
in  relation  to  this  Senatorial  election? 
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A.  Of  mj'  own  personal  knowledge  I  do  not,     I  heard 
of  it  from  others. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  certificates  of  deposit 
being  drawn  in  his  favor? 

A.  I  did  not  see  it.     I  saw  the  envelope. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  drew  it  ? 

A.  Not  of  my  own  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  became  of  it  ? 

A.  "Well,  I  don't  think  I  saw  it  returned,  but  I  knew 
when  it  was  returned. 

Q.  "Where  were  you  then  ? 

A.  At  Topeka. 

Q.  At  what  place  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  exactly. 

Q.  AYho  was  present? 

A.  Col.  Abell. 

Q.  Any  one  else? 

A.  1  don't  know.  Mr.  King  returned  it  to  Col.  Abell,  or 
left  it  for  him  to  give  it  to  Mr.  Adams. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  was  used,  or  other 
valuable  consideration,  by  any  of  the  candidates  last  winter 
for  United  States  Senator  to  secure  votes? 

A.  I  do  not  know  of  my  own  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  you  see  money  paid  to  any  one  to  secure  influence 
in  the  election  of  any  particular  candidate  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  from  having  heard  the  parties  say  who 
paid  the  money  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  in  any  other  way  that  any  money  was 
paid  y 

A.  Well,  I  do  not  know  positively  of  any  money  being 
paid  to  anybody. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  any  promised  to  be 
paid  or  not  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  %vhether  any  money  was  paid,  or 
promised  to  be  paid,  by  any  person  to  secure  votes  for  any  of 
the  candidates  during  that  canvass  ? 
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A.  I  do  not.       ' 

Q.  Have  you  been  informed  by  any  person  who  knows, 
that  money  was  paid  to  an}'  one  to  secure  votes  or  influence 
in  order  to  secure  votes  V 

A.  Well,  I  Just  remember  tliat  there  was  a  current 
report;  it  Avas  a  common  report,  wliich  Avas  all  1  heard. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Senator  "Wood  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir, 

Q.  Had  you  any  talk  with  him  last  winter  about  the 
Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Our  conversation  was  of  a  general  char- 
acter. 

Q.  Any  conversation  with  him  about  a  $3,000  cortificato 
of  deposit  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Had  you  any  talk  with  him  about  getting  the  mail 
agency  in  consideration  of  his  voting  for  Clarke  ? 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  holding  a  certificate  of  deposit 
for  that  or  any  other  sum  awhile  ? 
A.  I  think  Mr.  King  held  it. 
Q.  You  don't  know  of  his  transferring  it  to  Wood  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  he  did. 


Tuesday,  February  17,  1872. 

OWEX   E.  SEIP, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus  : 

Examined  by   W.  H.  Clark. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 
A.  Atchison  city. 

Q.  Were  you  presont  in  Topcka  during  the  Senatorial 
campaign  last  winter  ? 
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A.  No,  sir, 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  any  members  of 
the  Legislature  previous  to  the  Senatorial  election  about  that 
election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  a 

Q.  AVith  whom? 

A.  Jlr.  Murphy,  Mr.  Price. 

Q,  Anv  others  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  there  anything  said  in  any  conversation  with 
those  parties  about  using  money  or  any  other  improper 
influence  to  secure  votes  for  any  named  candidate  ? 

A,  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  over  have  any  conversation  with  Tom  DoJan 
about  the  Senatorial  election"? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  make  any  statements  about  money  or  any  im- 
proper influence  being  used  to  secure  votes  for  any  candidate  ? 

A.  I  and  Mr.  Dolan  had  some  talk  of  coming  over  here 
and  assisting  Mr.  Clarke  if  we  could,  but  not  as  to  any  money 
matters.  We  expected,  to  be  sure,  that  if  we  assisted  Mr. 
Clarke  so  as  to  secure  his  election  we  should  have  some  favors 
from  him,  such  as  ap])ointments. 

Q.  Did  you  come? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  3^ou  have  any  conversation  with  Dolan  during 
the  Senatorial  election  about  hew  that  campaign  was  con- 
ducted ? 

A.  Yes,  I  think  I  had. 

Q.  Was  there  anything  said  about  money  being  used  or 
oflTered  by  any  party  ? 

A.  lie  told  me  that  there  was  no  money  used  that  he 
knew  of. 

Q.  Did  Mr  Dolan  come  over? 

A.  Yes,  Mr.  Dolan  was  here, 

Q.  Had  you  and  Mr.  Dolan  and  Mr.  Murphy  any  agree- 
ment about  how  you  would  conduct  the  Senatorial  cam.paign 
before  Mr.  Murphy's  election  to  the  Legislature? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  don't  know  as  we  had  any  agreement, 
though  wo  had  frequently  talked  the  matter  over.     Murphy 
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frequently  asked  luo  to  u.-.-'i.  l  h'nu  lu  ^,utinto  the  Legislature, 
aud  being  a  perbonal  liicnd,  I  wuti  willing  to  do  ho. 

Q.  Was  there  any  understanding  between  j'ou  and 
Murphy,  and  Dolan,  that  Mr.  Murphy  was  to  vote  for  anj- 
pcr^^on  other  than  Mr.  Clarke,  provided  a  consideration  wa^ 
paid  ? 

A.  There  'vas  an  undoi'standing  to  this  effect,  that  Mr. 
Murphy  should  not  vote  for  any  other  candidate  except  Mr. 
Clarke,  until  ho  had  consulted  wiih  mo  2nd  Mr.  Dolan,  but 
there  was  no  money  consideration. 

Q.  How  came  yoii  to  make  such  au  agreement  us  that? 

A.  Because  it  just  came  up  that  ho  wanted  Mr. »CIarko 
elected,  and  if  Mr.  Clarke  had  no  chance,  that  Mr.  Murphy 
should  consult  with  us  as  to  the  candidate  who  should  next 
bo  voted  for,  and  the  reason  for  it  was  that  we  expected  to 
make  some  arrangement  if  ho  did  volo  for  another  man  to 
have  some  appointment. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Murphy  vote  for  ar.y  cilicr  pcrKcn  thr-n  Mr. 
Clarke  ? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  voted  for  Caldwell  on  the 
last  ballot? 

A.  I  don't,  sir. 

Q.  "Were  you  ever  consulted  about  his  voting  for  any 
other  person  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  did  not  come  hero  as  I  agreed  ;  I  went  to 
Pcnnf-ylvacia,  and  the  Legislature  was  alnjcst  over  when  I 

returned. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Murphy  consulted  with  Mr. 
Dolan? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Dolan 
and  Mr.  Murphy  about  that  agreement  since  the  election  of 
Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  did  Mr.  Dolan  or  Murphy  say  ?; 

A.  The}-  told  mo  this:  that  they  came  down  here  and 
did  all  the}'  could  for  Mr.  Claiko,  until  !Mr.  Caldwell  had 
votes  enough,  and  they  could  not  make  any  arrangement. 
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Q.  Did  not  Murphy  say  that  he  voted  for  Caldwell? 

A.  I  don't  recollect;  he  might  have  told  me  so;  it  is 
likely  that  ho  did  tell  me  so. 


JOHN  G.  LINDSAY, 

Was  sworn  and  testified  thus: 

By  the  Chairman. 
Q.  Where  do  you  live? 
A.  Anderson  county,  Kansas. 
Q.  Were  you  here  last  winter  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  In  what  capacity? 

A.  I  was  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature. 

Q.  Were  you  here  during  the  Senatorial  campaign  ? 
A.  I  was. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  with  the  different  candidates 
for  United  States  Senate. 

A.  Was  personally  acquainted  with  most  of  them. 

Q.  Did  you  know  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  knew  him. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  here  last  winter  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  here  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  as  ho  had  any  special  business  here. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  during  the 
time  you  were  here  ? 

A.  Very  frequently,  sir. 

Q.  Did   you   talk   with  him  or  he  with  j-ou,  anything 
about  Senatorial  candidates? 

A.  He  did. 

Q.  Did  he  talk   in   favor  of  any  one  of  the  candidates 
more  than  another  'i 
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A.  Ycp,  sir. 

Q.  In  whoso  favor? 

A.  Tho  Hon.  Alexander  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  ho  not  appear  in  the  manner  of  his  conversation 
to  bo  engaged  in  aiding  in  tho  election  of  Alex.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  ITo  earnestly  advocated  tho  election  of  tho  Hon. 
Alex.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  not  that  appear  to  bo  his  business  hero  last 
winter? 

A.  Well,  ho  talked  more  about  tho  Senatorial  election 
than  an}^  other  one  subject. 

Q.  Did  ho  state  to  you,  at  any  tinrfc,  that  he  or  any  of 
tho  friends  pi  Mr.  Caldwell,  had  money  hero  to  use  for  tho 
purpose  of  securing  the  election  of  ifr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Q.  Did  ho  over  talk  to  you  about  ever  using  any  in  that 
campaign  ? 

A.  Ho  did  not. 

Q.  Did  any  of  the  candidates  make  any  offers  of  money, 
to  prevail  upon  you  to  vote  for  them  ? 

A.  Emphatically,  no  I 

Q.  Did  any  of  tho  friends,  of  any  ©f  the  candidates, 
offer  to  buy  your  vote  with  money  or  anything  else? 

A.  No,  sir;  they  did  not  have  money  enough  to  buy  my 
vote. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  draft  drawn  on  Leavenworth  by  the 
Hon.  Alex.  Caldwell,  and  payable  to  your  order,  due  in  a 
month,  in  January,  1871? 

A.  No,  bir. 

Q.  Did  you  transfer  to  W.  A.  Johnson,  of  Anderson 
county,  a  draft  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  drawn  by  Leu 
Smith,  of  Leavenworth,  January,  1871? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  heard  of  any  such  draft. 

Q.  Did  you  not  transfer  to  W.  A.  Johnson,  during  Jan- 
uary of  last  year,  a  draft  for  a  certain  amount,  drawn  by 
some  person  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you    ever   state   to   any   person    that   you   had 
14 
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received  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  your  vote  for  Mr.  Cald- 
well? 

A.  No,  sir ;  and  the  man  that  makes  such  an  assertion 
is  a  liar',  if  there  is  such  a  man,  and  had  better  not  come  in 
pistol-shot  of  me. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  of  any  member  of  the  Legislature 
getting  money  for  his  vote  last  winter? 

A.  I  heard  a  great  deal  of  outside  talk  about  members 
of  the  Legislature  selling  their  votes,  but  I  never  heard  any 
specific  charges  made  against  any  particular  member  of  tho 
Legislature  for  selling  his  vote. 

Q.  Did  you  receive  any  promise  of  any  consideration 
whatever  for  your  vote  on  the  first  ballot  for  United  States 
Senator,  last  winter? 

A.  I  did  not;  I  voted  for  Mr.  Snoddy,  who  was  then 
my  first  choice  for  United  States  Senator, 

Q.  Did  Thomas  Carney  hold  j^our  note  last  winter  for 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  signed  by  you,  and  signed  or 
endorsed  by  a  man  named  Usher? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  Alex.  Caldwell  hold  such  a  note  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  any  party  in  Leavenworth  hold  such  a  note  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  not  make  your  note  in  Leavenworth,  some 
time  last  full  (that  is  a  year),  the  fall  of  1870,  for  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money,  payable  at  sixty  days  from  date  '/ 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  give  any  note  in  Leavenworth,  during  Octo- 
ber or  November,  for  any  amount,  in  1870  ? 

A.  With  Colonel  Houston,  I  endorsed  a  note  made  by 
Isaac  Ilincr,  in  favor  of  some  bank  in  Leavenworth,  for  about 
seven  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Was  that  the  only  note  which  had  your  name  on,  in 
Leavenworth,  in  the  fall  of  1870  ? 

A.  It  was  not ;  I  had  a  mortgage  note  there  as  collateral 
security  for  three  hundred  dollars  that  I  borrowed  from 
Scott's  bank,  which  I  have  since  paid. 

By  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  there  was  any  betting  going  on  last 
winter  in  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 
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A.  Well,  I  heanl  men  ofTor  to  bet  mono)''  that  he  would 
bo  elected,  but  I  did  not  know  of  any  bet  bcinfj  made. 

By  J.  Boynton. 

Q.  Did  you  hoar  any  member  of  the  Legislature  say 
they  had  been  offered  money  for  their  votes  in  the  Senatorial 
campaign  of  1871? 

A.  I  did  ;  I  hoard  several  members  of  the  L/ogislature 
say  they  could  get  money  for  their  votes, 

Q.  Well,  for  whom  did  they  say  they  could  get  money 
for  their  votes  ? 

A.  I  heard  members  of  the  Legislature  say  they  could 
get  money  for  voting  for  Clarke  and  for  Caldwell. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  heard  any  one  say  that  ho  was  offered 
anv  definite  amount  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  Senatorial  election 
of  18G7  ? 

A.  I  was  in  Topeka-during  the  entire  month  of  January, 
or  nearly  the  entire  month  of  that  year,  and  saw  what  was 
going  on. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  rather  corrapt  influ- 
ences being  used  during  that  campaign,  to  secure  votes  for 
any  candidate? 

A,  Not  of  my  own  personal  knowledge? 

Q.  Did  you  hear  anything  about  it,  and  if  so,  what? 

,  A.  I  heard  a  groat  deal  about  money  being  used.  I 
hoard  Perry  Fuller  expended  forty  thousand  dollars  to  secure 
the  defeat  of  Mr.  Carno}-.  I  heard  men  say  who  voted  for 
Mr.  Carney  that  they  wore  offered  money  to  vote  against 
him. 

Q.  From  what  candidate  or  his  friends  did  those  offers 
come  ? 

A.  I  heard  that  such  offers  came  from  Mr.  Pomex'oy  and 
Perry  Fuller. 

Q.  Who  was  Perry  Fuller  working  for? 

A.  Well,  I  first  thought  he  was  in  favor  of  any  person 
Avho  would  defeat  Mr.  Carney.  At  the  last  ho  favored  Mr. 
Koss. 

(I.  Is  that  all  you  know  about  that  election? 

A.  It  is  about  all  that  I  know  personal,  except  that  I 
have  always  thought  that  Mr.  Carney  was  beaten  with 
mone3^  Jjut  I  do  not  know  as  it  Avas  so  of  my  own  per- 
sonal knowledge. 
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ELIJAH  SELLS, 
Ilaving  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Do  you  know. James  D.  Legate? 

A.  I  do,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  any  time  last  winter  during  the 
Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  ho  was  a  membei'  of  the  Legislature. 
Q.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  him,  or  he  with  you, 
in  regard  to  the  use  of  money  in  that  canvass  ? 

A.  We  had  several  conversations,  running  through  the 
whole  canvass.  I  cannot  report  any  conversation;  but  he 
made  this  general  impression  :  money  was  being  freely  used, 

Q.  Did  he  say  about  how  much  money  Caldwell  had  to 
use? 

A.  He  may,  but  I  do  not  remember. 

Q.  Who  was  he  working  for  ? 

A.  Well,  I  can  hardly  tell  you.  He  sometimes  seemed 
to  be  for  Caldwell,  and  sometimes  against  him,  as  his  conver- 
sations ran.  I  can  state  about  the  conversation,  and  you 
can  draw  your  inferences  as  I  did.  He  said  he  was  iastru- 
mental  in  bringinpf  out  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  his  object  was  'to 
bring  a  man  out  from  Leavenworth  that  would  defeat  Gov- 
ernor Carney  without  much  hope  of  securing  Caldwell's  elec- 
tion. But  that  if  he  (Caldwell,)  made  himself  so  strong 
that  he  was  likely  to  succeed,  he  would  have  to  stick  to  him. 
That  was  the  impression  made  upon  my  miud  b}^  the  conver- 
sation. 

Q.  Did  he  say  anything  about  the  means  that  Caldwell 
had  to  use  in  gathering  strength  for  himself. 

A.  I  cannot  state  in  positive  wordg,  but  the  impressicn 
he  produced  on  my  mind  was  that  money  was  at  the  capitol. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  was  used  by  any 
of  the  candidates? 

A    I  do  not. 

Q.  Or  any  offer  of  money  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 
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IT.  r.  AVELSn, 

Having  been  re-called,  testified  as  follows: 
Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  any  conversation  between  any  person 
lately,  in  relation  to  proceedings  before  this  Committee,  and 
this  investigation,  if  so,  who,  when,  what,  and  where  was  it, 
and  all  the  circumistanccs  connected  with  it? 

A.  I  heard  a  conversation  last  Thursday  night  at  the 
TefFt  House,  in  the  room  adjoining  No.  113,  where  I  slept;  I 
did  not  see  any  one  ;  I  do  not  know  who  was  in  the  room, 
only  I  judge  from  thoir  voices  and  their  talk.  This  is  a 
small  room,  and  there  is  a  door  opening  from  that  into  a  large 
room  ;  that  door  was  locked,  but  did  not  close  very  tight ;  I 
could  see  the  light  through  the  door;  the  persons  in  there 
were  a  man,  I  believe,  called  Colonel  Abell,  Sidney  Clarke, 
and  a  man  whom  1  hoard  Sidney  Clarke  introduce  to  Mr. 
Whitney  as  Mr.  Dolan  ;  as  to  the  conversation,  it  was  about 
this  investigation  ;  I  was  asleep  at  first,  and  was  a\vakened 
by  the  talk  and  turned  over,  to  listen  as  any  one  naturally 
would  to  what  was  said  ;  I  could  not  hear  all  that  was  said 
because  the  conversation  was  broken  off  by  some  one  coming 
up  stairs,  which  was  frequent.  At  other  times  the  couversa 
tion  was  eo  low  I  could  not  hear  it.  And  to  give  a  statement 
of  what  each  one  said,  would  be  impossible  from  those  cir- 
cumstances. There  was  another  gentleman  there — Dan 
Adams — from  what  he  stated  he  had  just  been  up  before  this 
Committee. 

Q.  Can  you  state  what  he  said? 

A.  Well,  lie  Avcnt  on  in  this  conversation  in  relation  to 
— I  cannot  tell  exactly — but  he  appeared  to  be  telling  how  he 
had  got  Snodd}^  down  before  the  Committee,  and  raised  the 
laugh  on  him,  and  so  on  ;  but  what  he  said,  I  cannot  recollect. 

(I.  Are  you  able  to  state  any  more  of  the  conversation 
by  him  ? 

A.  I  cannot ;  he  said  a  great  deal  sometimes  talking  loud, 
and  sometimes  low. 

Q.  What  time  did  Whitney  come  there? 

A.  Well,  sir  ;  he  came  in  sometime  after  Mr.  Adams  camo 
in,  what  time  in  the  night  I  do  not  know;  ho  was  the  last 
one  to  go  into  the  room. 
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Q.  What  did  ho  state;  if"  any  thing? 

A.  Well,  sir;  when  Mr.  Whitney  tallced,  ho  talked  low  ; 
I  could  not  hoar  what  he  said. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  any  reply  that  was  made  ? 

A.  Something  which  created  a  laugh  always;  but  what 
he  said,  I  could  not  tell. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  subject  was  at  tho  time  ? 

A.  Those  other  men  after  he  got  through  were  talking 
about  the  investigation. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  they  said  in  the  conversation 
in  which  they  were  engaged  ? 

A.  No  ;  I  could  not. 

Q.  How  long  were  they  in  there  after  Mr.  Whitney 
came  in  ? 

A.  I  should  think  about  one-half  hour. 

Q.  Whose  room  was  that  they  were  in  ? 

A.  I  understood  it  to  bo  Colonel  Abell's  room. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  any  of  the  conversation  that 
Adams  had  thero  ? 

A.  Well,  they  were  talking  about  some  young  man's  tes- 
timony ;  I  do  not  think  Mr.  Whitney  was  thero  then  ;  and  I 
would  not  be  positive,  but  my  impression  was  that  it  was 
Bond's  testimony. 

Q.  Was  the  conversation  conducted  in  an  ordinaiy  tone 
of  voice  or  a  lower  tone  ? 

A.  G-enerally  a  lower  tone.  Adams,  I  recollect  dis- 
tinctly, stated  before  Mr.  Whitney  came  in,  to  this  effect: 
"You  know  when  they  had  an  excursion  down  to  Kansas 
City,  our  boys  came  to  me  and  said  they  were  pretty  hard 
up,  and  I  stated  I  let  them  havo  twenty-five  or  fifty  dollars," 
not  mentioning  who  they  wore. 

Q.  Did  he  say  anything  about  the  use  of  any  greater 
sum  than  you  heard  'i 

A.  No. 
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JOHN  R  MULVANE, 

Having  been  sworn,  tcstifiod  as  follows  : 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  were  3'ou  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial 
election,  and  what  business  were  you  then  engaged  in  ? 

A.  Cashier  of  the  Topeka  bank,  residing  here  in  Topeka. 

Q,  Were  there  any  drafts  or  checks  cashed  at  that  bank 
during  that  Senatorial  canvass,  which  were  drawn  upon  any 
of  the  banks  in  Leavenworth  '{ 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  many,  and  what  were  the  amounts  of  each — by 
whom  were  they  drawn,  and  upon  what  bank  or  banks? 

A.  January  23d,  1871,  J.  W.  Morris,  Vice  President  of 
the  First  National  Bank;  of  LeaveuAvorth.  We  cashed  a 
check  of  his  on  their  bank  for  $5,000,  on  the  evening  of  that 
day. 

Q.  What  time  in  the  evening? 

A.  I  suppose,  as  near  as  my  memory  will  serve,  between 
nine  and  ten  in  the  evening, 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  habit  of  keeping  the  bank  open 
and  doing  banking  business  at  that  hour  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  the  bank  was  not  open;  Mr.  Smith,  the 
President  of  the  bank,  and  Mr.  Morris  came  to  my  house 
about  nine  o'clock.  Mr.  Smith  asked  mo  to  go  down  to  the 
bank  with  him.  I  went  down  to  the  bank,  being  the  only 
man  that  could  get  at  currency.  Mr.  Morris  produced  a 
check  of  §5,000  on  their  bank  at  Leavenworth,  and  I  gave 
him  $5,000  in  currency  for  it, 

Q.  Did  Mr,  Morris  or  Mr.  Smith  tell  you  for  what  pur- 
pose the  money  was  drawn  out  at  that  time  of  the  night? 

A.  They  did  not. 

Q,  State  whether  any  other  drafts  or  checks  were  drawn 
at  that  time,  and  the  circumstances. 

A.  I  think  it  was  the  21th  or  25th  that  Robert  Crozier 
drew  on  the  same  bank  for  §1,200.  That  is  the  only  two 
checks.  All  others  that  passed  tbrough  our  bank  were  such 
as  had  nothiug  to  do  with  this  business  of  yours. 
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Q.  "What  time  of  tho  day  wore  these  $1,200  drawn  by 
Crozier  ? 

A.  During  banking  hours. 

Q.  "What  relation  does  Mr.  Crozier  sustain  to  the  First 
National  at  Leayenworth  ? 

A.  He  is  the  Cashiei*. 

Q.  "Was  it  a  check  drawn  by  him  as  Cashier,   or   his 
individual  check? 

A.  His  individual  check. 

Q.  To  whose  order  were  these  checks  drawn? 

A.  To  the  order  of  Jacob  Smith. 

Q.  "Who  did  you  pa}'  the  last  check  to  ? 

A.  I  cannot  remember ;  it  came   in  over   the   counter 
regularly.     It  must  have  been  paid  to  Mr.  Crozier  himself. 

Q.  Did  j'acob  Smith'.?  endorsement  appear  on  both  these 
checks  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  no  other  ? 

A.  No  other. 
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Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus: 
By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  "Where  do  you  live  ? 
A.  Topeka. 

Q.  W^hat  business  were  you  engaged  in  during  the  Sena- 
torial canvass  last  winter? 

A.  Farming,  merchandizing  and  banking? 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  one  Mr.  Morris  drew  a 
check  or  draft  on  the  First  National  Bank,  Leavenworth, 
and  which  was  cashed  at  Topeka  Bank  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Do  you  know  about  what  date  that  was  drawn  ? 
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A.  I  cannot  exactly  state  that. 

Q.  AVas  thero  more  than  ono  check  of  that  kind  drawn  ? 
A.  Kot  by  l)i-.  JMorris. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  J)r.  Morris  wanted  to  use  the 
money  for  ? 

A.  I  do  not, 

Q.  What  time  was  that  check  cashed  at  j'our  bank  ? 
A.  I  judge  about  nine  o'clock  at  night. 
Q.  Who  was  it  drawn  in  favor  of? 
A.  I  think  it  was  myself. 

Q.  Did  not  Mr.  Morris  say  anything  to  you  about  tho 
purpose  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q,  Did  he  make  no  explanation  why  ho  did  not  apply  to 
have  tho  check  cashed  during  banking  hours  ? 

A.  Not  to  me. 

Q.  Did  ho  make  any  explanations  to  any  one  else  that 
were  coinmunieated  to  you? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  What  was  Morris  doing  hero  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Well,  he  was  hero  looking  on,  watching  politicians,  1 
presume. 

Q.  Was  ho  engaged  in  the  Senatorial  canvass  during 
that  time  ? 

A.  He  was  around  the  lobby  here  at  tho  Tefft  House. 

Q.  AV  ho  was  he  in  favor  of  for  United  States  Senator  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  positively,  but  I  should  judge  Cald- 
well. 

Q.  Was  it  not  unusual  to  open  your  bank  at  that  hour 
of  the  night? 

A.  It  was,  but  we  have  done  it  before.  I  think  wo  havo 
done  it  for  tho  railroad  once  or  twice,  although  it  certainly 
was  unusual  to  open  it  at  that  hour. 

Q.  Was  there  any  other  check  cashed  at  your  bank 
drawn  on  the  First  National,  Leavenworth  ? 

A.  I  think  there  was  ono  of  $1,200. 

Q.  Who  drew  that? 

A.  I  think  it  was  Judge  Crozier. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  that  one  was  drawn  for  ? 
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A.  I  do  noo. 

Q.  What  was  Crozier  doing  here  at  that  time  ? 

A.  He  was  looking  to  politicians  I  presume. 

Q.  Was  ho  interested  in  the  election  of  United  States 
Senator  ? 

A.  I  think  he  was  electioneering  for  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  any  of  Clarke's,  or  Walker's,  or  Crawford's 
friends,  draw  any  money  out  of  3'our  bank  at  that  time  ? 

A.  They  did  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  you  go  with  Morris  that  evening  ? 

A.  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  where  you  met  him  first  ? 

A.  I  do  not,  but  think  it  was  up  at  the  Tefft  House. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  the  conversation  between  you  and 
Dr.  Morris  that  evening  before  you  went  to  the  bank  about 
that  money  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  or  not  whether  ho  made  any  explan- 
ation why  he  applied  for  the  money  at  that  hour  ? 
A.  I  think  not  to  me. 

Q.  Did  he  assign  any  reason  why  he  could  not  wait  for 
banking  hours  in  the  morning  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  ho  made  any  statement  to  me  about  it 
He  might  or  might  not. 

Q.  You  are  President  of  the  Topeka  Bank,  of  which 
Mulvane  is  Cashier,  arc  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  were  at  that  time  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  what  part  of  the  Tefft  House  you 
met  Mr.  Morris  in? 

A.  I  think  it  was  in  the  office. 

Q.  Did  any  else  ask  you  to  raise  money  on  that  check 
of  Morris's. 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Had  you  ever  any  talk  with  Len  Smith  about  cash 
ing  checks  or  raising  money  ? 
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A.  Ho  asked  mo  one  day,  and  I  told  him  ho  had  better 
got  eomo  one  else? 

Q.  IIow  much  did  ho  ask  you  to  cash  for  him? 

A,  I  don't  remember  the  amount  now. 

Q.  Did  ho  have  tho  checks  drawn  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  think  not. 

Q.  Was  it  a  largo  amount  that  ho  wanted  yoa  to  cash 
for  him? 

A.  I  do  not  romerabor ;  somo  two  or  threo  thousand 
dollars;  possibly  more. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  what  ho  wanted  it  for? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  think  not. 

Q.  Did  Len  Smith  ever  say  anything  about  buying  votes 
here  ? 

A.  No;  I  think  not. 

Q.  Or  about  wanting  to  buy  votes? 

A.  ]^ot  to  me,  I  think." 

Q.  Why  did  you  tell  Smith  he  had  better  get  some  one 
else  to  cash  those  cheeks  for  him  ? 

A.  I  thought  the  honest  yeomanry  might  pick  him  up 
before  the  close  of  the  Legislature. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  the  Caldwell  party 
brought  to  this  town  and  dispersed  hoi-e  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  tho  election  of  1867  ? 
anything  definite  about  corruption,  or  anything  of  that  sort, 
in  that  election  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  think  I  do.  I  know  there  was — that  is, 
I  heard  there  was — money  used. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  At  the  time  Len  Smith  spoke  to  you  about  cashing 
checks  for  him,  did  ho  state  for  whom  those  checks  were  to 
bo  drawn  ? 

A.  No;  I  think  not,  sir.  lie  wanted  to  raiio  some  cur- 
rency and  gave  his  chocks,  and  asked  me  to  cash  them,  and 
I  refused  on  the  ground  that  I  thought  it  was  not  prudent 
for  him  to  throw  out  his  checks. 

Q.  Why? 
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A.  "Well,  as  I  stated  before,  he  might  be  picked  up. 

Q.  By  whom  ? 

A.  The  honest  yeomanry. 

Q.  For  what? 

A.  For  giving  checks. 

Q.  There  is  no  harm  in  giving  checks  is  there? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  you  refused  to  cash  those  checks 
for  Smith  for  the  reason  that  if  you  were  to  do  so  those 
checks  would  furnish,  as  you  thought,  evidence  of  the  use  of 
money  by  Smith  in  that  election '/ 

A.  Well,  that  is  what  I  thought  of. 

Q.  And  that  was  the  ground  of  your  refusal? 

A.  Yes;  I  did  not  want  to  be  mixed  up  in  it. 

Q.  Had  you  any  knowledge,  then,  that  Mr.  Smith  wanted 
that  money  for  that  purpose? 

A.  No  ;  I  merely  surmised  it. 

•Q.  Did  he  say  or  intimate  the  purpose  for  which  he 
desired  the  currency  upon  those  checks? 

A.  Not  to  me. 

Q.  Well,  from  what  did  you  surmise  the  purpose  for 
which  he  wanted  the  money  ? 

A.  Well,  as  it  is  customary  for  men  to  do  those  things, 
as  I  learn  by  rumor  only,  I  surmised  it  in  that  case. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  Was  that  just  before  Morris  came  to  get  this  money  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Immediately  before? 

A.  No  ;  the  beginning  of  the  session,  I  believe. 

Q.  What  did  you  say  to  him? 

A.  I  told  him  to  be  careful,  to  look  out. 

Q.  Did  not  Len  toll  you  what  he  wanted  the  money  for? 
Did  he  tell  you  how  much  he  would  probably  want  to  draw? 

A.  No ;  I  think  he  did  not.  I  think  he  wanted  at  that 
time  two  or  three  thousand  dollars. 
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Wednesday  Evening,  February  14,  1872. 
G.  E.  ]^ATES, 

Having  been  Bvrorn,  testified  thus: 

Examined   by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  Junction  City,  Davis  count}',  Kansas. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  man  of  the  name  by  A.  W.  Byers? 

A.  I  don't  know  bim  personally. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  last  winter 
in  regard  to  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  Not  to  ray  recollection. 

Q.  Did  you  directly  or  .indirectly  have  anything  to  do 
with  him  in  connection  with  the  election? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  any  money  being  used 
in  that  election  to  secure  votes  for  any  candidate  ? 

A.  I  have  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing 
being  offered  by  any  of  the  candidates  for  votes? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  to  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  such  knowledge  by  information  from  per- 
sons to  whom  the  offer  was  made  or  by  whom  it  was  made  ? 

A.  1  think  I  have  in  one  instance. 

Q.  State  what  it  was. 

A.  J.  H.  Snead,  Ileprescntative  from  Saline  county  last 
winter,  told  mo  in  the  streets  at  Topcka  that  he  had  been 
offered  money  for  his  vote. 

Q.  Did  ho  sii}'  by  whom  the  offer  had  been  made  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  recollection.  Ho  stated,  however,  who  the 
party  wanted  him  to  vote  for. 

Q.  Who  was  he  to  vote  for  in  the  event  of  his  receiving 
money? 

A.  Alexander  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  how  much  money? 
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A.  He  told  mo  at  the  time,  but  I  cannot  be  positive  bow 
much. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  your  recollection  now  ? 

A.  My  recollection  would  be  that  it  was  $3,000,  but  I 
cannot  state  it  positively. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  instance  where  money  or 
other  valuable  consideration  was  used  or  offered  to  be  used 
in  that  canvass? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not  think  I  do. 

By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anythin:^  of  the  Senatorial  election  of 
1867  ? 

A.  I  was  here  at  the  time. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  of  any  money 
or  promise  of  money  being  used  in  that  election  to  influence 

votes? 

A.  There  was  one  member  of  the  Legislature,  Eichard 
D.  Moblc}^,  of  Ottawa  county,  Kansas,  who  told  me  he  was 
offered  money  by  one  of  the  Fletchers  to  vote  for  Carney. 

Q.  Did  he  say  how  much  ? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  it  was  82,500,  but  I  am  not 
certain. 

Q.  Any  other  instance? 

A.  JSTot  that  I  know  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  "Were  you  frequently  in  Clarke's  room  last  winter? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  pretty  near  every  day  during  the  canvass. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  any  checks  drawn  or  check-book 
lying  around  in  his  private  room  ? 

A.  Never  did. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  know  anything  about  a  certificate  of 
deposit  being  drawn  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  his  financial  mat- 
ters whatever. 

Q.  When  did  Mobley  say  relatively  to  the  election  that 
the  offer  was  made  '/ 

A.  Just  as  they  were  going  into  the  hall  before  the  joint 
convention. 
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W.  H.  PECKHAM, 

Being  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  ly  Mr.  W.  II.  Clark. 

Q.  "Whoro  do  you  reside? 

A.  Douglas  county. 

Q.  Where  are  you  doing  business  now? 

A.  Topeka. 

Q.  A7bat  business  are  you  engaged  in  ? 

A.  Jowohy  and  drugs. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  engaged  in  that  business  ? 

A.  Since  the  16tb  of  last  April. 

Q.  From  whom  did  you  purchase  your  drug  store  ? 

A,  Dr.  Grceno. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Legislature  last  winter? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Were  you  present  during  the  Senatorial  campaign  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Are  you  acequainted  with  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  Ilad  you  an)"  conversation  with  him  during  the  Sen- 
atorial campaign  about  who  he  wanted  j-ou  to  support  for 
United  States  Senator? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Caldwell 
about  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  Mr  Caldwell  or  any  one  for  him  make  any  offer 
of  money  or  any  valuable  consideration  to  you  in  considera- 
tion of  your  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell  for  Senator? 

A.  No,  f>ir. 

Q.  Did  any  one  offer  you  anj'thing? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  call  on  Mr.  Caldwell  or  Mr.  Smith  for 
money  after  the  election  ? 
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A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  call  to  see  Mr.  Caldwell  at  any  time  after  the 
election  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  call  on  him  in  Leavenworth  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  "Was  there  any  conversation  then  about  the  Senatorial 
election  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Anything  about  any  money? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  tell  any  person  that  you  were  going  to 
get  $2,000  for  your  vote  for  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  never  told  anything  as  a  fact. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  toll  any  person  at  any  time  that  you 
were  going  over  to  Leavenworth  to  get  some  money  from 
Caldwell? 

A.  No,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Or  Len  Smith  7 

A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  during  tho 
Senatorial  election  for  votes  f 

A.  I  do  not ;  1  never  saw  any  used. 

Q.  How  much  did  you  see  around  ? 

A.  Oh,  I  don't  know;  I  saw  some. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  see  have  any  ? 

A.  Oh,  many  ;  but  perhaps  no  more  than  business  men 
may  be  supposed  to  have. 

Q.  Did  Len  Smith  ever  tell  you  he  had  money  hero  to 
secure  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Q.  Do  yoa  know  of  any  one  having  any  money  here  to 
use  in  the  election  to  secure  votes? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Were  you  present  in  Dr.  Greeno's  store  frequently 
during  the  Senatorial  campaign? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  any  in  there  about  tho  campaign  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  did. 
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Q.  In  your  convcrbations  do  you  usually  say  what  5'ou 
mean  ? 

A.  In  a  business  capacity — yes. 

Q,  Did  Mr.  Clarke  ever  make  you  any  oiler  to  purchase 

your  farm  if  you  would  vote  for  him  'i 

A.  No,  sir  ;  he  never  did. 


R.  D.  M013LEY, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 
Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  Were  you  present  here  in  Topeka  at  the  Senatorial 
election  in  1SC7,  when  Mr.  Pomeroy  and  Mr.  Eoss  were 
elected  ? 

A.  I  was,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing 
that  was  used  or  offered  to  be  used  by  any  person  to  influence 
the  votes  of  members  of  the  Legislature  in  favor  of  either 
of  those  gentlemen  or  any  other  gentlemen  who  were  candi- 
dates for  election  at  that  lime ;  if  so,  state. 

A.  I  do  not  know  of  any  money  being  used.  John 
Fletcher  asked  me  one  da}^  what  my  price  would  be;  I  told 
him  about  four  or  five  times  as  much  as  it  was  reported 
Finn  was  offered,  which  was  $G00.  After  we  had  gone  into 
the  joint  seBsion,  he  said  if  I  would  cast  my  vote  for  Thomas 
Carney,  I  should  have  his  (Thomas  Carney's)  check  for  that 
amount.     I  refused  to  receive  it  and  voted  for  Mr.  Eoss. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  of  any  other  offer  to  use  money  to 
influence  votes  in  that  session  ? 

A.  I  do  not  of  my  own  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  "Were  you  here  at  the  Senatorial  election  last  winter? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  such  transactions  last  winter  ? 

A.  Not  of  my  own  personal  knowledge.

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ISAAC  SHAEP, 

Having  been  sworn,  tcBtified  as  follows: 
By  G.    W.  Clark. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  In  the  city  of  Council  Grove. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Ham- 
mond in  regard  to  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  have. 

Q.  State  what  the  conversation  was. 

A.  Since  this  investigation  has  been  agitating  the  public 
mind,  I  have  had  two  or  three  different  conversations  with 
him;  all  of  which  arose  incidentally,  principally  in  his  own 
house  ;  in  which  he  stated  that  he  did  not  propose  to  come 
before  this  committee  if  he  could  possibly  avoid  it.  Ho  said 
they  would  have  to  be  Hharp  to  catch  him,  for  ho  knew  ''  too 
d — d  much  to  tell."  He  stated  that  during  the  Senatorial 
canvass  referred  to,  he  himself,  in  connection  with  two  other 
citizens  of  our  town,  G.  M.  Simcock  and  Charles  Columbia, 
cooked  Mr.  Phinney's  goose,  our  Eeprcsentative  in  the  Legis- 
lature at  that  time,  and  succeeded  in  securing  his  vote  for 
Mr.  Caldwell,  or  neutralizing  its  effect  as  against  him ;  and 
he  did  not  care  a  d — n  which  way  he  put  it ;  that  Mr. 
Phinney  had  come  to  him  since  and  desired  that  he  would 
o-ive  a  certificate  stating  he  knew  nothing  about  it,  but  he 
refused  to  do  that,  and  wtated  he  would  not  put  himself  on 
the  record  as  knowing  anything  about  it. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Hammond  say  how  much 
money  Mr.  Phinney  got  for  his  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  do  not  now  recollect  that  I  heard  him 
say  that  he  saw  or  knew  anything  about  it,  but  in  a  general 
way;  but  I  heard  him  speak  of  his  (Phinney's)  $1,000. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Hammond  say  that  he  ever 
received  any  money  for  securing  Mr.  Phinney's  vote  ? 

A.  He  used  the  phrase  that  all  he  "ever  got  was  to  keep 
the  bread  riot  from  rising  in  Topeka."  He  said  he  took  his 
principally  in  the  liquor  commodity. 

Q.  Were  yon  in  Topeka  in  1871,  at  the  Senatorial 
election  ? 
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A.  I  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  to  influence 
votes  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  have  no  personal  knowledge. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Hammond  make  any  state- 
ment about  manipulating  Mr.  Snead's  vote  ^ 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Please  state  about  what  ho  said. 

A.  Well,  ho  said  ho  had  Mr.  Sncad  in  tow  for  some  two 
or  three  days  to  get  his  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  he  had  to 
keep  him  pretty  drunk  ;  and  in  keeping  him  drunk  ho  was 
pretty  drunk  himself. 

•Q.  Did  he  say  he  had  succeeded  ? 

A.  Ho  had  a  negotiation  completed  ;  all  the  terms 
agreed,  and  the  price  he  was  to  receive,  the  money  having 
to  bo  received  through  Mr.  Hammond.  But  at  the  time  he 
came  to  get  his  man.  Suead  was  too  drunk  and  could  not  be 
found  ;  and  he  lost  his  commission  or  proportion  of  ducats. 
I  think  that  was  the  language  used. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  other  valuable  con- 
sideration to  secure  the  votes  of  any  members  or  the  influence 
of  any  party  ? 

A.  Mr.  Len  T.  Smith  proposed  to  me  that  I  might  just 
as  well  make  a  little  money  out  of  this  transaction  as  any 
other  person  ;  that  my  position  with  the  Democratic  party 
in  the  State  was  better  than  that  of  any  other  man  and  in 
that  way  of  making  money;  and  he  could  make  it  to  my 
interest  of  perhaps  a  couple  of  thousand  dollars  if  I  were  to 
use  ray  influence  with  the  Democratic  members  to  induce 
them  to  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Smitli  state  to  you  at  that  time  that  he  was 
the  agent  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  or  give  you  to  understand  that  ho 
was  working  with  authority  from  Mi\  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Not  in  any  direct  language.  I  saw  him  and  Mr. 
Caldwell  often  together,  and  Mr.  Caldwell  himself  told  me 
that  any  benefit  I  could  be  to  him,  Mr.  Smith  would  not  for- 
get mo  for  it. 

Q.  Was  Smith  present  at  that  conversation  with  Cald- 
well '{ 

A.  Yes,  sir.  It  was  after  the  conversation  I  had  with 
Mr.  Smith  before.  I  recollect  Len  Smith  laughing  and  say- 
ing, "  I  guess  we  shall  not  mnke  anj'thing  out  of  that  thing." 
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S.   D.  MACDONALD, 


Having  been  swcrn,  testified  as  follows  ; 

Examined  by  the  Chairman^ 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  Topeka,  Kansas. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  use  of  money  \n 
the  Senatorial  election  of  18G7  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  you  know  about  it  ? 

A.  Well,  I  was  in  Mr.  Downs'  room  in  the  Capital 
House  during  the  latter  part  of  the  session  of  1867,  'and 
while  I  was  there  talking  with  Mr.  Downs,  Mr.  Finn,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature,  came  in  for  money,  and  Mr.  Downs 
told  him  he  might  take  $500  or  nothing;  and  he  paced  the 
floor  sometime  and  seemed  indisposed  to  take  it,  but  linall3' 
consented,  and  Mr.  Downs  gave  him  what  he  said  was  $500, 
and  1  think  he  told  him  he  must  give  a  receipt  in  full.  I 
understood  that  to  bo  for  his  services  in  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion, but  more  than  that  1  know  nothing. 

Q.  Is  that  the  only  instance  in  which  you  know  of  the  use^ 
or  the  offer  of  the  use  of  money  in  that  campaign  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  Senatorial  campaign, 
last  winter  in  that  respect  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  for  whom  Mr.  Finn  was  to  use  his. 
influence  for  that  consideration  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  certain,  but  my  impression  was  that  it 
was  for  Ross. 

Q.  Was  it  for  his  vote,  or  influence,  or  what  ? 

A.  I  understood  it  to  be  for  his  vote,  from  the  fact  that 
he  was  upbraided  by  Mr.  Downs,  who  told  him  he  was  an 
infamous  character,  and  that  he  wanted  as  little  to  do  with 
him  as  possible. 
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J.  C.  VINCENT, 

Having  been   sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  by  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  AVere  you  here  last  %vintor  during  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion ? 

A.  I  was,  as  a  member  of  the  Senate. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  member  of  the  Legislature  liav- 
ing  been  approached  with  any  corrupt  offer  for  his  vote  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  any  member  of  the  Legislature  tell  you  during 
the  Senatorial  election,  or  since,  that  he  had  been  approached 
in  that  way  ? 

A.  There  was. 

Q.  State  who  it  was. 

A.  Mr.  Peckham  told  me  that  ho  had  an  opportunity  of 
making  $2,000. 

Q.  Please  state  the  time  and  place,  and  all  that  was  said 
on  that  subject. 

A.  AVe  have  had  half  a  dozen  different  conversations 
about  it  since  the  election. 

Q.  AVhen  was  the  first  of  those  conversations  ? 

A.  It  was  soon  after  the  election  ;  how  many  days  I  can- 
not tell  exactly. 

Q.  AVho  did  he  say  made  the  offer  ? 

A.  He  never  told  mo. 

Q.  "What  was  ho  to  do  in  consideration  of  the  $2,000  ? 

A.  This  conversation  was  a  general  conversation,  and  ho 
■took  it  for  granted  that  I  know  what  he  was  to  do,  and  I  do 
not  think  he  specified. 

Q.  Was  he  to  cast  his  vote  for  any  particular  person  for 
United  States  Senator  as  a  part  of  this  consideration  for  the 
money  ? 

A.  As  I  answered  a  few  moments  ago,  I  am  satisfied  that 
he  knew  that  I  understood  that  ho  was  to  use  his  influence 
in  the  Democratic  caucus. 

Q.  On  whose  behalf? 
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A.  Caldwell's. 

Q.  To  secure  votes  for  Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  To  help  him  in  his  election,  as  a  matter  of  course. 
That  is  the  inference  I  drew,  but  he  did  not  say  so. 

Q.  You  refer  to  a  caucus  of  Democratic  members  of  the 
Legislature  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Did  ho  say  that  ho  got  the  82,000  ? 

A.  Ho  said  that  he  did  not. 

Q.  For  what  reason  ? 

A.  He  did  not  give  any  reason,  for  ho  knew  that  I 
knew — took  it  for  granted  that  I  knew  why  he  failed. 

Q.  Did  you  know  ? 

A.  I  knew  that  the  caucus  burst  up  a  little  in  advance. 

Q.  In  advance  of  what? 

A.  Before  the  time  arrived  in  which  they  could  be  used. 

Q.  Did  he  speak  to  you  as  if  he  had  agreed  to  use  his 
influence  in  the  Democratic  caucus  on  behalf  of  Caldwell  for 
the  sum  of  $2,000  ? 

A.  He  never  said  so. 

Q.  "Was  that  the  inference  that  he  led  you  to  draw  ? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  And  did  you  further  infer  from  his  conversation  that 
he  failed  to  receive  the  $2,000  because  he  had  failed  to  man- 
age the  caucus  as  he  had  agreed,  or  as  he  supposed  he  could 
do  ? 

A.  That  was  certainly  the  inference  that  I  drew. 

Q  Did  he  ever  say  to  you  that  he  still  had  a  claim  on 
Caldwell  for  the  §2,000? 

A.  He  never  did. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  tell  you  who  made  him  this  offer? 

A.  He  never  did. 

Q.  Did  he  not  buy  this  drug  store  of  Greeno  upon  the 
supposition  that  some  of  Caldwell's  friends  wore  going  to  pay 
the  §2,000  for  his  influence  last  winter  ? 

A.  I  do  not  believe  that  he  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  going  to  Leavenworth  to  see 
Caldwell  since  the  election,  either  by  actual  knowledge  or 
from  anything  he  told  you  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  he  went  expressly  to  see  Caldwell. 
Q.  Did  he  go  to  see  Caldwell  among  other  objects? 
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A.  I  know  that  he  went  to  Leavenworth,  but  not  that 
be  wcHt  to  see  Caldwell. 

Q-  Did  he  see  him  at  any  time  he  went  there  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Or  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  cannot  answer  positively  that  ho  saw  Len  Smitb. 

Q.  Did  he  not  go  to  Leavenworth  to  get  money  from 
some  source  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  he  did. 

Q.  Did  any  person,  either  for  himself  or  as  agent  for 
anotber,  offer  to  purchase  Peckham's  farm  as  a  consideration 
or  inducement  that  his  vote  should  be  cast  for  Sidney  Clarke 
for  Senator  ? 

A.  Mr.  Peckham  did  tell  mo  so. 

Q.  State  what  ho  said  about  that, 

A.  He  said  that  he  had  been  asked  before  this  committee 
if  Sidney  Clarke  had  offered  to  purchase  his  farm  in  consid- 
eration of  his  vote.  This  con-versation  was  this  evening.  He 
said  to  mo  that  Clarke  did  not,  but  another  party  did. 

Q.  Did  he  state  who  the  otber  party  was. 

A.  No,  sir,  I  never  heard  about  this  transaction  before. 


J.  T.  LAUTER, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 
Examined  by  the  Chairman, 

Q.  Wore  you  here  during  last  winter  at  the  Senatorial 
election  ? 

A.  About  four  or  five  days. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  or  other  valuable 
thing  was  used  in  that  canvass  for  the  purpose  of  controlling 
votes  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  money  transaction  in  connection 
with  it? 
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A.  No,  sir  ;  only  by  rumor. 

Q.  Do  you  know  E.  C.  Manning  ? 

A.  I  have  seen  him. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  at  any  time  about  the  time  of  the 
election  last  winter  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  here ;  I  believe  he  was  a  member, 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  him  have  any  money  about  that 
time  y 

A.  "Well,  I  might  have  seen  him  handle  money  about 
that  time,  but  do  not  remember  anything  definite. 

Q.  Did  3^ou  ever  talk  to  any  of  the  members  of  theLeg- 
islatui'e  about  having  had  offers  of  money  or  other  valuable 
thing  in  exchange  for  their  votes? 

A.  No,  I  never  did.  I  do  not  think  any  member  of  the 
Legislature  ever  told  me  that  he  had  an  offer. 

By  Mr.   Wood. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  one  s.iy  that  he  had  been 
approached  with  money  or  other  valuable  consideration  for 
his  influence  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  State  who  and  what  the  consideration  was. 

A.  I  heard  Mr.  Carson  say  that  he  was  furnished  money 
o  pay  members  to  vote  for  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  he  say  who  furnished  the  money  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  he  ever  told  me  who — I  only  inferred  it. 

Q.  What  was  your  inference  ? 

A.  I  inferred  that  it  was  Anderson. 

Q.  Did  any  one  else  than  Carson  ever  tell  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  ho  was  the  only  one. 

Q.  Who  and  what  is  he  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  what  his  business  is. 

Q.   Where  does  he  live  ? 

A.  Garnett. 

By  Senator   Stover. 

Q.  Did  Carson  say  how  much  he  had  in  his  possession  to 
influence  votes  ? 

A.  Jle  said  he  paid  one  member  $1,000. 
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Q.  Did  he  state  the  member's  name. 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  ho  speak  of  any  other  ease? 

A.  Yes,  he  said  there  were  others,  but  did  not  say  who 
they  were,  or  how  many,  or  how  much  money. 

Q.  Did  Carson  state  for  whom  ho  paid  the  money  ? 

A.  He  stated  that  he  had  paid  it  for  a  vote  for  Cahi- 
well. 

Q.  Did  ho  state  who  authorized  him  to  pay  the  money  ? 
A.  He  did  not  any  further  than  I  have  stated. 


ROBERT  CROZIER, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  State  your  place  of  residence  and  your  business. 

A.  I  reside  in  Leavenworth  ;  my  present  business  is  that 
of  Cashier  of  the  First  Xational  Bank  of  Leavenworth. 

Q.  Were  you  at  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  contest 
Jast  winter? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  How  long  were  jow  hero  ? 

A.  I  was  here  from  about  the  third  day  of  the  session 
until  the  day  following  the  election. 

Q.  AVhat  were  you  doing  here  't 

A.  I  wasexorting  myself  to  the  extent  of  my  ability  to 
help  elect  Mr.  Caldwell  to  the  Senate. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  or  any  other  valua- 
ble thing  was  used  in  that  election  to  secure  or  obtain  votes 
in  that  Legislature  for  Caldwell? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  know  whether  any  money  or  other  valuable 
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thing  was  used  in  that  contest  to  secure  votes  for  any  candi- 
date for  United  States  Senator? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  What  amount  of  checks  were  drawn  on  the  First 
National  of  Leavenworth,  by  persons  that  were  here  in  the 
interest  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  during  that  time  or  that  they  were 
cashed  during  that  contest,  or  afterwards,  at  the  First 
National  ? 

A.  I  cannot  tell  how  many  checks  might  have  been 
drawn  by  persons  here  in  Mr.  Caldwell's  interest  or  the  First 
National  Bank,  as  there  were  several  persons  here  who  kept 
accounts  in  the  FirstNational,  and  I  did  not  observe  whether 
they  drew  any  checks  here  or  not ;  I  can  state  as  to  one  check 
in  particular,  and  that  is  all  I  can  :  that  check  was  drawn  by 
myself  My  impression  is  that  Dr.  Morris  drew  a  check  on 
the  First  National  Bank  for  some  amount,  but  what  amount 
I  cannot  tell  now. 

Q.  How  much  money  did  Len  Smith  draw  out  of  that 
bank  at  the  time  he  first  came  up  here,  and  at  any  other  time 
during  that  contest? 

A.  I  cannot  tell  without  reference  to  the  books  of  the 
bank. 

Q.  Have  you  no  general  knowledge  about  the  amount? 

A.  No,  I  cannot  say  that  I^have ;  Mr.  Smith's  accounts 
fluctuated  very  much,  sometimes  he  has  very  much,  and 
sometimes  not  much  ;  and  I  cannot  tell  you  how  his  accounts 
changed  at  that  time. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Caldwell  keep  his  account  at  the  First  Na- 
tional at  that  time  ? 

A.  Mr.  Caldwell  has  kept  an  account  there  for  the  last 
four  years. 

— Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  he   drew  there   at 

that  time  ? 

A.  That  particular  account  has  not  been  disturbed  for 
the  last  two  years,  I  think ;  it  is  a  trust  fund,  although  standing 
in  the  individual  name  of  Mr.  Caldwell ;  ho  keeps  his  regular 
account  on  Scott  &  Co.  The  check  I  drew — referred  to 
above — did  not  result  in  changing  Mr.  Smith's  account  at  all; 
it  was  drawn  the  day  of  the  Senatorial  election  ;  after  the 
election,  and  the  next  day  Mr.  Smith  handed  me  the  amount 
of  the  check  at  Leavenworth. 

Q.  Did  you  get  that  check  cashed  in  this  city  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  "What  did  you  do  with  the  cash  ? 
A.  T  gave  it  to  Mr.  Smith. 

Q.  You  drew  the  check  then  as  an  accommodation  for 
him? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  for  Mr.  L.  T.  Smith.  ALr.  Smith  came  to 
mo  after  the  banks  in  this  city  had  closed  ;  said  he  wanted 
SI, 200  to  pay  some  bills,  and  asked  me  if  I  could  get  him 
that  much  currency.  I  told  him  I  thought  I  could  ;  started 
to  go  to  the  Topeka  Bank  ;  met  Mv.  Jacob  Smith  on  theside- 
Avalk;  asked  him  if  ho  would  cash  my  check  on  the  First 
National  Bank  for  $1,200;  ho  said  he  would,  and  did  so.  I 
handed  the  funds  to  Mr.  Len  Smith. 

Q.  "Where  was  that  check  cashed  ? 

A.  Mr.  Smith  stepped  into  his  bank  ;  I  stepped  into  his 
hardware  store.     That  is  my  recollettion. 

Q.  Y''ou  have  no  means  of  stating  what  amount  of  money 
Mr.  Smith  drew  out  of  the  First  National  about  the  time  he 
came  here  to  go  into  that  contest  ? 

A.  Not  with  me  here. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  examined  the  account  with  reference 
to  that  ? 

A.  I  never  have. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  Morris  did  with  the  cash  for  the 
check  which  he  drew  on  the  First  National  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  he  got  cash  for  the  check  he 
drew  on  the  First  National. 

Q.  State  if  a  check  for  $5,000,  signed  by  J.  W".  Morris. 
drawn  on  the  First  National  Bank  of  Leavenworth  in  favor 
of  Jacob  Smith,  endorsed  by  Jacob  Smith,  did  not  come  into 
your  bank  at  Leavenworth,  from  the  Topeka  Bank,  a  very 
short  time  after  that  Senatorial  election? 

A.  I  don't  think  I  ever  saw  such  a  check.  It  might 
have  gone  down  while  I  was  here. 

Q.  Do  you  know  from  the  record  at  your  bank  that 
such  a  note  as  I  have  described  was  collected  from  the  First 
National  Bank  by  the  Topeka  Bank  about  that  time? 

A.  I  never  saw  such  a  check,  nor  never  saw  any  entries 
concerning  such  a  check  in  any  of  the  books  of  the  First 
National  IBank. 

Q.  Did  j-ou  have  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Alorris  con- 
cerning it? 
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A.  I  had  a  conversation  with  Dr.  Morris  about  some 
currency,  but  what  it  was,  or  what  the  amount  of  the  cur- 
rency was,  I  cannot  now  tell. 

By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  Does  Len  Smith  keep  any  other  bank  account  at 
Leavenworth  than  with  your  bank  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  keeps  an  account  with  Scott  &  Co. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  how  large  a  balance  Smith  had  at 
your  bank  about  the  first  days  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
lature, last  winter.  ° 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  Smith  make  any  arrangement  with  you  at  anj- 
time  about  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  about  honoring 
his  drafts  which  might  be  drawn  on  him  ;  if  so,  what  arrange- 
ment ?  ° 

A.  jSTone  whatever.  I  do  not  think  Mr.  Smith's  account 
was  there  at  that  time. 

Q.  Did  Smith  keep  a  bank  account  in  any  of  the  eastern 
banks  at  that  time? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  Senator  Pomeroy  have  a  bank  account  with  you 
at  Leavenworth  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  never  has  had. 

Q.  Were  you  hero  at  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion of  1867  ? 

A.  I  was  a  portion  of  tbe  time. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money,  or  other  corrupt  means 
'being  used  to  influence  that  election,  from  any  reliable  source 
or  sources? 

A.  No  ;  I  know  nothing  at  all;  nor  did  I  at  that  time, 
exceiJt  by  public  rumor. 

«Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  any  members  of  the  Legislature 
say  anything  about  any  offers  that  they  had  received,  or  any 
approaches  in  a  corrupt  way,  on  the  subject  of  their  votes 
for  Senator? 

A.  I  do  not  think  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  over  have  any  talk  with  Governor  Carney 
iibout  the  Senatorial  election  of  last  winter  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  considerable  talk. 
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Q.  Did  ho  stale  to  you  the  reasons  why  he  withdrew  ? 

A.  Yes;  he  gave  me  a  reason,  which  was  that  he  did 
not  want  to  jeopardize  the  election  of  a  Senator  from 
Leavenworth. 

Q.  Did  he  state  anything  to  you  about  being  reimbursed 
for  his  expenses  ? 

A.  Never  a  single  word. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  talk  with  him  within  two  or  three 
weeks,  relative  to  the  Senatorial  election  of  last  winter  ? 

A,  No,  sir;  I  don't  think  I  have  spoken  to  him  lor  a 
month. 

By  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Did  you  have  frequent  conversations  with  Lcn  Smith 
last  winter,  during  the  pendancy  of  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  talked  with  him  more  or  less  every  day. 

Q.  "What  appeared  to  be  his  business  at  that  time  ? 

A.  lie  seemed  to  be  exerting  himself  to  accomplish  the 
election  of  Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  In  this  conversation  with  Lcn  Smith,  did  he  ever 
intimate  to  you  or  tell  you  that  money  was  being  used  for 
the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  lie  never  did  then  or  since. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  receive  information  from  any  reliable 
source,  that  mone}''  was  being  used  ? 

A.  I  never  heard  any  one  say  that  money  had  been  used 
as  of  his  own  knowledge.  I  heard  Mr.  Smith  talk  about  hia 
hotel  bill ;  and  though  I  do  not  remember  exactly  what  the 
amount  was,  yet  I  think  he  said  either  that  "his"  bill,  or 
"the"  bill  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  62,000. 

By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  Did  the  agency  of  Lon  Smith  and  his  friends  in 
behalf  of  Caldwell  seem  to  be  fully  approved  and  understood 
by  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  AVhy,  Mr.  Caldwell  and  Mr.  Smith  were  in  frequent 
conversation  ;  they  conversed  a  great  many  times.  Yes,  it 
did  seem  so. 

Q.  Did  the  relations  between  John  McDowell  and  Mr. 
Caldwell  seem  to  be  intimate  during  the  Senatorial  election? 
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A.  They  did. 

Q.  Was  Jas.  L.  McDowell  hero  actively  engaged  in  secur- 
ing the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  think  he  was. 


W.  C.  WEBB 


Having  been  swornj  testified  as  follows  : 
Examined  by  the  Chairman. 
Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Legislature  last  winter  ? 
A.  I  was. 
Q.  From  what  district? 

A.  The  fifty-third,  Fort  Scott  city  district. 

Q.  State  Avhether  you  know  of  any  money  or  other 
valuable  thing  being  offered,  or  purposed  to  be  given,  to  any 
member  of  the  Legislature  by  any  of  the  candidates  for  the 
United  States  Senate,  or  an}^  persons  acting  in  their  interest, 
to  influence  votes  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  State  where,  when,  by  whom,  and  the  circumstances 
attending  that  offer  or  proposed  giit. 

A.  In  the  city  of  Fort  Scott,  in  the  month  of  December, 
1870,  at  my  office  in  that  city.  Mr.  C.  S.  Wheaton,  the  then 
Sheriff  of  Bourbon  county,  called  on  me  and  commenced  the 
interview  by  inquiring  whether  I  was  in  any  way  com- 
mitted to  any  candidate  for  the  United  States  Senate,  to 
which  I  answered  distinctly,  I  was  not.  He  then  desired  to 
know  if  I  had  any  choice  among  the  men  talked  of  for  that 
office.  I  told  him  I  had,  I  was  in  favor  of  a  Fort  Scott  man, 
either  Judge  Lowe  or  George  A.  Crawford.  Ho  asked  me  if 
I  could  support  Sidney  Clarke.  I  stated  no,  I  could  not.  He 
wanted  to  know  why,  and  I  assigned  various  reasons,  the 
pur^iort  of  which  was,  that  I  was  not  satisfied  with  his  politi- 
cal action.  And  in  addition  to  that,  my  constituency  had 
elected  me,  well  knowing  that  I  was  hostile  to  Sidney  Clarke. 
To  which  he  said  that  Clarke's  friends  had  also  supported  me 
as  Eepresentative.  I  said  1  knew  that,  that  was  true  ;  but 
they  knew  very  well  too  that  I  was  not  in  favor  of  Sidney 
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Clarke.  He  then  took  a  pencil  and  sheet  of  paper  that  was 
lying  on  the  table  before  him,  and  on  that  made  a  dollar 
mark,  a  figure  two  and  three  ciphers  after  it.  lie  showed  it 
to  me,  and  I  looked  at  it  and  asked  him  what  it  was,  what 
does  it  mean  ?  Which  question  1  asked  because  there  was  no 
points.  I  then  asked  this  question,  is  it  two  thousand  or 
twenty?  He  said  two  thousand  dollars.  To  that  my  reply 
was  in  these  words  :  Sidney  Clarke  could  not  buy  mo  for  tea 
times  two  thousand  dollars.  Ho  answered,  I  don't  propose 
to  buy  you.  I  said,  O !  no,  you  do  not,  but  Mr.  Clarke  would 
be  very  glad  to  have  my  services  at  almost  any  price;  but  I, 
could  not  support  Mr.  Clarke  at  all,  Mr.  Wheaton.  He  then 
8aid,thatofcourseif  Icould  notvoto  consistently  for  him  it  was 
all  right;  but  two  thousand  or  twent}^  five  hundred  dollars 
was  a  good  deal  better  than  nothing.  The  paper  upon  which 
the  two  thousand  dollars  was  writien  I  have  in  my  possession 
Btill. 

Q.  State  if  you  have  over  before  stated  those  facts  to 
any  person,  if  so,  to  whom  and  when  and  where  ? 

A.  I  did  state  all  these  facts  at  the  Tofft  House  in  the  room 
of  George  A.  Crawford  before  the  Senatorial  election,  and 
stated  them  to  George  A.  Crawford,  Judge  Lowe,  Dr.  J.  S. 
lledfield,  S.  A.  ManloVe  and  C.  A.  Morris,  all  of  Fort  Scott, 
and  to  all  at  the  same  time.  I  mentioned  the  circumstance 
of  the  offer  that  had  been  made  me,  and  that  it  had  been 
made  in  Mr.  Clarke's  intei-est;  but  1  did  not  name  the  pei'- 
son  who  made  the  offer. 

Q.  State  if  Mr.  Wheaton  was  here  during  tho  Senatorial 
election. 

A.  He  was.  I  understood  him  to  be  here  in  tho  interest 
of  Mr.  Clarke  from  his  general  speech,  demeanor  and  asso- 
ciates. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  to  whoso  election  for  United 
States  Senator  Mr.  Wheaton  was  favorable  at  tho  time  of  the 
interview  at  Fort  Scott. 

A.  Ho  v;as  then  a  warm  personal  and  ])oIilical  friend  of 
Sidney  Clarke,  and  favorable  to  his  election  for  United  States 
Senator. 

,  A.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  valuable  thing  used, 
or  attempted  to  bo  used,  by  any  one  else,  to  intluenco  votes  in 
that  election  ^ 

A.  I  do  not. 

(}.  Were  you  here  at  the  election  of  1S67  ? 

A.  1  was  not. 
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By  Senator  Whitney. 

Q.  Did  Wheaton  say  that  he  had  authority  from  Clarke 
to  make  this  proposal  ? 

A.  lie  did  not,  nor  even  that  Clarke  kiiew  of  it. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  hear  any  member  or  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  last  winter  eay  that  they  had  been  approached  with 
any  current  offer  for  their  votes  ? 

A.  I  can  not  say  that  I  did. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Was  Mr.  Wheaton  a  wealthy  man  or  otherwise  at  the 
time  ho  made  that  offer  ? 

A.  I  should  say  not  wealthy  ;  but  he  was  worth  several 
thousand  dollars

E.  B.  PUKCELL, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus  : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Were  you  here  at  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  can- 
vass or  any  part  of  it  last  winter? 

A.  Yes,  sir.     The  greater  part  of  it. 

Q.  Had  3'ou  any  conversations  with  Alexander  Caldwell 
during  that  time  ? 

A.  I  was  with  him  more  or  less. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversations  with  him  with 
regard  to  procuring  votes  for  him  ? 

A.  Not  in  any  particular  way.  We  talked  over  the  mat- 
ter. 

Q.  In  any  of  your  conversations  with  Mr.  Caldwell  was 
there  anything  said  about  the  use  of  money  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  any  money  used  to 
procure  votes  for  him  ? 
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A.  Xo,  sir. 

Q.  For  any  one  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  anyone  in  which 
the  subject  of  money  was  mentioned  as  a  means  to  procure 
votes  for  any  of  the  candidates  in  that  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  Len  Smith  doing  hero  last  winter? 

A.  I  suppose  he  was  here  as  many  otliers  during  the 
Senatorial  campaign.     What  he  was  doing  1  do  not  know. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  ho  was  hero  in  the  interests  of 
oi  Alexander  Ualdwell  ? 

A.  I  never  heard  him  say  ho  was,  nor  Mi-.  Caldwell 
cither. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  ho  was  here  in  the  interests  of 
Alexander  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  would  simply  suppose  Le  was.  I  never  heard  him 
say  so  or  anj-thing  of  that  kind. 

Q.  Was  Jim  McDowell,  of  Leavenworth,  hero. 

A.  Well,  McDowell  was  here. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  ? 

A.  He  was  about  the  TefTt  House.  And  I  suppose  he 
was  here  because  it  was  the  Senatorial  campaign.  I  never 
heard  him  say. 

]^y  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Did  you  have  anj''  conversation  during  that  campaign 
with  Len  T.  Smith  ? 

A.  I  spoke  to  him  several  times,  past  the  time'of  day, 
and  had  more  or  less  talk  at  different  times. 

Q.  Did  5'oa  and  ho  have  any  conversation  in  regard  to 
the  Senatorial  election  ^ 

A.  I  presume  the  greater  part  of  the  talk  would  bare  on 
that  subject. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  about  the  Senatorial 
election  ? 

A.  I  would  judge  it  was  on  that  subject. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  you  are  not  positive  it  was. 

A.  It  was. 
IG 
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Q,  Now,  sir,  from  that  conversation  with  Len  Smith,  in 
whoso  interest  do  you|8uppose  ho  was  working  ? 

A.  Every  thing  would  indicate  that  he  was  in  favor  of 
Mr.  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  Lea  Smith,  to  your  knowledge,  have  any  busi- 
ness here  except  pertaining  to  that  particular  campaign  or 
election  of  United  States  Senator? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  he  had. 

Q.  From  your  conversation  what  was  Mr.  Smith's  busi- 
ness here? 

A.  I  cannot  tell  what  was  his  business  here. 

Q.  What,  then,  did  he  appear  to  be  engaged  in. 

A.  He  was  here  because  it  was  a  Senatorial  contest,  and 
was  taking  interest  in  Mr.  Caldwell's  favor. 

Q.  What  relation  are  you  and  Alexander  Caldwell  ? 

A.  We  are  cousins. 


J.  HAMMOND, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 
Examined  by  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Were  you  here  at  the  Senatorial  election  last 
winter  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q,  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  used  during  that 
campaign  to  secure  the  vote  or  influence  of  any  member  of 
the  Legislature  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  certain  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  information  that  there  was? 

A.  Nothing  positive. 

Q.  Have  you  what  you  consider  reliable  information  ? 

A.  No,  I  cannot  say  that  I  have? 

Q.  Please  state  what  information  you  have? 

A.  Well,  I  cannot  say  that  I  have  any  information. 
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Q.  Are  you  acquaintoi  with  Mr.  Snead? 
A.  I  am. 

Q.  Bid  you  have  any  converdalion  wllli  him  during  the 
campaign  ? 

A.   Yea,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  money  or  other  improper 
influence  were  brought  to  bear  on  Mr.  Snead  to  secure  his 
vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  At  ono  time  there  was  some  money  offered  (at  least 
that  was  my  understanding,)  by  George  Smith  of  Jjeaven- 
worth.     The  money  was  oftcred  to  secure  Snead's  vote. 

Q.  How  much. 

A.  There  was  no  certain  amount  specified. 

Q.  Did  you  make  any  proposition  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q,  What  conclusion  did  ho  come  to? 

A.  lie  came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  would  vote  for 
Caldwell. 

A.  Well,  I  cannot  say  whether  he  said  ho  would  accept 
the  proposition  or  not.     The  statement  was  made  by  me. 

Q.  To  whom? 

A.  To  him — Snead. 

Q,  Of  how  much  ? 

A.  Two  thousand  dollars. 

Q-  To  vote  for  whom  ? 

A.  For  Caldwell. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  'i 

A.  lie  said  he  was  elected  in  the  count}'  ho  came  from 
on  the  Clarke  issue,  and  that  he  could  not  well  support  Cald- 
well. But  at  the  same  time  he  was  a  poor  man  and  that  it 
would  assist  him  some,  though  I  cannot  recollect  the  words 
ho  said. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Geo  Smith,  of  Lovenworth,  authorize  you  to 
make  this  tender  to  him  ? 

A.  I  can  not  saj'  positively  that  ho  authorized  mo  to  do  so; 
ho  said  that  there  was  a  certain  person  whom  I  might  draw 
upon. 

Q.  Who? 

A.  Mr.  G.  M,  Sijicock. 

Q.  Did  you  draw  ? 
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A.  I  did  not,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  otlier  attempts  that  were  made 
to  secure  votes  or  influence  of  members  of  tlie  Legislature? 

A.  I  onl}^  know  two,  Sncad  and  Phinney. 

Q.  Wliat  do  you  know  about  Piiinney's  case? 

A.  A  conversation  was  had  after  I  had  talked  with  this 
man  Sncad.  Mr.  George  Smith,  of  Leavenworth,  came  to  me 
and  asked  me  if  I  knew  how  Phinney's  vote  could  be  secured  ; 
stated  at  the  same  time  thatPhinne}'  was  a  Clarke  man,  and 
that  they  did  not  know  how  to  reach  him  ;  he  asked  me  if  I 
had  any  influence  over  him  or  could  control  his  vote;  I  said  to 
him:  I  cannot  myself,  but  could  lay  plans  that  would  secure 
his  vote;  he  then  asked  the  question  if  it  would  do  to  approach 
him  with  money,  m}'  reply  was  that  he  bad  better  not;  he 
then  said,  he  had  rather  give  him.  or  make  him  a  present  of 
one  thousand  dollars  than  buy  him  for  five  hundred  ;  he  then 
asked  me  the  question,  what  would  bo  the  business  that  I 
would  suggest  to  work  upon  him  to  secure  his  vote;  m\' 
remark  was  to  telegraph  to  Charlie  Columbia  or  write  him 
to  come  down  and  then  to  G.  M.  Simcock  to  approach  him, 
for  him  to  go  to  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  and  take  dinner 
and  after  Simcock  and  Columbia  bad  had  a  talk  I  would 
come  in  and  agree  with  him  on  their  proposition  for 
Phinney  ,  we  were  then  to  go  to  Caldwell  at  the  Tefft  House, 
where  Mr.  Caldwell  agreed  that  if  he  would  use  his  influ- 
ence in  bringing  the  Kaw  Lands  into  market.  Mr.  Sim- 
cock and  I  went  to  Mr.  Caldwell's  room,  and  Caldwell  agreed 
to  use  his  influence  to  bring  these  lands  into  market;  then 
Mr.  Phinney  promised  each  of  us,  Simcock  and  me,  that  he 
would  vote  for  Caldwell. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  arrangement  was  made  between 
Mr.  Phinney,  Mr.  Simcock  and  Mr.  Columbia  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  They  never  told  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  asked  them. 

B]j  the  Chairman. 

Q.  What  was  George  Smith  doing  here. 

A.  I  cannot  tell  what  he  was  doing  but  suppose  he  was 
working  in  the  interest  of  Caldwell's  election. 

By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q  Were  you  here  in  Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  elec- 
ction  of  18G7? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  yo  know  of  any  money  or  other  corrupt  means 
being  used  at  that  time  to  influence  votes  for  Senator? 

A.  Ko,  sir;  I  do  not. 


JAMES  PHINNEY 


Having  been  svrorn,  testified  as  follows : 

By  Senator  Stover. 
■   Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Legislature  last  winter  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  "Were  you  hero  djTring  the  Senatorial  campaign  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money,  or  other  valuable  con- 
sideration, being  offered  to  members  of  the  Legislature  to 
secure  their  votes? 

A.  No  ;  only  myself. 

Q.  Please  state  to  the  Committee  the  circumstances. 

A.  Mr.  Sidney  Clarke  came  to  me  when  I  was  eating 
supper  one  evening,  and  aeked  me  why  I  did  not  go  to  his 
room.  I  said  to  him  that  he  had  men  enough  there  to  do  his 
business  without  me;  and  then  he  inquired  the  number  of 
my  room,  and  the  number  of  Senator  Stover's  room  at  the 
same  time  ;  said  he  would  come  to  my  room  and  see  me. 
Then  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Clarke  until — I  don't  recollect  what 
day  it  was — a  day  or  two  lieforo  the  Senatorial  election.  He 
passed  through  the  hall,  in  the  Tefft  House,  just  as  I  was 
going  out  of  the  door.  He  asked  me  if  that  was  my  room; 
I  told  him  it  was.  Then  ho  wanted  me  to  step  back  into  the 
room,  and  wanted  to  talk  with  me  a  few  minutes;  said  he 
was  in  a  hurry,  and  I  said  I  was  also  ;  that  I  had  but  a  few 
minutes  to  talk.  Ho  wanted  to  know  then  what  I  was  going 
to  do  about  voting  for  Senator  ;  I  told  him  T  had  made  up 
my  mind  to  support  Governor  Crawford  for  Senator.  That 
seemed  to  surprise  him.  He  stated  that  would  not  do  at  all ; 
1  must  vote  for  him.  I  told  him  that  I  did  not  think  so: 
that  I  should  vote  for  Crawford  ;  had  made  up  mj'  mind  to 
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do  that.  IIo  then  wanted  to  know  what  was  the  matter, 
and  said  he  had  calculated  on  my  vote,  and  wanted  to  know 
why  I  was  not  going  to  vote  for  him.  I  told  him  I  would  not 
vote  for  him  or  any  other  man  who  thought  there  were  cer- 
tain parlies  who,  as  they  represented,  could  control  my  vole. 
He  said  there  was  nobody  representing  that  they  could  con- 
trol my  vote.  I  told  him  that  then  I  had  been  very  much 
mistaken  in  thinking  so,  but  I  still  thought  so.  lie  wanted 
to  know  then  what  was  the  matter,  and  said  he  had  calcu- 
lated upon  my  vote,  as  before.  I  told  him  that  there  were  a 
great  many  of  my  friends  "out  there"  who  supported  him, 
and  I  told  him  that  I  myself  was  one  of  them  ;  that  I  had 
supported  him  five  or  six  years,  thinking  we  were  going  to 
get  our  homes  there.  I  told  him  that  he  had  never  done 
anything  for  our  county  ;  that  he  had  never  bestowed  any 
political  patronage  upon  us  or  anything  of  the  kind.  He 
said :  "  Now,  Mr.  Phinney,  I  want  to  satisf)'-  you.  I  want 
you  to  vote  for  me,  and  anything  I  can  do  lor  you,  I  will." 
He  told  me  then  that  he  would  give  me  a  position  in  the 
Land  Ofiice  if  I  wanted  it ;  stated  that  was  one  of  the  best 
offices  in  the  state  ;  that  it  paid  $3,000  a  j'car.  Ho  said  the 
position  had  been  offered  to  Maxon  once,  and  he  would  not 
accept  it.  I  asked  him  then  if  he  would  give  me  the  old 
man  Aikin's  place.  Pie  said:  "No;  but  I  will  do  this,  Mr. 
Phinney:  I  will  give  you  a  position  in  the  Augusta,  or  the 
Humboldt,  or  the  Junction  City  Land  Office,  and  (says  he) 
your  expenses  shall  all  be  paid."  He  said:  "I  durst  not  do 
it  myself,  but  I  will  speak  to  Dan  Adams  to  do  it."  That  is 
what  I  said  as  near  as  I  can  recollect.  He  then  asked  me: 
"Is  that  satisfactory  to  you?"  I  said,  "That  is  satisfac- 
tory." I  did  not  tell  him  I  would  vote  for  him.  That  is 
about  the  conversation  as  near  as  I  can  recollect.  I  never 
saw  Mr.  Clarke  again  until  after  the  Senatorial  election. 

C^.  Was  the  understanding  when  you  were  elected  a  year 
ago  last  fall,  that  you  were  to  vote  for  Mr.  Clarke  i* 

A.  I  did  n©t  understand  it  so,  and  I  have  affidavits  with 
me  here  of  the  two  yjarties  that  I  was  pledged  to  the  contrary 
before  I  was  elected.  The  parties  are  Isaac  Baxter,  of  Car's 
Creek,  Morris  county;  and  Mr.  Iloabrink,  of  Council  Grove. 
One  of  these  pledges  I  made  before  I  was  nominated  for 
Eepresentative,  and  the  other  after  I  was  nominated  and  be- 
fore I  was  elected. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Clarke  make  a  direct  statement  to  you  that 
if  you  would  vote  for  him  he  would  secure  this  position  in 
the  Land  Office  for  j'ou,  and  pay  your  election  expenses? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  Were   you  in   Topeka  during  the  Senatorial  election 

oflSGT? 

A.  1  was  in  Kansas,  but  not  in  Topeka,  and  I  know 
nothing  about  that  election. 

By  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  AYhoni  did  you  support  for  United  States  Senator  ? 

A.  I  supported  Mr.  Crawford.  Mr.  Crawford  on  the 
first  ballot,  and  Mr.  Caldwell  on  the  second. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Caldwell  make  you  any  promises? 

A.  K^o,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a*  talk  with  Mr.  Sincock  in  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Hotel,  in  connection  with  another  gentleman  ? 

A.  Yes,  Sir. 

Q,  Did  you  and  Mr.  Sincock,  and  Mr.  Columbia  have  a 
conversation  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  by  yourselves? 

A.  I  do  not  recollect  that  he  had. 

Q.  Did  you  and  Mr.  Columbia,  Mr.  Sincock,  and  Mr. 
Hammond  go  from  the  Fifth  Avenue  to  the  Tefft  Houee,  that 
day? 

A.  Well,  I  cannot  bo  positive;  we  went  several  times, 
but  I  would  not  bo  positive  as  to  that  day.  My  impression 
is  that  we  did. 

Q.  In  that  interview  with  Mr.  Caldwell  did  he  make  you 
any  promises  ? 

A.  Mr.  Caldwell  never  made  mc  any  promise  anymore 
than  that  if  ho  were  elected,  he  would  do  the  best  he  could 
for  our  pait  of  the  country. 

Q.  Was  there  any  particular  thing  specified? 

A.  If  he  were  elected  he  would  bring  those  Indian  lands 
into  market. 
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JOHN  p.  USHEK, 
Havins;  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  any  conversation  at  any  time  between 
Mr.  Perry,  President  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  and  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Caldwell  in  relation  to  the  payment  of  any  money  by 
the  company  as  a  part  of  the  expense  of  the  election  of  Mr. 
Caldwell  for  United  States  Senator  ? 

A.  I  did  not.  I  do  not  think  I  have  seen  them  together 
since  the  election. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversa'tion  with  Mr.  Perry, 
President  of  the  road,  in  which  he  stated  that  Mr.  Caldwell 
claimed  that  the  road  should  pay  an  amount  of  money  to  go 
to  pay  his  election  expenses? 

A.  Yes,  I  did. 

Q.  When  and  where  was  that  conversation  ? 

A.  According  to  my  recollection  it  was  the  last  time 
I  saw  Mr.  Perry.  I  met  him  up  the  road  in  a  car  when  he 
was  coming  down  from  Denver  the  other  day. 

Q.  What  did  Mr.  Perry  tell  you  ? 

A.  He  said  (as  well  as  I  can  remember,)  that  after  Cald- 
well's election,  he  went  up  to  Leavenworth  to  see  him,  and 
congratulate  him  on  his  election,  and  to  his  surprise  Cald- 
well told  him  that  he  wanted  him  to  pay  $30,000,  which  he, 
(Mr.  Periy,)  declined  to  pay.  Mr.  Perry  said  he  was  very 
much  surprised  at  the  demand,  and  so  expressed  himself  to 
Caldwell,  intimating  that  as  ho  had  been  successful,  and  had 
been  elected  United  States  Senator,  that  was  honor  enough, 
without  making  a  demand  of  that  sort  of  him,  and  he  should 
not  respond  to  it  at  all. 

Q.  Did  Ml'.  Perry  in  that  conversation  say  anything 
about  seeing  Colonel  Dennis  and  Mr.  Anderson  in  regard  to 
any  promises  which  Mr.  Caldwell  claimed  to  have  been  made 
by  these  gentlemen  for  the  Kansas  Pacific  Eailroad  ? 

A.  Yes,  he  did. 

Q.  State  what. 

A.  Ho  said,  as  I  understood  him,  that  Caldwell  claimed 
that  he  was  justified  in  making  that  demand  in  consequence 
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of  8omo   promise  that  he  had  had  here  from  Mr.    Perr3''s 
friends. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  any  other  part  of  that  con- 
versation which  you  have  not  ah-eady  stated,  Judge? 

A.  He  said  that  he  did  not  believe  it,  and  they  would 
come  up  here  and  see  whether  it  was  so  or  not ;  ho  wanted 
to  know.  Accordingly^  they  did  come.  Len  Smith  and 
Caldwell  came,  as  I  understand. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  result  of  the  inquiry  -vas  ? 

A.  Ho  said  that  those  gentlemen  did  not  admit  what 
Caldwell  said,  but  did  not  stand  as  square  as  ho  would  have 
liked  them;  that  ho  was  not  satisfied  but  that  there  might 
have  been  something  said,  but  at  any  rate  he  would  not  pay 
anything. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Perry,  in  any  part  of  this  conversation,  state 
to  you  the  ground  or  the  purpose  upon  which  or  for  which 
Caldwell  made  this  demand  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  he  "did.  I  do  not  know  as  he  said 
why,  or  whether  he  was  out  so  much,  or  what  he  said  about 
it.  At  any  rate  he  was  importunate  for  the  money,  and 
came  once  or  twice  about  it. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Perry  state  what  Caldwell  claimed  the  prom- 
ise was  that  he  said  was  made  by  Dennis  and  Anderson  '^. 

A.  I  do  not  think  Mr.  Perry  explained  that. 


MOSES  NEAL. 


Havinir  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 
Examined  by  Mr.  Whitnoj. 
Q.  Do  you  know  Dr.  McCartney? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Were  you  here  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial 
election? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Did  Dr.  McCartney  have  any  conversation  with  you 
in  regard  to  the  Senatorial  election? 
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A.  Yes.  j^j 

Q.  State  what  it  was.  '"■', 

A.  Dr.  McCartney  told  me  that  he  was  at  a  loss  whom     | 
to  vote  for,  and  said  he  felt  inclined  to  support  Mr.  Clarke,     I 
but  ho  remarked,  that  "  the  other  side"  was  offering  pretty 
good  figures.     I  asked  him  what  he  could  get.     He  said  that 
he  had  been  offered  62,500. 

Q.  Who  did  he  mean  by  the  "  other  side'/" 

A.  I  understood  from  what  he  said  that  it  was — well,  we 
were  talking  about  Clarke  and  Caldwell,  and  my  understand- 
ing was  that  it  was  Caldwell,  although  he  did  not  say. 

Q.  You  were  talking  about  no  one  else  than  Clarke  and 
Caldwell  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  say  what  he  intended  to  do  about  it  ? 

A.  He  did  not,  but  again  remarked  that  he  would  prefer 
to  vote  for  Clarke. 

Q.  "Was  there  anything  more  of  that  conversation  ? 

A.  He  said  that  he  would  rather  vote  for  Clarke  by 
§1,000.  I  told  him  that  I  did  not  believe  that  Clarke  would 
give  it. 

Q.  What  did  he  reply  to  that? 

A.  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Was  this  conversation  before  any  vote  had  been  had 
at  all  ? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  Any  other  talk  with  him  on  the  same  subject  after- 
wards ? 

A.  I  think  I  told  him,  either  at  that  time  or  afterwards, 
that  if  I  wore  in  his  place  I  would  vote  for  Clarke  on  the 
first  ballot  any  way.  He  said  that  he  "  felt  to  do  it,"  as  he 
thought  that  his  constituents  would  prefer  that  ho  should. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  other  conversation  with  him  on 
the  same  subject? 

A.  Nothing,  I  think,  but,  perhaps,  just  about  the  same. 
Nor  anything  after  the  election. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  who  offered  him  this  $2,500  ? 

A.  He  did  not.   His  remark  was  "  the  other  side." 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  got  any  money? 

A.  I  do  not. 
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Q.  Did  you  ever  hero  any  one  say  that  ho  did  get  any 
money  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  other  corrupt  offer 
being  made  to  influence  votes  ? 

A.  Only  by  hearsay. 


F.  A.   ATHEELEY, 

Having  been  re-called,  testified  as  follows: 
Examined  by  Chairman. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  Mr.  Butler,  a  Eep- 
resentative  from  Coffey  county  in  the  Legislature  in  the  ses- 
sion of  1871,  receiving  any  valuable  consideration  for  his 
vote  for  United  States  Senator  at  that  time  't 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  over  make  any  inquiry  or  investigation  in 
any  of  the  Lawrence  banks  of  this  State,  and  find  there  that 
checks  had  been  cashed — drawn — in  favor  of  Mr.  Butler 
about  the  time  of  that  Senatorial  election  '{ 

A.  I  have  not 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  whatever  of  his  receiving 
any  money  or  any  checks  in  consideration  of  his  vote? 

A.  None  at  all. 
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FiiidayEvening,  February  16,  1372. 

I.  S.  KALLOOn, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus: 

Examined  hy  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Were  you  here  at  Tojieka  during  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion of  last  winter? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Alexander  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  used  any  money  in  that 
canvass  or  not  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  one  used  money  for  him  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Len  Smith  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Was  he  here  ? 

A.  He  was. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

<l.  Was  he  doing  anything  here? 

A.  I  do  not  know  what  he  was  doing  particularly. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  at  the  time 
he  was  here  during  the  winter? 

A.  I  had  no  more,  I  think,  than  passing  the  time  of  dav 

•ill*  'XO  a/ 

With  him. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Caldwell '/ 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  In  relation  to  what  ? 

A.  Well,  I  conversed  w^ith  him  often  in  relation  to  the 
campaign  and  its  prospects. 

(^,.  In  any  of  those  conversations  was  there  anything 
said  about  the  use  of  money  or  other  valuable  consideration 
for  the  purpose  of  influencing  votes  ? 

A.  Nothing  at  all  with  reference  to  the  use  of  money. 
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Q.  In  reference  to  anything  else  that  was  valuable? 

A.  I  do  not  recollect  of  anj-thing. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  whether  Sidney  Clarke  had  any  money 
to  use  in  that  campaign  ? 

A.  Sidney  Clarke  said  to  rac  at  one  time  that  he  had 
"  perfected  arrangements"  by  wliich  he  could  take  care  of 
that  portion  of  the  Legislature  that  might  be  for  sale. 

Q.  When  was  that  convei'sation  ? 

A.  That  was  in  Lawrence  a  few  days  before  the  Sena- 
torial contest. 

Q.  Did  ho  at  that  time  or  any  other  time  tell  you  what 
those  arrangements  were  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  5'ou  at  that  time  or  any  other  time  ascertain  from 
him  or  from  any  other  source  what  those  arrangements  were  ? 

A.  No,  I  cannot  say  that  I  did.  1  have  no  positive 
knowledge. 

Q  Do  you  know  of  any  other  of  the  candidates  using 
money  or  proposing  to  use  money  or  other  valuable  consid- 
eration to  secure  votes  than  the  tM'O  that  I  have  mentioned? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  talk  with  John  ^IcDowell 
with  regard  to  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  do  not  recollect  of  any.  I  might  have  had,  but  do 
not  recollect. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  members  of  the 
Legislature  since  the  election  of  Caldwell  in  which  they 
stated  that  money  vras  paid  or  offered  to  be  paid  to  them  to 
secure  their  votes? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  no  knowledge  at  all  Mr.  Kalloch  about  the 
use  of  money  in  that  contest  by  Mr.  Caldwell  or  his  friends 
for  or  in  the  interests  of  '^h:  Caldwell? 

A.  Not  the  slightest  particle  that  I  recollect  of  or  know. 
By  W.  II.  Clark. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Gov.  Carney  before  the  elec- 
tion loaned  any  money  to  any  parties  who  wore  then  candi- 
dates for  the  Legislature  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  giving  any  money  ? 
A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Or  any  checks,  drafts,  or  any  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness ? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  agreement  between  Mr.  Cald- 
well and  Mr.  Carney  made  during  the  Senatorial  campaign  of 
last  winter  ? 

A.  I  know  nothing  of  it  personally. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Caldwell  paying  any  money  to 
any  newspapers  in  the  State  to  secure  their  support  for  him 
for  Senator  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Brj  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Mr.  Jvalloch,  in  whoso  interest  were  you  working 
during  the  Senatorial  election  last  winter? 

A.  Mr,  Caldwell's. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  conversation  with  Leu  Smith  in 
regard  to  the  Senatorial  election  last  winter  during  the  pend- 
ency of  the  election  ? 

A.  I  must  have  had  sonne  conversations  with  Len  Smith, 
but  don't  I'ccollect  anything  particular  about  it. 

Q.  Did  Len  Smith  ever  tell  you  anything  about  the 
means  that  were  being  used  to  secui-e  the  election  of  Mr. 
Caldwell  ? 

A.  JSTo,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  with  him  frequently  on  that  subject? 

A.  No,  sir.  * 

Q.  Did  3^ou  ever  have  a  talk  with  Tom  Anderson  with 
regard  to  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  presume  I  did  during  its  pendency,  but  recollect  the 
particulars  of  no  couvei-sation. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  Mr.  Caldwell,  Mr.  Len  Smith,  or  Mr. 
Tom  Anderson  ever  making  any  promise  of  money  or  other 
valuable  consideration  to  any  member  or  members  of  the 
Legislature  for  their  support  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Was  your  connection  or  intimacy  with  those  parties 
such  that  you  would  be  like)}'-  to  have  known  if  any  such 
transactions  had  transpired? 
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A.  I  should  not  have  known  of  any  such  transaction. 

Q.  Why? 

A.  Well,  I  would  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  arrangement  whereby  certain 
persons  were  not  to  know  of  those  transactions  ? 

A.  No ;  I  do  not. 

By  J.  Boynton. 

Q.  Mr,  Kallocb,  what  influences  were  used  to  secure  the 
election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  Well,  I  used  all  the  influence  I  could  to  get  men  to 
support  him,  because  I  thought  he  was  the  best  man  we 
could  get  under  the  circumstances,  by  talking  with  them. 
What  influences  other  men  used  I  am  not  posted  in. 

Q.  Was  Mr.  Caldwell  a  politician  ? 

A.  Something  of  a  politician,  I  think. 

Q.  What  were  his  politics? 

A.  He  presided  at  a  Eepublican  meeting  that  I  addressed 
in  Leavenworth  some  two  or  three  years  before  his  election. 

Q.  Were  you  here  at  the  Senatorial  election  of  18G7  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  money,  or  other  corrupt  influ- 
ence being  used  in  that  election  by  au}^  of  the  candidates. 

A.  No  ;  I  cannot  say  that  I  do. 

Q.  What  did  you  ever  hear  about  it  ? 

A.  I  heard  Perry  Fuller  say  that  he  came  here  to  put 
somebody  there  ibr  the  Senate — came  here  prepared  to  do 
it :  if  that  is  an  answer  to  the  question.  1  do  not  know  that 
anybody  paid  or  received  any  money  at  that  time  of  my  own 
knowledge. 

Q.  Did  Perry  Fuller  say  what  means  he  had  for  putting 
any  ni:'vn  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  be  did.  lie  said  ho  had  money  enough  to  "put 
a  man  through" 

(^.  Did   Fuller  eay  ho  was  going  to  use  the  money  for 
that  jjurpose. 
A.  ]Ie  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  in  whose  interest  he  was  working. 
A.  Yes  ;  I  suppose  I  do. 
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Q.  For  whom. 

A.  For  Mr.  Eoss.  At  tho  time  of  the  conversation  he 
had  with  me,  ho  was  not  working  for  any  one,  but  afterward 
he  supported  Mr.  Eoss. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  the  friends  of  Mr.  Eoss,  who  were  members  of 
the  Legislature,  support  any  other  candidate  for  the  Senate 
at  that  election  ? 

A.  I  think  they  did. 

Q.  Whom? 

A.  Mr.  Pomeroy. 

Q.  Was  the  election  of  Mr.  Pomeroy  and  Mr.  Eoss,  at 
that  time,  the  result  of  a  combination  of  the  supporters  of 
Mr.  Eoss  and  the  supporters  of  Mr.  Pomeroy  ? 

A.  Well,  I  think  not. 

Q.  How  long  did  Fuller  get  here  before  the  election  ? 

A.  I  do  not  recollect  exactly,  but  think  it  was  only  a 
few  days. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  here  during  last  winter,  at  the 
time  of  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  was  here  most  of  the  time  from  the  assembling  of 
the  Legislature  to  the  time  of  the  election. 

Q.  Were  you  here  upon  any  other  bu.siness  than  to  aid 
in  the  election  of  Mr.  Caldwell  ? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q.  Did  he  pay  your  expenses  while  here  ? 

A.  He  did  pay  them. 

Q.  Did  he  promise  or  pay  you  anj-  other  recompense  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  arrangement  with  Mr.  Cald- 
well by  which,  in  the  event  if  ho  was  elected  to  the  United 
States  Senate,  you  Avere  to  receive  any  valuable  considera- 
tion for  what  services  you  might  render  in  securing  that 
election  ? 

A,  No  ;  I  never  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  who  had  such  or  similar 
arrangements  with  him  fbrtho  purpose? 

A.  1  do  not. 
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By  Senator   Whitney. 

Q.  When  Perry  Fuller  told  you,  in  1867,  that  ho  had 
money  enough  to  "put  a  man  through,"  please  define  what 
you  mean,  or  what  you  understood  him  to  mean,  by  that  ex- 
pression ? 

A.  Why,  I  understood  him  to  mean  what  he  said  ;  that 
is,  elect  a  man  Senator. 

Q.  Did  he  at  any  time  decide  upon  his  nominee  ? 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  time  relative  to  the  election  he 
decided  to  take  up  Eoss  ? 

A.  Well,  it  was  very  soon  after  his  arrival  ;  I  think  at 
the  day  of  his  arrival  at  Topeka. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  money  ho  used  in  that 
election  ? 

A.  I  do  not;  I  do  not  know  that  he  used  any  money. 

By  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  How  much  were  your  expenses  hero  last  winter,  Mr. 
Kalloch  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know.  By  board  and  many  extras,  I  would 
say  in  reference  to  a  fornior  answer  I  have  given,  that  I 
always  presumed  that  Mr.  Caldwell  paid  my  expenses — I 
never  paid  them  myself. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  your  expenses  were  while  you 
were  here? 

A.  I  do  not  know  the  price  of  board  at  the  time,  but  it 
would  be  no  more  than  the  board  during  the  time  I  was  here. 
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Monday,  February  19,  1872. 
WILLIAM  SPRIGGS, 

Being  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  j^ou  live? 

A.  Nea-r  Grarnett,  Kansas. 

Q.  AYere  you  here  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial 
election,  and  if  so,  do  you  know  of  the  use  of  any 
money  in  that  election  to  influence  the  votes  of  members  on 
the  vote  for  United  States  Senator? 

A.  I  was  here;  I  do  not  know  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  any  one  tell  3'ou  of  the  use  of  money  in  that 
election  ?  If  so,  state  what  was  told  3'ou — state  all  about  it? 

A.  Well,  Frank  Drenning  said  that  he  placed  two  thou- 
sand dollars  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Nemaha 
county  to  be  delivered  to  the  two  members  of  the  House 
from  Nemaha  county  if  they  voted  for  Mr.  Caldwell  for 
Senator;  that  if  Mr.  Caldwell  had  not  been  so  slow,  he  . 
Avould  have  got  them  for  $1,000— five  hundred  each.  After 
the  election  Was  over,  Mr.  T.  J.  Anderson  wanted  me  to  take 
an  order  to  Garnett  on  Mr.  Carson.  He  said  a  member  from 
Linn  county  (Crocker,  I  think, 1  had  received  of  him  one 
thousand  dollars  to  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell.  He  said  that  Jas. 
D.  Snoddy  had  brought  such  pressure  upon  Crocker  that  he 
had  backed  down  and  got  alarmea,  and  delivered  the  $1,000  to 
Carson,  to  be  delivered  to  him  (Anderson,)  and  Carson  had 
failed  to  do  it.  I  refused  to  take  the  order.  George  Smith, 
of  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  told  me  that  he  had  paid  cut  little 
over  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  difterent  members  of  the 
Legislature  for  their  votes  lor  Mr.  Caldwell.  That  it  was 
his  own  mone}^ ;  that  he  paid  it  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Cald- 
well, and  that  Mr.  Caldwell  was  to  refund  it  to  him. 

Q.  Did  Drenning  say  where  he  got  the  mone}',  or  who 
authorized  him  to  pay  or  deposit  the  money? 

A.  He  said  Caldwell  could  have  saved  one-half  of  this 
sum  if  he  had  not  been  so  slow. 

Q.  Did  Anderson  say  he  had  paid  part  of  the  money  to 
Crocker,  or  that  he  had  paid  it  to  him  through  Carson  ? 
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A.  I  can't  be  positive  about  that,  but  the  impression  is 
that  he  had  paid  it  to  Crocker  himself, 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  Len  T.  Smith  was  doing 
hero  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial  canvass  ? 

A,  He  was  engineering  Mr.  Caldwell's  election.  I  think 
Len  T.  Smith  and  Caldwell  roomed  together.  I  supposed 
Len  T.  Smith  to  be  Caldwell's  heaviest  banker. 

Q.  Were  you  here  during  the  Senatorial  election  of 
1867? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  jDu  know  of  any  money  or  other  corrupt 
influences  being  used  to  secure  votes  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  for  candidates  for  the  United  States  Senate  ? 

A,  Not  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  AVhat  have  you  hoartl  in  regard  to  Buch  influences 
being  then  used  ? 

A.  The  only  thing  direct  was  from  Perry  Fuller.  He 
told  mcthe  evening  after  the  election  of  United  States  Senator, 
that  Pomeroy  and  Ross'  election  had  cost  him  forty-two 
thousand  dollars.  He  told  me  ho  considered  he  had  made 
fifty-eight  thousand  dollars;  that  he  had  set  ajiart  one 
hundred  thousand,  and  had  got  through  with  forty-two 
thousand  dollars.  He  said  he  had  left  Ivansas  and  estab- 
lished himself  in  New  York  city  in  business,  and  his  object 
was  to  control  the  entire  Indian  trade  of  the  West;  that  if 
Tom  Carney  was  elected  with  such  a  house  as  he  had  at  the 
door  of  the  Indians,  ho  Avould  at  least  divide  that  trade  with 
him.  He  said  that  trade  was  worth  a  half  million  dollars 
annually. 

Q.  Did  he  speak  of  any  particular  case? 

A.  No. 

Q:  Was  Perr}'  Fuller  working  for  Pomeroy  as  well  as 
for  Itoss  in  that  canvass  ? 

A.  He  was  apparently  as  earnestly. 

Q.  For  whom  were  you  working  last  winter  in  the  can- 
vass ? 

A.  I  just  came  here  with  a  view  of  working  for  Governor 
Crawford  ;  If  Carney  was  a  candidate,  I  intended  to  work 
for  him.  I  thought  (Governor  Crawford  had  no  chance,  and 
I  went  to  work  for  Caldwell  about  a  Aveek  before  the  elec- 
tion. 

Q.  Did  Anderson  tell  you  whose  money  the  81,000  that 
he  wanted  you  to  get  of  Curson,  was  ? 
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A.  No,  bo  did  not;  I  think  I  learned  from  him  at  that 
time,  or  at  some  other  time  that  the  Kansas  Pacific  liailway 
Company  was  assisting  Caldwell. 


WILSON  SHANNON,  JR., 
Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 
By  the  Cliairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  At  Jjawrenco. 

Q.  Were  you  here  during  the  Senatorial  elcetion  of  1871, 
and  if  so,  you  may  state  what  you  know  about  monc}^  or 
improper  influences  being  used  in  that  canvass  and  election  to 
secure  votes  ? 

A.  I  was  hero  during  all  that  Senatorial  contest.  A 
iQVir  days  before  the  Senatorial  election  took  place,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Peckham,  then  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  came  to  me  in 
this  city ;  he  told  me  that  if  Clarke  did  not  come  down 
within  the  next  twenty  four  hours  ho  was  going  over  to 
Caldwell.  ITe  wanted  me  to  so  notify  Clarke  or  his  friends; 
I  was  going  for  the  train  and  I  went  to  Lawrence  ;  when  I 
returned  the  next  week  Mr.  Peckham  was  a  strong  Caldwell 
man ;  sometime  after  that,  shortly  after  the  Legislature 
adjourned,  I  met  him  in  Lawrence,  and  ho  then  toid  me  he 
was  sorry  he  voted  for  Caldwell,  and  if  he  had  known  what 
ho  knew  then,  he  would  have  voted  for  some  one  else.  He 
made  several  trips  to  Leavenworth  , and  he  stepped  off  and 
told  me  what  I  have  stated. 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Did  Mr.    Peckham   give  you  to  understand  that   he 
wanted  money  from  Clarkebefore  he  would  vote  for  him? 
A.  Yes,  he  did. 

Q.  Did  you  understand  that  Sidney  Clarke  had  money  to 
use  in  that  contest,  and  if  so,  how  did  you  get  that  informa- 
tion or  understanding? 

A.  Sidney  Clarke  came  to  my  law-office,  in  Lawrence,  a 
few  days  before  the  Legislature  met,  and  he  told  mo  he  had 
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secured  a  certain  number  of  rooms  in  the  Tofft  House  for  the 
benefitof  liisfrieiuls.  lie  told  me  ho  had  from  forty  to  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  to  secure  his  election,  and  that  he  could  get  all 
the  money  that  was  necessary  from  his  friends  east ;  I  undcr- 
i^tood  at  that  time  it  was  from  Washin<,'toii.  lie  told  me  that 
ho  was  satisfied  that  the  iSenalorial  election  was  a  question 
of  dollars  and  cents,  and  tho  man  that  liad  the  most  money 
Avas  f^oing  to  win,  and  told  me  he  was  going  to  start  what  I 
call  a  "bread  rioi"  tlio  "soup  house"  o?i  the  corner,  I  had 
told  rcckham  what  Clarke  had  told  me.  Mr.  Pcckham  told 
me  he  had  spent  several  hundred  dollars  to  secure  his  election 
and  he  wanted  to  make  himself  whole,  if  not  a  litte  more  so; 
and  after  tho  thing  had  run  along  here  for  ten  days,  and  said 
if  Mr.  Clarke  did  not  come  down  with  some  of  that  money 
ho  had,  he  should  go  over  to  Caldwell.  Clarke  often  talked 
and  gave  me  his  ]ilans,  and  gave  me  to  understand  that  he 
bad  money  enough  to  bu}^  his  way  through  and  Avas  going 
to  do  it,  or  try  to. 

Q.  Did  Sidney  Clarke  give  you  to  understand  that 
Senator  Pomeroy  was  to  furnish  him  money  if  he  needed  it? 

A.  Yes,  that  is  what  I  understood  from  his  conversa- 
tions. He  said  he  could  raise  so  much  money  in  Kansas  and, 
if  he  needed  more;  I  understood  from  him  that  was  to  call 
on  Pomeroy  and  he  would  furnish  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  cases  where  money  was  paid  to 
members  of  the  Legislature  to  vote  for  Caldwell  or  Clarke 
or  any  other  person  r* 

A.  Not  of  my  own  knowledge. 

Q,  Have  5'ou  reliable  information  that  money  was  used 
to  secure  votes. 

A.  I  am  morally  satisfied  that  there  was,  and  along  in 
the  forepart  of  January,  1872,  I  came  up  to  Topeka  to  file 
briefs,  and  met  T.  J.  Anderson  at  the  Kansas  Pacific  depot, 
and  he  came  up  to  me  and  congratulated  mo  ou  the  stand 
and  opened  up  on  the  Caldwell  bribery;  told  me  he  knew 
all  about  the  members  who  had  sold  out  and  the  amount  paid 
to  each  one;  and  that  he  had  a  list  in  writing  of  the  names 
who  had  sold  out,  and  that  ho  would  give  it  to  me  for  publi- 
cation in  our  paper  if  Caldwell  and  Lon  T.  Smith  did  not 
como  down  during  that  week.  Told  me  he  was  going  down  to 
Leavenworth  to  see  them  about  the  matter  that  week,  and  if 
the}'-  did  not  settle  up  he  would  give  rao  tho  list  for  i>iiblica- 
tion  in  our  paper.  He  said,  Wils,  it  ]mU  me  in  a  bad  shape. 
1  promised  a  good  many  things  and  they  have  gone  back  on 
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me,  and  it  leaves  me  in  a  bad  shape,  and  he  could  not  stand 
it,  and  he  would  give  me  the  list  for  publication.  Ho  said 
he  was  going  to  get  even  with  those  fellows.  I  went  home, 
and  in  a  week  or  so  we  came  out  in  ayi  article  on  the  '■  Cald- 
well J3ribery,"  as  we  called  it,  and  mentioned  Anderson's 
house.  I  then  met  him  afterwards  at  Cline's  restaurant,  and 
he  said,  you  fellows  have  played  hell,  putting  my  house  in 
the  papers;  Len  Smith  sent  me  word  that  it  was  all  fixed 
up,  and  he  had  nothing  more  to  say  about  it.  This  was  the 
evening  of  the  complimentary  oyster  supper  at  Cline's  dur- 
ing this  session.  Since  that  time  Tom  Anderson  and  I  have 
had  no  conversation  about  this.     He  would  not  talk  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  "W.  II.  Carson  is,  and  had  you 
any  conversation  with  him  about  testifying  before  this  Com- 
mittee ? 

A.  I  don't  know  where  he  is  only  from  information,  and 
that  is  that  he  is  in  Missouri.  I  had  quite  a  long  conversa- 
tion with  him  about  testifying  before  the  Committee. 

Q.  State  all  that  conversation  ? 

A.  Mr.  Carson  came  into  my  law  office  in  Lawrence  last 
week,  lie  told  me  he  had  been  subpoened  before  this  Com- 
mittee, and  wanted  to  know  what  the  punishment  would  be 
if  he  did  not  answer  questions  if  he  was  brought  before  the 
Committee  I  told  him  if  he  refused  to  answer  questions  the 
Committee  would  report  him  to  the  Legislature,  and  the 
Legislature  would  order  him  to  be  brought  before  the  body 
for  contempt.  He  said  he  would  go  to  jail  rather  than  ho 
would  answer  any  questions,  and  that  ho  notified  his  wife 
that  if  she  heard  of  his  being  in  jail  she  need  not  be  alarmed. 
I  told  him  the  punishment  the  Legislature  could  inflict  for 
not  answering  was  to  confine  him  during  its  session.  He 
said  he  was  coming  up  here  and  was  going  to  lay  around  a 
day  or  two,  and  asked  if  Caldwell  was  paying  anything  to 
witnesses  for  not  testifying.  I  told  him  1  did  not  know. 
He  said  he  thought  he  would  go  to  Missouri,  after  I  told  him 
what  the  penalty  would  be, 

Q.  Did  any  one  else  tell  that  members  had  .sold  out,  and 
if  so,  who  so  told  you?     State  all  about  it. 

A.  Tom  Anderson  had  a  list,  and  Prentis  told  me  Tom 
Anderson  had  a  list  of  those  who  sold  out,  and  finally  Sidney 
Clarke  come  to  our  law  office  with  Mr.  Cree  on  xUonday 
evening,  the  L5th  of  January,  1872.  Mr.  Clarke  proposed  to 
furnish  the  list  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  who  sold 
out  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871,  and  taking  the  statutes 
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of  1871,  in  which  is  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  nicmbors  of 
the  Legislature  of  that  year,  he  marke<l  or  chocked  off  tho 
names  of  those  ho  said  sold  out  to  Cahlwell,  which  are  aw 
follows:  G.  W.  Ilogeboom,  Sol  Miller,  J.  Wood,  A.  Barber, 
A.  W.  Bayer.  Abram  Bennett,  AV.  (.'.  Hutls,  C.  B.  Butler  M. 
E.  Cable,  E.  11.  Cawker,  Eelix  T.  Gandy,  J.  B.  Xennedy,  John 
(r.  Lindsay,  J.  -M.  Luce,  E.  C.  Manning.  A.  A.  Moore,  T.  II. 
Moore,  Jjlmes  Tiiinney,  E.  Warner,  II.  P.  Welsh.  S.  G. 
Whittaker,  J.  L.  Williams,  Wm.  Williams,  and  John  Wiilitts. 
This  is  tho  list  that  was  furnished  to  us  together  with  a  list 
of  witnesses  by  whom  ho  said  it  could  be  proven  that  those 
■members  had  sol  out  to  Caldwell. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Clarke  give  3'ou  any  statement  of  any  par- 
ticular case. 

Q.  Yos;  ho  gavo  us  tho  statements  as  pubulishcd  in  tho 
Democratic  !Standard,  of  January  18,  1872,  except  as  to  D.  B. 
Johnson  and  W.  II.  Pcckham.  The  statements  in  that  article 
arc  published  notctj  of  the  verbal  statements  made  by  Clarke, 
taken  at  tho  time  he  made  them. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Len  T.  Smith 
about  the  election  of  Caldwell  y   If  so,  state  what  it  was. 

A.  Len  told  me  he  was  going  to  elect  Caldwell,  and  said 
they  had  all  the  money  and  everythnig  else  they  wanted  and 
were  going  to  elect  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  man  by  tho  name  of  IFopkins  an 
insurance  agent  from  Leavenworth  '/  If  so,  \vhat  was  lie  doing 
here  last  winter  ? 

A.  I  do  know  him;  judging  from  what  I  saw  of  him  ho 
was  hero  to  secure  the  election  of  Alexander  Caldwell  :  I  saw 
him  working  for  Caldwell;  and  if  Ijcn  Smith  wanted  to  talk  to 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  confidentially  he  could  see  him 
in  his  room,  and  let  Hopkins  talk  to  him.  lie  was  one  of  tho 
most  active  workers  for  Caldwell,  and  during  tho  night  bo- 
fore  tho  final  vote  I  saw  him  talking  to  members  in  tho 
House,  and  go  into  their  rooms,  and  pass  back  and  forth  to 
and  from  Caldwell's  room  out  into  the  hall,  and  into  tho 
members'  rooms;  tliat  night  he  was  more  active  than  any  man 
in  tho  Tefft  House,  and  for  a  week  before  he  was  ono  among 
the  most  active  men  for  Caldwell. 
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Tuesday,  February  20,  1872. 
J.  B.  DAVIS, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus  :  ' 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  Augusta,  Butler  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you  here  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial  can- 
vass, and,  if  so,  do  you  know  of  money,  or  other  improper 
influences,  being  used  by  any  one  to  secure  votes  for  United 
States  Senator? 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge,  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  any  one 
who  professed  to  know,  and  who  stated  that  money  was  so 
used  ?  If  so,  state  with  whom  and  what  the  conversation 
was. 

A.  I  had  a  conversation  with  some  one,  I  do  not  remem- 
ber with  whom,  and  we  were  discussing  how  much  it  cost 
Caldwell  to  get  elected,  and  we  differed  as  to  the  amount.  I 
claimed  that  it  cost  him  nearly  or  quite  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  the  other  party  claimed  that  it  cost  him 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
and  we  agreed  to  leave  it  to  T.  J.  Anderson  to  say  which 
was  nearest  right.  I  afterwards  met  T.  J.  Anderson  on  the 
street  and  asked  him  to  tell  me  which  was  the  nearest  right 
as  to  the  amount,  at  the  time  stating  the  conversation  be- 
tween me  and  this  other  party,  and  Mr.  Anderson  said  in 
substaoce  that  my  estimate  was  the  nearest  correct,  and  that 
it  cost  Mr.  Caldwell  in  the  neighborhood  of  ninety  thousand 
dollars. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  or  have  a  conversation  with  any  other 
person  on  this  subject?  If  so,  state  what  that  conversation 
was  ? 

A.  I  heard  a  conversation  in  Kansas  City  between  Mr. 
R.  T.  Yandoren,  Mr.  Sidney  Clarke  and  John  llutchins,  about 
the  time  this  session  of  the  Legislature  convened,  in  which  it 
was  stated  by  some  of  the  parties  that  Dr.  Morris,  an  officer 
in  some  Leavenworth  bank,  let  Caldwell  have  about  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  they  had  some  trouble  about

currency,  and  camo  to  KansaH  Cit}^  to  ^rot  it.  It  was  also 
Btated  tluit  Dr.  Alorris  would  ho  a  good  witnesB  an  ho  could 
tell  something  about  Caldwell's  bank  account  at  that  time. 
During  the  Senatorial  contest  last  winter  i  had  a  conversa- 
tion with  Mr.  Sidney  Clarke  concerning  the  so  called  "  mer- 
chantable members"  in  which  Mr.  Clarke  told  mo  that  some 
of  his  friends  had  secured  the  Doniphan  county  delegation 
to  vote  ior  him  for  Senator  and  the  money  was  paid  to  them; 
that  they  afterwards  returned  the  money  to  his  friends  and 
accepted  a  higher  bid  from  Caldwell  or  his  friends.  I  under- 
stood from  Clarke  or  some  one  else  that  the  Doniphan  dele- 
gation had  determined  to  go  in  a  body.  Mr.  Clarke  told 
me  that  ho  thought  that  either  twelve  or  fourteen  thousand 
dollars,  (he  was  not  certain  which,)  had  been  ])aid  to  secure 
the  Doniphan  delegation  for  Mr.  Caldwell, 


EDWAKD   EUSSELL, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  S.  C.  Pom- 
eroy  in  relation  to  the  Senatorial  election  of  1867  ?  If  so, 
state  that  conversation  ? 

A.  I  had  conversations  with  Senator  Pomeroy  in  rela- 
tion to  that  election  ;  I  could  not  narrate  all  of  them.  Sena- 
tor Pomeroy  made  this  remark  to  me  when  we  were  together 
in  his  room  at  the  Capital  House  in  Topeka  :  that  he  had 
spent  a  fortune  in  defeating  Thomas  Carney  for  the  Unitcil 
States  Senate,  at  the  same  time  he  pointed  lo  his  check  book 
then  lying  on  the  table.  I  remember  no  other  remark  that 
I  am  positive  of 

Q.  When  was  this  conversation? 

A.  It  was  either  just  bof»re  or  just  after  tho  vote  in  the 
Joint  Convention  by  which  E.  G.  Ross  was  elected. 

Q.  Was  it  before  or  after  Pomeroy  was  elected  ? 

A.  That  I  cannot  sa}'.  My  impression  is  that  it  was 
before — in  the  night — about  midnight ;  but  I  wont  be  posi- 
tive of  that. 
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Q.  Was  Carney  at  that  time  a  candidate  against  Pom- 
eroy? 

A.  He  was. 

Q.  "Was  it  known  the  night  before  the  vote  in  Joint  Con- 
vention at  that  election  who  would  probably  be  elected  on 
the  nest  day  in  the  Joint  Convention  ? 

A.  It  was  an  absolute  certainty  that  Poracroy  would  be 
elected  or  it  was  so  regarded. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  Perry  Fuller's  connec- 
tion with  the  Senatorial  election  of  1867?  If  so,  state  all 
you  know  in  that  regard,  and  what  you  saw  him  do  ? 

A.  I  know  that  he  was  in  veiy  frequent  conference  with 
Senator  Poraeroy.  My  impression  is  that  they  occupied 
rooms  together  or  adjacent  to  each  other,  and  in  going  into 
Pomeroy's  room  both  day  and  night  at  almost  all  hours  I 
found  Perry  Fuller  there  and  in  consultation  with  Senator 
Pomeroy.  On  one  or  two  occasions  I  saw  him  take  what, 
from  its  general  appearance,  seemed  to  be  a  check-book,  and 
delivering  it  to  some  one  in  my  presence  and  the  presence  of 
Senator  Pomeroy. 

Q.  When,  with  reference  to  the  election  of  Senator  Pom- 
eroy and  Hoss,  were  these  consultations  and  this  check 
drawn  ? 

A.  Before  the  election  of  cither  of  them. 


E.  C.  MANNING, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Exmnined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

A.  I  live  in  Winfield,  Cowley  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  Were  you  here  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial  con- 
test. If  so,  in  what  capacity,  and  what,  if  anything,  do  you 
know  of  money  or  other  improper  influence  being  used,  or 
offered  to  bo  used,  by  any  candidate  or  his  friends  for  him, 
to  secure  votes  for  United  States  Senator? 

A.  I  was  here  last  winter  as  Representative  of  Cowley 
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countj'.  A  certain  f^ontleman  offorod  mo  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  or  thereabouts  to  vote  for  Mr.  Caldwell  for  United 
States  Senator,  llo  offered  to  lift  a  note  in  baidc  that  was 
overduo  that  ho  know  I  could  not  lift.  I  don't  recollect  what 
the  cxiiCt  amount  of  the  note  and  the  interest  on  it  was,  but 
it  was  in  the  noij/hborhood  of  ci;;ht(^cn  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Who  was  the  gentleman  who  inado  you  that  offory 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

[Whereupon  the  Committee,  by  vote,  required  -^^r.  .Man- 
ning to  answer.  Whereupon  Mr.  Manning  still  refused  to 
answer.] 

Q.  What  further  did  he  say  to  3'ou  in  regard  to  that 
offer '{ 

A.  He  told  mo  to  call  on  Tom  Anderson,  and  he  would 
give  mo  the  note  if  I  accepted  tho  proposition.  1  replied 
that  I  would  be  a  bankrupt  before  I  would  accept  such  a 
proposition,  and  he  replied  that  I  was  a  fool,  and  then  asked 
mo  what  I  would  tako  and  vote  as  ho  proposed. 

Q.  When,  with  reference  to  tho  election,  was  this  offer? 

A.  It  was  the  evening  before  the  first  vote  for  Senator. 

Q.  Where  was  that  note  at  tho  time  of  this  conversa- 
tion ? 

A.  It  was  at  tho  Topcka  I3ank,  I  huppoBC.  It  was  pay- 
able to  the  Topeka  Savings  Bank. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Sidney  Clarke 
last  winter  in  regard  to  the  Senatorial  election  ?  If  so,  state 
what  it  was  ? 

A.  Ho  told  mo  about  a  week  bofon?  the  fust  vote  that 
ho  expected  a  man  hero  on  Wednesday  with  plent}'  of  money 
to  be  used  in  securing  his  election.  He  said  he  would  have 
one  hundred  and  filty  thousand  dollars  to  back  him,  (Clarke). 
That  party's  name  was  Bob  Stevens.  Two  or  three  days 
after  that  ho  authorized  me  to  say  to  any  member  of  the 
Legislature  who  would  vote  for  him,  that  if  they  would  vote 
for  him  for  United  State  Senator,  and  he  was  elected,  that 
each  niember  so  doing  should  bo  paid  %vhatever  ])iiee  they 
asked.  I  did  not  make  any  such  proposition  to  any  member. 
He  asked  me  once  or  twice  if  I  knew  of  any  membors  whoso 
votes  could  bo  secured  for  him  with  money.  About  this  time 
or  a  short  time  previous  I  had  asked  Mr.  Clarko  to  loan  mo 
one  thousand  dollars,  with  which  to  make  a  part  payment 
upon  the  note  I  had  in  tho  bank  which  I  have  mentioned. 
I  stating  to  him  distinctly  that  I  had  made  an  arrangement 
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with  Mr.  G.  W.  Venle,  of  this  place,  to  endorse  my  note 
that  1  should  give  him  (Clarke)  for  the  one  thousand  dollars, 
which  loan  was  to  have  been  for  one  or  two  years  time,  with 
interest  at  ten  per  cent.  I  stated  to  Clarke  my  circum- 
stances, and  that  I  asked  this  of  him  as  a  friend  ;  that  my 
desire  was  to  got  this  note  out  of  bank,  where  it  was  draw- 
ing one  and  one-lialf  per  cent,  per  monih  ;  that  Mr.  G.  W. 
Veale  was  my  endorser  upon  my  eighteen  hundred  dollar 
note,  and  had  proposed  that  if  I  could  borrow  the  one  thous- 
and dollars  he  would  endorse  for  me,  and  would  take  the  note 
out  of  bank  for  mo,  and  would  take  some  prt^porty  which  I 
proposed  to  throw  over  to  him  for  the  balance  due  upon  the 
note.  Clarke  told  mo  he  thought  he  would  let  me  have  the 
money,  and  for  me  to  see  Dan  Adams;  that  he  thought  I 
could  get  the  money  of  him.  I  called  on  Adams,  and  he  said 
he  could  not  let  me  have  the  money.  I  told  Yeale  of  my 
failure  and  asked  him  if  he  knew  anywhere  else  where  the 
mono}'-  could  be  had.  I  did  not  ask  "this  loan  in  considera- 
tion of  any  service  it  could  render  him  in  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  demand  of  Sidney  Clarke  at  any  time 
any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  in  consideration  of  your 
voting  for  him  for  United  States  Senator  last  winter? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  narrate  this  statement  in  regard  to  this 
thousand  dollars  before  to-night? 

A.  Yes,  I  have.  Perhaps  not  in  the  same  words.  I  told 
it  to  friends  of  mine  in  Cowley  county. 

Q.  Did  Clarke  tell  you  that  Bob  Stevens  was  going  to 
back  him  up  with  money  ? 

A.  He  told  me  that  a  man  would  be  here  on  AYednesday 
with  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  that  that 
man  was  Bob  Stevens. 
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Wednesday,  February  21,  1872. 
D.  R.  ANTHONY  RE-CALLED. 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Did  you  over  have  any  conversation  with  Senator 
Poracroy  in  relation  to  the  election  of  18G7,  in  which  there 
was  anything  Baid  about  the  use  of  money  on  his  part,  in 
that  election  ?  If  so,  state  all  of  that  conversation. 

A.  I  cannot  state  all  of  that  conversation,  for  I  do  not 
remember  it. 

Q.  State  what  part  you  do  remember. 

A.  As  far  as  the  part  of  the  conversation  that  relates  to 
money,  he  said  it  cost  him  a  good  deal  of  monej'.  That  is 
about  the  substance  of  what  was  said  about  the  use  of 
money.  The  most  he  specified  was  his  hotel  bill,  which  he 
spoke  of  as  largo  through  paying  for  so  many  there. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Perry 
Puller  in  relation  to  that  election,  and  the  use  of  money 
therein  by  him  for  any  one  else  ?  If  so,  state  what  that  con- 
versation was. 

A.  I  did.  I  had  a  conversation  with  him  in  Dan  Adam's 
Bank,  and  at  other  places.  While  in  the  bank  ho  showed 
me  a  check  book  in  which  were  the  stumps  of  twenty  odd 
checks,  (I  did  not  count  them,)  amounting  ho  said  to  about 
eleven  thousand  dollars  which  he  had  paid  to  secure  Ross' 
election  and  he  told  mo  what  bank  it  was  on  ;  my  idea  was 
that  it  was  on  some  banking  firm  in  New  York  ;  but  my 
memory  is  indistinct  on  that ;  he  told  rac  the  names  of  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  at  the  time,  and  in  whose  favor 
those  cheeky  were  drawn. 

Q.  Have  you  any  other  knowledge  of  the  use  of  money 
Id  that  Senatorial  contest  ?  If  so,  state. 

A.  The  balance  is  only  hearsay. 
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Friday,  Feburary  23,  1871. 
\Y.  G.  EAYMOND, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Were  vou  here  last  winter  during  the  Senatorial  con- 
test ? 

A.  Yes,  sir 

Q.  Do  you  know  Lcn  Smith,  and  did  you  see  him  last 
winter? 

A.  I  do,  and  saw  him  here. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  him  in 
relation  to  that  Senatorial  contest?  If  so,  state  when,  and 
what  it  was,  and  all  the  circumstances  which  transpired  in 
connection  with  it. 

A.  He  had  a  conversation  with  rae  at  the  Tefit  House 
in  the  hall  between  the  rooms  of  Caldwell,  Walker  and 
Crawford.  I  was  near  b}'  him,  and  started  to  go  to  the 
room  of  Mr.  Walker;  he  threw  his  right  arm  over  me  and 
led  me  up  toward  ihe  wall.  He  says  don't  leave  yet ;  we 
are  dead  broke  just  now,  but  as  quick  as  Tom  Anderson 
returns  from  the  bank  or  depot,  (I  don't  recollect  which  ho 
said,)  wo  will  have  plenty  of  greenbacks  to  carry  the  matter 
through.  My  recollection  is  that  the  money  he  spoke  of 
getting,  he  said,  was  railroad  funds.  I  know  ho  spoke  of 
some  particular  fund,  and  think  it  was  railroad  funds.  I 
left  immediately,  and  went  into  Caldwell's  reception  room  to 
see  if  I  could  see  anything.  In  a  few  moments  Major  left 
Caldwell's  reception  room  and  went  out,  going  down  stairs. 
I  remained  in  the  room  for  sometime ;  Major  Anderson 
returned  ;  Mr  Caldwell  was  in  the  reception  room,  and  ho 
locked  arms  with  Anderson,  and  went  into  his  private  room. 
They  were  in  the  room  from  five  to  ten  minutes,  and  Ander- 
son came  out;  I  looked  to  see  if  I  could  see  any  greenbacks 
on  or  about  the  Major  when  ho  came  in,  and  saw  that  his 
coat  on  the  left  breast  had  the  appearence  of  having  some- 
thing in  the  inside  breast  pocket  of  considerable  size;  and 
when  he  came  out  that  appearence  was  gone,  and  his  coat 
was  alike  on  both  sides.     1  reinained  in  the  reception  room 
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for  perhaps  an  hour  or  two.  i  think  that  ^Mr.  Caldwell 
remained  for  that  time  in  the  private  room  during  which 
time;  over  a  half  dozen  of  members  of  the  lloubo  went  into 
the  private  room  and  come  out  in  a  short  time,  and  1  think 
some  other  citizens  went  in  who  were  not  members. 

Q.  Did  more  than  one  member  go  in  Mr.  Caldwell's 
private  room  that  day  while  you  were  there,  at  a  time. 

A.  I  don't  think  there  was  but  one  at  time. 

Q.  Can  you  fix  the  date  of  the  transaction  you  have 
been  relating? 

A.  As  near  as  I  can  do  it,  it  was  the  morning  of  the 
day  before  Mr.  Caldwell's  election,  or  it  may  have  been  the 
morning  before  that.     It  was  one  or  the  other  of  these  days. 

Q.  Do  you  know  why  Lcn  Smith  spoke  to  you  in  the 
manner  he  did? 

A.  I  don't  know  unless  he  was  mistaken  in  the  person 
ho  was  talking  to.  I  believe  he  mistook  me  for  some  one  else 
I  am  led  to  this  belief  by  his  subsequent  conduct  toward  me. 

Q.  Where  do  you  resided 

A.  At  Auburn,  Shawnee  county,  Kansas. 


Friday,  February  23,  187 2. 
W.  S.  BANKS, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Examined  hy  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 

A.  In  Leavenworth. 

Q.  Were  j-ou  in  Topcka  during  the  Senatorial  canvass  of 
1871  ? 

A.  No;  none  of  the  time. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Alexander 

Caldwell  in  regard  to  that  canvass? 

A.  Yes ;  several  of  them. 
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Q.  In  any  oi  those  conversations,  was  there  anything 
said  by  him  about  the  use  of  money,  in  any  way,  to  secure 
his  election  to  the  United  States  Senate  ? 

A.  Whatever  was  said  in  regard  to  the  means  used  to 
secure  his  election  was  strictly  in  confidence. 

Q.  Please  state  what  was  said  by  him  in  regard  to  the 
means  used  to  secure  his  election  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Johnson  that  the  witnesses  be  compelled 
to  answer  the  question.  Motion  put  and  carried  unan'- 
mously.     And  the  witness  answered  as  follows  : 

A.  In  regard  to  that,  the  question  is  so  broad  that  if  I 
were  to  state  all  he  said  about  all  the  means  used  to  secure 
his  election,  it  would  take  one  all  afternoon. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  say  anything  to  you  about  using  or  even 
having  used  money  to  secure    his    election    to    the    United 
States  Senate  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  about  using  or  having  used  money 
to  secure  his  election  to  the  United  States  Senate? 

A.  He  said  the  campaign  had  cost  him  a  great  deal  more 
than  anybody  had  any  idea  of;  told  mo  he  had  to  pay  Thos. 
Carney's  campaign  expenses.  He  said  the  amount  he  paid 
Carney  was  not  much  more  ten  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
amount  the  campaign  had  cost  him. 

Q.  Did  he  say  what  the  whole  amount  was  ? 

A.  No;  but  he  said  if  he  could  show  me  his  check  book 
I  would  be  surprised  at  the  amount  it  had  cost  him. 

Q.  Did  ho  make  any  statement  from  which  you  could 
approximate  the  whole  amount  that  the  campaign  cost  him  ? 

A.  Nothing  further  than  to  say  that  it  cost  him  about 
twice  as  much  as  the  entire  salary  of  the  office  would  come 
to  for  the  entire  term  of  six  yeai'S. 

Q.  What  is  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  the  office  for 
the  term  of  six  years,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  I  don't  know,  but  understand  it  to  be  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars,  not  including  mileage. 

Q.  Did  he  say  to  whom  this  amount  was  paid,  or  in 
what  manner  this  amount  of  money  or  any  part  of  it  was 
expended  in  the  campaign  ? 
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A.  Ifo  (lid  not  partionlari/.o  any  further  than  tho  one 
item  1  have  mentioned,  wiiicii  lie  said  was  paid  to  Carney. 

Q.  When  was  this  converRation? 

A.  In  March  of  1871 — it  may  have  been  in  February — 
it  was  shortly  after  his  election. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  more  than  this  one  conversation 
with  him  about  having  used  money  to  secure  his  election  ? 

A.  I  had  several  conversations  with  him  about  havinir 
used  money  to  secure  his  election  ? 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  more  than  this  one  conversation 
with  him  about  having  used  money  to  secure  his  election? 

A.  I  had  several  conversations  with  him  ;  i  don't  know 
that  all  which  I  have  related  was  stated  at  one  conversation, 
lie  his  spoken  to  mo  repeatedly  in  general  terms  about  the 
expense  of  tho  campaign. 

Q.  Were  these  conversations  substantially  the  same  or 
were  they  contradictory  ? 

A.  All  of  them  were  substantially  tho  same. 

Q.  Did  you  know  about  the  time  of  those  conversations 
anything  about  Caldwell's  tinancial  affairs? 

A.  No,  I  did  not  know  anything  about  them — only  he 
said  tho  campaign  had  left  him  very  hard  up. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  him  say  anything  about  the  cost 
of  buying  a  Legislature  of  this  State  in  a  Senatorial  can- 
vass ? 

A.  I  cannot  remember  exactly  what  remark  I  have 
heard  him  make  tending  in  that  direction. 

Q.  Can  you  state  tho  substance  of  those  remarks  ? 

* 

A.  Yes;  that  it  was  a  costly  business. 

Q.  AYere  those  remarks  made  in  connection  with  the 
conversation  that  you  have  related  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  an}-  talk  with  Lon  T.  Smith 
about  the  canvass  for  and  election  of  Caldwell  to  the  United 
States  Senate?     If  so,  state  what  he  said  ? 

A.  The  only  material  point  I  remember  is  his  conversa- 
tion a  few  days  after  Caldwell's  election.  He  said  Mr.  Cald- 
well felt  very  poor  since  his  election  because  he  said  it 
cost  like  hell  to  buy  a  Legislature.  I  think  ho  was  drink- 
ing some  at  the  time  ho  made  this  remark. 
^       18 
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Q.  Do  you  know,  or  did  Caldwell  ever  tell  you  what 
connecLion  Len.  T.  Smith  had  with  Caldwell's  election  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  Mr.  Caldwell  say  that  Len  T.  Smith 
managed  things  for  him  in  that  canvass  and  election.  1 
judge  from  his  (Len  T.  Smith's)  conduct  that  he  was  inter- 
ested in  Caldwell's  election. 

Bu  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  In  these  conversations,  did  he  say  or  intimate  that 
any  other  parties  had  been  or  were  to  pay  any  part  of  the 
expenses  of  his  election  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Daring  any  of  these  conversations  did  ho  say  any- 
thing about  the  Kansas  Pacific  liailway  Company  assisting 
him  or  furnishing  him  any  money  to  pay  the  expenses  of  his 
election  'i 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  say  anything  about  any  person  spending, 
any  money  for  him  in  securing  his  election  ? 

A.  He  said  that  Len  T.  Smith,  Lucian  Scott  and  others 
had  been  liberal  in  spending  money  in  connection  with  the 
campaign,  but  that  he  had  always  had  to  furnish  the  money 

By  Senator  Stover. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  or  have  you  been  informed,  reliably, 
whether  Mr.  Caldwell  or  any  of  his  agents  or  friends  paid 
any  money  to  buy  parties  since  this  investigation  began 
on  account  of  Caldwell's  election? 

A.  All  the  information  I  have  is  through  Colonel  An 
thony.  He  told  mo  that  Tom  Anderson  said  he  would  not 
leave  the  Sta'te  until  he  got  his  money  from  Caldwell  or  his 
agents;  ihat  he  would  not  take  any  promises  or  notes,  but 
must  have  the  currency  in  hand.  Anthony  told  me  the  next 
day  after  this  conversation  that  Anderson  told  him  he  had 
got  his  money,  and  was  going  to  leave.  Ho  said  that  An- 
derson said  he  had  got  the  money  from  Lucian  Scott.  The 
amount  which  Anderson  said  he  had  received  was  five  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Q.  When  were  these  conversations  ? 
A.  About  the  15th  of  February,  1872. 

Q.  Did  you  have  conversations  with  Caldwell  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Legislature  of  1871,  about  the  use  of  money 
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to  secure  his  election  to  the  United  States  Senate  ? 

A.  He  remarked  to  mc  once  or  twice  before  the  canvass 
that  it  was  goini^  to  cost  hini  all  liis  loose  money.  I  was 
careful  not  to  Icnow  anything  about  that  ;  Len  Smith  seemed 
to  be  running  that  part  of  it. 

Q.  Have  you  heard  or  do  you  know  of  Caldwell  or  liis 
friends  using  money  or  other  influences  to  get  witnesses  to 
leave  the  State  since  this  investigation  began. 

A.  I  have  heard  frequent  rumors  ;  it  is  the  common  talk 
in  the  city  of  Leavenworth,  that  Carney,  T.  J.  Anderson 
and  Len  Smith  have  been  induced  to  leave  the  State  or 
remain  away  from  the  State  on  account  of  this  investigation. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Thos.  Moon- 
light about  money  being  paid  to  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  induce  them  to  vote  for  Caldwell  i*  If  so,  state 
what  he  said. 

A.  Moonlight  said  he  was  witness  to  a  transaction  where 
money  was  paid  by  an  agent  of  Caldwell's  to  one,  or  it  may 
have  been  two  members  of  the  Legislature,  to  secure  his  or 
their  votes  for  Caldwell  for  United  States  Senator. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Caldwell  ever  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  you  any 
money  for  your  services  in  his  behalf,  in  his  election  to  the 
United  States  Senate  ? 

A.  lie  offered  to  pay  me  twent3'-tive  hundred  dollars 
last  November.     I  did  not  accept  his  offer. 

Q.  Did  ho  offer  you  money  at  other  times  en  this  ac- 
count? 

A.  No. 
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CIVIL  ACTION. 

M.  W.  Reijnolds  vs.  S.  C.  Pomeroy  and  Sidiiei/  Clarke. 

Be  it  remembered  that  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1870,  and  at  the  February 
Terra,  A.  D.  1870,  of  the  District  Court,  sitting  in  and  for 
Doui^Ias  county,  State  of  Kansas,  among  others,  the  fol- 
lowing proceedings,  to-wit,  were  had: 

Milton  "\V.  Reynolds,  plaintiff  vs.  Samuel  C.  Pomeroy 
and  Sidney  Clarke,  defendants.     Civil  action. 

This  day  came  the  said  plaintiff,  by  Riggs,  Nevison  & 
Foote,  his  attorneys,  and  the  said  defendants,  by  their  attor- 
neys, A.  JI.  Horton,  Akin  &  Barker,  and  in  open  court  the 
said  parties  waived  a  trial  by  jury  in  this  action,  and  sub- 
mitted the  same  to  the  court  upon  the  issue  joined  between 
the  parties,  and  the  court,  aftor  hearing  the  evidence  and 
arguments  of  counsel,  do  find  as  facts  in  this  case  as  follows  : 
That  on  the  twelth  (12)  day  of  March,  A.  D.  18615,  the 
defendants  made  the  promissory  notes  as  stated  in  the  peti- 
tion, and  delivered  the  same  to  G.  A.  Reynolds,  the  agent  of 
M.  VV.  Reynolds ;  that  the  consideration  for  the  notes  was 
the  promise  on  the  ])art  of  M.  W.  Reynolds,  through  his 
agent,  George  A.  Reynolds,  to  use  his  newspaper,  the  Law- 
rence State  Journal,  to  influence  the  re-election  of  Sidney 
Clarke  to  Congress  and  the  re-election  of  Samuel  C.  Pomeroy 
to  the  United  States  Senate;  that  M.  AV.  lieynolds  did,  in 
pursuance  of  his  agreements,  endeavor  to  influence  and  secure 
the  re-election  of  Sidney  Clarke  to  Congress,  up  to  the  time 
of  the  nomination  of  Clarke  by  a  convention  of  the  delegates 
of  a  part}-  of  the  people  of  Kansas  in  September,  ISGt),  and 
did  endeavor  to  influence  and  secure  the  re-election  of  Samuel 
C.  Pomeroy  to  the  United  States  Senate  up  to  the  time  of 
the  election  of  Pomeroy  b}'  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Kansas  in  January,  A.  D.  1SG7  ;  and  the  court  do  therefore 
further  find,  as  a  conclusion  of  law  in  this  case,  that  the  con- 
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tract  attempted  to  be  entered  into  was  af^ainst  public  policy 
and  void.  It  is,  therefore,  considered  and  adjudged  by  the 
court  here  that  said  plaintiff  ought  not  to  have  his  said  action 
against  the  said  defendants,  or  either  of  them;  and  it  is, 
therefore,  further  ordered  and  adjudged  by  tlie  court  that 
the  said  defendants  recover  of  said  plaintiff  the  costs  herein 
expended — taxed  $  .  To  all  of  which  findings  and  judg- 
ment of  this  court  the  said  plaintiff,  by  his  counsel,  duly 
excepted  and  gave  notice  of  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  of  said 
action.

That  his  home  is  in  Atchison  county,  in  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, and  that  he  has  resided  in  said  State  since  1854  ;  that  he 
is  now  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  attendance  upon  the  session 
of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  must  of  necessity 
remain  at  Washington,  D.  C,  during  all  the  present  session 
of  Congress,  which  will  extend  beyond  March  1,  1870,  and 
cannot  be  present  at  the  February  term,  1870,  of  the  District 
Court  of  Douglas  count}^,  Kansas,  on  account  of  his  public 
duties  as  such  United  States  Senator  from  Kansas,  and, 
further,  that  he  knows  the  plaintiff",  and  signed  the  notes 
mentioned  in  the  petition  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  above  entitled 
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Kuit ;  that  there  wan  no  consideration  paid  to  liimself  or  to 
Mr.  Clarke,  eiUior  by  Gcoru;o  A.  lleynolds  or  Milton  W.  iiey- 
uolde,   at  tho  time  of  eignine;  Baid  notes  by  him   and    Mr. 
Clarke  ;  and  at  the  date  of  tho  said  notes  neither  himself  nor 
Mr.  Sidney  Clarke  was  owing  or   indebted  to  either  Ceo.  A. 
Kej'nolds  or  Milton  W.  Ileynolds  lor  any  money  whatever; 
that  the  notes  were  signed  and  delivered  without  consider- 
ation  being  paid  to  either  himself  or  ^Mr.  Clarke,  or  to  any 
ouo  for  us  ;  that  Geo.  A.  Rej-nolds,  tho  payer  of  the  notes, 
acted  for  the  plaintiff,  M.  W.  Eeynolds,  and  was  his  agent  in 
this  transaction  ;   that  while  the  plaintiff  well  knew  under 
what  circumstances  tho  eaid  defendant  signed  and  delivered 
the  said  notes  to  Gfeo.   A.  Reynolds  for  tho  benefit  of  the 
plaintiff  at  tho  time  said  notes  were  signed  and   delivered, 
and  was  familiar  with   all   tho  f\vcts  concerning  the  purposes 
for  which  said  notes  were  given  and  delivered,  both  at  the 
date  of  the  note  and  even  before  he  received  them  from  his 
brother,  Geo.  A.  Ileynolds;  that  the  plaintiff  obtained  said 
notes  with  full  notice  of  all  the  facts  connected  with   their 
delivery  to  Geo.  A.  Ileynolds.     And  ho  farther  states  that  at 
the  date  of  the  notes,  tho  said  Milton  W.  Reynolds  was  con- 
nected with  the  Stdte  Journal,  so  called,  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished at  Lawrence,  Kansas,  and  was  editor  of  said  paper, 
and  continued  to  bo  editor  and  publisher  of  that  paper  until 
about  February,  1869,   when  it  was    merged    into  what  is 
known  as  the  Lawrence  liepuhlicnn  Journol :  and  the    depo- 
nent further  states  that  he  was  at  the  time,  is  now,  and  was 
for  a  long  time  before  the  date  of  said  notes  a  member  of  tho 
Republican  party,  a  life  long  advocate  of  tho  principles  of 
freedom  to  all,  and  of  tho  equality  of  all  men  before  the  law;

paper  in  future,  after  tho  date  of  said  note,  support  and  urgo 
the  election  of  tho  nomincss  of  the   Republican   State  Con- 
vention of  Kansas  for  the  year  18()6  and  thereafter,  and  the 
nominees  of  the  Douglas  county  Republican  Convention  of 
the  same  year  ;  that  in  consideration  of  tho  execution  and 
delivery  of  the  said  notes  to  the  said  plaintiff  by  the  defeud- 
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ants,  the  said  Milton  W.  Reynolds  then  agreed,  and  the  said 
Geo.  A.   Keynolds,  for  and  his  in  behalf,  agreed  that  the  said 
State  Journal  should  be  itublished  by  him  as  a  true  RcjMiblican 
papor,devoted  to  the8uccc.«sof  theiiepublican  party  in  Kansas, 
and  the  advocate  of  the  nominees  of  the  party  in  Kansas  in 
186G  and  thereafter;    and  especially  promised,  in  considera- 
tion of  obtaining  said  notes  eo  sued  on,  that  he,  the  plaintilf, 
would   directly  and  indirectly,  through   his  writings  in   the 
said  State  Journal,  published  at  Lawrence,  Kansas,  endeavor 
to  procure  the  election  of  all  the  nominees  of  said  State  Con- 
vention  in  Kansas,  at  the  November  election  of  that  year, 
for  and  to  the  offices  for  which  they  were  so  nominated,  and 
would  also  support  and  endeavor  to  procure  the  election  of 
the  Hepublican  Senators  at  the  hands  of  the  Legislature  of 
Kansas  of  1867.     And  deponent  further  states  that  upon  said 
agreement  and  promises  on   the  part  of  the  plaintiff  said 
notes  were  executed  and   delivered  to  Geo.  A.  ileynolds,  for 
Milton  W.  Reynolds,  his  brother;  and,  further,  that  in  1866, 
after  the  date  of  said  notes,  and  before  they  became  due,  the 
llepublicans  of  the  State  met  in   convention   and  nominated 
a  full  set  of  candidates  for  state  officers  in  Kansas,  and  among 
the  persons  so  nominated  was  S.  .1.  Crawford  for  Governor 
and  the  lion.  Sidney  Clarke  as  candidate  for  Representative 
to  Congress  from  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  the   said  S.  J. 
Crawford  and  the  said  Sidney  Clarke,  with  the  other  persons 
so  nominated  at  said  convention,  were  the  regular  nominees 
of  the  Republican  party  of  the  State  for  that  year,  to  be  sup- 
ported  by  the  Republican   electors   at  the  fall  election  ;  and 
this  deponent  further  states,  that  the  said  plaintiff,  soon  after 
the  date  of   said   notes,  in   violation  of   his  covenants,  and 
promises,  and   agreements,  and   long  before  either  of   said 
notes  became  due,  refused  and  neglected  to  publish  his  said 
papei",  the  State  Journal,  as  an  exclusively  Republican  paper, 
and  failed  and  refused  to  fulfils  his  said  promises  and  agree- 
ments; and  did,  before  said   notes   became  due,  support  and 
sustain  Democratic  principles  in  his  said  State  Journal ;  and 
did  refuse  and  fail  to  support  and  advocate,  by  his  writings 
in  said  paper,  the  election  of  the  said  S.  J.  Crawford  to  be 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas  and  the  said  Sidney  Clarke 
to  be  Representative  in  Congress  from  said  State  at  the  fall 
election  in  1866;  and  did  fail  to  support  and   advocate  the 
election  of  other  of  the  regular  Republican  State  Convention 
candidates  of  1866  ;  and  did  fail  to  support  and  endeavor  to 
elect  the  county  Republican  candidates  from  Douglas  county 
for  the  same  year;  and  did,  in  violation  of  said  promise  and 
agreements,  directly  and   indirectly  sustain    and  advocate, 
through  the  columns  of  the  said  State  Journal,  the  election  of 
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James  L.  McDowell  for  (Jovernor  of  Kansas  at  Iho  fall  elec- 
tion of  186G;  and  did  advocate  and  support  the  election  of 
Charles  Blair  to  be  Jloprosentativo  in  Con^jress  from  Kansas 
at  the  fall  election  of  ISGt! ;  and  the  said  McDowell  and  the 
paid  Jjlair  were  then  the  Democratic  nominecH  and  candi- 
dates for  positions  against  the  said  S.  L.  Crawibrd  and  the 
said  Sidney  Clarke;  and  diirini^  the  said  political  canvass  of 
18G()  the  said  plaintiff  supported  the  claims  and  urjred  the 
election,  through  the  columns  of  said  Journal,  of  the  said 
Democratic  candidates,  and  also  other  Democratic  nominees 
of  the  Democratic  Convention  of  Ivansas  for  ISGC,  and  also 
several  Democratic  nominees  in  Douglas  county  for  the  same 
year.  And  the  deponent  further  states  that  during  the  said 
canvass  of  186G  in  Kansas,  after  the  date  of  said  notes,  and 
before  the  same  became  duo,  the  said  State  Journal,  published 
and  edited  at  Lawrence.  Kansas,  by  the  said  plaintitT,  was 
injurious  and  detrimental  to  the  Kepublican  party  and  cause 
in  Kansas,  and  used  its  columns  to  the  injury  and  detriment 
of  the  nominees  of  the  licpublican  part}^  in  Ivansas  for  1866  ; 
and  the  course  of  said  paper  was  injurious  to  the  said  Sidney 
Clarke  and  to  all  the  advocates  of  Ilopublican  measures  and 
principles  in  the  State.  And  deponent  further  states,  that  at 
the  time,  and  after  the  said  notes  became  due,  they  were 
never  presented  to  him  for  payment  by  said  plaintiff,  and  it 
was  distinctly  understood  between  the  parties,  that  the  sup- 
port of  the  Democratic  party  by  the  plaintiff  discharged  both 
Sidney  Clarke  and  this  deponent  from  any  obligation  to  aid 
the  paper  of  which  the  plaintiff  was  the  proprietor.  And 
the  deponent  further  states  that  neither  of  s:\id  notes  were 
ever  (protested,  and  that  from  the  time  they  were  given  until 
just  before  the  commencement  of  this  suit,  he  had  no  intima- 
tion that  anything  would  bo  claimed  from  the  obligation. 
And  the  deponent  further  states,  that  in  .January,  1867, 
after,  or  about  the  time  of  his  re-election  to  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  he  had  a  conversation  with  the  plaintiff,  who 
declared  that  he  was  in  sentiment  as  much  a  ]?epublican  as 
the  deponent  himself,  and  that  his  support  of  the  Demo- 
cratic or  Johnson  party  and  its  candidate  during  the  preced- 
ing canvass  was  onlj'-  because  of  his  desire  to  sustain  his 
brother,  Ceo.  A.  Jieynolds,  in  his  oftice  as  agent  of  the  Sem- 
inole Indians,  and  that  he  judged  it  better  on  that  account 
to  sustain  the  Johnson  part3'  ;  but  that  hereafter  ho  intended 
to  support  the  Ilepublican  j^arty,  at  least  ho  should  support 
the  Senators  from  the  State — meaning  the  deponent  and 
Hon.  E.  G.  Eoss;  but  he  made  no  claim  for  payment  of  anj' 
monej' ;  ho  exhibited  no  notes,  and  did  not  speak  of  any. 
Deponent  does  remember  paying  the  j)laintiff  the  sum  of  two 
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hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  but  that  sum  was  paid  at  the 
time  of  this  deponent's  visit  to  Lawrence  and  Topcka  about 
the  beginning  of  the  year  18G7,  and  had  no  relation  to  these 
notes,  and  at  this  time  no  notes  were  presented  or  spoken 
of;  but  that  sum  was  paid  him  upon  his  representation  of  bis 
expenses  at  Topeka  and  Lawrence,  and  that  of  his  friends  in 
the  eanyass  for  Senators,  about  the  first  day  of  that  year, 
(18G7). 

S.  C.  POMEROY. 

Also  of  Sidney  Clarke,  of  lawful  ago,  who,  being  first 
duly  examined,  cautioned  and  solemnly  sworn,  deposes  and 
says  :  That  he  resides  in  the  city  of  Lawrence,  and  State  of 
Kansas,  and  is  acquainted  with  all  the  parties  to  this  suit ; 
that  he  is  at  present  a  member  of  Congress  from  the  State  of 
Kansas,  and  in  attendance  upon  the  second  session  of  the 
Forty  first  Congress,  which  will  continue  be^'ond  the  4th  of 
March  next,  which  renders  it  impossible  for  him  to  be  present 
at  the  February  term  of  the  District  Court  of  Douglas 
county;  and  he  further  states,  that  in  the  case  of  the  above 
mentioned  suit  he  signed  the  two  notes  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars each  with  Senator  Pomeroy  ;  that  he  frequently  con- 
ferred with  Geo.  A.  Itcjmolds  and  Milton  "W.  Reynolds  in 
reference  to  the  position  of  the  State  Journal  towaixls  the 
Eepublican  party  ;  that  Geo.  A.  Eeynolds  informed  him,  and 
he  also  understood  from  Milton  W.  Reynolds,  that  he  was 
one  of  the  chief  owners  of  the  Slate  Journal ;  that  the  said 
Geo.  A.  Reynolds  informed  deponent  that  he  exercised  a  con- 
trolling influence  over  the  columns  of  the  paper,  and  had 
furnished  the  greater  part  of  the  capital  for  the  purchase; 
that  both  of  these  men  complained  that  they  found  it  very 
hard  to  sustain  their  paper  from  the  subscriptions  and  adver- 
tisements, and  claimed  that  they  ought  to  receive  some  sup- 
port from  the  Republican  party ;  that  after  consultation  with 
Senator  Pomeroy  an  arrangement  was  finallj''  made,  and 
agreed  to  by  Geo.  A.  Reynolds  and  Milton  W.  Reynolds,  that 
they  would  support  in  the  columns  of  the  State  Journal  the 
Republican  party,  its  principles  and  candidates  at  the  Fall 
election  of  ISGG ;  that  it  was  in  consequence  of  this  agree- 
ment, and  for  no  other  reason,  that  the  notes  were  given ; 
and  the  deponent  does  not  remember  whether  they  were 
given  at  his  own  room  or  at  Senator  Pomeroy's  house ;  that 
ho  heard  no  more  about  this  matter  until  after  the  meeting 
of  the  Republican  State  Convention  for  that  year,  held  at 
Topeka,  Kansas,  about  the  first  of  September;  that  at  that 
convention  S.  J,  Crawford  was  nominated  for  Governor  and 
the  deponent  for   Congress,   with   a    full  Republican  State 
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ticket;  that  on  my  return  to  Lawrence,  1  tliinic  on  the  fol- 
lowing evening,  Geo.  A.  JlejMioIds  and  Milton  W.  lieynoMs 
called  at  my  rcHidcnco  on  Tennessee  street  at  a  late  hour  in 
the  evening,  and  desired  to  have  a  conversation  with  mo  in 
rcfercnco  to  the  course  of  the  State  Journal ;  that  they  stated 
to  me,  that  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  Geo.  A.  Reynolds 
held  the  office  of  Seminole  Indian  Agent  it  would  bo  more 
for  their  interest  to  sustain  Mr.  .Tohnson'fl  administration,  and 
secure  the  patronage  and  cnioluments  to  the  Indian  agency, 
and  perhaps  other  emoluments,  than  to  support  the  Republi- 
can ticket;  that  they  stated  that  it  became  necessary  to  decide 
this  question  before  the  issue  of  the  next  daily  edition  of  the 
State  Journal  on  the  following  morning,  and  they  thought  it 
would  not  be  honorable  to  break  the  engagement  with  m^'self 
and  Senator  Pomcroy  without  notifying  mo  of  the  fact,  and 
consulting  me  in  reference  thereto.  They  stated  to  me,  that 
inasmuch  as  there  could  be  no  doubt  about  the  election  of 
the  Republican  ticket,  they  supjiosed  that  m3'self  and  Sena- 
tor Pomeroy  would  bo  Avilling  to  discontinue  the  arrange- 
ment heretofore  made.  I  stated  to  them  that  while  of  course 
there  was  no  doubt  about  the  election  of  the  Republican 
party  and  ticket,  that  I  believed  the  administration  of  Mr. 
Johnson  meant  mischief  to  the  country,  and  that  while  they 
might  find  it  for  their  temporary  pecuniary  benefit  to  sustain 
the  administration,  in  the  long  run  they  would  not  find  it  so, 
and  that  they  would  bo  liable  to  the  charge  of  being  iuccn- 
sistent,  vacillating  and  mercenar}'. 

Both  of  the  Messrs.  Reynolds  jirgued  that  they  could 
not  afford  to  relinquish  the  patronage  of  the  Seminole  Indian 
Agency,  and  that  ir.asiuuch  as  there  was  alroad}-  one  Repub- 
lican paper  in  Lawrence — the  Lawrence  Tribune — and  but 
few  Democratic  pa))ers  in  the  State,  it  was  a  better  field  for 
the  JonrnaX  to  support  the  Democratic  ticket,  and  it  was  inti- 
mated to  mo  that  there  were  i)arties  who  would  make  it  for 
their  pecuniary  interest  to  do  so,  to  the  extent  at  least  of  the 
amount  of  the  notes  which  had  been  given  by  myself  and 
Senator  Pomeroy ;  and  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter 
was  that  they  informed  mc  before  they  left,  that,  taking  all 
the  circumstances  into  consideration,  they  thought  it  l)est. 
lor  them  to  support  the  Democratic  ticket.  1  remarked  in 
substance  to  them  that,  of  course,  their  doing  so  would 
relieve  Senator  Pomeroy  and  myself  from  all  the  obligations 
we  were  under;  and  to  this  intimation  both  Geo.  A.  Reynolds 
and  Milton  W.  Reynolds  gave  their  assent. 

On  the  nomination  of  the  Democratic  ticket,  the  State  Jour- 
nal placed  the  said  ticket  at  the  head  of  its  columns,  and  advo- 
cated its  election,  as  the  files  of  the  j'aper  will    show.     I  did 
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not  remember  anj^thini;-  more  about  this  matter  until  1 
received  a  notice  from  Mosfirs.  Hig^s,  Nevison  &  Foote,  atter- 
Tieyrt  of  Milton  W.  Eej'colds,  calh'ng  npon  mo  to  pay  the 
notes,  and  informincj  mo  that  unless  I  Hhould  do  ?o  at  an 
•early  day  a  suit  would  be  brought  against  me. 

A  fihort  time  after  receiving  this  notice,  I  met  G.  A.  Rey- 
nolds near  the  store  of  Wni.  E.  Sutliff  &  Co  ,  on  Massachusetts 
street,  in  the  city  of  Lawrence,  when  1  said  to  him  :  George, 
I  received  notice  the  otlur  day  that  you  were  going  to  sue 
those  notes,  and  I  said  that  if  they  did  so  I  would  be  obliged 
to  defend  the  suit ;  I  ])roceeded  to  remind  him  of  the  con- 
versation which  took  place  at  my  house  after  the  liepnblican 
Convention — which  I  have  related — between  m^'Seil'aud  him- 
self, and  his  brother,  Milton  W.  Eeynolds.  He  said,  in 
reply,  that  ho  remembered  the  conversation  very  distinctly, 
and  that  1  was  right  about  it ;  that  it  must  be  a  mistake  on 
the  part  of  '-Milt,"  and  that  he  would  sec  that  it  was  cor- 
rected so  far  as  I  was  concerned.  He  said  to  me  also,  that 
the  only  object  was  to  make  Senator  Pomeroy  pony  up  ;  but 
that  so  far  as  I  was  concerned,  he  would  sec  it,  that  1  had 
no  further  trouble  about  the  matter. 

The  notes  were  never  presented  to  me,  and  never  pro- 
tested, and  no  claims  were  ever  made  upon  me  for  their  pay- 
ment until  I  received  the  notice  from  Messrs.  Ricrgs,  Nevison 
&  Foote,  informing  me  that  I  would  be  sued  unless  I  made 
the  payment.  As  I  was  absent  from  Lawrence  for  most  of 
the  time,  and  as  this  matter  had  passed  out  of  my  mind 
until  I  got  the  notice  from  the  attorneys  of  Eej^nolds  that  a 
suit  was  to  be  brought  against  me,  I  do  not  remember  that 
I  ever  made  any  request  for  the  surrender  of  these  notes.  I 
considered  the  matter  entirely  settled  when  the  paper  openly 
abandoned  the  Republican  party.

George  A.  Koynolds  of  lawful  age,  being  b}"-  mo  first 
duly  examined,  cautioned  and  solemnly  sworn,  deposeth  and 
eaith  : 

I  reside  in  the  cit}*  of  Lawrence,  State  of  Kansas,  and 
know  the  parties  to  this  8uit. 

In  the  month  of  March,  1866.  my  home  was  in  Bourbon 
county,  State  of  Kansas.  I  am  the  elder  brother  of  ^Iilton 
W.  lleynolds,  the  plaintiff  to  this  suit.  1  am  the  payee  of 
th<^  notes  set  up  in  plaintitT's  petition  to  this  suit.  These 
notes  were  delivered  to  mo  in  the  city  of  Washington.  I 
think  they  wore  delivered  the  day  thoy  are  dated. 

My  recollection  is  that  they  were  delivered  to  me  in  ^fr. 
Clarke's  room  in  the  Metropolitan  Hotel,  or  at  the  house  of 
Senator  Pomeroy  on  "II  "  street,  in  thecit}^  of  Washington. 
Upon  reflection,  I  think  the}'  were  delivered  at  ihe  Senator's 
house.  Mr.  Clarke,  Mr.  Pomero}-  and  myself,  were  j. resent 
when  tho  notes  were  executed  and  delivered.  They  were 
executed  and  delivered  immediately. 

3Ir.   Pomeroy  wrote  the  notes  and  they  both  signed  them, 
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In  March  1S66,  Milton  W.  Eeynolds    was  tho  editor  of  the 
State  Journal,  a  newspaper  published   at  Lawrence,  Kansas, 
and  had  been  for  about  one  year  previous.  He  continued  to  be 
the  editor  and  publisher  of  that  paper  until  about  February, 
18G9,  when  it  was  merged  in  the  Lawrence  Eepublican. 

Those  notes  were  executed  and  delivered  to  me  for  the 
purpose  as  stated  to  me,  by  Mr.  Pomeroy,  to  aid  the  Law- 
rence Journal. 

There  was  other  considerations  for  said  notes.  The  con- 
siderations that  M.  W.  Eeynolds  was  to  give  for  the  notes, 
was  that  he  should  support  Clarke  and  Pomeroy  for  re-elec- 
tion ;  one  for  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  the  other 
for  the  Senate.  At  this  time  S.  C.  Pomeroy  was  United 
States  Senator,  for  Kansas  ;  he  was  a  candidate  for  re-election 
to  that  position,  and  the  election  was  to  take  place  in  the 
Legislature  in  the  succeeding  winter. 

At  this  time  Sidney  Clarke  was  Eepresentativc  in  Con- 
gress from  Kansas,  and  was  a  candidate  for  re-election  at  tho 
tall  election  in  18GG. 

There  was  no  other  consideration  that  I  know  of  for  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  these  notes.  There  was,  perhaps, 
one  or  two  interviews  in  reference  to  this  matter  before  the 
notes  were  given.  M.  W.  Keynolds  was  not  in  Washington 
at  the  time  the  notes  were  given.  I  had  no  interest  in  the 
Journal  further  than  this  :  I  furnished  M.  W.  Eeynolds  monej^ 
to  buy  an  interest  in  the  paper  when  ho  started  it,  and 
induced  him  to  come  out  here.  Ho  was  engaged  as  an  editor 
in  Michigan  on  a  salary. 

Tho  interest  spoken  of  was  purchased  in  the  name  of 
the  plaintiff,  and  not  in  my  name.  I  had  no  control  over  the 
Journal  at  the  time  the  notes  were  given  any  more  than  one 
brother  would  have  over  another.  1  received  these  notes  for 
M.  W.  Reynolds.  After  I  received  the  notes,  I  forwarded 
them  immediately  by  mail  to  my  brother  at  Lawrence.  I 
believed  that  I  endorsed  the  notes  to  M.  "W.  Eeynolds  before 
I  forwarded  them  to  him. 

There  was  no  consideration  paid  to  me  by  M.  W.  Eey- 
nolds for  the  notes.  They  were  taken  by  me  for  him,  and 
they  simply  passed  through  my  hands.  I  acted  as  his  agent 
in  receiving  the  notes. 

I  do  not  know  of  my  own  knowledge  in  reference  to  the 
payment  of  $250.00  on  tho  notes.  The  plaintiff  informed 
me  that  S250.00  had  been  paid  on  the  notes.  I  had  a  con- 
versation with  Mr.  Clarke  in  the  fall  of  1866,  just  previous 
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to  the  election,  in  which  I  told  hitn  that   1  thought  ho  ou^ht 
lo  be  released  Irom  uny  obligution  on  the  two  notes, 

Q.  State  what  was  paid  by  you  in  that  conversation  in 
reference  to  the  plaintiffs  fullilling  the  agreement  in  refer- 
ence to  Mr.  Clarke. 

A.  As  near  as  I  can  remember  the  conversation  now,  I 
stated  lo  Mr.  Clarke  that- 1  thouglit  he  ought  not  to  bo  held 
to  pay  his  portion  of  the  notes,  i'or  the  reason  that  the  ])aper 
"vas  about  to  assume  such  a  position  that  it  could  not  be  of 
any  help  to  him.  The  ])aper  did  assume  such  a  position  that 
I  thought  it  could  not  help  him.  At  this  time  M.  \V.  ll(.'y- 
nolds  was  the  solo  editor  of  the  Journal. 

I  have  since  that  conversation,  stated  the  same  thing  in  . 
substance  to  Mr.  Clarke.     The  first  convention   was  in  the 
fall,  ju'^t  before  the  election,  and  after  the  first  note  became 
due.     I  am  not  positive  that  it  was  before  the  first  note  be- 
came due. 

I  knew  James  L.  McDowell,  lie  was  a  candidate  for 
Governor  of  Kansas  in  the  fall  of  1866.  The  ticket  upon 
which  he  van  was  called  either  the  conservative  or  demo- 
cratic ticket.  I  do  not  remember  whicli.  It  was  in  op[)Osi- 
tion  to  the  I^epublican  ticket.  I  think  the  State  Journal  sup- 
ported that  fall  Jaraos  L.  McDowell  for  Governor  and  Charles 
W.  l>laii',  of  Fort  Scott,  for  Congress,  lilair  ran  on  the  con- 
servative ticket  and  against  Mr.  Clarke.  The  plaintiff  sup- 
ported and  advocated  the  election  of  these  candidates  through 
the  State  Journal. 

Cross- Exa  mined. 

It  was  the  understanding  that  M.  "W.  Ifcynolds  in  con- 
sideration of  these  notes,  should  support  Clarke  and  I'om- 
eroy  lor  re-election. 

This  is  the  understanding  I  had  with  Clarke  and  Tom- 
er 03' ;  alter  quite  alengtliy  conversation  had  with  Mr.  Clarke 
upon  the  subject  of  the  proposed  change  of  the  position  of 
Journal  inhov a  referred  to.  Mr.  Clarke  said  if  the  paper 
assumes  the  position  talked  of  I  presume  you  will  not  hold 
me  on  the  note  for  any  portion  of  it?  I  replied,  certainly 
not.  He  then  turned  to  my  brother  and  said,  "  all  right,  go 
ahead,  Milt."  The  plaintiff  supported  McDowell  lor  Gov- 
ernor and  Blair  for  Congress  in  the  fall  of  IStiO.  These  wore 
the  candidates.     lie  supported  the  opjiosition  ticket.     Al.  W.

Reynolds  was  the  owner  of  the  notes  sued  upon  on  the  3l8t 
of  July,  18G9.  I  believe  I  had  no  interest  in  them,  nor  never 
had. 

Re-Direct. 

In  the  first  conversation  spoken  of  with  Mr.  Clarke,  M. 
W.  Reynolds,  the  plaintiff,  was  present.  M.  W.  Reynolds 
was  the  owner  of  the  notes  at  the  date  they  were  given.  I 
expect  to  leave  Lawrence  about  the  15th  of  January,  1870, 
and  expect  to  bo  absent  about  three  months.  I  am  going  to 
New  York  and  Washington. 

The  candidates,  J.  L.  McDowell  and  C.  W.  Blair,  I  pre- 
sume, were  not  all  the  candidates  the  plaintiff  supported  on 
the  opposition  ticket  in  the  fall  of  1866. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  the  plaintiff,  in  the  conversa- 
tion between  you  and  Mr.  Clarke,  at  which  time  the  plaintiff 
was  present,  consented  t)iat  if  the  paper  assumed  a  different 
attitude  Mr.  Clarke  should  be  released  from  his  portion  of 
the  notes. 

(Objected  to  by  plaintiff.) 

A.  I  do  not  think  he  did  in  words.  But  my  understand- 
ing was  that  his  views  and  mine  were  in  accord  upon  the 
subject.

Joseph  S.  Wilson,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn, 
states:  I  am  a  member  of  the  Legislature  from  Bourbon 
county;  I  board  at  Mr.  Stevenson's  ;  I).  C.  Finn,  of  Cherokee, 
boards  at  the  same  place.  I  think  it  was  the  day  after  the 
election  that  Finn  showed  several  of  us  an  envelope  contain- 
ing about  seven  dollars,  and  said  that  was  all  the  money  he 
had  ;  a  short  time  after  that  I  saw  a  new  pocket-book  of  his, 
which  contained,  I  think,  two  (2)  §500  bills  and  about  3100 
in  small  bills.  This  I  saw.  There  was  another  roll  of  bills 
in  a  side  pocket  which  I  could  not  estimate.  Finn  stated  to 
me  that  he  had  sold  a  farm  in  Missouri  for  $4,000,  and 
received  $50  down,  and  again  he  told  me  that  it  belonged  to 
HA  estate  and  was  in  his  hands.  The  members  at  the  board- 
ing house  accused  Finn  of  selling  out  and  he  never  denied  it. 
This  was  often  charged  against  him  by  the  boarders.

N.  Green,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and 
states  :  I  am  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Kansas.  Was  at  Topeka 
(luring  the  Senatorial  election.  I  had  two  conversations 
with  Col.  W.  II.  Davis,  of  Douglas;  the  first  was  at  Mrs. 
Allen's,  about  the  first  of  the  session.  I  do  not  know  R.  M. 
Fish,  of  Shawnee  county,  except  by  reputation.  I  had 
another  interview  with  Col.  Davis  at  the  Tefft  House ;  this 
was  a  few  days  before  the  election.  At  this  conversation 
there  was  little,  if  anything,  said  about  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion.    There  was  some  one  in  the  room,  who  was  a  stranger 
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to  me  ;  I  do  not  know  whether  it  was  Fish  or  not.  I  never 
made  a  proposition  to  ('ol.  DaviB.  on  liehalf  of  Gen.  Pomeroy, 
or  any  one  else,  otrerin<^  him  a  8um  of  money  in  connection 
■with  the  Senatorial  question,  or  for  any  other  purpose.  I 
■was  never  authorized  to  do  so  b}^  Senator  Pomeroy.  I  never 
told  Col.  Davis  that  a  sum  of  money  was  placed  in  my  hands 
to  pay  over  to  him  in  case  of  his  defeat,  if  he  would  form  a 
combination  with  oi*  would  support  General  Pomeroy  lor  the 
Senate.

E.  M.  Fish,  of  lawful  a^e,  being  dul}'  sworn,  deposes  and 
states  :  I  am  a  resident  of  Topeka  ;  was  here  during  the 
Senatorial  contest.  I  occupied  room  No,  11  at  the  Tefft 
.House.  Col.  W.  J\.  Davis,  of  Douglas  county,  who  was  a 
candidate  for  the  Senate,  -was  frequently  in  n\y  room.  On 
Friday,  after  the  Legislature  met,  Col.  Davis  and  myself  were 
in  the  room,  a  person  came  in,  who  was  introduced  to  mo  by 
the  Colonel  as  Lieut.  Gov.  Green.  I  have  seen  the  same  per- 
son once  presiding  in  the  Senate.  Green  stated  to  Col.  Davis 
that  he  (Green)  came  to  him,  authorized  to  speak  for  Gen. 
Pomeroy,  and  that  the  General  had  sent  him,  and  desired 
that  he  (Gen.  Pomeroy)  and  Col.  Davis  should  form  a  com- 
bination and  bo  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate.  Gov. 
Green  told  Col.  Davis,  in  mj'  presence,  that  if  he  (Davis) 
would  form  such  a  combination  and  was  not  elected,  that 
there  was  an  amount  of  money  placed  in  his  (Green's)  hands, 
which  he  (Green)  was  to  pay  over  to  Davis  in  case  of  his 
defeat.  I  could  not  hear  the  amount  stated,  as  Gov.  Green 
spoke  in  a  ver}'  low  tone  of  voice  when  he  named  the  amount. 
1  know  noio  what  the  amount  was,  but  I  obtained  the  knowl- 
edge by  subsequent  conversations  with  Col.  Davis.  There 
were  other  interviews  between  Gov.  Green  and  Colonel  Davis, 
but  I  do  not  know  what  passed.  I  retired  from  iho  room 
when  Gov,  Green  came  in.

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W.  F,  Travin,  of  lawful  age,  bcinnj  duly  sworn,  deposes 
and  states  :  I  am  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  from  Bour- 
bon count}' ;  I  am  acquainted  with  D.  0.  Finn,  of  (Jherokee 
county;  I  board  at  Mr.  Stevenson's  with  Finn,  Wilson  and 
others. 

The  day  before  the  election  Mr.  Finn  showed  mo  an 
envelope  containing  about  $7,  and  said  it  was  all  the  money 
he  had.  I  heard  Finn  say  the  day  after  the  election  that  he 
had  sold  a  favin  near  Ball  Town,  in  A^'ernon  county,  Mis- 
souri, for  8-i,000;  afterwards  I  heard  him  saj-  that  he  was 
Probate  Judge  of  his  county  and  had  money  belonging  to 
heirs;  I  know  of  no  money  having  been  offered  or  received 
by  any  member  of  the  Legislature  for  his  vote.  A  short  time 
after  the  vote  I  met  Mr.  Finn  and  told  him  that  I  thought, 
and  everybody  else  thought,  that  he  had  sold  out.  He  seemed 
iineas3%  and  stated  that  ho  had  received  a  letter  from  his  con- 
stituents instructing  him  to  vote  as  he  did.  Ho  showed  me 
a  letter — my  recollection  is  that  it  was  dated  some  ten  or  fif- 
teen days  before  that.  It  was  not  a  letter  of  instruction  ;  it 
stated  that  "  the  introduction  of  the  bill  granting  to  settlers 
the  right  of  homestead  on  the  Neutral  Land  was  a  God 
send."  I  remarked  to  him  that  he  ought  to  have  changed 
his  position  some  time  ago,  if  the  letter  was  the  cause  of  his 
vote;  he  said  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  gave  it  to  him  after  we 
went  into  joint  convention.  The  letter  appeared  to  me  to 
be  an  old  one,  or  rather  it  looked  as  if  it  was  pocket  worn.  D. 
0.  FMnn,  up  until  about  the  time  of  his  vote  for  Mr.  fJoss, 
was  a  warm  supporter  of  Mr.  Carnej-.  I  do  not  know  that 
any  other  member  of  the  Legislature  received,  or  was  offered 
money  or  other  valuable  consideration  for  his  vote.

On  the  day  of  the  joint  convention,  and  about  10  or 
11  o'clock,  as  I  was  going  uj)  the  steps  that  load  into  the  hall 
of  the  House  of  llepresentatives,  and  about  half  way  up  the 
steps,  I  met  a  young  man  whom  I  afterwards  found  out  to  bo 
a  Mr.  Sells,  who  asked  me  to  vote  for  Mr.  Eoss,  and  who  told 
me  that  they  lacked  one  or  two  votes,  and  that  money  was 
no  object.     He  said  this  after  he  had  followed  me  into  the 
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House,  and  said  that  ho  was  informed  that  I  could  bo  induced 
to  vote  for  Mr.  Ross.  II o  inquired  where  my  friend  Mr, 
Vail  was,  and  I  pointed  him  out.  Jlo  went  to  see  Mr.  Vail, 
and  after  some  talk  between  them,  Mr.  Vail  came  to  my  scat, 
followed  in  a  short  time  by  ^Mr.  Sells,  Mr.  \'ail  said  to  mo 
that  if  1  would  vote  lor  Koss  I  would  make  "  my  pile."  I  do 
not  think  this  could  have  been  over  twenty  minutes  before 
the  vote  was  taken.  Mr.  Sells  then  said  t  could  fill  up  a 
blank  check.  I  told  him  that  I  had  voluntarily  pledi^ed 
myself  to  Gov.

George  D.  Farr,  of  lawful  ago,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes 
and  states :  I  am  a  resident  of  Topeka  and  am  cashier  of 
the  National  Bank;  I  was  in  the  bank  attending  to  business 
during  the  Senatorial  election;  there  were  not  during  the  elec- 
tion, or  before  or  after,  checks  presented  by  any  member  of 
the  Legislature;  some  members  have  deposited  money  in  the 
bank  since  they  drew  pay  from  the  State,  but  not  in  large 
sums;  not  exceeding  $200.  No  one  of  the  Senatorial  candi- 
dates had  any  considerable  amount  of  money  deposited  in 
the  bank  during  the  Senatorial  election.  AVe  cashed  drafts 
for  Mr.  Pomeroy  during  the  time  he  was  hero,  not  exceeding 
in  tho  aggregate  $4,000  or  §5,000.  "We  also  cashed  one  draft 
for  Mr.  Carney;  I  think  for  SI, 014.  Two  of  Mr.  Pomeroy's 
drafts  were  made  payable  to  Mr.  Lasher  of  tho  Capitol 
House.  Tho  others  were  drawn  payable  to  Mr.  Pomeroy 
himself.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  any  member  of 
the  Legislature  having  been  offered  or  having  accepted  a 
bribe  to  iulluence  his  vote  on  tho  Senatorial  election.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee 
of  Investigation  to  the  Senate  : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject  of  the  above  preamble  and  resolution,  would 
respectfully  submit  that  they  have  examined  under  oath  all 
the  witnesses  whom  they  could  learn,  had  or  pretended  to 
have  any  knowledge  of  the  matter  under  investigation,  or 
who  could  in  any  way  throw  any  light  thereon,  and  they 
unanimously  find  that  there  are  no  facts  in  the  testimony 
justifying  said  charges  against  Senator  "Wood.  But  do  find 
that  an  appointment  to  olfiee,  with  a  valuable  consideration 
as  security,  for  said  appointment,  was  urged  upon  him  by 
the  friends  of  Sidney  Clarke  to  influence  his  vote,  but  that 
he  refused  to  allow  his  vote  to  bo  influenced  by  said  oll'or. 
And  the  committee  further  beg  leave  to  report  the  testimony 
in  full,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senaie  :

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TESTIMONY. 

Senator  Wood  having  boon  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  Will  you  state  any  facts  that  you  may  know  in  rela- 
tion to  the  charges  of  bribery  and  corruption  against  you 
in  connection  with  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  Iving  and  I  roomed  together  during  the  Senatorial 
canvass  of  1871,  and  in  that  time  Mr.  King  asked  me  if  I 
V5'0uld  not  like  tho  position  of  mail  agent,  held  by  neighbor 
Low,  and  I  told  him  that  I  would.  A  few  days  afterwards 
ho  told  me  that  I  could  have  it,  and  that  Mr.  Clarke  would 
give  me  the  position,  if  I  wanted  it.  At  a  still  later  period, 
he  brought  me  a  proposition  in  writing  signed  by  parties — 
the  conditions  of  which  proposition  were  that  the  parties 
would  be  responsible  for  the  appointment.  My  KU])po8ition 
was,  (though  Mr.  King  did  not  say  so)  that  it  was  in  consid- 
eration that  I  should  support  Mr.  Clarke  that  they  made  mo 
this  proposition.  When  I  told  Mr.  King  that  I  considered 
there  Avas  no  responsibility  in  that  proposition,  1  did  not 
intend  by  that  remark  to  convey  the  idea  to  him  that  if  there 
was  any  responsibility  about  it,  that  I  would  accept  it;  but 
I  was  afterwards  satisfied  that  ho  placed  that  construction 
on  my  language  from  the  fact  that  he  brought  me  a  ditterent 
paper,  which  purported  to  he  a  responsible  proposition.  Af- 
terwards, he  came  to  me  one  night  and  said  :  "  I  have  a  cer- 
tificate of  deposit  whicli,  if  you  will  accept  of,  is  yours,  pro- 
vided Mr,  Clarke  fails  to  give  you  the  appointment."  I  told 
him  that  I  was  surprised  that  one  having  known  me  so  long 
and  so  intimatcl}'  as  ho  had,  shouUi  have  supposed  my  vote 
could  be  bought  for  money.  I  told  him  that  my  vote  was 
not  for  sale  for  position  or  money,  and  further  told  him  that 
Sidney  Clarke  and  all  his  friends  had  not  money  enough 
to  buy  me.  When  he  remarked  that  he  had  a  certificate  of 
deposit  he  took  from  his  pocket  an  envelope  which  1  supposed 
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contained  the  certificate  refei-red  to.  The  envelope  was  not 
opened  in  m;y'  presence,  and  I  never  saw  the  contents.  Mr. 
King  then  said  to  me  that  he  would  take  it  back  to-morrow 
morning,  and  remarlced  that  I  need  have  no  fear  of  his  ever 
approaching  me  again  on  such  a  subject. 

Q.  Did  any  person  offer  you  any  consideration  to  influence 
your  vote  for  any  candidate  for  the  position  of  United  States 
Senator,  other  than  the  one  mentioned  above  ? 

A.  There  never  was  any  person  made  me  any  pi'oposi- 
tion,  or  offer  of  any  kind,  or  description  to  vote  for  any  other 
candidate  than  Sidney  Clarke. 

Q.  "Who  were  the  parties  whose  names  were  signed  to 
the  proposition  hereinbefore  mentioned  ? 

A.  1  paid  little  attention  to  it,  and  do  not  remember  the 
names. 

JAIRUS  AVOOD. 


S.  C.  KING, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  Will  you  state  any  facts  you  may  know  which  will 
sustain  the  charge  of  bribery  and  corruption  against  Senator 
Wood  in  connection  with  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  I  know  of  none. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  House  during  the  year  of 
1871  ? 

A.  I  was  from  Atchison  count3\ 

Q.  Were  you  frequently  in  Sidney  Clarke's  room? 

A.  Frequently. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  Senator  Wood  was  anxious  to 
obtain  money  or  other  consideration  for  his  vote  for  United 
States  Senator  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  he  ever  offered  his  vote  for  money 
or  other  valuable  consideration  during  that  Senatorial  elec- 
tion ?

A.  I  don't  know  that  ho  did. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  tell  any  one  that  tbo  voto'of  iSenator 
Wood  of  tho  Doniphan  county  delegation  could  be  iufluenccd 
by  money? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  tell  any  one  that  tho  vote  of  tho  Doni- 
phan county  delegation  could  bo  influenced  by  money? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Were  you  frequently  in  conversation  with  Senator 
Wood  at  that  time? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  Senator  Wood  ever  give  you  to  undcr8tand  in 
any  wa}^  that  his  vote  could  be  influenced  by  money  or  other 
pecuniaiy  consideration  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you,  or  do  you  know  of  any  one  else  having 
offered  Senator  Wood,  any  mone}'-  or  other  pecuniary  couhid- 
eralion  to  influenco  his  vote  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  j-cu  or  do  you  know  of  any  one  elso  having 
offered  any  consideration  to  Senator  Wood  to  influence  his 
vote  in  eaid  election  ? 

A.  Sidney  Clarke  offered  to  procure  for  Dr.  Wood  the 
appointment  as  mail  agent  for  his  vote,  which  was  refused 
by  Dr.  Wood. 

Q.  What  assurance  did  Mr.  Clarke  or  any  of  his  friends 
offer  Senator  Wood  as  security  that  he  should  have  said  office 
of  mail  agent? 

A.  A  check  of  S3, 000  placed  in  my  hand  as  trustee  by 
Dan  Adams  conditioned  verbally,  that  if  Dr.  Wood  did  not 
get  tho  appointment  in  tho  litno  prescribed — being  within 
three  months — that  I  should  draw  the  money  and  pay  it  over 
to  Dr.  AVood ;  otherwise  the  check  to  be  returned  if  tho 
appointment  v/as  made.  I  presented  tho  proposition  to  Dr. 
Wood  verbally,  but  he  refused  to  entertain  the  proj)0sition. 
I  returned  tho  check  to  Col.  Abell,  saying  that  1  had  failed 
in  tho  negotiation. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Clarke  know  of  tho  prop- 
osition stated  by  you  aa  above  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  Sidney  Clarke  know  that  you  wore  authorized 
to  make  tho  proposition  as  above  stated  ? 
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A.  I  refuse  to  answer  the  question. 

The  objection  of  the  witness  was  submitted  to  the  Sen- 
ate, which  body  decided  that  the  question  should  be  answered, 
whereupon  the  witness  appeared  and  answered  as  follows  : 

"  I  think  he  did." 

The  witness  presented  himself,  and  asked  to  explain  his 
foregoing  testimony,  as  follows  : 

"I  was  mistaken  in  regard  to  the  check  above  stated.  It 
was  a  certificate  of  deposit.  1  handed  the  said  certificate,  in 
a  sealed  envelope,  to  Col.  Abell,  with  the  request  that  he  hand 
it  back  to  Dan  Adams,  and  to  say  that  the  negotiation  had 
failed." 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  who  professes  to  know  any 
facts  that  would  tend  to  show  the  truth  of  the  charges  made 
against  Senator  Wood. 

A.  I  do  not. 


S.  C.  KING  P.E-CALLED. 

Q.  What  do  you  know  about  Senator  Wood  having  the 
certificate  of  deposit  spoken  of  in  his  possession  ? 

A.  He  never  had  it  in  his  possession. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  tell  Mr.  Dolan   or  any  one    else    that 

Senator  Wood  had  the  certificate  in  his  possession  ? 

A.  I  never  did. 

Q.  When  you  answered  the  question,  "  Did  Sidney  Clarke 
know  that  you  were  authorized  to  make  the  proposition  as 
above  stated,"  and  you  answered,  "  I  think  he  did,"  did  j-ou 
refer  to  the  mail  agency,  or  to  the  certificate  of  deposit,  or 
to  both  ? 

A.  In  giving  that  answer  at  that  time  "  I  did  refer  to 
both "  My  recollection  is,  that  I  mentioned  the  desired 
security  to  Mr.  Clarke,  who  referred  me  to  Col.  Abell,  and 
by  him  I  was  referred  to  D.  M.  Adams,  who  gave  me  the  cer- 
tificate of  deposit ;  hence  I  could  not  testify  that  Mr.  Clarke 
knew  concerning  the  certificate;  but  from  having  had  the 
conversation  with  him  first  I  answered  that  I  thought  ho 
"  did  know." 
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(I.  Are  wo  to  understand  thut  Mr.  Wood  stated  to  you 
that  a  money  security  irould  be  desired  by  him  ? 

A.  When  I  returned  to  Dr.  Wood  and  stated  to  him  that 
Mr.  Clarko  would  procure  rac  the  mail  a;^ency,  Dr.  Wood 
stated  to  mo  that  ho  would  not  take  Mr.  Clarke's  word,  but 
would  like  to  have  somo  security  equivalent  to  the  position 
for  the  time  ;  he  desired  it. 

Q.  Did  he  state  if  that  security  was  given  ho  would  then 
support  Mr.  Clarke  ? 
A.  lie  never  did. 

Q.  Did  you  show  Mr.  Wood  the  certificate  of  deposit 
mentioned  ? 

A.  I  think  not;  but  I  am  not  clear  on  that  point ;  but  I 
do  know  that  it  was  in  an  envelope,  and  never  left  my  pos- 
session until  I  handed  it  back  to  Col.  Abell. 

Q.  Did  you  endorse  that  check  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  Dr.  Wood  at  any  time  say  to  you,  that  for  any 
consideration  ho  would  vote  for  or  support  Mr.  Clarko  ? 

A.  He  did  not. 


T.  .1.  DOLAX, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  Do  you  know  Senator  Wood  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Do  you  know  anything  of  his  offering  to  sell  his  vote 
for  money  or  other  valuable  con.sideration  during  the  Sena- 
torial election  of  1871? 

A.  All  I  know,  1  learned  from  Samuel  C.  King. 
Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  Doniphan  county  del- 
ecration  offering  to  sell  their  votes  at  said  election. 

A.  Not  from  my  own  personal  knowledge? 
Q.  What  is  the  source  of  your  information? 
A.  What  I  have  heard  from  other  parlies. 
20 
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Q.  Did  3-011  over  bear  "Wood  say  anything  about  the 
matter  in  question  ? 

A.  I  never  heard  Wood  say  anything  of  it  himself,  but 
have  heard  Sara  King,  say  that  Wood  was  willing  to  com- 
promise his  vote,  for  certain  considerations. 

Q.  What  were  the  considerations? 

A.  The  considerations  were,  as  King  informed  me,  that 
he  (Senator  Wood)  would  vote  for  Mr.  Clarke,  if  he  (Mr. 
Clarke,)  would  secure  him  the  mail  agency  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  but  he  wanted  this  appointment  secured,  and  for 
that  purpose  Mr.  King  was  to  hold  a  certificate  of  deposit 
for  $3,000,  which  was  to  be  paid  to  Wood  at  the  expiration 
of  three  months  in  case  he  did  not  receive  said  appointment. 

A.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Clarke  had  any  informa- 
tion of  the  certificate  of  deposit  mentioned  by  Mr.  King  ? 

A.  I  think  not ;  my  recollection  is  that  I  went  with  Mr. 
King  to  see  Sidney  Clarke,  and  stated  that  we  could  secure 
the  Doniphan  courty  delegation  if  he  could  give  the  appoint- 
ment of  mail  agent.  He  said  he  thought  he  could,  but  would 
have  to  see  Mr.  Low  before  making  the  promise.  Later  on 
the  same  day  he  promised  to  give  us  the  mail  agency. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Clarke  understand  that  you  wanted  the 
mail  agency  to  influence  votes  for  him  for  United  States  Sen- 
ator ? 

A.  I  think  he  understood  by  that  appointment  that  the 
Doniphan  delegation  would  vote  for  him. 

Q.  '\Va8  anything  said  to  Mr.  Clarke  in  regard  to  the  cer- 
tificate of  deposit  ? 

A.  There  was  not. 

Q.  Was  anything  said  to  JMr.  Clarke  at  any  time  in  your 
presence  previous  to  or  during  that  election  relative  to  said 
certificate  of  deposit  ? 

A.  There  was  nothing  said  in  my  presence  relative  to 
the  certificate  in  substance,  except  that  the  appointment 
would  have  to  be  made,  pledged  our  word  and  considered 
ourselves  responsible  for  that  appointment. 

Q.  Who  do  you  mean  when  you  say  "we"? 

A.  I  mean  Mr.  Clarke's  friends,  including  myself. 

Q.  What  were  the  grounds  on  which  you  considered 
yourselves  responsible  ? 

A.  We  considered  ourselves  personally  bound  to  give 
that  appointment  as  we  had  jDromiscd. 
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Q.  To  whom  had  you  made  tluit.  promise  ? 

A.  Mr.  Kiiif^  reported  that  lie  had  made  that  ]uomi8e  to 
Dr.  Wood.  1  never  made  an  individua!  ])r()miPO  to  ]>r.  Wood  ; 
all  m}-  infortnation  relative  to  the  promise  hein/^  niado.  came 
from  Mr.  Kirifr,  who  waa  requested  to  confer  with  l)r.  Wood. 

Q  Did  Mr.  Kini;  ever  tell  you  that  Senator  Wood  ever 
had  tiie  certificate  of  depo.>^it  hipokcn  of  in  hin  po^-t^ess-ion  ? 

A.  I  tiiink  not. 


DANIEL  M.  ADAMS, 
Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  What  do  j'ou  know  of  the  alleged  bribery  of  Senator 
Wood  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  I  know  an3'tbiDg  of  my  own  knowl- 
edge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  that  claims  to  know  that 
Senator  Wood  is  guilty  of  the  charge  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Senator  "NVood  offered  to  sell 
his'vote  for  money  or  other  consideration  at  said  election  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  tell  anybody  that  you  believed  that  the 
vote  of  Senator  Wood  could  be  influenced  by  money  ? 

A.  I  cannot  tell  whether  I  ever  made  such  a  statement 
or  not ;  but  have  heard  such  statements  made  ? 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  Senator  Wood's  vote  could  bo 
irifluenced  by  moiic}'  ? 

A.  I  heard  such  talk  and  rumors  quite  often;  but  know 
nothinsr  of  their  Irulh  from  my  ov/n  knowledge,  neither  do  I 
know  from  whom  the  rumors  came. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  tell  Sidney  Clarke  that  you  bclieveil 
the  vote  of  Senator  Wood  of  the  Donii>han  county  delega- 
tion could  be  influenced  by  mone}-  ? 

A.  I  might  have  so  stated,  but  I  am  not  positive  that  1 
did,  but  I  know  that  such  statements  were  made  and  talked 
over  in  Mr.  C.'larke's  rooms,  and  in  his  presence.  If  I  did  so 
state  it  was  based  on  common  rumor,  and  no  personal  knowl- 
edge. 

Q.  Where  did  you  reside  at  that  time? 
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A.  In  Topeka. 

Q-  Were    you   acquainted   with  Senator   Wood  at  that 
time  ? 

A.  I  never  met  Senator  Wood  until  he  came  here  last 
winter. 

Q.  Did  yoii  often  talk  with  Senator  Wood  about  the 
Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  I  think  1  had  two  or  three  little  chats  with  him  in 
Mr.  Clarke's  room  in  a  general  way. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  talk  with  Senator  Wood  at  that 
lime  about  his  vote  for  Senator? 

A.  1  never  did.  We  talked  in  a  general  way.  I  never 
talked  alone  with  him. 

Q-  Did  you  receive  any  intimation  from  him  that  money 
would  influence  his  vote  ? 

A.  I  never  did. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  oifer  him  money  for  his  vote? 

A.  ISJever  did;  I  am  not  in  that  business. 

Q-  Did  any  one  professing  to  act  for  Senator  Wood  ever 
iiitimate  that  his  vote  could  be  influenced  by  money  ? 

A.  No. 

Q,  Did  any  one  professing  to  act  lor  the  Doniphan 
county  delegation  ever  intimate  that  the  vote  of  that  dele- 
gation could  be  influenced  by  money? 

A.  No,  sir, 

Q.  Were  you  at  that  time  in  position  to  hear  and  know 
what  was  transpiring  in  reference  to  the  Senatorial  election  ? 

A.  No  more  than  any  other  citizen  in  Topeka  at  that 
time. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Xing,  of 
Atchison,  in  reference  to  Mr.  Wood  or  the  Doniphan  delega- 
tion ? 

A.  I  do  not  do  recollect  that  I  had,  except  in  a  general 
way. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  say  to  any  one  that  Mr.  Wood  wanted 
$3,00U  for  his  vote? 

A.  I  don't  think  I  did. 
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P.  T  AJiELL, 
Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  Did  you  pee  an  article  in  the  Democratic  Standard  of 
January  18th,  1872,  concerning  the  bribery  of  certain  mem- 
bers of  ihc  last  Legislature? 

A.  I  never  saw  the  article  ;  but  I  have  licard  its  contents 
spoken  of 

Q.  State  whether  you  know  anything  which  will  tend  to 
substantiate  those  charges  so  far  as  Senator  Wood  is  con- 
cerned ? 

A.  Nothing  whatever. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  that  will  tend  to  substantiate 
the  charges  made  against  the  Doniphan  county  delegation  as 
a  whole  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  j'ou  ever  receive  any  ))ro])OPition  Irom  Senator 
Wood  or  any  one  who  claimed  to  act  for  him  whereby  ho 
proposed  to  sell  his  vote  for  money  or  any  other  valuable 
consideration  ? 

A.  No  proposition  of  that  kind  was  ever  made  to  me  by 
him  or  any  other  person. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  state  to  any  one  that  the  vote  of  the 
Doniphan  county  delegation  could  be  procured  b}'  the  use 
of  money  ? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  telling  any  one  so  in  direct 
terms;  but  I  have  no  doubt  but  I  said  to  Mr.  Clarke  and 
others,  during  the  canvass,  that  it  wa>*  reported  that  the 
Doniphan  county  delegation  wanted  money. 

Q.  Can  you  state  any  authority  upon  which  you  made  a 
statement  to  Mr.  Clarke  or  any  one  else  in  substance  as  above  ? 

A.  I  cannot  now- give  the  names  of  any  one  who  made 
such  statements;  but  I  know  something  of  tho  kind  was  said 
by  some  one. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  ttate  to  Mr.  Clarke  or  any  one  elsethat 
yon  believed  that  the  vote  of  Senator  Wood  or  the  Doniphan 
county  delegation  could  bo  influenced  by  money? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  having  made  such  state- 
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ments  to  Mr.  Clarke  or  jiny  one  else;   hut  I  know  such  opin- 
ions were  expressed  in  Clarke's  room  and  in  his  presence. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  Senator  Wood  having 
offered  his  vote  for  $3,000  or  any  other  sum  ? 

A.   I  know  nothing  of  anything  of  the  sort. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  knovv  anything  of  any  offer  being  made  to 
Senator  Wood  or  any  of  his  friends  of  any  sum  of  money  or 
pecuniary  consideration  for  the  jMirpose  of  infiueDcing  his 
vote  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  knoi7  of  Senator  Wood  having  offered  to  vote 
for  any  Senator  for  money  or  other  consideration  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  who  claims  to  know  of  any 
matter  which  will  serve  to  convict  Senator  Wood  of  the 
charges  of  corruption  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 


F.  P.  BAKER, 
Havinfi:  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows 


'» 


Q.  State  what  you  know  of  the  charges  of  bribery  and 
corruption  in  relation  to  Senator  Wood  in  the  Senatorial  elec- 
tion of  1871. 

A.  Nothing  whatever. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  charges  of  bribery  and 
corruption  in  which  Senator  Wood  is  connected  with  other 
parties  in  said  contest? 

A.  Nothing  whatever. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  one  who  claims  to  know  that 
Senator  ^\'ood  in  his  connection  with  the  Doniphan  county 
delegation  in  that  election,  was  guilty  of  the  charges  of  brib- 
ery and  corruption? 

A.  I  have  heard  Tom  Anderson  say  that  S8,000  was 
divided  between  the  seven  members  of  the  Doniphan  county 
dehigation  and  that  one  of  the  members  did  not  gei  any  of 
that  amount. 
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T.  J.  ANDERSON, 
Having  been  svvoro,  testified  thus: 

Q.  Do  3-ou  know  auything  about  the  truth  of  the 
charges  of  bribery  and  corruption  as  made  against  Senator 
Wood.  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  Senator  "Wood  or  the 
Doniphan  county  delegation  having  otlbrcd  to  pell  tht-ir  votes 
for  United  States  Senator  during  the  Senatorial  election  of 

1871  y 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  state  to  any  one  that  the  Doniphan 
county  delegation  had  sold  out  ? 

A.  I.  never  did. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  in  the  presence  of 
F.  P.  Baker,  in  which  you  remarked  that  the  Doniphan 
county  delegation  had  sold  out  or  ottered  to  sell  out  fur 
$8,000  ? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  any  such  conversation 
touching  the  Doniphan  county  delegation  or  Senator  Wood. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  make  the  remark  in  the  presence  of 
any  one,  that  the  Doniphan  count}'  delegation  had  sold  out 
for  8S,00U,  and  that  all  but  one  had  received  their  portion? 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  having  made  any  such 
statement. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  who  claims  to  know  that 
Senator  Wood  sold,  or  offered  to  sell  his  vote  during  the  Sen- 
atorial election  of  1871  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 
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G.  AY.  GLICK 


Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  "Were  you  at  Topcka  during  the  Senatorial  election 
of  1871? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Senator  Wood  ? 

A.  Y"es,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  often  in  conversation  with  him  during 
that  time? 

A.  I  think  I  met  the  Senator  about  the  hotel.  Do  not 
remember  of  any  extended  conversation. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  having  accepted  money  or  oi  her 
valuable  consideration  to  influence  his  vote  ? 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge  I  know  nothing  at  all  of  that 
kind. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  ho  offered  his  vote  for  money  or 
other  valuable  consideration  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  any  one  else  professing  to 
act  for  Dr.  Wood,  having  offered  Wood's  vote  for  money  or 
other  valuable  consideration  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  any  one  having  offered 
Senator  Wood,  or  the  Doniphan  county  delegation  money  or 
other  valuable  consideration  for  his  or  their  votes  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  who  professes  to  know  of 
Wood  having  offered  his  vote  for  money  or  other  valuable 
consideration  for  his  vote? 

A.  I  do  not. 


SIDNP]Y  CLARKE, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  thus: 

Q.  Did  you  see  an  article  in  the  Democratic  Standard  of 
January  18,  1872,  in  relation  to  charges  of  bribery  and  cor- 
ruption against  members  of  the  Legislature  in  the  Senatorial 
election  of  1871  ? 

A.  I  did. 
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Q.  Will  you  slato  any  lads  you  ma}'  lUiOw  which  will 
sustain  the  charges  as  far  as  Senator  'NVood  is  concerned  ? 

A.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  on  (ho  subject  only  so 
far  as  it  has  been  communicated  to  mo  by  others,  although  I 
have  a  very  decided  opinion  upon  the  matter. 

Q.  Can  3'ou  ^ive  us  the  nanios  <>i'  any  persons  who  pro- 
fess to  know  anything  conceiniiig  the  corruption  of  Senator 
Wood  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871? 

A.  It  was  stated  to  me  by  various  persons,  among  whom 
I  rcmcTuber  the  names  of  Hon.  S.  C.  King,  member  of  the 
House  of  Eepresentatives  from  Atchison  count}",  Col.  Peter 
T.  A  bell  and  T.  J.  Dolan,  that  they  believed  that  the  vote  of 
Senator  Wood  of  the  Doniphan  county  delegation  could  be 
irtliienced  by  money. 

Q.  Do  3-ou  know  of  any  one  who  claims  to  know  aiu'- 
thing  concerning  the  bribery  of  Senator  Wood  in  his  vote  for 
United  States  Senator  in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  The  expressiors  which  have  been  made  to  me  by 
•different  parties  have  been  generally  of  the  nature  of  opin- 
ions. 1  do  not  know  the  source  from  which  they  obtained 
their  opinions. 

Q.  Did  you  give  N.  Cree  an}'  authority  u))on  which  he 
might  base  the  charges  in  the  publication  in  the  Democratic 
Slandard  of  January  18,  1872,  in  relation  to  Senator  Wood? 

A.  The  subject  of  the  Senatorial  election  has  been  the 
topic  of  conversation  at  different  times  since  it  occurred,  and 
I  have  conversed  with  Mr.  Cree  upon  the  subject  as  I  have 
with  others.  I  do  not  now  remember  the  precise  date  when 
these  conversations  took  place. 

Q.  Did  you  or  did  you  not  give  said  N.  Creo  names  of 
■several  members  of  the  Legislature  of  1871,  among  which 
•were  the  name  of  Senator  Wood,  as  having  voted  Cf^rniptly 
in  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  I  gave  him  no  list,  but  I  talked  with  him  about  it  as 
]  w^ould  with  any  other  person,  an<l  the  name  of  Senator 
AVood  wa.>5  mentioned  among  others. 

Q.  Did  you  take  a  lif^t  of  the  members  of  the  last  Leg- 
islature, and  name  to  Mr.  Cree  the  members  charged  of  being 
guilty  of  corruption  ? 

A.  At  one  of  the  conversations  '^\y.  Cree  took  down  ft 
book  containing  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  last  TiCgis- 
lature,  and  referred  to  it  in  the  conversation.  lie  marked 
the  names  of  different  persona. 
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Q.  Did  he  mark  the  name  of  Senator  Wood  on  your  sug- 
gestion ? 

A,  The  case  of  Senator  Wood  was  spoken  of.  but  I  do 
not  reuiember  who  first  mentioned  it.  It  might  have  been 
myself,  Mr.  Cree,  or  Mr.  Shannon. 

Q.  Where  was  this  ? 

A.  It  was  in  tlio  Democratic  Standard  office.  I  also  had 
a  conversation  with  Mr.  Cree  and  Mr.  Shannon  in  Governor 
Shannon's  office. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  conversation  at  either  of  the  above 
named  places  on  or  about  the  15th  of  January,  1872? 

A.  1  should  think  the  conver.'^ation  above  referred  to 
took  place  somewhere  about  that  time. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Cree  give  you  to  understand  at  that  time 
that  he  intended  to  publish  the  names  of  those  parties? 

A.  He  said  he  intended  to  pitch  into  them. 

Q.  Did  you  give  him  the  names  of  any  persons  by  whom 
the  charges  might  be  proved  ? 

A.  In  talking  about  the  case  of  Senator  Wood,  the 
names  of  Col.  Abell  and  Mr.  King  were  mentioned  as  being 
posted  in  reference  to  iho  position  which  Senator  Wood 
occupied.     I  mentioned  their  names. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  Senator  Wood  having 
demanded  money  from  any  one  for  his  vote  for  United  States 
Senator  ? 

A.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  on  the  subject. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  who  claims  to  have  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  Senator  Wood  having  demanded  money 
for  his  vote  for  United  States  Senator  in  1871  ? 

A.  Maj.  Daniel  M.  Adams  has  given  to  me  about  the 
same  expressions  in  reference  to  Mr.  Wood  as  was  given  by 
Mr.  King  and  others  from  Atchison. 

Q.  Did  Daniel  M.  Adams  or  the  other  persons  referred 
to  say  to  you  that  Senator  Wood  offered  to  sell  his  vote  for 
United  States  Senator? 

_  A.  On  reflection,  I  state  in  answer  to  the  question,  that 
Maj.  Daniel  M.  Adams  and  Mr.  King  both  stated  to  me  that 
this  was  the  case.  I  cannot  give  their  precise  language  ;  but 
the  idea  that  Senator  Wood  wanted  money  for  his  vote  was 
distinctly  convoyed  to  me  in  several  conversations. 

Q.  Did  either  of  the  persons  referred  to  state  to  you  thati 
they  had  offered  Senator  Wood  money  for  his  vote? 
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A.  They  did  not. 

Q.  Did  tbc^y  state  that  Senator  AVood  had  authorized  them 
to  make  any  offer  of  his  vote  for  money';' 

A.  1   do   not   remember  that  they  stated  that   he   had 
authorized  them  to  otl'or  lii.s  vote  fur  moncv. 


SIDNEY  CLARKE  llE-CALLED. 

Upon  his  own  request,  Sidney  Clarke  was  re-called  and 
made  the  following  statement : 

"I  have  read  Mr.  S.  C.  King's  testimony-,  and  desire  to 
saj'  that  he  is  mistaken  in  the  suppo.'^ition  that  I  had  any 
knowledge  in  reference  to  the  certificate  mentioned  in  his 
testimony-.  Since  my  attention  has  been  called  to  the  sub- 
ject, I  remember  that  lUr.  King  or  some  one  else  came  to  mo 
with  the  statement  that  Senator  Wood  wished  to  obtain  the 
position  of  mail  agent,  and  wished  that  I  should  recommend 
him  for  the  same  in  the  event  of  my  election.  I  stated,  in 
reply  in  substance  that  the  position  was  now  held  by  Mr.  Low, 
of  Doniphan  county,  and  that  while  I  would  not  recommend 
that  a  Iritmd  be  turned  out  of  ollice  to  give  j»lace  to  another, 
1  was  willing  to  recommend  Mr.  Wood  for  the  ])Osiii<^ii  he 
wanted  provided  Mr.  Low,  the  incumbent,  was  willing  to  give 
his  consent.  My  recollection  is,  that  Mr.  Low  was  consulted 
about  the  matter,  and  replies  that  if  Senator  Wood  wan'.ed 
the  office  he  was  willing  that  he  should  have  it  so  far  as  ho 
was  concerned.  I  made  no  offer  of  money  or  other  valuable 
consideration  to  Mr.  Wood,  neither  did  1  authorize  anybody 
else  to  do  so."

W^ILSON  SHANNON,  JR, 

Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 

A.  Lawrence,  Kansas. 

Q.  Are    jon    ono    of    the    editors    of    the    Democratic 


Standard  ? 


A.  I  am  President  of  the  Kansas  Democratic  Publishing 
Company,  publishers  of  the  Democratic  Standard. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  truth  of  the  charges 
published  in  the  Democratic  Standard  in  relation  to  Senator 
Wood  ? 

A.  I  do  not, 

Q.  Have  you  ever  heard  of  charges  of  bribery  and  cor- 
ruption against  Senator  Wood  in  relation  to  the  Senatorial 
election  of  1871? 

A.  As  a  rumor  I  have  heard  of  them. 

Q.  Can  you  mention  ?.ny  names  of  persons  from  whom 
you  have  heard  these  charges  ? 

A.  Mr.  Glick,  of  Atchison,  and  Sidney  Clarke,  of  Law- 
rence. 

Q.  When  did  you  hear  of  these  charges  ? 

A.  During  the  first  week  of  the  Legislature. 

Q.  Can  you  state  on  whose  authority  these  charges  wore 
published  in  the  Demo-cratic  Standard? 

A.  Not  an}^  more  than  I  have  stated. 

Q,  State  if  you  were  present  at  a  conversation  between 
Mr.  N.  Cree  and  Sidney  Clarke  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  When  was  it  ? 

A.  It  was  about  the  15th  of  January,  1872. 

Q.  State  what  was  said  about  Senator  Wood  being  con- 
nected with  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871? 

A.  Sidney  Clarke  said  that  the  Doniphan  county  dele- 
gation had  sold  out  in  a  body  for  $5,000  or  $G,000. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Clarke  give  you  his  authority  for  so  stating  ? 
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A.   1   think   thai   he  i^avo  Col.  Abcll  us  authority  that 


cvenin;^. 


Q.  Will  you  state  on  whoso  inlbrnnation  tho  articlo  in 
the  Democratic  Standard  of  Januaiy  18,  1872,  was  published 
80  far  as  Senator  V.^ood  is  concerned  ? 

A.  Aa  far  as   I  know,  Sidney  Clarke  was  the  authority. 


NATHAN  CltEE, 
Having  been  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  What  is  your  present  occupation  ? 

A.  1  am  editor  of  the  Democratic  Standard. 

Q  Can  j-ou  give  us  any  information  in  regard  to  tho 
charges  of  bribery  and  corruption  made  against  Senator 
Wood  in  connection  with  the  Senatorial  election  of  1871  ? 

A.  I  know  nothing  of  my  own  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  that  does  know  anything 
in  regard  to  tho  matter  in  question  't 

A.  Strvtemenls  of  certain  facts  have  been  made  to  me  b}- 
parties  who  claimed  to  know  certain  things  in  relation  to  tho 
subject  of  the  investigation. 

Q.  Do  those  facts  implicate  Senator  "Wood  in  the  Sena- 
torial election  of  1871  'i 

A.  They  do. 

Q.  Who  weie  tho  parties  that  made  those  statement.s  of 
facts  ? 

A.  Sidney  Clarke  and  F.  P.  Daker. 

Q.  Were  the  charges  as  published  in  the  Democratic 
Standard  .Tanuary  IS,  187-,  against  Senator  Wood  mado  by 
you  on  representations  of  those  parties  ? 

A.  They  were  mado  on  representations  of  Sidney  Clarke. 

Q.  When  were  thoao  representations  made  ? 

A.  On  Januar}-  IG,  1872. 

Q.  Were  those  the  only  persons  from  whom  j'ou  had 
heard  charges  against  Senator  Wood  in  this  connection  ? 
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A.  They  wero  tho  only  ones  that  made  charges   to  me 
personally. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  those  charges  from  Sidney  Clarke 
at  any  other  time  ? 

A.  I  never  heard  them  prior  to  that  time  ;  but  may  have 
board  something  said  since. 

Q.  AVhat  were  those  isLatcments  made  to  you  by  Sidney 
Clarke?  J         J  J 

A.  I  met  Mr.  Clarke  in  Lawrence  post-oflSce  on  the  IGth 
day    of   January,    I    think.      Mr.    Clarke     and    myself    are 
acquainted.     I  commenced  a  conversation  with  him,  and  the 
matter  of  Mr.  Caldwell's  election    came  up,  and    somethino- 
was  said  about   some  articles  that  I  had    published    in  the 
Democratic  Standard  in    relation  to  an  investigation  of  the 
election  of  Mr.  Caldwell.     In  the  course  of  thisconversation 
I  told  him  the  names  of  some  members  of  the  Legislature 
that  had  been  given  to  me   as  members  that  were  guilty  of 
having  been  bribed  in  voting  for  United  States  Senator  Cald- 
well, and  I  told  him  I  thought  I  Avould  publish  them.     I  also 
told  him  my  object  was  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  L«^gis- 
lature  in  such  a  manner  that  an  investigation   could   not  be 
avoided.     Mr.  Clarke  said  that  if  he  had   a  list  of  the  last 
winter's  Legislature,  he  could  point  out  about  who  sold  their 
votes,  and  asked  me  if  I  had   a   list  of  them.     I  told  him  I 
did  not   have  one  of  them,  but  that   I   could  get  one.     He 
then  asked  me  when  I  would  be  in  my  office.     In  replj^    I 
told  him  I  would  be  in  all  afternoon.     In  tho  course   of  this 
conversation  I  told  him  I  would  like  to  get  the  names  of  the 
men  who  voted  corruptly,  and  asked  him    if  he  would   not 
assist  me.     He  said  ho  would  ;  but  could  not  go  to   my  office 
then  for  it  was  almost   his  dinner  hour;  but  "that  he   would 
come  after  dinner.     Towards  night  I  met  him   again  in  the 
post-office,  and  he  said  he  was  coming  to   ray  office  in   a  few 
moments.     I   told   him   I   was  going  to  Governor  Shannon's 
office,  and  asked  himtogo  ;  to  which  he  replied  that  he  would. 
I  went  to  Shannon's  office,  and  in  a  short  time  he  came  in.     I 
had   a  list  of  tho  members  of  the  last  Legislature  at  that 
time.     Wilson   Shannon,  jr.,  was  also  present.     Mr.  Clarke 
vv'cnt  over  that  list  at  Mr.  Shannon's  request  and  marked  tho 
names  of  those  he  know  or  believed  to  have  sold   out  on  the 
occasion  of  tho  election  of  Senator  Caldwell,  and  he  marked 
some  names,  and  among  them  that  of  Mr.  Wood,  and  said  he 
had  sold  out.     He  then  stated  that  Mr.  Wood  wanted  $3,000 
for  his  vote  last  winter,  and  that  Maj.  Daniel  M.  Adams  told 
him  (Clarke)  that  Senator  Wood  wanted  that  sum  from  him 
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(Dan  Adamfi)  for  votinf^  for  (y'larke.  I  think  tl)at  was  all  tlio 
oorivorsation  v.'o  ha'l  at  that  tiino  in  ro^anl  to  Mr.  \V()o<l. 
The  next  day  ho  (Clai-ko)  called  at  tho  office,  and  naid  he 
wanted  to  know  soinelhiii;;;  ahout  a  letter  from  a  i^enikinan 
in  Lawrence,  and  a!»ked  if  it  had  been  puhlinhcd  in  tho  *S/a;i- 
dard;  if  not,  ho  would  have  it  ])iililished  in  tho  TrilAiiw.  I 
then  referred  to  the  converr^alidn  we  ha<l  had  on  the  previous 
da}',  and  showed  him  an  article  J  had  written  containinj^  tho 
names  of  persons  who  it  was  told  to  me  liad  voted  corruj)tly 
in  tho  Senatorial  election  of  187 1,  and  in  that  list  was 
Senator  Wood't?  name.  1  tlien  asked  him  who  knew  any- 
thinjr  about  the  facts,  having  determined  not  to  publish  the 
article  unless  ho  could  i<ivc  me  the  names  of  witnesses  wlio 
could  substantiate  what  ho  had  assorted.  lie  gave  me,  as 
parties  who  knew  of  Senator  Wood's  conduct  last  winter, — 
in  regard  to  the  Senatorial  election — the  names  of  Col.  Abell 
and  Dan  Adams,  and  at  the  same  time  repeated  what  he  had 
said  the  evening  before,  saying  at  tho  same  time  that  Dan 
Adams  would  stand  u|>  to  what  ho  had  said.  Something 
being  eaid  in  relation  to  an  article  that  had  appeared  in  the 
Augusta  Republican  about  the  Doniphan  county  delegation, 
he  gave  mo  tho  name  of  J.  B.  Davis,  of  Augusta  ;  but  did 
not  say  what  ho  knew  about  the  matter.  I  asked  him  if 
there  conld  bo  any  mistake  about  it  as  far  as  Senator  Wood 
was  concerned.  To  which  he  rei)lied,  no  ;  that  ho  was  sure 
of  it.     That  was  all  that  was  said  about  Mr.  Wood. 


NATHAZS   CUEE    RE-CALLED. 

Mr.  Croc  recalled  at  his  own  request,  after  Sidney  Clarke 
had  testified. 

I  wish  to  stato  that  Mr.  Clarke  did  give  me  a  list  of  tho 
members,  who  1)0  said  sold  out  in  tho  Senatorial  election  of 
1871.  lie  marked  tho  names  himself,  among  whicli  was  that 
of  Senator  Wood;  first  mentioning  Senator  Wood's  name 
himself. 

This  was  in  GJovernor  Shannon's  office  on  the  llJlh  day 
of  January  1S72.  The  next  day  in  the  ollice  oi"  the  Dcinocnttic 
Standard,  on  being  ae-ked  by  mo  so  to  do,  he  gave  me  tho 
names.of  several  witnesses,  in  his  own  handwriting,  who  ho 
eaid  knew  about  these  parties  selling  out,  among  them  wore 
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the  name  if  Major  Dan  Adams  and  Colonel  Abell.  [Here 
the  witness  presented  a  writing  which  he  s'vore  was  that  of 
Sidney  Clarke  containing  the  names  of  J.  Wood  and  Colonel 
Abell  and  Dan  Adams.]  He  also  testified  to  me  what  ho 
alleged  Dan  Adams  had  told  him  as  to  Senator  Wood's  offer- 
ing to  sell  his  vote  for  $3,000. 

1  asked  him  of  there  could  be  any  mistake  obout  the 
matter  as  far  as  Senator  Wood  was  concerned,  he  asnswered, 
no,  that  there  was  no  mistake  about  it  at  all ;  that  Dan 
Adams  had  told  him  so,  and  that  he  knew  he  would  stand  up 
to  it. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Clarke  make  any  arrangement  to  meet  you 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  you  the  list  of  those  parties  who  he 
claimed  had  sold  out  ? 

A.  Yes,  he  did;  the  writing  which  was  had  in  accord- 
ance  with  previous  arrangements  was  in  Governor  Shannon's 
office  on  the  16th  day  of  January  1S72;  Mr.  Clarke,  also 
examined  the  proof  in  my  office  of  the  article  entitled  the 
"Caldwell  Bribery,"  and  pronounced  it  all  right  and  correct. 
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
